infinitely  superior  to  the  original^  which  con- 
tains a  very  superficial  account  of  that  city. 

The  Views  of  the  Principal  Towns  are  from 
drawings  made  or  the  spot,  aad  engraved  ex- 
pressly for  this  edition.  The  Map  of  Ger- 
many is  on  a  large  scale,  and  the  Roads  are 
accurately  delineated.  The  Plan  of  Vienna, 
as  wdl  as  that  of  Ber&i,  is  from  tlie  most  oor« 
rect  Survey. 

This  work  has  been  preceded  by  the  pmbli* 
catioii  of  Reichard's  Itineraries  of  France, 
Belgium,  and  Italy,  which  have  met  wkk 
great  otcouragement  from  a  liberal  Public. 

The  distances  are  calculated  in  Germaa 
miles,  which  are  nearly  equal  to  three  Ei^lish 
miles.  Tlie  Itinerary  oi  Hungary  and  Tur- 
key has  been  added  to  the  work,  as  it  was  not 
found  sufficiency  extensive  to  form  a  separate 
volume. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


EXTENT,  LIMITS,  CLIMATE,  MOUNTAINS,  FO ' 
RESTS,  RIVERS,  PRODUCTIONS,  POPULATION, 
INHABITANTS,  RELIGION,  UNIVERSITIES, 
LANGUAGE,    SOIL,    &C. 

Germany,  properly  so  called,  is  240  leagues 
in  length,  and  195  in  breadth.  It  is  bounded  on 
the  North  by  the  Baltic  Sea,  on  the  West  by 
France  and  the  Netherlands,  on  the  South  by 
Swit2erland  and  Italy,  and  on  the  East  by  Austria 
and  Prussia. 

Climate,  Seasons,  Soil,  and  Aspect  of 
THE  CouNTRT.—- A  countiy  so  extensive  must 
necessarily  present  great  physical  and  geological 
Tarieties.  We  shall  give  a  general  idea  of  them, 
by  reducing  the  whole  country  into  five  great  phy- 
sical regions.  The  first  of  these  regions  is  the  cen- 
tral  one :  it  includes  Saxony,  Anhalt,  Thuringia, 
Upper  Franconia,  Hesse,  Grubenhagen,  and 
Eichsfeld;  and  terminates  towards  Coblentz  and 
Frankfort  In  this  great  district,  the  traveller  will 
meet  with  mountains  of  a  middling  height,  abound- 
ing wi&  mineral  treasures,  such  as  silver,  copper, 
&€.,  and  exhibiting,  particularly  in  the  western 

B 
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part^  volcanic  traces:  between  these  chains  of 
mountains  extend  fertile  and  well-watered  plains. 
The  air  here  is  much  colder  than  in  the  corres- 
ponding latitudes  in  France,  which  is,  perhaps, 
owing  to  the  great  forests  and  the  northern  situation. 
On  the  other  hand>  the  seasons  are  finer  and  more 
regular  than  in  the  other  parts  of  Germany,  the 
soil  produces  com  in  abundance ;  vines  are  also 
cultivated,  but  they  require  great  care,  and  are 
unequal  in  their  produce. 

The  second  region,  or  that  of  the  Alps,  has  the 
soil  and  climate  of  Switzerland,  of  which  it  is,  ia 
fact,  but  a  continuation.  The  steep  mountains  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  Black  Forest,  Upper 
Suabfa,  Upper  Bavaria,  the  Tyrol,  Salzbourg, 
Styria,  and  Carinthia,  some  of  which  are  granite, 
and  others  calcareous,  are  frequently  seen  covered 
with  ice  on  one  side ;  whilst  the  other  is  exposed  to 
the  rays  of  an  Italian  sun,  and  even  the  Sirocco 
wind  is  sometime  felt  in  the  valleys. 

All  the  German  rivers,  as  well  as  some  of  those 
which  water  other  countries,  have  their  source  in 
these  two  first  regions. 

We  shall  now  take  notice  of  the  two  great  basins 
which  surround  the  Rhine  and  the  Danube.  The 
basin  of  the  Rhine,  united  on  one  side  to  those  of 
the  Maine  and  the  Neckar,  and  on  the  other  to 
the  Vosges  and  the  Hundsruck,  for  several  leagues 
above  Coblentz,  forms  the  third  physical  region  of 
Germany.  The  air  in  these  plains  is  less  pure,  the 
seasons  are  less  regular,  and  the  climate  in  gene- 
ral less  salubrious,  than  in  the  first  region ;  but  the 
soil  is  remarkably  fertile,  and  produces  some   of 
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the  most  delicious  wines  in  Europe;  the  summers 
also  are  more  agreeable  and  more  equal  than  those 
of  Paris. 

The  fourth  region,  or  the  country  which  sur- 
rounds the  Danube^  at  least  that  part  of  it  which 
has  a  southern  aspect,  presents  an  appearance  si- 
ffliUr  to  the  Rhenish  region ;  but  in  considering  the 
coarse  of  the  rivers  which  fall  into  the  principal 
canal  of  the  basin  of  the  Danube,  we  shall  per- 
ceive, that  nearly  the  whole  of  the  surrounding  coun- 
try has  a  northern  aspect.  •  The  state  of  the  air  and 
the  climate  are  therefore  nearly  the  same  as  in 
the  central  region.  The  winters  in  Munich  are  as 
severe  as  those  in  Saxony.  The  extremes  of  heat 
and  cold  at  Vienna  and  in  the  lower  parts  of  Aus- 
tria vary  about  four  degrees. 

The  fifth  region,  or  the  immense  plain,  which 
extends  to  the  north  of  the  central  one,  consists  of 
long  hills  covered  with  heath,  of  sandy  grounds, 
of  swamps  abounding  with  pit-coal,  and  of  low 
lands  called  nuarfckland^  which  have  been  origi- 
nally overflowed  by  the  rivers  or  by  the  sea.  It 
may  be  easily  imagined,  that  vegetation  must  be 
very  unequal  here :  in  some  parts  are  seen  deserts, 
similar  to  the  heaths  in  Gascony,  where  there  is 
scarcely  subsistence  for  a  few  sheep,  or  insects, 
though  frequently  the  industry  of  man  has  triumph- 
ed over  the  steriUty  of  nature.  The  marshy  lands, 
on  the  contrary,  exhibit  a  surprising  picture  of 
fertility,  abounding  in  every  part  with  com  and 
grass,  though  the  sea  but  too  often  threatens  to  rc« 
cover  its  ancient  domain,  and  the  freqiient  inun- 
dations of  the  rivers  make  the  rich  inhabitants  trem- 
B  2 
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bl^.  Tbe  air  of  this  region  is  thick  and  humid, 
the  proximity  of  the  sea  renders  the  temperature 
tolerably  mild,  and  the  rivers  preserve  a  salubrious 
freshness. 

MouKTAiN8.-^In  order  to  complete  the  idea 
ivhich  has  been  given  in  the  preceding  turticle  of 
the  soil  of  Germany,  we  shall  here  mention  the 
names  of  the  principal  chains  of  mountains,  and 
their  summits,  according  to  their  connexion.  In 
the  southern  chain,  or  those  of  the  Alps,  are  seen 
the  mountains  of  the  Black  Forest,  and  those  called 
Alb,  in  Upper  Suabia ;  the  Arlberg  (mountain  of 
the  £agle)»  near  the  Tyrol,  the  Tyrolese  Alps, 
amongst  which  rise  theOrteler,  12,000  feet  hi^h,  the 
Brenner,  and  the  Klockner,  1 1 ,500  feet  high ;  near 
the  latter  mountain  the  chain  divides,  and  the  most 
elevated  part  extends  to  the  south  of  Salzbourg, 
tinder  the  name  of  the  Alpes  Noriquest  and  into 
Carinthia  and  Austria  above  the  Ens  ;  amongst  the 
A^es  de  Ciirmoky  known  under  the  name  of  Alpes 
Carmque^  and  Juliennes^  (in  German,  Bimbaumer* 
vjoldfj  rises  the  Terklou,  which  is  10,194  feet 
high  ;  it  is  by  this  branch,  that  the  Alps  commu-r 
nicate  with  the  mountains  of  Dalmatia  and  Greece  ; 
on  the  other  side,  the  Semering  and  the  Forest  of 
Vienna  join  the  chain  of  the  Krapacks  and  Her- 
cynians. 

The  mountains  of  the  centre,  which  form  the 
Hercynian  chain,  commence  towards  Coblentz, 
where  they  are  almost  immediately  united  with  the 
chain  of  the  Hundsruck  and  the  Vosges.  The 
WestprwaTd  (Western  Forest)  extends  towards 
Hesse;  it  is  united  to  the  Thuringerwald  by  the 
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Spessarty  and  to  the  Harzwald  by  the  mountains 
of  Westphalia,  which  extend  towards  the  north- 
west  as  far  as  the  country  of  Lippa.  The  Hare* 
wald,  or  Hercynian  Forest,  whose  summit,  call* 
ed  Brocken,  is  3,570  feet  high,  loses  itself  by 
degrees  towards  the  north ;  on  the  south  it  joins 
the  mountains  of  Thuringia,  which,  separating 
Franconia  from  Saxony,  are  united  in  one  common 
centre  with  those  of  Bohemia ;  the  Fichtelberg,  in 
the  principality  of  Bareuth,  is  3,630  feet  high* 
Here  commences  that  nearly  circular  chain  of 
mountains,  known  under  the  name  of  Eu^ebirge 
(minand  mountains),  of  Bohemerwald  (Forest  of 
Bohemia),  and  of  Manhartsberg  and  Hiesengcbirge 
(Giant's  Mount),  which  separate  Bohemia  from 
Saxony,  Bavaria,  Austria,  Moravia,  and  Silesia. 
The  Riesengebirge,  or  the  Sud^tes,  amongst  which 
is  the  Schneekoppe,  4,800  feet  high,  are  united, 
between  Cracovia  and  Vienna,  to  the  chain  of  the 
Krapacks. 

Forests. — ^The  principal  are  the  Black  Forest 
in  Suabia,  those  of  Bohemia,  Spessart>  and  Thu* 
ringia,  and  the  Uarz,  or  Hercynian  Forest,  which 
in  the  time  of  Caesar  was  so  extensive,  that  it  oc« 
copied  nine  days  to  walk  the  length  of  it,  and  six 
to  walk  the  breadth ;  but  it  is  now  much  diminished 
in  extent,  though  the  name  is  still  attached  to  a 
chain  of  mountains  between  Upper  and  Lower 
Saxcmy.  At  present  there  are  but  few  extensive 
woods  in  Germany,  except  in  the  mountainous 
parts.  The  woods  consist  mostly  of  pines,  firs, 
beech-trees,  and  oaks,  but  the  latter  grow  in  the 
greatest  abundance.  The  ches$nut-tree  Nourishes 
B  3 
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in  some  of  the  southern  provinces.  The  linden^ 
tree,  and  the  different  species  of  poplars,  ornament 
most  of  the  gardens  and  promenades.  Several 
North  American  trees  and  shrubs  are  cultivated 
here  with  much  success,  particularly  the  Acacia* 
Excellent  liqueurs,  such  as  the  kirschwaser  and 
others,  are  made  from  the  wild  fruits  of  the  Black 
Forest.  There  are  a  great  number  of  smaller  fo» 
rests  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  Each  prince, 
count,  baron,  or  private  gentleman,  has  a  park 
well  stocked  with  game,  such  as  deer,  roe-bucks, 
stags,  hares,  rabbits,  foxes,  and  wild  boars.  There 
is  also  a  great  abundance  of  wild  birds  here,  so 
that  in  many  places,  the  ordinary  fare  of  the 
peasants  consists  of  wild  fowl,  and  even  of 
venison. 

RivER8.<»Few  countries  can  boast  of  a  greater 
variety  of  large  and  beautiful  rivers  than  Germany. 

The  principal  is  the  Danube,  or  Donaw,  a 
name  which  signifies  roaring  in  the  meathw*  It 
takes  its  source  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Black  Forest, 
in  the  kingdom  of  Wiirtemberg,  near,Saint  Georges ; 
but  it  is  at  Doneschingen,  in  the  country  of  Fiirs- 
temberg,  that  it  takes  the  name  of  the  Danube.  It 
is  the  largest  river  in  Europe  afier  the  Volga,  as 
well  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful.  From  Viemia 
to  Belgrade  in  Hungary,  it  is  so  wide,  that,  during 
the  wars  between  the  Turks  and  the  Christians, 
naval  combats  took  place  on  it ;  and  its  navigation, 
which  commences  above  Ulm,  would  be  very  exten- 
sive, if  the  rapidity  of  its  course  was  not  so  frequently 
interrupted  by  the  cataracts,  gulfs,  and  shoals  with 
which  it  abounds.    One  of  its  most  remarkable 
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cataracts  is  that  called  Strudel,  above  Vienna. 
The  course  of  this  river  extends  about  450  leagues* 
It  runs  to  Ulm,  where  it  receives  the  Uier,  thence 
to  Donauwerth,  Neubourg,  Ingolstadt,  Ratisbon» 
Straubing,  Passau,  Linz,  and  Vienna;  after  which 
it  fails  by  several  openings  into  the  Black  Sea.  It 
runs  almost  constantly  in  an  eastern  direction,  as 
fer  as  Vaez,  where  it  descends  towards  the  south, 
then  renews  its  course  towards  the  east,  forming  a 
thousand  sinuosities,  and  returns  to  the  north-east. 
The  Danube  receives  the  waters  of  the  Lech, 
which  descends  from  the  Tyrol,  and  separates 
Bavaria  from  Suabia ;  of  the  Isar,  or  Iser,  which 
runs  to  Munich ;  of  the  Inn,  which  flows  from  the 
Grisons  and  the  Tyrol,  and  which  equals  the 
.  Seine ;  of  the  Ens,  which  comes  from  Styria ; 
and  of  the  Morawa  which  comes  from  Moravia. 
The  two  great  rivers,  the  Save  and  the  Drave,  also 
fall  into  tibe  Danube. 

The  Rhine  takes  its  rise  beyond  Mount  St. 
Gothard,  from  three  small  springs,  which  come 
fiom  three  different  mountains.  It  is  soon  increased 
by  a  multitude  of  torrents,  and  falls  into  the  Lake 
of  Constance,  which  it  crosses  with  great  impe- 
tuosity for  the  space  of  six  leagues,  when  it  leaves 
it  between  the  villages  of  Styger  and  Eschenz,  and 
resumes  its  former  name.  A  league  below  Schaff- 
hausen  is  seen  the  famous  fall  of  the  Rhine.  About 
^ye  hundred  paces  above  the  fall,  the  river  is 
intersected  by  enormous  masses  of  rock,  rising 
above  the  surface  of  the  water.  It  begins  to  foam, 
and  the  slope  becoming  more  and  more  steep,  it 
falls  from  rock  to  rock,  dividing  into  a  number  of 
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small  branches,  till  it  reaches  the  edge  of  an  enor- 
mous rocky  over  an  abyss  nearly  eighty  feet  deep. 
In  falling  from  this  mass,  it  forms  three  different 
cascades  :  the  most  impetuous  is  that  on  the  south 
side,  which  rushes  across  two  rocks  resembling 
pillars.  The  noise  made  by  this  fall  may  be  heard, 
in  the  night,  at  two  leagues'  distance.  Two  leagues 
below  the  fall  of  Schaffhausen  the  Rhine  winds 
in  various  directions,  forming  two  peninsulas ;  the 
first  of  which  extends  a  considerable  distance  into 
the  Thurgau,  and  is  called  Schwabens;  on  the 
second  is  the  small  town  of  Rheinau.  The  river 
then  turns  towards  the  east,  and  having  continued 
some  time  in  that  direction,  turns  towards  the 
south ;  and  passing  several  small  places,,  reaches 
the  village  of  Egghoff ;  opposite  which  the  Thur 
falls  into  it.  Thence  it  takes  its  course  across  a 
strait  in  the  mountains  near  Elisan,  and  after  having 
washed  the  walls  of  the  small  town  of  Kaiserstuhl, 
and  those  of  Zurzach,  reaches  the  place  where  it 
forms  the  second  or  middle  fall. 

This  second  fall  is  occasioned  by  a  ridge  com- 
posed of  rocks  that  cross  the  river,  in  which  there 
is  an  aperture  that  leaves  a  free  passage  for,  the 
water  when  low,  and  is  large  enough  for  two  small 
boats,  called  Maydlinge,  to  pass  abreast;  but 
when  (as  it  often  happens  in  summer,)  the  Rhine 
rises  a  considerable  height,  and  passes  above  the 
rocks  on  each  side  the  opening,  it  causes  such  a 
fall,  as  to  render  the  navigation  impossible.  A 
short  distance  below  this  fall  the  Wutach  precis 
pitates  itself  into  the  Rhine.  Thence  the  river  dii- 
rects  its  course  towardsWaldshut,  (five  leagues^om 
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Schafhatisen,)  one  of  the  four  forest  towns  where 
the  Black  Forest  commences.  It  then  receives 
the  Albe  ;  and  after  passing  several  villages,  reaches 
the  small  town  of  Uauenstein,  two  leagues  from 
Waldshut.  Two  leagues  firom  Hauenstein,  is  Lao- 
fenbourg,  where  the  mountains  of  Jura,  on  enteiw 
ing  the  river,  divide  into  two  parts,  which  are  con- 
nected by  a  bridge.  About  three  hundred  and 
thirty  paces  above  the  bridge,  the  Rhine  rolls  over 
large  masses  of  stone,  and  as  it  approaches  the 
bridge,  becomes  more  and  more  intersected  by  the 
rocks  on  each  side,  between  which  it  rushes  with 
impetuous  force,  surmounting  every  obstacle. 

Near  Seckingen  the  Wehr  falls  into  the  Rhine, 
and  the  latter  then  directs  its  course  towards  Rhein- 
felden,  the  fourth  and  last  of  the  forest  towns, 
situated  two  leagues  lower,  where  there  is  a  third 
fall  of  water,  called  the  Hollhaken,  or  Gcwild.  A 
chain  of  rocks  in  the  middle  of  the  river,  com- 
mencing a  league  above  Rheinfelden,  and  extend- 
ing as  far  beyond  the  bridge  of  the  town,  so  much 
obstructs  the  course  of  the  river,  that  the  greatest 
care  is  necessary  when  boats  are  passing,  as  the 
Kpace  left  open  is  not  more  than  tliree  feet  wide. 
The  effects  of  the  fall,  however,  are  not  perceivable 
below  the  bridge,  where  the  river  becomes  calm. 
The  Rhine  still  continues  to  flow  with  impetuosity 
as  far  as  641e,  or  Basle,  which  it  crosses  and 
divides  into  two  parts,  called  the  great  and  little 
town.  Below  the  first,  the  liin  falls  into  the 
Rhine. 

At  Strasbourg,  the  Rhine  takes  the  name  of 
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Upper  Rhine,  which  it  retains  as  far  as  Mayence  ; 
whence,  to  Cologne,  it  is  called  Middle  Rhine, 
and  from  Cologne  to  the  mouths  in  Holland, 
Lower  Rhine.  Vessels  of  large  burden  have  much 
difficulty  in  descending  the  river  as  far  as  Stras- 
bourg, and  it  is  not  till  it  reaches  Spire,  that  the 
navigation  becomes  important. 

The  Necj^ar,  or  Necker,  takes  its  source  in 
the  Black  Forest,  near  the  Danube,  and  falls  into 
the  Rhine. 

The  Elbe  takes  its  rise  in  the  mountains  called 
Sudetes,  in  Silesia.  It  receives  all  the  waters  of* 
Bohemia,  which  it  crosses,  running  to  the  N.N.W. ; 
it  passes  afterwards  to  Dresden,  to  Meissen,  to 
Wittembergj  and  to  Magdebourg  ;  it  receives  the 
Saale,  and  other  rivers  from  Upper  Saxony,  and 
the  Havel  from  Brandebourg;  it  is  divided  into 
several  branches  above  Hambourg,  and  after  again 
uniting  itself  in  a  large  canal,  a  league  and  a  half 
wide,  it  mixes  its  waters  with  those  of  the  North 
Sea,  18  leagues  from  Hambourg,  and  170  from 
its  source.  The  tide  there  ebbs  to  the  distance 
of  30  leagues.  Elb,  or  Elv,  is  an  ancient  German 
word,  signifying  river. 

The  Oder  takes  its  source  in  Silesia,  near  the 
town  of  Oder;  it  crosses  that  province,  running 
to  the  W.N.E.,  passing  Breslau,  Glogau,  Crossen, 
■  Frankfort  on  the  Oder,  and  Custrin ;  it  then  di- 
'  rects  its  course  to  the  North.  Enlarged  by  the 
Warthe,  a  great  Polish  river,  it  runs^  through 
Pomerania,  widens  above  Stettin,  into  an  extensive 
lake  called  Grosse  Haff,  and  precipitates  itself  by 
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three  openings  into  the  Baltic  sea.  The  frequent 
inundations  of  this  river  have  done  considerable 
damage.     Its  course  is  about  200  leagues. 

The  Weser  is  formed  by  the  union  of  two 
rivers,  the  Werra,  and  the  Fulde,  both  coining 
from  Upper  Franconia ;  it  separates  Lower  Sax- 
ony from  Westphalia,  receives  the  river  Aller,  and 
iails  into  the  North  Sea  above  Bremen ;  it  runs 
almost  constantly  in  a  northern  direction.  This 
river  is  not  very  deep,  but  its  inundations  are  ter- 
rible ;  when  it  overflows,  the  towns  and  villages 
resemble  islands  in  the  open  sea. 

Lakes.— The  principal  Lakes  in  Germany  are 
the  Lake  of  Constance,  or  of  Bregenz,  the  Chiem- 
sec,  the  Walchem-sec,  the  Wurm-see,  and  some 
others  in  Bavaria  ;  the  Lakes  of  Plan  in  Mecklen- 
bourg,  and  that  of  Stemhude,  in  Westphalia.  The 
lakes  and  rivers  in  Germany  abound  with  fish. 
The  sea  furnishes  herrings  and  oysters. 

MiKE&AL  Waters  and  Baths. — The  waters 
of  Pyrmont,  the  favourite  resort  of  the  fashionable 
world ;  those  of  Carlsbad,  Nenndorf,  Toplitz, 
Franzbrunnen,  Wisbaden,  Schwalbach,  Wildun- 
gen.  Setters,  Gastem,  Boklet,  Kissingen,  and  some 
others,  are  all  celebrated.  The  maritime  baths  of 
Dobbcrau  in  Mecklenbourg  ought  also  to  be  men- 
tioned. 

Vegetable  Productions. — With  the  excep- 
tion of  the  country  around  Salzbourg,  Lunebourg, 
Brandebourg,  and  some  parts  of  Westphalia, 
Germany  may  be  said  to  produce  com  iu  great 
abundance  :  the  fruits,  particularly  in  Franconia 
and  Suabia,  are  of  an  excellent  quality.  In  some 
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of  the  southern  provinces  Italian  fruits  are  cultivated 
with  success :  the  Palatinate  abounds  with  almond- 
trees.  The  culture  of  vegetables  in  some  of  the 
provinces  has  been  brought  to  the  same  degree  of 
perfection  as  in  Holland.  Beet-root,  the  maple- 
tree»  which  furnishes  sugar ;  and  wild  endive,  the 
root  of  which  serves  to  rendier  coffee  more  agree* 
able,  are  already  become  important  articles  of 
commerce.  All  sorts  of  plants  used  in  dyeing 
abound  here,  particularly  madder  and  saffron. 
The  country  also  produces  rhubarb,  and  divers 
medicinal  plants. 

The  vine  in  particular  forms  the  riches  of  a  great 
part  of  Germany.  The  majestic  mountains  which 
'  border  the  Rhine,  produce  wines  which  hold  a 
distinguished  rank  anM)ngst  those  of  Europe.  Seve- 
ral sorts  of  wines  are  made  in  Franconia,  some  of 
which  are  very  strong.  Those,  of  the  Neckar  are 
much  esteemed.  Austria  produces  tolerably  good 
wine.  The  vine  is  also  cultivated  in  Suabia  and 
Tyrol. 

Flax  and  hemp  form  another  very  lucrative 
branch  of  culture  throughout  Westphalia,  Lower 
Saxony,  Bavaria,  and  some  other  adjacent  coun- 
tries. It  not  only  supplies  the  manufactories  of 
the  country,  but  some  foreign  ones  also.  Silk- is 
a  considerable  object  of  industry  in  Brandebourg^ 
and  the  Palatinate;  but  the  general  produce  is  by 
no  means  sufficient  for  the  use  of  the  country* 
Hops  grow  here  in  abundance,  and  are  excellent. 
Tobacco  is  also  cultivated  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent. Generally  speaking,  the  southern  part  of 
Germany  is  most  fertile,  and  best  cultivated. 
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Mbtals  and  Minerals. — Germany  abounds 
in  metals  and  minerals.  Gold,  silver,  quick-silver, 
copper,  iron,  lead,  antimony,  arsenic,  zinc,  in  short, 
all  sons  of  minerals  are  found,  in  Salzbourg,  Styria, 
Carinthia,  the  Upper  Palatinate,  Saxony,  the  Her- 
cyman  forest,  or  Harzwald,  the  mountains  of 
Westerwald,  &c.  Mines  of  salt  and  saltpetre  are 
foond  in  Bavaria,  and  in  Upper  and  Lower  Saxony. 
The  Tyrol,  the  Palatinate,  Saxony,  and  some  other 
Provinces,  produce  -  different  sorts  of  precious 
stones,  but  not  equal  to  those  of  India.  The  ame- 
thysts and  camioles  are  sometimes  very  beautiful. 
In  several  parts  of  the  country,  also,  are  found 
quarries  of  alabaster,  jasper,  marble,  slate,  chalk, 
ochre,  alum,  bitumen,  nitre,  sulphur,  vitriol,  the 
asbestos,  the  load-stone,  &c.  Petrifactions,  and 
stones  with  different  impressions,  are  found  in 
many  places.  Saxony  produces  the  earth  used  in 
making  china.  There  are  coal-mines  also  in  va* 
nous  parts  of  Germany,  but  not  equal  to  those  in 
England.  Pit-coal  is  found  in  all  the  marshes,  par- 
ticularly in  Westphalia,  and  Lower  Saxony,  and  it 
in  a  great  measure  supplies  the  place  of  wood. 
Gold-dust  is  sometimes  found  intermixed  with  the 
sand,  in  the  Rhine,  as  well  as  in  some  other  rivers; 
but  in  too  small  quantities  to  be  worth  attention. 

Animals. — ^The  German  horses  are  strong,  and 
useful  as  draught-horses,  but  they  by  no  means 
equal  the  English  horses  in  lightness  and  swiftness ; 
there  are  some,  nevertheless,  that  are  good  saddle- 
horses.  The  finest  horses  are  bred  in  Bavaria, 
JPranconia,  Pomerania,  and  Mecklenbourg.  The 
German  sheep  are  worth  more  for  meat,  than  for 
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wool,  of  which  4hcy  have  abunclancc,  but  it  is  of 
a  very  coarse  quality ;  in  Franconia,  however,  and 
in  some  other  provinces,  they  have  endeavoured  to 
naturalize  Spanish  sheep,  and  their  efforts  appear 
to  have  been  crowned  with  success.  Pigs  are 
articles  of  considerable  profit  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Westphalia.  Most  of  the  hams  called  Mayence 
hams,  come  from  this  part  of  the  country.  Great 
numbers  of  geese  are  bred  in  Westphalia,  Fran- 
conia, and  Bavaria ;  the  inhabitants  also  smoke 
them,  and  then  sell  them  at  a  great  price.  Bees 
furnish  the  means  of  subsistence  to  many  families, 
particularly,  in  the  heaths  of  Lunebourg. 

We  have  already  observed,  that  some  parts  of 
Germany  abound  with  game  and  venison ;  we 
must  now  add,  that  besides  stags,  wild-boars,  deer^ 
hares,  &c. ;  buffaloes,  and  aurockes,  (a  soit  of  wild- 
bull,)  of  prodigious  strength,  are  found  in  many 
of  the  provinces.  Chamois  and  raccoons  are  seen 
amongst  the  Alps  of  Salzbourg  and  the  Tyrol. 
Bears  are  also  seen  here  and  there.  The  wolves 
are  for  the  most  part  destroyed. 

The  German  wild-boar  is  not  the  same  colour 
as  our  ordinary  pigs,  and  is  four  times  as  large ; 
its  flesh,  and  the  hams  which  are  made  of  it,  are 
preferred  by  many  to  thos6  of  Westmoreland,  for 
their  flavour  and  grain.  The  German  glauion, 
(a  sort  of  badger,)  is  reputed  the  most  voracious 
of  all  animals,  he  feeds  upon  almost  every  living 
creature  he  can  catch,  particularly  birds,  hares, 
rabbits,  goats,  and  fawns,  which  he  surprises  very 
adroitly,  and  devours  with  such  avidity,  that  he 
falls  into  a  sort  of  torpor,  and  in  that  state  becomes 
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the  prey  of  the  huntsman;  the  wild-boars  and 
wolves  sometimes  kill  him  when  they  find  him  in 
this  situation*  but  they  never  eat  him.  His  colour 
is  a  fine  brown,  with  a  tinge  of  red. 

Population.— The  population  of  the  states  of 
the  German  confederation  may  be  estimated  at 
About  30;000»000. 

The  Germans  are  generally  tall  and  well  made, 
most  of  the  women  have  fine  complexions,  and 
XMne  of  them,  particularly  in  Saxony,  are  distin* 
guished  for  beautiful  features  and  fine  forms.  The 
inhabitants  of  Germany  dress  nearly  the  same  as 
the  French,  except  that  some  of  the  females 
amongst  the  lower  orders  still  preserve  their  ancient 
costume,  which  is  very  singular.  The  Germans 
are  naturally  frank,  civil,  and  hospitable.  The 
mechanics  are  industrious,  and  are  chiefly  employ- 
ed in  watch-making,  jewellery,  turnery,  sculpture, 
drawing,  painting,  and  architecture. 

The  amusements  of  Germany  consist  of  billiards, 
cards,  dice,  fencing,  dancing,  hunting,  and  bear 
and  bull  baiting.  ». 

Religion.— -There  are  three  forms  of  religion 
in  Germany :  the  Catholic,  Lutheran,  and  Cal* 
vinistic. 

Languages.— -Two  languages  are  spoken  in 
Germany  ;  the  German,  properly  so  called,  which 
partakes  of  two  idioms,  called  the  high  and  low 
German ;  and  the  Sclavonic,  or  Vandal,  which  is 
spoken  in  the  interior  of  Austria,  in  Bohemia, 
Moravia,  Lusace,  Brandebourg,  and  part  of  the 
Duchy  of  Lunebourg.  The  Low-German  ap- 
proaches the  nearest  to  the  ancient  German  lan- 
c  2 
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guage  :  the  Rhenish  dialect  is  a  variation  from  th6 
low  German,  as  the  Danubian  dialect,  or  that  of 
Suabia,  Bavaria,  Austria,  &c.,  is  from  the  high 
German.  The  French  and  Walloon  languages 
are  spoken'  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine.  So 
long  ago  as  the  time  of  Tacitus,  the  Germans  sung 
ancient  romances,  or  historical  songs ;  and  in  the 
ninth  century,  the  German  language  was  spoken 
by  the  learned  men  of  the  day;  the  German  mins- 
trels also  were  contemporary  with  the  troubadours 
of  Provence  and  Sicily.  The  Saxon  idiom  is  coor 
sidered  the  purest  and  the  best. 

Universities  and  Academies* — ^There  are 
a  great  number  of  universities  in  Germany,  which 
will  be  mentioned  under  their  respective  heads 
in  the  course  of  the  work. 

Academies  have  been  established  at  Berlin^ 
Vienna,  Leipsic,  Erfurt,  Gottingen,  Manheim, 
Augsbourg,  and  several  other  less  important 
towns. 

Stats  of  Literature. — ^The  number  of 
schools,  gymnasiums,  colleges,  &c.,  are  very  con- 
siderable. In  Germany  the  people  read  three 
times  as.  much  as  the  multitude,  in  France  and 
Italy:  and  a  man  ought  to  be  extremely  well- 
informed  in  order  to  get  into  good  society.  The 
number  of  living  authors  have  been  computed  at 
14,000,  720ofwhom  are  Austrians.  The  literary 
journals  amounted  in  1801,  to  340;  and  the  al- 
manacks to  upwards  of  72.  More  than  200  book- 
sellers annually  attend  the  fair  at  Leipsic;  where 
the  books  sold  amount  to  more  than  two  millions 
of  rix-dollars.     Upper  and  Lower  Saxony  aloa« 
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famish  two-thirds  of  the  literary  productions  sold 
at  Leipsic.  More  works  issue  from  the  German 
piess  in  six  months  than  are  printed  in  Spain  in 
ten  years.  No  country  has  produced  a  greater 
number  of  writers  than  Germany;  and  a  taste  for 
leading  generally  prevails. 

The  Germans  have  cultivated  the  sciences  with 
success.  Stahl,  Van-Swieten,  Stork,  Hoffman 
and  Haller,  have  distinguished  themselves  in  the 
study  of  medicine;  Ruvinus  and  Dillenius  in  that 
of  botany ;  Heister  in  those  of  anatomy  and  sur- 
gery; Kewmauy  Zimmerman,  Pott,  and  Margraff, 
in  that  of  chemistry;  and  Kepler  in  that  of  astro- 
nomy, Leibnitz  also  has  rendered  himself  illus- 
trious by  his  philosophical  works. ' 

The  Gennans  have  been  equally  successful  in 
the  cultivation  of  letters.  Haller,  Hagedorn,  Utz, 
Cixmecky  Lessing,  Gleim»  Gerstenberg,  Kleisr^ 
Klopstock,  Ramler,  Zacharie,  and  Wieland,  have 
excelled  in  poetry.  Schlegel,  Croneck,  Lessing, 
Wieiandy  and  Weiss,  have  acquired  reputation  by 
their  dramatic  writings;  and  Gellert  by  the  cle* 
gance  of  his  style  in  various  branches  of  literature. 
Gottsched  has  published  a  good  grammar.  Bus- 
ching  is  an  excellent  geographer.  Masco,  Bunan, 
Potter,  Gatterer,  and  Gebaur,  are  good  historians. 
Mosheim,  Brucker,  and  Fabricius,  are  celebrated 
writers  on  ecclesiastical  history,  philosophy,  and 
general  literature ;  and  kaphelius,  Michaelis,  and 
Walch,  on  sacred  history.  Rabner  has  published 
some  brilliant  satires.  Taubmann,  Reiske,  Ernesti, 
Reimare,  and  Heyne,  some  good  editions  of  the 
Greek   and  Latin  authors;    and  Winckelmanu, 
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> 
Klogy   and  Lessing,  some  interesting   works    on 
antiquity. 

The  Germans  have  also  evinced  an  attachment 
to  the  fine  arts.  They  have  had  musicians,  archi- 
tects, painters,  sculptors,  and  engravers  :  they  are 
supposed  to*  have  invented  the  art  of  aqua-tinting. 
They  are  also  generally  considered  as  the  in- 
ventors of  printing,  of  gun-powder,  and  of  can- 
nons. 

Natural  and  artificial  Curiosities.— 
The  caverns  are  the  principal  natural  curiosities 
of  Germany.  The  artificial  curiosities  of  each 
town  will  he  noticed  under  their  respective  heads. 

Commerce. — The  commerce  of  Germany  con- 
sists principally  of  com,  hemp,  flax,  hops,  cum** 
min,  tobacco,  saffron,  madder,  horses,  cattle, 
butter,  cheese,  honey,  wax,  wine,  beer,  wool, 
thread,  ribbons,  silks,  cottons,  toys,  turnery,  metals^ 
ivory,  goat-«kins,  timber,  and  fire-wood,  cannons, 
bullets,  mortars,  bombs,  stoves,  iron  plates,  tin- 
ned vessels,  steel  articles,  coppers,  glass,  brass- 
wire,  china,  and  earthen-ware. 

Germanic  Confederation. — ^This  confede- 
ration was  formed  by  an  act  of  the  congress  of 
Vienna,  of  the  pth  June,  1815.  The  contracting 
powers  were  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  the  King 
of  Prussia,  the  King  of  Denmark,  and  the  King 
of  the  Netherlands. 

The  object  of  this  confederation  is  to  ensure  the 
safety,  independence,  and  inviolability  of  the  con- 
federated  states. 

The  members  of  the  confederation,  as  such, 
are  equ'als  in  rights,  and  arc  all  equally  bound 
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to    maiotam    the    act    which    constitutes    their 
union. 

The  affairs  of  the  confederation  are  intrusted  to 
a  federative  diet,  all  the  members  of  which  vote 
by  their  plenipotentiaries,  either  individually  or 
<x>Ilectively  in  the  following  manner,  without  re- 
spect to  their  rank :— 1 .  Austria,  one  vote.  2.  Prus- 
sia, one.  3.  Bavaria,  one.  4.  Saxony,  one.  5.  Ha- 
nover, one.  6.  Wirtemberg,  one.  7.  Baden,  one. 
8.  Electoral  Hesse,  one.  9.  Grand  Duchy  of  Hesse, 
one.  10.  Denmark,  for  Holstein,  one.  1 1 .  Ne- 
therlands, for  Luxembourg,  one.  1 2.  The  Ducal 
and  Grand  Ducal  Houses  of  Saxony,  one.  13. 
Srunswick  and  Nassau,  one.  14.  Mecklenbourg- 
Schweriu  and  Strelitz,  one.  15.  Holstein-Olden- 
bourg,  Anhalt  and  Schwarzbourg,  one.  16.  Ho- 
lieozollem,  Lichtenstein,  Reuss,  Schaumbourg- 
Lippa,  fLippa  and  Waldeck,  one.

Austria  presides  at  the  federative  diet.  Each 
state  of  the  confederation  has  the  right  of  making 
propositions,  and  the  one  which  presides  is  bound 
to  bring  them  forward,  at  a  period  which  must  be 
specified. 

When  new  fundamental  laws  are  about  to  be 
enacted,  or  changes  to  be  made  in  the  original  laws 
of  the  confederation;  when  measures  are  to  be 
taken  with  respect  to  the  federative  act  itself,  in- 
stitutions to  be  organized,  or  other  arrangements  to 
be  made,  affecting  the  common  interest,  the  diet 
forms  itself  into  a  general  assembly,  and,  in  that 
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case,  the  distribution  of  votes  takes  place  in  the 
following  manner,  calculating  from  the  respective 
extent  of  the  individual  states : — ^Austria  has  then 
four  votes.  Prussia,  four.  Saxony,  four.  Ba- 
vi^a,  four.  Hanover,  four.  Wirtemberg^  four. 
Baden,  three.  Electoral  Hesse,  three,  Grand  Duchy 
of  Hesse,  three.  Holstein,  Uiree.  Luxembourg, 
three.  Brunswick,  two.  Mecklenbourg-Schwerin, 
two.  Nassau,  two.  Saxe-Weimar,one.  Saxe-Gotha, 
one.  Saxe-Cobouig,  one.  Saxe-Meiningen,  one. 
Hildburghaus^,  one.  Mecklenbourg-Strelitz,  one. 
Holstein-Oldenbourg,  one.  Anhalt-Dessau,  one. 
Anhalt-Bembourg,  one.  Anhalt-Coethen,  one. 
Schwarzbourg-Sondershausen,  one.  Schwarzbourg- 
Rudolstadt,  one.  HohenzoUem-Hechingen,  one, 
Lichtenstein,  one.  Hohenzollem-Sigmaringen,one. 
Waldeck,  one.  Reuss,  two.  Schaumbourg-Lippa» 
one.  Lippa,  one.  The  free  town  of  Lubeck,  one. 
The  free  town  of  Frankfort,  one.  The  free  town 
of  Bremen,  one.  The  free  town  of  Hambourg, 
one. — Total,  69  votes. 

The  question,  whether  an  affair  ought  to  be  dis- 
cussed by  the  general  assembly,  according  to  the 
principles  above  established,  is^  decided  by  a  ma^ 
jority  of  votes,  in  jhe  ordinary  assembly;  the 
members  of  which  also  prepare  the  resolutions, 
which  are  to  be  carried  to  the  general  assembly.  In 
both  assemblies  questions  are  decided  by  a  majority 
of  votes ;  with  this  difference,  that,  in  the  ordinary 
assembly,  any  majority  is  suflicient,  whereas,  in 
the  general  assembly,  two  thirds  of  the  votes  are 
necessary  to  form  a  majority.   When  the  votes  are 
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equal  in  the  ordinary  assembly,  the  president  de- 
cides the  question.  The  diet  is  permanent*  It 
may  nevertheless  be  adjourned  to  a  iixed  period^ 
ivhen  the  affairs  submitted  to  its  deliberation  are 
tenninated  ;  but  that  period  mast  not  exceed  four 
months. 

The  diet  is  held  at  Frankfort  on  the  Maine. 

Military  Forces. — ^I'he  Confederation  of  the 
Rhine  can  muster  400,000  men.  The  contingents 
of  each  state  are  not  yet  fixed. 
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MODE  OF  TRAVELLING. 

In  general,  the  posts  in  Germany  are  very  well 
kept.  In  some  parts  of  this  empire  they  belong  to 
the  sovereign  of  the  country ;  in  others,  they  are 
under  the  direction  of  the  Prince  of  Tour  and 
Taxis,  who  obtained  possession  of  them  in  l6l5^ 
in  consequence  of  one  of  his  ancestors  having  esta- 
blished the  first  posts  in  the  Netherlands,  during 
the  reign  of  Maximilian  the  First,  and  afterwards 
organized  the  posts  of  all  Germany,  in  a  similar 
manner.  M.  Randel  reckons  the  number  of  per- 
sons employed  in  the  posting  of  Tour  and  Taxis  at 
20,000,  and  the  net  produce  it  a  million  of 
rix-dollars ;  others  suppose  it  to  be  only  a  mil- 
lion of  florins ;  but  by  the  cession  of  the  Nether- 
lands and  of  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  and  the 
occupation  of  the  countries  where  Prussia  and  the 
German  Princes  have  established  their  own  posts, 
these  revenues  have  been  considerably  diminish- 
ed. At  the  peace  of  Westphalia,  several  princes 
had  established  posts  in  their  own  stales ;  but  it  i» 
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evident,  that  posting  would  be  managed  with  great- 
er celerity  and  safety,  and  at  a  more  moderate  price, 
if  it  were  freed  from  so  many  petty  establishments, 
and  organized,  as  formerly  under  one.     In  some 
parts  of  Germany  the  great  roads  have  milestones, 
which  denote  the  precise   distance  of  one  place 
from  another ;  but  it  is  to  be  lamented,  that  these 
useful  monitors  are  not  every  where  visible.     The 
roads  in  the  south  of  Germany  are  infinitely  better 
Ihsxi  those  in  the  north.     In  the  southern  part  of 
the  empire,  the  traveller  may  go  from  Frankfort  or 
from  Nurenberg  to  Vienna,  from  Vienna  to  Swit- 
zerland or  Italy,  and  from  Switzerland  return  to 
Frankfort  in  all  possible  directions,  without  ever 
finding  the   roads  out  of  repair,  or  the  posts  ill 
served.    The  best  paved  roads  in  Germany  are 
those  of  Bavaria,  of  Fulde,  of  the  Palatinate,  be- 
t^veen  Manheim,  Schwetzingen,  Oggersheim,  &c. 
Those  from  Meinungen  to  Wurzbourg  are  likewise 
excellent.     Next  in  rank  to  these  are  the  roads  of 
Wurtemberg  and  Wurzbourg ;   then  those  in  the 
country  of  Mayence ;  and,  lastly,  those  of  Baden 
and  Bareuth.    The  paved  roads  in  the  states  of  the 
emperor,  which  were  the  first  made  in  Germany, 
suffered  much  during  the  late  wars,  but  are  now 
being  repaired.     In  Bavaria  and  in  Austria  the 
bridges  are  not  constructed  with  stone,  as  in  Ha* 
nover,  but  of  wood,  and  the  planks  which  cross 
them  are  of^en  so  badly  joined,  that  the  water 
may  be  clearly  distinguished  between  them. 

One  of  the  pleasantest  high  roads  in  Germany 
is  that  called  the  Bergstrass,  or  Road  of  the  Moun- 
tain, x\hich  commences  beyond  Darmstadt.  Pro- 
perly speaking,  it  forms  two  ro^^Qtb^   upper. 
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which  runs  along  the  foot  of  the  mountains,  and 
the  lower  which  leaves  them  at  a  certain  distance, 
and  passes  through  the  plain,  llie  first  is  the 
pleasantest :  the  whole  country  has  the  appearance 
of  an  immense  and  fertile  |;arden.  It  was  com- 
pared, by  the  Emperor  Joseph  the  Second,  to  the 
most  beautiful  prospects  in  Italy. 

The  ordinary  post-chariots,  which  set  out  and 
arrive  at  stated  times,  are  open  at  the  top :  it  is 
true,  that  in  some  countries  of  Germany,  such  as 
the  states  of  the  King  of  Prussia,  the  whole  of  the 
empire,*  Cobourg,  the  Austrian  countries,  Wur- 
temberg,  Hesse,  &c.,  covered  carriages  are  be- 
ginning to  be  used ;  but,  with  the  exception  of 
some  of  Tour  and  Taxis,  the  diligences  are  by 
no  means  so  commodious  as  those  of  France 
and  England.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  co- 
vered coaches  of  many  of  the  large  towns  of  Ger- 
many. These  coaches  travel  day  and  night,  and 
are  supplied  with  horses  from  the  poslhouses ;  each 
has  its  conductor  or  steward  ^SchaJherJ. 

What  is  called  the  Diligence,  or  Postkutscke^ 
at  Vienna,  is  denominated  Landkutsche  in  the  other 
German  states.  This  diligence  carries  eight  per- 
sons, two  of  whom  sit  outside,  'i'he  office  at  Vi- ' 
enna  is  No.  817,  at  the  WoUzeil ;  half  the  price 
must  be  paid  when  the  place  is  booked;  childn^n 
pay  a  fourth  and  infants  a  fifth  of  the  usual  price. 
1  he  Vienna  diligence  goes  as  far  as  Italy  and  Te- 
nieswar. 

At  Prague,  diligences  every  week  set  out  for  and 
arrive  from  Vienna,  Brunn,  Silesia,  Dresden,  and 

•  This  is  tlie  name  by  which  the  southern  prof  iuoes  of 
Germany  are  parlirularly  distinguishedGooQie 
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the  empire.  The  Carlsbad  diligence  likewise  sets 
out  from  Prague  during  the  bathing  season.  The 
Landkutschen  perform  journeys  of  more  than  100 
German  miles,  and  generally  proceed  at  the  rate 
c(  eight  miles  a  day ;  they  do  not  change  horses, 
and  the  postilions  are  forbidden  to  carry  horns. 

At  L«ipsic  there  are  numerous  diligences  and 
coaches,  which  set  out  and  return  at  stated  pe- 
riods. They  are  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
place  to  which  they  go ;  namely,  the  diligences 
of  Dresden,  Brunswick,  Altenbourg,  Gera,  Halle, 
Hambourg,  Magdebourg,  Nurenberg,  Wittemberg, 
and  Zeitz. 

From  Frankfort  on  the  Maine  there  arc  two 
diligences  for  Strasbourg  and  Basle;  they  are 
built  in  the  English  style  to  carry  six ;  one  goes 
and  returns  every  day ;  the  other  goes  and  re- 
turns four  times  a  week.  Fare,  30  kreutzers  per 
mile.  In  the  Ratisbon  or  Augsbourg  diligence, 
the  traveller  may  pass  over  the  whole  German  em- 
pire. The  Darmstadt  diligence,  carrying  six  per- 
sous,  and  which,  during  the  fair  of  Frankfort  on  the 
Maine,  passes  and  repasses  every  day,  deserves  tor 
be  ranked  amongst  the  best  in  Germany. 

As  Germany  is  composed  of  numerous  states  and 
principalities,  the  regulations  for  posting  vary  con- 
siderably. A  summary  of  different  ordonnances 
has,  therefore,  been  given,  that  the  traveller  may 
know  what  he  has  to  pay  for  horses  and  postilions*. 


*  The  pottilion  in  Oermany  is  generally  called  Schwager 
(brother  in  law).  The  origin  of  this  singular  name  is  iih« 
kaomn. 
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Expense  of  Travelling. — In  die  Prussian 
states  the  traveller  inui»t  pay  for  each  horse  lO 
gros  (formerly  eight)  per  mile* ;  in  the  Mark  12 
gros,  and  from  Duisbourg  and  Hamm  10  gros. 
Each  posthouse  is  obliged  to  supply  the  extraor- 
dinary posts  in  the  course  of  an  hour,  and  when 
the  horses  have  been  previously  ordered  in  half  an 
hour.  If  the  traveller  makes  the  horses  wait  more 
than  two  hours  beyond  the  time  mentioned  in  the 
previous  notice,  he  must  pay  2  gros  an  hour  for 
each  horse.  The  traveller  must  likewise  pay  the 
expense  of  the  delay,  if  he  makes  the  horses  wait 
beyond  an  hour  when  put  to.  A  covered  chaise  or 
any  other  light  carriage  must  have  two  horses,  if 
it  carries  only  a  single  person  and  a  trunk.  It  must 
have  three,  if  there  are  two  persons ;  and  four 
horses,  if  there  are  three.  The  postilion  rides  on 
horseback  when  the  carriage  has  four  horses ;  but 
if  it  has  only  two  or  three,  he  mounts  the  box* 
Every  close  carriage  with  two  seats  must  have 
three  horses,  whether  it  contain  one  or  two  persons ; 
but  if  it  contain  three  or  four  persons,  it  must  have 
four  horses.  Every  carriage  with  four  places,  co- 
vered or  half  covered,  or  close  shut  up,  is  obliged 
to  take  four  horses,  if  it  contain  one,  two,  or  three 
persons.  For  four  there  must  be  a  fifth  horse;  and 
if  the  number  of  persons  amounts  to  £ye  or  seven 
inclusively,  the  carriage  will  require  six  horses  and 
two  postilions.  Indeed  it  ought  to  have  eight 
horses,  if  there  be  much  luggage.      A  servant   or 

*  The  excessive  |>rice  of  forage  is  the  cause  of  this  aug- 
mentation in  the  price  of  posting  through  the  Grerman 

states. 
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child,  above  twelve  years  of  age,  b  reckoned  for 
one.  One  or  two  children  between  six  and  twelve 
are  reckoned  for  one.  Children  under  six  are 
charged  nothing.  On  taking  and  paying  for  the 
regular  number  of  horses,  the  traveller  may  com- 
pel the  postilion  to  perform  each  mile  in  an  hoilr 
on  the  paved  roads ;  in  an  hour  and  a  quarter  on 
the  ordinary  roads ;  and  in  an  hour  and  a  half 
00  the  roads  which  are  considered  bad.  A  ppsci* 
lion  may  not  stop  at  any  public-house  on  the  road 
without  the  consent  of  the  traveller,  excepting  once 
k  four  miles.  The  postilion  receives  3  gros  per 
mile ;  any  thing  beyond  this  is  at  the  option  of 
the  traveller.  The  customs,  &c.,  are  collected  by 
tbe«post-master. 

At  Berlin,  and  at  the  last  station  before  reaching 
the  capital,  the  traveller  must  pay  for  an  addi- 
tional mile.  . 

In  Hesse,  the  traveller  pays  10  gros  a  mile,  and 
for  horses,  12  gros.  If  the  post  is  two  miles  and 
a  hal^  or  three  miles,  and  the  traveller  has  three 
or  four  horses,  he  must  pay  8  gros  to  th^  postilion, 
and  10  gros,  i£  he  has  six  horses  and  two  postilions. 
If  the  post  is  a  mile  and  a  half  or  two  miles,  and 
the  traveller  has  three  or  four  horses,  he  must 
give  the  postilion  6  gros;  and  if  he  has  six  horses, 
must  give  him  eight.  The  wagenmeister  can  only 
demand  2  gros. 

In  Saxony,  the  traveller  pays  10  gros  per  mile 
for  each  horse,  and  as  much  to  the  postilion  per 
post,  without  reckoning  the  number  of  miles  and 
horses.  According  to  the  posting  regulations  of 
Saxony,  the  post-masters  arc  authorizecl  to  give 
D  2 
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three  horses  to  two  persons  who  are  travelling  in 
their  own  chaise,  even  without  trunks;  but  if 
these  persons  take  a  post-chaise,  they  only  have 
two  horses  even  if  they  have  a  trunk* 

In  Brunswick,  the  traveller  must  pay  12  gros, 
per  mile  for  each  horse.  A  carriage  containing 
four  persons,  with  two  servants  and  luggage,  not 
exceeding  3  cwt,  ought  to  have  four  horses ;  a 
carriage  with  three  persons,  one  servant,  and  200 
pounds  of  luggage,  three  horses ;  a  carriage  with 
two  persons,  a  servant,  and  150  pounds  of  luggage, 
two  horses.  At  each  post-station  in  the  states  of 
Brunswick,  may  be  seen  stuck  up  the  names  of 
the  commissaries  appointed  by  the  Prince,  to 
settle  any  difference  between  travellers  and  post- 
masters. 

In  the  country  of  Hanover,  the  traveller  must 
pay  6  gros  to  the  postilion,  8  gros»  if  he  has  four 
horses,  and  16,  if  he  has  six.  If  the  posts  are 
four  or  five  miles,  the  payment  of  the  postilions 
is  proportioned  to  the  number ;  that  is,  the  tra- 
veller must  pay  7,  9,  or  from  that  to  18  gros. 

The  price  of  each  horse  was  fixed  in  1 804,  at 
1 2  gros  per  mile.  The  traveller  gives  the  toagen- 
meister  from  3  to  6  gros.  It  must  be  observed, 
that,  in  the  Hanoverian  country,  the  old  louis,  or 
pistole,  goes  for  4  crowns  l6  gros,  when  it  is  used 
to  pay  for  the  post-horses,  customs,  &c.;  but  it 
goes  for  five  crowns  to  pay  the  guides  or  expenses 
at  inns.  A  light  carriage  with  two  persons  ought 
to  have  (as  in  Hesse,)  three  horses ;  three  or  four 
persons,  four  horses;  and  fivet  six,  or  seven  per- 
sons, six  horses.     An  order  has  been  lately  made 
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for  every  traveller  to  declare  .his  name  aiid  con- 
dition at  each  post-station,  and  to  write  down  ori 
a  bill,  if  he  had  any  cause  of  complaint  against 
&e  postilions.  These  bills  ought  to  be  sent  an- 
nually to  the  principal  post-office. 

lo  the  Empire,  the  post  costs  37^  to  45  kreut« 
sersper  mile  for  each  horse;  or  1  florin  15  kreut- 
aers;  or  1  florin  30  kreutzers  per  post. 

In  Oldenbourg  and  East  Friesland,  the  traveller 
must  pay  20  groots  per  mile,  and  12  groots  to  the 
guide,  if  the  distance  does  not  exceed  two  miles; 
when  it  does,  he  receives  18  groots;  the  xvagen^ 
master  has  3  groots  for  each  draught-horse.  A 
saddie-horse,  or  a  courier,  costs  30  groots  per 
mile. 

In  Austria  and  Bohemia,  the  postilions  are  paid 
according  to  the  following  table :— >

The  price  of  post-horses  is  35  kreutzers  per  mile 
for  each  horse. 

In  the  states  of  the  Austrian  monarchy,  a  car* 
riage  with  two  persons  and  a  trunk  never  has  more 
than  two  horses ;  and  a  carriage  must  be  very 
heary  or  overloaded,  if  the  post-master  orders 
more  than  fotir  horses  to  be  put  to. 

£xP£lrS£  OF  GR^JLHSING  THE  WHE£LS,<!^C.   This 
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Operation  in  the  Empire  costs  12  kreutzers;  in 
Hesse,  Hanover,  and  Saxony,  3  or  4  gros ;  and  in 
Holstein,  3  schillings. 

Travelling  in  the  north  of  Germany  is  not  so 
good  as  in  the  south.  Most  of  the  roads  in  the 
north  are  very  bad ;  and  the  number  of  different 
territories  is  an  obstacle  to  their  amelioration. 
The  distances  are  not  calculated  with  precision, 
and  the  roads,  on  account  of  their  sinuosities,  are 
much  longer  than  the  footpaths  by  which  the  dis- 
tance was  originally  measured.  At  particular  sea- 
sons, and  in  wet  weather,  the  traveller  is  often 
obliged  to  leave  the  ordinary  road  ;  and  it  is  not 
surprising,  that  the  post-masters  endeavour  to  re* 
gain  what  they  have  lost,  owing  to  the  above- 
mentioned  circumstance,  by  compelling  the  tra- 
veller to  take  more  horses  than  the  weight  of  his 
carriage  requires.  When  the  traveller  arrives  at 
a  post  station  where  the  roads  are  better,  the  post- 
master is  rarely  sufficiently  honest  to  give  him 
only  the  horses  he  may  require,  but  continues  the 
extra  number,  which  considerably  increases  the 
expense.  There  are  many  roads  in  Lower  Ger- 
many where  there  are  not  even  post-stations.  Such 
is  that  from  Osnabruck  to  Bremen,  which  is  twelve 
milesy  in  a  straight  line.  If  the  traveller  wish  to 
go  by  posting  from  one  of  these  towns  to  another, 
he  must  go  a  route  of  twenty  miles  through  Bohmte 
and  Nienbourg,  or  eighteen  miles  through  Baren«» 
bourg  and  Bassum. 

In  the  duchy  of  Mccklenbourg,  where  each 
horse  costs  8  gros,  and  the  pistole  is  worth  4 
crowns  10  gros  ^,  there  are  no  roads  lor  posting

but  the  ordinary  ones,  and  the  traveler  is  some- 
times obliged  to  go  seven  Gennan  miles  before 
reaching  a  relay ;  for  exam[de,  between  Wismar 
and  Rostock.  'Vhe  accommodation  at  the  places 
where  the  horses  are  changed  is  very  bad,  particu* 
larly  in  Brandenbourg ;  and  if  the  traveller  is  not 
well  acquainted  with  the  price  of  provisions,  h^  is 
liable  to  be  imposed  on.  The  charges  made  by 
the  persons  employed  in  posting  vary  in  the  dii- 
ferent  countries  of  Lower  Germany.  Thus,  on 
leaving  the  country  of  Holstein,  where' he  pays 
three  schillings  for  greasing  the  wheels,  he  enters 
Mecklenbourg,  where  he  must  pay  a  mark  (about 
half  a  florin).  The  same  if  the  traveller  is  going 
to  Harobourg  and  orders  horses,  he  must  give  the 
wagetimeister  a  mark.  At  Lubeck,  if  the  traveller 
alights^at  the  irnii  he  must  not  give  his  trunk  to  the 
waiter;  there  is  a  porter  (called  Litzenbruder  at 
Lubeck,)  whom  he  must  employ ;  and  if  he  has 
only  one  step  to  ascend  with  the  luggage,  the  tra* 
velier  cannot  offer  him  less  than  1 2  schillings. 

A  person  travelling  in  the  north  of  Germany 
will  do  well  to  hire  a  post-carriage;  the  best  car- 
riages are  those  of  Holstein  called  Kurwagen«  In 
Lunenbourg,  and  in  ibe  states  of  the  king  of  Den- 
mark, the  traveller  does  not  pay  any  thing  extra 
for  the  post<haise8»  as  is  the  case  in  HUmover, 
Hesse,  and  Saxony. 

Late  events  have  rendered  strict  measures  neces- 
sary, particularly  with  regard  to  passports,  without 
which  no  person  should  travel  in  Germany.  Fo- 
reigners must  show  their  passports  at  the  frontier 
towns,  sigped  by  an  ambassador  of  his  Imperial. 
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Majesty:  tliis  passport  must  likewise  contain  the 
fignature  ^  the  bearer,  and  of  those  who  accom* 
pany  him.  No  person  without  a  passport  is  per- 
mitted to  enter  the  states  of  the  kingdom  of 
Bavaria.

There  are  two  Baarbourg  boats,  called  Fossa" 
gier-coer;  The  first  seta  out  from  Haarbourg  for 
Hambourg,  and  returns  every  day  at  a  stated 
time ;  the  second  generally  sets  out  at  ten  in  the 
morning  from  Haarbourg,  and  at  three  or  four- 
o'clock  from  Hambourg.

VoiTURiERS. At    Nurenberg,    Wurzhoiug, 

Frankfort  on  the  Maine,  Leipsic,  Gotha,  Berlin, 
&:.,  are  voUurierSf  who  will  conduct  travdlen 
orer  a  town,  or  from  one  end  of  Germany  to  ano* 
ther,  at  a  moderate  price. 

Tlie  rules  respecting  carriages  fvciturts)  and  the 
light  of  using  them,  vary  in  the  difl^rent  states  of 
Gomany ;  but  all  of  them  are  favourable  to  the 
posting  establishment.  A  traveller  who  arrhret 
with  posthorses,  cannot  proceed  with  the  horses  of 
the  voUurierA,  unless  a  certain  number  of  ^ys 
dapse  between  his  arrival  and  hb  departure.  In 
Hesse  he  must  stop  at  least  eight  days,  and  in  Sax^ 
oDy,  24  hours*  In  the  states  of  Prussia,  no  traveller 
who  andves  with  posthorses,  is  allowed  to  set  out 
with  others.  In  Brunswick,  Hanover,  and  seferal 
other  states,  the  voituriert  who  conducts  strangon, 
ought  to  be  furnished  with  a  passport,  taken  at  the 
pl^  of  his  departure. 

Travellers  in  Germany  should  not  be  too  rigo* 
rous  in  restricting  the  price  of  posting  accooding 
to  the  ordonnances,  as  a  few  kreutiers  extra  wifl 
gain  the  good  will  of  the  persons  employed,  and 
be  amply  repaid  in  civility. 
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PICTURE  OF   TUB   KAVIGATION   OF  THE  RHINE 
^ROM    MAYENCE  TO  COBLENTZ. 

To  perform  tkb  voyage  the  traveller  must  cm- 
bark  at  Mayence,  or  at  Cassel,  in  the  packet-boat, 
or  hire  a  yacht,  that  is,  a  boat  for  himself  and 
friends.  The  packet-boats  go  every  day  from 
Mayence  and  Cassel  te  Coblentz:  fare,  six  francs. 
In  summery  these  packet^^ats  sometimes  reach 
Cobl^tz  in  a  single  day,  and  Cologne  in  two  days  ; 
but  when  the  wind  is  contrary,  or  the  Rhine  low, 
they  require  longer  time. 

DiLioENCEs,  Yachts,  Price  of  Boats. — 
The  pleasantest  as  well  as  most  convenient  method, 
and  the  one  usually  adopted,  is  to  hire  a  yacht  for 
oneself  and  company.  If  the  traveller  has  no  car- 
.  riage  with  bim,  he  had  better  hire  a  covered  skiflT, 
as  he  will  proceed  much  quicker  than  with  the 
large  boats  or  yachts,  which  are  very  slow  in  their 
progress.  The  Rudesheim  boatmen  are  considered 
the  best  on  the  Rhine.  A  yacht  .from  Mayence, 
or  from  Cassel,  to  Coblentz,  will  Cost  about  four 
or  five  carolins.  Cassel  has  two  good  inns,  the 
Black  Bear  and  the  Town  of  Frankfort.  If  the 
tcaveller  goes  by  land  as  far  as  Eltvil  or  Wailauf, 
be  will  find  boatmen  and  yachts  for  three  or  three 
louis  and  a  half.  These  kind  of  boats  are  very 
commodious,  and  the  navigation  of  them  is  safe. 
The  traveller  takes  his  meals  on  board,  and  may 
cvea  sleep  there  if  he  wishes.  When  ascend- 
ing the  Rhine,  the  boat  is  drawn  by  horses,  and 
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goes  much  slower  than  when  followmg  the  current 
When  the  wind  is  contrary,  two  long  days  are  ra- 
tjuired  to  go  from  Cassel  to  Coblentz,  or  Thal- 
tbmibreitstein,  and  two  days  and  a  half  for  re- 
tnniing. 

New  Pavep  Road. — ^The  French- government 
havecausedenormousmasseslof  rock  to  be  removed, 
which  obstructed  the  passage,  and  have  opened  an 
excellent  paved  road  along  the  left  bank  of  the 
Rhine,  which  is  visible  from  the  river,  and  from 
the  opposite  bank.  If  the  traveller  wish  to  avoid 
the  trouble  of  boatmen,  and  the  chance  of  a  contrary 
wind,  he  should  take  vaituriers*  horses  at  Mayence, 
«id  proceed  along  this  new  road,  which  is  sup- 
piiod  with  post-horses ;  he  may  then  reach  Co- 
blentz  in  a  single  day,  after  passing  through  Bin- 
gen,  St«Goar,  and  Boppart,  where  there  are  good 
ions,  and  he  will  only  lose  the  pleasure  of  aquatic 
travelling,  as  the  prospects  in  the  vicinitv  of  this 
majestic  river  are  the  same,  whether  viewed  on 
land  or  on  waler.  The  diligence,  which  nuis  be- 
tween Coblentz  and  Mayence  on  the  new  road* 
performs  this  journey  in  12  or  14  hours  :  Fare,  six 
ibuics.  It  was  along  this  road  Buonaparte  passed 
irom  Bingen  to  Mayence  in  1804.  But  to  return 
to  the  description  of  the  Rhine. 

If  circumstances  allows  the  traveller  should  set 
out  from  Cassel  or  from  ^layence,  about  three  or 
four  in  the  afternoon,  (the  French  custom-home' 
officers  do  not  permit  the  navigation  late  in  the  even- 
rag),  and  in  two  hours  he  will  be  able  to  reach  Wal- 
Uuf  or  Eltvill,  where  there  are  good  inns.  The 
Rose,  at  Eltvill,  is  an  excellent  inn,  and  the  pro- 
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pe€(  oC  the  Rhine  which  k  commands,  is  very  iioe, 
particularly  by  moonlight.  Tlie  traveller  should 
then  sleep  at  one  of  these  places,  and  set  out  b«« 
fore  sun-rising  to  the  place  called  Johannisberg. 
The  balcony  of  the  castle  then  presents  one  of  the 
suhlimest  spectacles  in  nature.  The  wine  of  Jo- 
hannisberg id  highly  esteemed.  General  Hoohe 
intended  to  blow  up  the  cellars  ct  the  castle,  over 
which  the  best  vines  grow ;  but  desisted  at  the  re- 
quest of  M«  Bibra  and  General  Lefevre.  The  holes 
for  the  mines  are  still  visible. 

In  less  than  an  hour  the  traveller  can  go  from 
Laogenwinkel  to  Geisenheim«   whence  be  may 
proceed  by  land  to  Niederwald,  which  the  Count 
of  Ostein  has  metamorphosed  into  a  superb  English 
garden.    Nature  and  art  seem  to  have  exerted  their 
utmost  efforts  in  the  embellishment  of  this  charm- 
ii^  pUce.    Ruins,  hermitages,  and  temples,  sur- 
prise the  stranger  at  every  step  ;  but  the  beautiful 
iMeU  of  Niederwald,  with  many  of  these  embellish- 
ments, was  laid  waste  during  the  revolutionary  war. 
The  Rhine  is  very  narrow  at  this  part,  and  6ows 
round  the  foot  of  the  mountain,  at  the  summit  oi 
which  is  a  balcony  commanding  an  ext^isive  pros- 
pect.   On  the  Idt,  the  view  extends  along  the 
smooth  surface  of  the  Rhine,  as  far  as  Mayencc ; 
and  on  the  right,  the  same  river  is  seen  flowing 
with  difficulty,  through  the  narrow  passage  left  by 
the  rooksr  as  far  as  Coblents  and  Cologne.     In 
front  is  seen  the  small  river  Nahe»  which»  aftei 
passing  round  several  hills,  joins  the  Rhine.    The 
TCMid  on  the  mountain  is  not  steep.     The  shortest 
way  for  pedestrians  is  from  Rudesheim ;  but  per« 
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fODs  who  have  a  carrii^  must  set  out  from  Geiscn- 
heiin» 

Hudesheim  is  charmingly  situated,  and  has  two 
good  inns,  the  Crown,  aiKl  the  Angel.  It  is  cele- 
brated for  its  exquisite  wines,  and  for  the  passage 
of  the  Rhine  effected  hy  the  Prussian  army  tit  this 
place  and  at  Bacharach,  in  1793.  Wine  of  the 
best  growth  is  from  t^^o  to  four  floritis  a  bottle. 
The  first  vines  at  Rudesheim  were  planted  in  1074. 

Bii^gen,  rendered  a  strong  town  by  Napoleon,  is 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Nahe,  l^ween  which  and  Bale 
the  Rhine  makes  its  gteatest  bend.  It  ibams  and 
roars  in  passing  the  celebr^lted  Bihgerlo^h,  atid  the 
traveller  may  hear  his  boat  grate  ^giiitist  thJA  rocks 
widenieath.  The  Bingerloch  is  an  opening  fifty  feet 
broad,  through  a  chain  of  rocks,  i?hich  was  exe- 
cuted by  the  Dutch  two  or  three  centuries  back. 
The  Nieder  Loch  is  another  passage  of  the  same 
kind.  Persons  who  are  afraid  of  this  passage, 
may  descend  to  Kiederwald,  atnd  walk  to  Asmans* 
havden,  where  t^ey  ma^  agaih  take  waiter.  The 
distriete  cf  Asmanshausen  and  Bacharach  in  th^ 
ficinity  are  famous  for  wine.  Behind  Bacharach  / 
is  the  fort  of  Pfalz^  where  the  palatine  princesses 
formerly  cani/e  to  be  contined,  but  it  is  now  de- 
serted. Of  the  numerous  ancient  castles  in 
mins  in  the  vicinity,  those  of  Winsbach  and  Schocn-^ 
berg  are  mo^t  worthy  of  attention. 

Most  of  the  convents  and  monasteries,  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Rhine,  still  remain  consecrated 
to  their  original  design ;  such  as  the  <^oaveRt  of 
Bomhofen,  a  celebrated  place  of  pilgriiixage ;  but 
the  houses  of  the  monks  and  nuns  on  the  left  bank 
B  2

have  been  either  devastated,  ahandoned^  soki  or 
given  up,  as  domains  of  the  state,  to  new  proprie* 
tors,  particularly  to  foreign  manufacturers,  who 
have  converted  them  into  workshops.  When 
Buonaparte  passed  here,  he  allowed  the  nuns  of 
Roland-Wcerth  to  retain  their  ancient  residence. 

From  Geisenheim  to  St.  Goar  it  is  four  hours* 
walk,  and  the  traveller  may  conveniently  reach  it 
to  pass  the  night.  The  town  of  St.  Goar  is  delight*^ 
fully  situated,  and  has  a  good  inU)  the  Green  Fo- 
rest. The  fort  of  Rheinfels,  which  commanded  it» 
has  been  demolished  by. the  French,  b|it  in  pic* 
turesque  ruins  are  worthy  of  observation.  The 
strong  castle  of  Kats,  in  front  of  Goarshausen,  Is 
celebrated  for  its  antiquity. 

Near  the  ancient  town  of  Boppart  (Inn,  the  Mir- 
ror), not  far  from  Rhense  and  Stol%nfels,  on 
the  left  bank,  formerly  stood  a  monument  of  Ger« 
man  antiquity,  called  the  Royal  Throne  (Konig- 
stuhl) ;  it  was  an  octagon  building,  where  the 
electors  assembled  to  elect  an  emperor  in  the  I4th 
century.  The  Emperer  Wenceslas  was  deposed 
there. 

If  the  traveller  gets  up  the  next  morning  at  four 
o'clock,  he  will  be  able  to  reach  Coblenta,  or 
Thal-Ehrenbreitstein,  to  breakfast  at  ten,  unless  the 
wind  be  contrary,  when  he  would  be  obliged  to 
tack,  and  could  only  proceed  with  oars,  which 
would  detain  him  two  or  three  hours. 

If  the  traveller  does  not  wish  to  go  by  water  as 
iar  as  Cologne,  he  may  take  a  boat  at  Coblentz^ 
or  at  Thal-£hrenbreitstein,  and  go  to  Neuwied, 
which  is  well  worthy  of  observation,  and  will  only 
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occnpy  half  a  day.  It_has  a  good  inn,  the  City  of 
Bnmswick,  sitaated  on  the  Rhine.  The  works  of 
M.  Rontgen,  a  celebrated  ebonist,  and  the  manu- 
fiKtories  of  printed  papers,  tobacco,  pipes,  tin,&c., 
shew  the  industry  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  town 
which  suffered  much  during  the  revolution.  The 
iostitDtion  of  Messrs.  Schellenberg  and  Monrepos, 
and  the  Prince's  pleasure-house,  are  worthy  of 
observation.  At  the  castle  is  shewn  a  collection 
of  antiquities,  bronase  statues,  inscriptions,  &c., 
ibond  in  the  remains  of  a  camp  of  the  Romans 
near  Neuwied. 

If  the  traveller  has  not  a  regular  passport,  be 
will  sleep  at  Thal-Ehrenbreitstein.  The  White 
Horse*  at  this  place,  is  one  of  the  best  inns  in 
Germany.  The  garden  of  the  Canon,  M.  Unbes- 
cheiden,  and  the  picturesque  ruins  of  the  fort  of 
Elirenbreitstein,  are  well  worthy  of  observation ; 
the  trouble  in  ascending  will  be  amply  repaid  by 
(he  beautiful  prospect  from  these  heights.  The 
traveller  may  likewise  see  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Thal-Ehrenbreitstein,  the  neat  pleasure  chateau 
of  the  prince  of  Nassau  Weilbourg,  at  Cuno-Engers 
00  the  Rhine;  the  park  at  Sayn,  and  the  remuns 
of  an  ancient  Roman  bridge. 

Tlie  traveller  may  then  pass  to  Coblentz,  where 
there  are!  two  excellent  inns,  the  Hotel  of  Treves 
and  the  Three  Swiss.  It  was  the  chief  place  of 
the  ci-devant  department  of  the  Rhine  and  Moselle, 
and  is  situated  at  the  confluence  of  these  two  rivers. 
It  is  nine  miles  from  Mayence,  nine  miles  from 
Cologne,  and  twelve  miles  from  Treves.  The  for- 
£  3 
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tifications  of  the  town  ha^  been  destroyed.  The 
stone  bridge  over  the  Moselle  and  Fort  Marccau, 
at  some  distance  from  the  town  on  the  road  to 
Andernach,  with  the  tombs  of  that  General  and  of 
General  Hoche,  are  the  principal  objects  of  curi- 
osity in  Coblentz  and  its  environs.  There  is 
another  monument  to  the  memory  of  General 
Hoche,  not  far  from  Weissenthurm,  opposite 
Neuwied.  The  mineral  and  ferruginous  waters  of 
Tinstein,  which  will  keep  good  ten  years,  are  only 
two  or  three  miles  from  Coblentz.  At  Hubcnach, 
the  monument  in  memory  of  a  Prussian  camp»  is 
no  longer  visible.  The  Chartreuse  at  Coblentz, 
formerly  so  beautiful,  is  now  only  the  residence 
of  a  coffee-house  keeper;  the  magnificent  castle 
is  ruined,  and  is  used  as  a  military  bari*ack ;  the 
chapel  is  the  only  part  preserved.  The  square 
before  the  castle  is  extensive ;  its  walks  and  range 
of  buildings  raiik  it  amongst  the  finest  squares 
in  Germany  ;  the  Dikasterial-Bau  and  the  theatre 
are  fine  buildings.  'I^e  institute  assembles  in  the 
ex-college  of  the  Jesuits,  where  balls  are  likewise 
given. 

On  setting  out  from  Thal-Ehrenbreitstein,  the 
traveller  had  better  leave  his  boat  and  hire  horse* 
from  a  voitqrier,  or  post-horses,  and  return  by 
land,  passing  through  Embs,  Schwalbacb,  Scbljin- 
genbad  and  Wisbaden  *.  Embs  is  only  two  or 
three  hours*  journey.  It  has  two  hotels,  those  of 
Darmstadt  and  uf  Nassau.     The  celebrated  baths 

«  Post  Road.  Nassau,  14  post.  Schwalbacb,^.  Vis- 
bader,  by  SchfaDgenbad,  '2. 
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of  Embs  are  situated  on  the  bank  of  tbe  Lahn,  at  a 
short  distance  from  the  town.  There  is  a  table- 
d*b()te  at  each  of  the  hotels,  and  balls  are  giren 
there  on  Sundays. 

From  £mbs  to  Schwalbach,  passing  through 
Nassau,  is  about  six  or  seven  hours*  journey,  per-* 
haps  eight,  according  to  the  state  of  the  roads. 
This  country  is  very  mountainous.  At  Nassau, 
the  traveller  may  see  the  Knglish  garden  of 
M.  Stein,  which  is  delightfully  situated,  and  the 
castle  of  Nassau.  The  best  inn  at  Schwalbach  is 
the  Golden  Chain.  There  are  several  fountains  at 
Schwalbach,  the  whole  country  being  mineral, 
hut  the  principal  is  the  Stahlbrunnen«  The  tra- 
veller may  breakfast  at  the  Jews*  Hall,  where  there 
are  billiard  tables.  There  is  a  table-d*h6te  at  the 
Golden  Chain,  at  the  Trefoil,  and  at  the  Golden 
Fountain  ;  but  that  at  the  first  is  the  best.  The 
trout  and  crawfish  of  Schwalbach  are  much  sought 
aftef  by  epicures.  The  traveller  may  take  cofiee 
at  tbe  hall  of  the  Emperor,  where  there  are  rouge 
et  Qoir  tables,  and  a  faro  bank,  and  amuse  himself 
by  a  walk  to  Adolphseck.  In  tlie  evening,  a  ball  is 
held  in  the  great  hall  near  the  walk  of  Weinbrunnen. 

Schlangenbad  is  only  an  hour's  journey  from 
Schwalbach.  The  hotel  of  Hesse,  where  the 
baths  are,  is  the  principal.  The  country  in  the 
vicinity  of  Schlangenbad  is  naturally  wild  and 
woody,  but  it  has  been  very  much  embellished  by 
art;  terraces,  walks  and  arbours,  are  seen  in 
every  direction.  On  Sunday,  a  ball  is  held  at  the 
rooms  of  M.  Hanlien.  The  baths  of  Schlangenbad 
are  principally  used  by  ladies  and  they  are  said 
to  render  the  skin  smooth  and    vft.  -

Wisbadcn  is  two  hours*  journey  from  Schlan- 
genbad.     The  baths  of  Wisbaden  were  famous  even 
in  the  time  of  the  Romans,  whose  tombs  have  often 
been  discovered  in  the  vicinity,  particularly  near 
the  pheasant  walk  and  convent  of  Clarenthal.     At 
Wisbadcn,  there  are  fourteen  warm  springs,  and 
several  mineral  springs.     The  batii  for  lame  horses 
was  destroyed  during  the  revolution.    The  grove, 
the  valleys  of  the  meadows,  and  Uie  road  to  the 
ruins  of  Sonnebourg,  are  the  favourite  promenades. 
Clarenthal,  the  pheasant  walk,  and  the  Geisbcrg, 
command  fine  views.     The  hunting-house,  built 
by^  the  prince  at  the  top  of  the  Platttf  which  com- 
mfsmds  one  of  the  most  extensive  prospects  in  Ger- 
many, was  destroyed  during  the  war.  The  pi'incipal 
inrisat  Wisbaden  are  the  Eagle,  by  M.  SchKchter, 
and'  tht  Schiinsenhof.     At  each  of  these  may  be 
found  a  table  d'hAte,  billiards  and  Sunday  balls. 
Iti  the  bathing  season,  a  diligence  passes  and  re- 
passes every  day  between  Wisbaden  and  Frankfort. 

If  the  traveller  prefer  returning  to  Frankfort  by 
Limbourg,  he  will  pass  by  the  Celebrated  witcrs  of 
Sellers,  as  well  as  those  of  Fachinsen. 
Skbtch  of  a  Voyage  to  rtizllAUz  aitdtitk 
Bkockxk. 

The  first  hills  of  the  chain  of  Hartz,  ot  Hanf, 
rise  behind  Kattlcnbourg.  Kattlenbourg  is  104 
ancient  feet  of  Paris  below  the  North  Sea. — 
From  the  top  of  the  bailifPs  castle  is  seen  a  de- 
lightful valley,  through  which  the  Soese  serpen- 
tines. Osterodc,  a  town  containing  4,000  inhabi- 
tants, has  an  elegant  manufactory  of  camlets,  a 
corn  magazine,  quarries,  and  mills  well  worthy  of 
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notice.  At  Klausthal,  the  traveller  may  lodge  at 
the  Sun,  which  is  a  good  inn.  The  town,  which 
contains  8,000  inhabitants,  is  1  yij^  Paris  feet  higher 
than  Gottingen;  the  lowest  point  in  the  mine  of 
fio9ehofer»  is  only  248  Paris  feet  below  the  level 
of  the  same  town.  The  richest  mines  are  the 
Ciroline»  105  fathoms  deep,  and  the  Dorothea, 
which  is  102.  T}ic  Georgestollen  (George's  well) 
uOeaded  to  receive  the  overflowing  of  the  subter- 
naean  springs,  is  worthy  of  observation.  It  was 
commenced  in  1777*  The  society  of  Klausthal  is 
enlivened  by  clubs,  balls,  ^c.  At  a  short  distance 
is  the  market-town  of  Gittelde,  which  is  only  re- 
markable for  its  foundries  and  for  two  historical 
monuments;  one,  the  ruins  of  Sauflfenbourg,  a 
castle  built  by  Henry  the  Fowler;  the  other,  a 
place  called  Hcinrichswinkel  (Henry's  coin)  where 
(iic  same  emperor  was  engaged  in  catching  birds 
when  the  German  deputies  came  to  ofier  him  the 
crown.  In  1785,  there  were  coined  weekly  at 
KUtt^al,  600  'silver  marks»  12  crowns  to  the 
mark,  making  374,000  crowns  in  a.  year.  The 
som  formerly  coined  at  this  town  amounted  to 
4  or  500,000.  At  the  house  of  the  Ludwiger- 
Kechenhaus,  is  a  very  curious  collection  of  all  the 
machines  used  in  working  the  mines,  as  well  as  of 
others  intended  to  be  used.  Bosenhof  is  the 
Vauxhall  of  Klausthal  and  of  Zellerfeld. 

Two  miles  from  Klausthal  is  the  ancient  and 
imperial  town  of  Goslar,  now  belonging  to  Hanover. 
It  contains  5,265  inhabitants,  although  there  are 
oot  more  than  1,400  or  1,^00  houses.  The  inn 
kept  by  Madame  Scheffler,   is  a  very  good  one, 
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This  town  is  celebrated  for  its  excellent  beer, 
tBlieigose;  there  are  seven  different  kinds,  the 
best  of  which  is  that  called  beste  krug:  ?t  is  a 
very  spirituous  liquor,  >^hich  tastes  more  like 'wine 
than  beer,  and  is  very  intoxicating.  At  Goslar, 
likewise,  are  manufactories  of  vitriol,  shot,  liqueurs, 
and  paper,  which  are  worthy  of  observation.  In 
the  cathedral  church, are  the  folldwing  r^mai^able 
antiquities  ;  the  emperoi^s  state  'chair,  the  altaf  of 
Crotho,  the  idol  of  the  alidfeht  Saxons,  to  which' 
(Children  wdre  sacrificed,  the  iron  ting,  and  the  por- 
traits of  several  emperors  painted  on  the  windows. 
Haifa  kague  from  the  town  is  the  Rammelsberg, 
the  most  ancient  mine  of  the  Marz.  The  various 
vitriolic  concretions  wiiich  adorn  the  subterranean 
galleries  of  this  mine  ate  extremely  beautiful. 
About  a  league  from  the  town  are  die  ttianufac- 
tones  of  brass  and  brass-wire, .  and  the  foundries. 
The  annual  revenue  of  the  Rammelsberg  is  about 
55,000  crowii^,  producing  a  net  profit  of  45,000 
crowns.  Neustadtf  is  remarkable  fof  its  salt 
works.  ' 

On  the  road  leading  from  Ilsenbourg  to  the 
Brocken,  not  far  from  ^e  castle  of  Stappelnbourg, 
is  a  delightful  prospect  several  miles  in  extent,  in- 
cluding, on  one  side,  Halberstadt^  and  on  the  other 
Wolfenbiittel. 

MouNtAiK  OF  Brocket.  From  the  highest 
summit  of  the  Brocken  maybe  seen  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  Countries  of  Germany,  being  a 
plain  about  seventy  miles  iii  extent,  inhAbited  by 
about  5,000,000  of  persons.  As  tJie  beauty  of 
this  prospect  depends  entirely  on  the  state  of  the 
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weather  and  atmosphere,  the  i^uiuma  is  preferable 
to  the  summer  for  visiting  it ;   as  fogs  and  storms 
are  then   less  frequent  than  in  June  and  July. 
Two  great  roads  and  fiv^  foot-paths  lead  to  the 
summit  of  the  Brocken.     Pedestrians  had  better 
ascend  from  Schierke  and  descend  by  the  foot- 
path of  Ilsenbourg.    Between  Schierke  and  ^in- 
richshohe  are  blocks  of  granite,    like,  those  of 
St.  Gotbard»  and  tables  of  graiiite  similar  to  Uiose 
of  die  road  on  tbe  Grimsel.    Travellers  should 
Aever  ascend  the  Brocken  at  night,   even  with 
good  guides,  as  there  is   great  danger  of  being 
lost,  or  buried  in  the  marshy.   Persons  who  wish  to 
perform  the  ascent  with  comfort  must  go  by  the  new 
road   leading  from  Wemigerode,  which  was  made 
by  the  reigning  Count  of  Stolberg-Wemigerode. 
At  Wemigerode  the  traveller  will  find  an  excellent 
inn  (the  Stag),  mules  and  carriages  in  which  he 
may  be  conveyed  to  the  summit  of  the  mountain  for 
six  or  eight  crowns.     The  top  of  the  Brocken  no 
longer  presents  the  Wolkcnhauschen,  or  the  ancient 
Brockenwertfashaus,  offering  scanty  apcommpda* 
tion,  but  an  excellent  and  solidly-built  inn,  where 
refreshments  and  lodging  of  the  best  kind  may  be 
procured  at  a  very  moderate  price.    Travellers  are 
indebted  for  the  erection  of  this  inn  to  the  reigning 
Count  of  Stolberg  Wemigerode.  To^e  credit  of  the 
architect,  M.  Barth,  it  withBtood  the  terrible  hurri- 
cane in  November,  1600,     The  Count  has  placed 
tbiee  guides  here,  and  erected  a  tower  which  com- 
mands  a  very  extensive  prospect.    The  view   of 
Wemigerode    and    the    groups  of  rocks,  called 
Hahnen«KUppen  is  remarkably  picturesque.  Atthe 
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inn  is  a  telescope  and  five  or  six  albums,  on  whic^ 
the  traveller  may  inscribe  his  name.  The  town 
of  Wemigerode  is  a  German  mile  from  Ilsenboui^ 
and  from  Ebliiigerode,  two  miles  from  Blanken- 
bourg,  from  Halberstadt,  and  from  Osterwyck,  and 
three  miles  from  Rosstrap.  The  English  garden 
of  the  Count  at  Wemigerode  is  well  worthy  of  ob- 
servation. 

At  the  top  of  the  Brocken  are  some  fragments 
and  blocks  of  granite  known  under  the  name  of  the 
altar  and  the  pulpit  of  sorcerers ;  a  spring  of  very 
clear  water  is  called  Magical  Fountain,  and  eren 
the  beautiful  anemone  of  the  Brocken  has  been  term- 
ed the  sorcerer's  flower.  These  terms,  and  the  tra- 
dition of  the  meeting  of  witches  on  the  1st  of  May, 
originated  from  the  feast  of  the  great  idol  Crotho, 
whom  the  pagan  Saxons  used  clandestinely  to 
worship  on  the  1st  of  May,  at  the  top  of  this  wild 
and  isolated  height.

According  to  recent  observations  made  by  M. 
Zach  in  1803,  at  the  inn  on  the  Brocken,  the  la* 
dtode  of  that  house  is  51^  48'  11'',  and  the  lon- 
gitude 28°  16'  58". 

The  curiosities  in  the  environs  of  the  Brocken 
«e:-~l.  The  Ilsenstein,  an  isolated  rock  of  320 
feet,  with  the  smaller  rocks  of  the  Schnarder,  the 
Rennecke,  and  the  Hohenklippen.  2.  The  fall  of 
the  Bode  (famous  for  its  excellent  trout»)  on  the 
side  of  the  Rosstrapp.  3.  The  Rosstrapp,  a  wall 
of  rocks,  perpendicularly  cut,  forming  a  precipice 
from  500  to  800  feet  deep ;  it  is  well  worthy  of 
attention,  and  is  perhaps  the  most  remarkable  ob« 
ject  in  this  part  of  the  country.  The  Rosstrapp  is 
one  mile  from  Blankenbourg,  one  and  a  half  from 
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QuedHnbourg,  two  and  a  half  from  Wemigerode, 
one  from  Gernrode,  and  two  from  Harzgerode. 
The  Rosstrapp  may  he  seen  on  the  road  from 
Stufenberg  to  Blankenbourg.  4.'The  Oderbruckey 
a  dike  formed  of  enormous  blocks  of  granite,  ar- 
resting the  course  of  the  Oder,  which  then  forms  a 
lake,  10,138  iathoms  in  extent ;  in  this  lake  are 
found  large  trout  of  exquisite  flavour.  The  road 
along  the  dike  abounds  with  picturesque  views. 
The  lake,  the  dike,  and  the  canal  of  Rehberg, 
which  is  a  mile  long,  are  worthy  of  the  traveller*s 
attentioii.  5.  The  famous  grotto,  called  Bau- 
maanshohle.  The  usual  guide  of  travellers  is  a 
relation  of  the  Baumann  who  .discovered  it,'  and 
he  enjoys  the  profits  arising  from  it,  by  a  privilege 
granted  exclusively  to  his  family.  la  thk  grotto 
is  kept  a  book,  in  which  visiters  generally  Write 
their  names/  Some  parts  of  the  grotto,  particularly 
the  passages  from  one  cavern  to  ano^er,  arts  dan- 
gerous. The  various  stalactites  adorhingthis  grotto 
are  less  remarkable  than  the  peti^fied  bones  foond 
in  the  ground,  which  are  supposed  by  some  to  be 
those  of  men  who  lived  before  the  dood.  6.  The 
grotto  of  Biel,  or  Bielshohle,  which  has  be^n  cele- 
brated since  17S8,  when  it  was  discovered  by  a 
person  named  Becker,  who  made  himself  its  pro- 
prietor and  gtiide.  Being  easier  of  access  than  its 
rival,  and  its  owner  keeping  it  in  proper  order, 
most  travellers  prefer  it  to  that  of  Baumann.  El- 
bingerode  (inn,  the  Angel,)  is  about  an  hour's  walk 
from  these  grottos.  7.  Blankenbourg.  (Inn,  the 
Crown).  The  principal  objects  worthy  of  notice 
are  the  foundries,  the  mines,  the  c[uanies  of  marble. 
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the  manufactory  and  dep^  of  mafblt  works^  the 
€ai{tle»  its  numerous  apaitments,  the  fine  ticw  from 
^  balcony,  the  coUectioii  of  cups  and  glass  gob- 
lets, the  bcautifol  pomenade  of  Thie,  and  the  ruins 
of  the  strong  castle  of  Regenstein.  The  town  of 
Blaakenboorg^is  ione  tnile  from  the  grottos  of  Bau- 
iiuinn»-froBi  §iel,  and  from  tiie  Rossirapp,  one  and 
a  half  from  Elhtngerode,  Iwofroih  Haih^rstadt  and. 
Wernigerode,  and  three  from  Ballrastmdt  8.  Bah- 
kistradt.  The  windows  of  the  gteat  inn  at  this 
phee  command  an  extensive  ptetfect^  incluikng  a 
great  number  of  towns,  and  the  rocks  called  -Ge* 
geastetn.  The  toad  from  Blankeiiboui^  to  Ballen- 
fltadt  passes  near  the  village  of  Kattenstadt,  where 
there  are  two  hillsj  composted  of  masses  of  bones  and 
ttms,  the  remains  of  a  battle  which  took  place  in 
ancieiit  times.  'Hie  traivellei^  bad  belter  not  deep  M 
Ballenstadt,  but  at  StuCenberg,  a  hutiting-house 
near  Gernrode,  delightfully  situated,  at\d  the  i^n- 
<lezvou^  of  the  nei^bouring  gentry*  Ballenst^t 
is  a  mile  from  Que^inbourg,  two  from  Aschersle- 
beoy  and  one  and  a  half  from  Hackerode.  Baths 
have  been  established  at  Ballenstadt,  on  the  rivulet 
of  Rieder.  9*  St.  Andreasberg,  where  there  are 
silver  mines.     It  is  one  mile  from  Oderbriicke. 

Here  terminates  the  journey  of  the  Harz,  which, 
according;  to  the  route  mentioned,  may  be  accom- 
plished m  12  or  14  days.  The  country  of  the 
Harz  contains  about  64  square  miles ;  there  are 
about  40  towns  and  market  towns,  and  50,000 
inhabitants.  From  1^34  till  1747*  the  net  pro- 
duce of  the  mines,  on  an  average,  was  140,000 
crowns  annually. 
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CiiitBiAGE  Roads.-— For  travellers  who  com« 
fkom  Thuringia,  or  Eltictoial  Saxony»  there  are 
twla  good  roads ;  the  fint:  deads  from  Sondershau- 
seDt  direct  to  Stolberg ;.  from  Stolberg  to  Hassel* 
Mdf  from  Uasselfeld  to  Blank«nbourg ;  the  second 
passes  from  Saogerfaausen  to  Harkerode*,  Ibur 
miles ;  from  Harkerode,  by  the  Stofeaberg  and 
the  Rosstrappy  to  Blankenbouq^  nearly  iive  miles. 
At  a  short  distance  from  the  road  between  Haiv 
kcrodeaod  Sangerhauseny  is  Maasfeld^  where  nwy 
be  seen  the  ruined  castle  of  the  cdebrated  counts 
of  that  name.  It  is  now  the  property  of  a  private 
penotty  who  is  about  to  convert  it  into  a  house 
of  modem  appearance,  and  who  has  planted 
gardens  by  which  it  is  surrounded.

FBOM  RATI8BOV  TO  VXBBKA. 

The  Danube  is  the  most  considerable  river 
in  Germany,  on  account  of  Us  width,  depth,  and 
the  length  of  its  course.  In  a  commercial  view 
it  yields  to  the  Elbe,  but  the  latter  is  inferior  to  it 
with  respect  to  the  size  and  population  of  the  towns 
on  its  banks.  It  surpasses  the  Elbe  likewise  in 
the  beauty  of  its  scenery,  as  the  latter  only  pre- 
sents rich  and  varied  prospects  as  far  as  the  en- 
virons of  Meissen,  while  m  the  remainder  of  its 
course  it  passes  through  sandy  plains,  and  dull 
uniform  meadows.     On  the  contrary,  the  banks

of  die  Danube  present  moontams,  rocks,  bays,  and 
KDOooCies  at  every  point,  calculated  to  please 
by  their  picturesque  appearance  and  various  forms. 
Od  \t9mmg  tile  high  mountarns,  it  passes  through 
aady  plam^  occasionally  interspersed  with  iso- 
lated rocks,  and  hills  covered  by  forests.  In  the 
envinns  of  Vienna,  and  behind  the  Camiole,  its 
bulb  are  not  sa  lofty ;  near  Passau  it  receives  the 
inpetuoQS  river  Insi  and  the  increased  rapidity  of 
ill  course,  arising  from  this  influx,  is  perceptible 
ibr  a  considerable  distance.  Behind  Linz  the  river 
£bs  falfls  into  the  Danube,  Mrhich  is  here  very 
wide.  Between  Ulm  and  Passau,  the  river  is  ahnost 
every  where  confined  by  two  chains  of  lofty  moun- 
tiins,  and  the  noise  made  by  its  passage  through 
tbem  may  be  heard  a  considerable  distance.  In 
places  where  it  is  not  so  wide,  its  banks  present 
the  most  sublime  beauties,  the  most  grotesque 
fornis,  and  the  most  majestic  works  in  nature ; 
Btked  and  steep  rocks,  forests  of  firs,  sterile  or  cul- 
tivated mountains,  meadows,  fields,  and  vineyards, 
alternately  tend  to  vary  the  delightful  scenery. 
Next  to  the  Rhine,  there  is  no  river,  the  banks 
of  which,  poresent  so  many  ruined  castles,  convents, 
and  chapels,  as  those  of  the  Danube.  Across  these 
chains  of  barren  mountains  may  be  perceived 
green  hills  and  plains,  covered  by  numerous  herds 
of  cattle. 

F00S07  THK  Dakubb. — ^Thesc  are  particularly 
worthy  of  observation  early  in  the  morning,  when 
ihcy  cover  the  tops  of  the  mountains,  eclipse  the 
rising  sun,i  and  ting<e  the  opening  day  with  a  golden 
be. 
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No  vessel  on  the  Danube  has  saik,  all  are  hii|»elt« 
cd  by  oars,  or  simply  guided  by  the  rudder. 
Those  going  against  the  current  are  dragged  by 
horses*  but  they  proceed  very  slowly  and  not  with- 
out danger,  on  account  of  the  road  being  covered 
with  rocks. 

Colour  of  the  water..— The  water  of  the 
Danube  is  generally  of  a  whitish  yellow,  impreg- 
nated with  argillaceous  particles.  When  the  snow 
melts  in  the  Swiss|Alps,  or  when  the  Lech,^woln  by 
the  melted  snow  of  the  Alps  and  Swabia,  falls  into 
the  Danube  with  impetuous  abundance*  the  waves  of 
this  river  become  a^tated. 

Fish.— -In  the  Danube  are  numerous  kinds  of  ^ 
fish,  which  become  very  rich,  by  feeding  on  the 
plants  and  seeds  which  are  washed  off  the  moun* 
tains  by  torrents* 

From  several  towns  on  the  Danube*  for  instance* 
from  Ratisbon  and  Ulm,  boats  set  out  eye|-y  Sun- 
day at  12  o'clock*  for  Vienna,  At  Ratisbon  thero 
are  l6  or  17  proprietors  of  boats;  who  alternately 
perform  this  service.  There  are  different  places,  in 
the  boats ;  those  who  occupy  the  stem  only  pay 
wo  florins,  whilst  those  in  the  prow  pay  three, 
four,  or  five  florins. 

Those  who  choose  to  incur  the  expense  of  a 
private  boat  will  find  it  more  agreeable  than  the 
usual  packet-boat,  which  is  exposed  to  mixed 
company*  and  other  inconveniencies.  The  voyage 
from  Ratisbon  to  Vienna  is  6o  German  miles*  and 
generally  occupies  three,  or  three  days  and  a  half, 
although  it  may  occasionally  be  accomplished  in 
less  time.  A  boat  for  a  family  and  luggage  from 
Ratisbon  to  Vienna  will  cost  about  40  ducats.  The 
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rowers  of  these  boats  are  generally  tradesmen,  viho 
by  this  means  defray  the  expense  of  their  passage. 

Behind  Passau,  the  Danube  forms  several  small 
islands.  On  the  declirity  of  a  mountain,  and  just 
above  the  water,  is  the  small  castle  of  Kreropcn* 
stein.  On  turning  from  the  N.  to  the  S.,  appears 
on  the  height  to  the  right  the  beautiful  castle  of 
Funtenstein.  The  traveller  then  passes  the  foot  of 
a  rock,  surmounted  by  a  small  chapel,  forming  the 
boundary  between  the  territory  of  Passau  and  that 
of  Austria.  At  a  considerable  distance  to  the  left, 
is  an  old  tower,  and  shortly  afterwards  the  travel- 
ler reaches  EngelharielL  Before  he  arrives  at  it, 
be  may  see  Hi^nersell,  inhabited  by  potters,  who 
supply  several  countries  with  crucibles  made  of 
mineral,  which  they  obtain  from  a  neighbouring 
mountain  of  granite.  At  Engelhardsoell  is  the  first 
Austrian  custom-house  ;  the  officers  are  particu- 
larly strict  respecting  tobacco,  and  the  unloading 
of  the  boat  is  often  extended  to  the  third  day. 

Whirlpool  of  the  Danube.— This  whirl- 
pool is  caused  by  a  very  steep  island  of  rock,  rising 
in  the  middle  of  the  Danube,  and  boats  pass  on  the 
left  of  this  island,  where  rocks  and  stones  rise  above 
tbe  surface  of  the  water.  The  Empress  Maria 
Theresa  expended  c<msiderable  sums  in  r^dering 
this  passage  less  dangerous,  so  that  there  is  now 
but  little  risk.  A  quarter  of  a  league  farther 
is  another  much  more  dangerous  whirlpool,  as  the 
river  is  narrower.  The  waves  at  this  place  beat 
against  a  sloping  promontory,  which  extends  to  the 
middle  of  the  river,  and  form  a  whirlpool  reaching 
across  the  narrow  passage. 
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The  romanliic  scenery  on  the  banks,  tlie  nohe  of 
the  rushing  wares,  and  the  rapklky  with  which  the 
boat  is  impeUed,  have  an  astonishing  eiTect. 

Behind  Molk  are  the  majestic  ruins  of  Schcen- 
buhel,  and  beyond  it  is  the  famous  natural  wait  of 
rocks,  called  the  Devil's  Wall;  the  people  in  the 
vicinity  have  a  tradition,  relating  that  one  day  the 
evil  spirit  endeavoured  to  close  up  the  Danube  by 
a  wall,  but  the  stones  incessantly  slipped  out  of 
his  hands,  and  he  was  uiiable  to  complete  the 
woi^.  Above  this  wall  is  seen  the  Castle  of  Spitz, 
with  its  vineyards,  one  of  which,  named  Spitz  am 
PkUXy  annually  produces  a  thousand  hogsheads. 
The  traveller  then  Approaches  the  romantic  ruins 
of  the  castlte  of  Thicrstein;  it  was  the  prison  of 
the  brave  king  of  England,  Richard  Coeur  de 
Lion,  and  witnessed  the  fidelity  of  his  minstrel. 
B^low  the  castlls  there  is  a  liEirge  convent. 

On  a  high  motintain,  behind  the  town  of  Mau- 
tern,  is  the  vast  abbey  of  Gbttwich,  remarkable 
f6r  its  superb  buildings,  its  ancient  manuscripts, 
and  its  learned  and  hospitable  monks.  The  tra- 
veller afterwards  sees  Kloster  Neubourg,  and 
beyond  it  theLeopoldsberg,  when  Vienna  suddenly 
opens  to  his  view.  At  Nussdorff,  where  the  tra- 
veller lands,  ther^  is  a  custom*house. 

Quick  return  from  Vibnita  to  Ratisboit. 
-—The  masters  of  the  boats  who  descend  the  river 
to  Vienna,  return  to  Ratisbon  by  land,  with  their 
companions,  by  a  cheap  and  expeditious  method. 
They  leave  Vienna  in  a  light  carriage,  changing 
horses  every  four  miles  as  far  as  Aschau.  There 
they  take    saddle-horses,    and   cross  the  dreary 
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mountains  to  the  banks  of  the  Danube,  where  they 
huter  their  horses  for  a  light  skiff.  At  Vilshofeo, 
tbejF  hire  carriages  and  proceed  to  Ratisbon.  In 
this  way,  the  journey  only  occupies  four  days  and 
nights;  the  traveller  who  approves  of  this  mode, 
OMj  easily  agree  with  the  masters  of  the  boats ;  the 
iisaal  price  is  thirty  florins  for  each  person ;  iq. 
eluding  food  and  the  conveyance  of  a  small  trun|^^ 

JotraHET  TO  THE  RiESEKOBBIROB,  OROiaVTS* 
MOVHTAIV. 

Most  persons  suppose  that  they  have  seen  the 
fitesengebirge  when  they  have  ascended  it  on  the 
side  of  Schroiedebergy  and  gone  as  fiir  as  the  cata- 
Qct  of  Zacken^  or^  at  farthest,  to  Flinsberg ;  but 
the  whole  of  the  Sudctes  can  only  be  viewed  by 
crossing  the  valleys  of  Bohemia.  The  following 
sketch  for  a  journey  across  this  chain  of  moun- 
tains, is  adapted  for  those  who  are  good  pedestrians, 
aod  who  have  sufficient  time. 

The  traveller  should  commence  his  journey  at 
Me&ndorff,  a  place  in  the  circle  of  the  Queiss ; 
theTafelfichte,  which  rises  just  behind  thb  village, 
is  the  first  mountain  worthy  of  observation.  In 
order  to  ascend  it,  he  must  take  a  guide  at  Meffers- 
dorf,  and  leaving  the  most  interesting  part  of  the 
mountain  till  his  return,  proceed  to  Liebwerda,  in 
Bohemia,  where  there  are  well-frequented  mineral 

S rings,  (see  Itinerary,  No.47)f  and  thence  through 
sy^orf  to  Reichenberg,  a  town  famous  for  the 
nomber  of  its  manufiurtories.  Between  the  two 
Ust-mentioned  places,  and  the  famous  Zankstiick, 
or  mineral  waters,  are  the  sources  of  the  Iser. 
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East  of  Rcichcnber^  «'  sftuatcd  the  Jcschkenberg, 
aver  which  the  traveller  may  easily  ^ass  to  the 
Tillages  of  Przichowitz  and  Woleschnitz.  Beyond 
them,  the  road  passes  dong  the  other  side  of  the 
river,'  and  the  traveller  may  go  either  direct  through 
Rochlirz  tod  the  mountain^,  or  turn  thtough  Star^ 
kenbach  to  Hbhcnelb. 

The  traveller  wlio  only  wishes  to  see  the  most 
remarkable  and  beautiful  parts. of  tl^ei  mouniLain, 
ought,  on  quitting  Hohenelb,  to  follow  the  course 
of  the  Elbe,  and  crossing  its  romantic  valley,  Pfo* 
ceed  as  far  as  Leierbatiden,  or  Kramerbaude.  The 
traveller  must  afterwards  returti  to 'Firiedriehsthal, 
whcfnce  he  will  ascend  towards  the  east,  by  the 
stone  valley  and  the  Klausen,  to  Heiischober  and 
Uy  the  crooked  valley  j  he  will  then  pass  along  the 
foot-path  leading  from  Hohenelb  to  Wiesenbaude^ 
into  the  valley  of  Zehe,  and  over  the  Bcmteni^lan 
to  Petzkenkretscham,  in  the  Grand  Aupa,    The 
traveller  then  reaches  the  Riesengrund,  or  valley  of 
giants,  ascends  to  the  summit  of  the  giants,  on  the 
side  of  the  fall  of  the  Aupe,  whence  ho  may  visit 
the  two  ponds,  ^c,  thence  passing  the  great  and 
little  Sturmhaube  and  beds  of  snow,  he  may  see 
the  fall  of  the  Elbe,   the  crane"^  meadow,  the 
Jeisaiasbaude,  the   fall   of  the   Kochel,  and  the 
vitriol  manufactory  of  Preller.     B^re  he  leaves 
the  summit  of  the  giants,  he  had  better  t^e  the 
cross  road  which  leads  to  the  most  distant  parts  of 
the  mountain,  through  Hermsdorff,  Liebau,  Gruss- 
au,'  Landshut  (in  the  vicinity  Of  which  arc  the 
famous  rocks  of  Adersbach*  called/ore^  of^ones)^ 
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sad  Schmiedeberg,      From  the  latter  place,  he 

oiay  re-ascend,  through  Krummubel,  to  the  Hem- 

pebbaude.     If  he  ascends  the  Schneekoppe,  he 

sbottid  contrive  to  sleep  at  Wiesenbaude,  as  the 

accommodation  is  much  superior  to  that  at  Hem- 

pelsbaude  or  Samuelsbaude.     Having  reached  the 

vitriol  manufactory,  he  may  make  excursiQlis  to 

Kienast,   Warmbrumi,    Hierschberg»    and  other 

places  in  the  vicinity.  The  last  part  of  th^  journey 

JDcludes   Schreibershau,  the  fall  of  Zackea,  the 

PIkublanc,  the  glasshouse,  the    Buchberg»  the 

hec  and  t]he  Sand,  at  Flinsberg,  vhere  there  are 

aneral  waters,  similar  to  those  at  ^>a.    From 

Flinzbergy  he  may  visit  Querbaoh,  GiehreUt  and 

&  GreiSenstein,  and  if  he  wish  to  letum  to  Mi^f- 

fcrsdorffy  it  is  only  one  league  firom  Flinsberg  and 

two  from  Greiffenstein. 

To  perform  the  whole  of  tbi»  journey  witii  ease, 
wotdd  occupy  about  three  week^s ;  but  accidents  or 
M  weather  would  exceed  that  time.  It  ihould 
k  commenced  before  the  middle  of  June,  or  nftcr 
tlie  month  of  August;  althou^i  it  must  be  con- 
fasedy  a  jotunay  in  winter  across  this  chain  of 
ttountainay  where  it  is  necesaary  to  wear  doahs 
and  travel  on  sledges,  must  have  peculiar  beasuties. 
The  eKpease  of  such  a  journey  is.  not  considerable. 
If  made  alone,  it  will  be  from  forty  to  fifty  crowns, 
or  if  accompanied  by  another  person,  not  more 
than  thirty  crowns.  The  two  Zdidkrs»  father  and 
son,  at  Schreibershau,  are  the  safest  and  best  guides 
for  travellers.

At  Steinseifen  resides  the  German  Pfyfer,  who 
has  executed  models  of  the  Riesengebirge  in  clay 
or  wood,  similar  to  those  made  by  Pfyffer  of  Swit- 
Eerland.  His  name  is  Sigbmond  Kahi,  but  he  is 
called  in  the  village  Kappenkahl.  The  model  now 
at  his  house  was  Uie  first  made  with  clay;  that  of 
wood,  bought  by  the  minister  Heynits,  for  the 
department  of  mines,  and  now  at  B^in,  was  taken 
from  it.  The  forests,  the  meadows,  the  rocks  and 
the  roads  are  distinguished  by  colours,  and  all  the 
houses  are  exactly  imitated  in  wood.  The  model 
includes  all  the  Silesian  part  of  die  mountain  from 
the  road  of  Rochlits;  the  country  between  Liebau 
and  Hermsdorff,  and  from  the  villages  of  Stein- 
seifen,  Agnetendorf,  Petendorf  and  Schreftershau, 
as  ^r  as  the  first  mountains  of  Bohemia ;  conse* 
quently  including  an  extent  of  eight  leagues  fiom 
£.  to  W*  and  two  leagues  from  S.  to  N.  It  is  ge- 
nerally correct,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  Kahl  is 
totally  unacquainted  with  geometry  or  drawing. 
The  wooden  model  of  Kienast  and  its  environs,  at 
the  library  of  Hermsdorff,  first  gave  him  the  idea 
of  making  a  similar  one  of  the  Riesengebirge.  His 
modebi  however  are  very  dear;,  he  asks  from  160 
to  300  crowns  for  the  smallest.

The  rate 
of  convention  has  its  origin  from  an  agreement*, 
signed  in  17S3,  and  passed  between  the  hoiises  of 
Aostria  and  Bavaria,  by  which  they  settled  to  es- 
tablish in  future,  for  the  manufacturing  of  their 
currency,  the  proportion  between  gold  and  silver, 
as  from  1  to  14i}  pfennings,  and  to  raise  the  mark 
of  Cologne,  of  fine  gold,  to  ^3  florins,  5  kreutzers, 
^  pfennings,  and  the  Cologne  mark,  or  16  Ibtke^ 
of  fine  silver,  to  10  crowns  of  convention,  or  20 
florins*     Several  years  elapsed  before  the  other 
circles  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  act  upon  the 
same  principles.      However,   when  it  was  found  ' 
that  a  considerable  loss  proved  the,,  result  of  (hkt ' 
operation,  it  was  thought  indispensable  tp  raise  the 
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current  and  intrinsic  value  of  the  specie,  which 
took  place  successively  through  nearly  all  the 
circles,  by  virtue  of  particular  ordinances. 

Hence  the  said  conventional  rate  has  received 
the  doable  denomination  of  standard  of  20  florins, 
and  standard  of  24  florins.  The  former  has  hi- 
therto been  retained  in  the  countries  of  Austria, 
Saxony,  and  Brunswick-Wolfenbiittel,  and  the 
standard  of  24  florins  has  been  introduced  in  fiic 
circles  of  Bavaria,  Suabia,  Franconi|^  and  of  the 
Rhine.  For  the  manufacturing  of  the  coin  in  these 
circles  they  strictly  adh^«d  to  the  proportion  be- 
tween gold  and  stiver  established  by  the  conven- 
tion. But  in  the  common  circulation,  the  ducat 
has  been  admitted  to  be  current  for  5  florins  and 
24kreut8er8,  instead  of  4  florins  10  kreutaers,  and 
the  conventional  crown  for  2  florins  and  24  kreut- 
zers,  and  so  in  proportion  the  other  gold  and  silver 
coin.  ■

The  double  and  the  half  in  proportion.  The  sil- 
ver pieces  are,  the  conventional  crowns,  the  half 
and  quarter  ditto,  or  florins  and  half-florins ;  the 
Prussian  crown,  the  pieces  of  4,  of  2,  and  of  1 , 
gute-grotcken  ;  the  kopfstuck,  and  ka^opfsHkic. 
We  shall  abstain  mentioning  the  copper  billon, 
and  other  base  metal  pieces.  The  current  value, 
especially  of  the  gold  coin,  has  its  rise  and  fall  ac- 
cording to  circumstances ;  it  is  requisite,  therefore, 
to  ascertain  the  fact  on  the  spot  For  instance, 
in  1801  the  ducat  was  generally  current  for  3 
crowns,  at  the  rate  of  20  florins ;  the  gold  pistole 
for  5  crowns  and  4  groickm,  and  the  gold  carotin 
for  6  crowns  and  4  groschen. 

The  Dutch  ducats,  the  Louis  d'ors  of  former 
France,  the  filivre  crowns,  and  the  crowns  of  the 
Nctheriands,  are  current  in  Germany  like  the  na- 
tional coin*  The  Louis  d'or  goes  for  a  gold  Caro- 
lin  ;  the  laubtkalerj  or  6  livre  piece,  for  1  crown, 
1 2-13  guie^grascken,  at  the  rate  of  20  florins,  and 
for  2  florins  and  45  kreutzers,  at  the  rate  of  24  flo- 
rins. In  Bohemia  and  in  Austria,  the  6  livres  crown 
and  the  crown  of  the  Nctheriands  f^Arroiirii^Aa/Srr,^ 
are  current  for  2  florins  and  l6  kreutzers.    Of 
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course,  in  those  countries  the  hnmrntkakr  brings  a 
profit. 

Bank  and  Cash  Notes.^^At  VieDna,  and  through 
the  whole  Austrian  empire,  there  are  bank  notes  in 
circulation  for  the  value  of  1,  2, 5, 10, 25, 50,  I00» 
500,  and  1,000  florins  ;|bonds  of  stocks  at  5, 4,  and 
H  per  cent. ;  lottery  tickets,  both  of  the  states 
and  bank,  at  4  per  cent.  &c.  In  Electoral-Saxony 
there  are  cash-notes  (cajvefi4t2iSrf«,)  in  circulation. 
New  cassen-biUetSf  more  difficult  to  be  counterfeit- 
ed than  the  former,  which  they  are  to  replace,  or 
supersede,  have  been  current  since  the  cpmmence- 
ment  of  the  year  1804.  The  amount  of  the  sum 
total  of  these  new  notes  is  the  same  as  that  of  the 
old  ones,  namely^  1,500,000  rix-dalers.  But  in 
lieu,  like  the  old  ones,  of  forming  six  classes,  of  1^ 
%  5, 10, 50,  and  100  rix-dalers,  the  new  ones  only 
fonn  three  classes,  indicated  by  A,  B,  C,  for  1,  2, 
and  5  rix-dalers,  so  that  the  first  class  of  100,000 
notes  is  indicated  by  the  letter  A ;  the  second,  of 
250,000,  by  the  letter  B  ;  and  the  third,  of  6o,000, 
by  the  letter  C.  From  the  1st  of  July  1804,  the 
value  of  the  former  cash^otes  has  been  made  void.

WSit^itsi  Of  Prussia,  and  one  of  the  most  beaud- 
!il  Mrns  in  Gerinany,  is  situated  on  the  Spree. 
C^lFtcEs  Alio  CuBiosiTiEs.— The  royal  chft- 
temjUi  fW>nt  of  the  square,  is  450  feet  long,  i76 
\  and  101  high>  Rhenish  measure.  The  apart- 
paiticUlarl^  those  on  the  second  floor,  are 
likigly  ^lendid  and  magnificent.  In  clear 
_  zTf.  there  is  a  remarkably  fine  view  from  the 
lalli^llIeSy'eC  t^e  walk  of  linden-trees,  as  iar  as  the 
git^WBraiAd^bourg.  This  ch4teaucontaitui  several 
\\e  pictures,  atid  some  antique  statues,  also  a 
seat,  otnameiited  wiih  basso-relievos,  &c. 
should  see  the  §imple,  or  rather  mean, 
aent,  formerly  occupied  by  Frederick  ihe 
>.  in  which  ate  the  portraits  of  four  of  his 
InMoids*  His  belvidere  (the  window  at  which 
he  4^  ^^  ^^^)  "Overlooks  the  great  bridge.  On 
th^  bowling-green,  in  front  of  the  chsUeau,  is 
seen  tl^e  statue  of  the  prince  of  Dessau,  one 
of  the  first   who  formed   the  Prussian  infantry  ; 
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this  Statue  was  executed  by  Professor  Schadow 
The  greater  part  of  this  ch&teau  was  built  from  th< 
designs  of  the  celebrated  Schluter.  The  followin| 
placet  are  also  much  admired :  The  palace  of  Mon 
bijou,  the  royal  stables,  the  arsenal,  one  of  th< 
finest  buildings  of  its  kind  in  Europe,  in  the  cour 
of  which  are  21  masks,  by  Schluter,  representing 
persons  in  the  agonies  of  death  ;  the  opera,  whicl 
contains  5,000  spectators ;  the  royal  library,  th< 
royal  academy  of  the  sciences,  in  which  is  the  ana- 
tomical theatre,  and  the  observatory;  the  town 
house,  the  bank,  the  hotel  of  the  commandant,  whl 
a  flower-garden  in  front,  the  cadets'  hotel,  the  mint, 
the  hotel  of  invalids,  la  ckarite^  the  barracks,  the 
palaces  of  Prince  Henry,  of  the  Prince  Royal,  o 
Prince  Louis  of  Prussia,  of  Prince  Sacken,  of  Coun 
Schulenbourg,  those  of  Radzivil  and  Anspach,  and 
a  great  ntiml^r  of  others ;  the  hotels  of  Eckarsteir 
ai^  Schickler,  the  house  of  Verona,  two  houses  ai 
the  two  extremities  of  the  letzU  Strasse^  one  quite 
new,  the  other  built  from  the  designs  of  Schluter  : 
Nos.  71  aj^d  72,  in  William-street,  the  house  o 
iMichelet,  in  King*s-Street ;  the  church  of  Saint 
Hedewige,  in  the  style  of  the  pantheon  at  Rome 
and  the  cathedral,  or  dome,  with  the  sepulchres  o; 
the  ancient  electors  and  kings,  the  new  theatre,  anc 
the  beautiful  concert  room.  The  two  churches  oi 
the  square  of  the  Gendarmes,  are  remarkable  foi 
their  towers,  and  their  statues  of  copper,  represent 
ing  Religion  triumphant,  and  Virtue  victorious ;  the 
exjpense  of  their  construction  is  said  to  have  amount- 
ed to  350,000  rix-dolkrs.  In  the  church  of  the 
Mrrison  are  seen  four  pictures,  by  Rhod  %    epre- 
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&dDg  the  death  of  the  four  great  Pniatian  war- 
ton,  Schwerin,  Kleist,  Keith,  and  Winterfeld.  It 
i  ornamented  with  a  great  number  of  coloun  and 
aaiardsy  the  trophies  of  Prussian  valour.  In  the 
ftttch  of  St.  Dorothy  is  the  monument  of  Count 
ladcy  a.  celebrated  piece  of  sculpture,  by  Scha- 
o«.  All  the  churches  may  be  considered  as 
iiiilding3  of  the  first  order :  the  church  of  St 
ihry  haa  a  beautiful  Gothic  tower ;  that  of  St 
iichcdas  is  remarkable  for  its  antiquity,  and  for 
k  pictures  and  tombs  contained  in  it,  pudculariy 
k  monument  of  Pu£fendorff.  The  pansh  church, 
Qd  those  of  St  Peter  and  St  Sophm,  are  alM 
VDitfaj  of  notice.  Strangers  should  see  the  Font 
iofaif  the  superb  gate  of  Brandeburg,  and  Wil- 
lani-aquare,  whkh  is  omamrated  widi  maiUe 
tatues  of  the  five  great  captains  in  the  seven  yearsT 
*v,  Schwerin,  l^dlit^,  Keith,  Winterfeld,  and 
&then,  by  Schadow ;  and  by  the.  colossal  and 
{qoeatrian  statue  of  the  great  elector,  Frederick 
(Viiliam,  by  Schluter,  which  weighs  more  tban 
),0OO  cwt  of  bronse.

the  lodge  called  Royal  York ;  besides  about  for^ 
private  libraries;  the  royal  anatomical  museum 
formerly  belonging  to  the  celebrated  Walter ;  th( 
joyal  cabinets  of  medals,  of  natural  hiitory  am 
curiosities,  at  the  chdteau  ;,  the  cabinet  of  medals 
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of  natural  history,  and  of  philosophical  instru-

snd  the  cabinet  of  pictures  and  drawings,  of  M. 
M^tra,  who  has  printed  a  catalogue  of  his  cabinet 
of  drawings,  which  is  3old  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor,  and  which  serves  as  a  ticket  of  admission  to 
«ee  the  collection. 

Mahufactories. — ^The  royal  china  manufac- 
tory is  one  of  the  greatest  curiosities  in  Berlin ; 
UDongst  the  various  ornaments  exhibited  in  theif 
works,  they  excel  more  particularly  in  flowers 
The  maniifactory  of  M.  D'Eckardstein  is  abc 
worthy  of  attention;  the  manufactures  consist 
principally  of  wool,  woolen  cloths,  (particularly 
the  royal  blue),  velvets,  silks,  stockings,  ribbons, 
calicoes,  printed  cottons,  Italian  flowers,  papers 
and  paper  hangings,  leather,  tobacco,  steel  articles, 
clocks  and  watches,  sugars,  gunpowder,  &c. 
M.  M.  Werner  and  Mieth's  manufactory  for 
bronze  articles ;- Catel  and  Betkober's  furniture 
H  2 
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WfU!«house ;  Metra^s  repository  of  the  fine  arti 
where  there  are  some  fine  pictures  and  en^nn 
ings;  and  Schiavonetti's  warehouses,  are  a 
worthy  of  notice*  A  great  number  of  ingenioc 
artists  and  skilful  mechanics  reside  at  Berlin 
The  carriages  made  at  Berlin  are  remarkable  fb 
their  strength*  as  well  as  the  elegance  and  light 
n^S  of  their  appearance.  «

tracts a  great  deal  of  company ;  Pickelswerder, 
whence  theie  is  a  fine  view  of  the  Hatel,  of  the 
famous  fortress  of  Spandau,  and  of  the  surround- 
ing villi^es;  IJchtenberg,  on  the  high  road  to 
Frankfort,  the  fiftvounte'  resort  of  the  conimon 
pck^le;  Tempelhof,  frequented,  on  particular  days, 
by  numerous  pedeslrians  of  every  description ;  Paa- 
kow,  a  village,  deli^tfully  situated,  with  a  gceat 
V  number  of  pretty  houses  scattered  over  it ;    Buck, 
the  beautiful  house  and  gardens  of  M.  de  Woss ; 
Schimhausen,  the  minenil  waters  of  Friedrichs- 
brunnen,  the  charming  village  of  Bucholz    '^w^ 
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the  plantations  of  M.  de  Burg^orf  at  Tcgel. 
Those  who  prefer  it  may  hire  gondolas,  and  go  by 
water  to  Treptow,  Charlottenbourg,  &c. 

Public  Amusements. — ^The  principal  are  the 

great  Italian  opera,  a  theatre  worthy  of  a  large 

and  beautifal   city,  and  certainly   the  finest  in 

Germany ;  the  opera  buf^,  the  national  theatre, 

the  private  theatre^,  where  German  and  French 

pieces  are  represented ;  the  redoute  at  the  opera, 

the  pleasures  of  the  carnival,  the  casino,  in  one 

of  die  most  beautiful  palaces  in  the  town ;  the 

clubs,  called  resources,  the   most  celebrated  of 

which  are  in  the   houses   of   Palmie,    Bergius, 

George,  Therbusch,  and  in  the  Rue  de  la  Poste, 

the  oldest  of  them  all ;  the  society  of  24,  the  cele- 

brated  society  called  ^ndi,  worthy  the  attention  of 

strangers' ;  the  freemasons'  lodges,  particularly  the 

one  called  Royal  York,  and  that  called  VamitU^ 

with  its  beautiful  hall,  designed  by  Schluter ;  and, 

in  winter, .  what  is  seldom  seen   in  other  large 

towns,   the  green-houses,  tastefully   arraMged  by 

Boucher  and  Co.,  i^nd  much  frequented  by  all 

classes. 

Im vs.— They  are  divided  into  three  classes. 
Those  of  the  first  class  are  the  City  of  Paris,  the 
GoMcn  Eagle,  (a  good  inn,  and  a  good  table 
d*h6te) ;  the  City  of  Rome,  the  Golden  Stag,  the 
Hotel  of  Russia,  or  the  Golden  Sun,  an  excellent 
inn  on  the  promenade,  imder  the  linden  trees  r 
the  King  of  England,  and  the  King"  of  Portugal. 
Haod-bills,  containing  the  prices  of  tne  various  ar- 
ticles, arc  posted  up  in  each  inn ;  and  notices.  o£ 
apartments  to  let  may  bo  found  in  the  public 
n  3 
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papers;  the  price  of  a  fornished  room,  in  a 
good  shttation,  is  from  four  to  six  crowns  per 
month. 

Berlin  is  2i  German  ihiles  in  circumference. 
It  has  15  gates,  268  streets,  36  bridges,  33 
churches,  and  6,922  houses,  besides  chateaux  and 
public  buildings.  Domestiques  de  place,  who  are 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  police,  may  be 
hired  at  tlie  rate  of  12  gros  per  day ;  w  l6,  if 
detained  beyond  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening. 
The  price  of  a  hired  carriage  is  two  crowns  per 
day,  and  the  price  of  one  drive  in^  a  hackney 
coach  is  from  six  to  eight  gros,  according  it  the 
distance.  There  are  two  political  gazettes  pub- 
lished at  Berlin. 

It  is  usual  for  strangers  when  they  reach  the 
frontiers  of  Prussia,  whether  travelling  post,  or 
with  their  own  horses,  to  have  their  trunks  sealed 
up  by  the  custom-house  officers. 

Those  who  will  not  have  them  sealed  at  the 
frontiers,  must  suffer  them  to  be  examined,  on 
which  a  certificate  will  be  delivered  to  them. 
Those  who  have  but  few  things  with  them  that 
pay  duty,  and  whose  trunks  have  not  been  sealed, 
may  have  them  examined  at,  the  gates  of  Berlin 
before  they  proceed  to  their  lodgings ;  but  if  they 
have  many  articles  subject  to  the  duty,  and  their 
trunks  have  been  sealed,  they  must  repair  to  the 
custom-house,  where  they  will  be  examined.  The 
following  are  articles  which  strangers  should  avoid 
taking  with  them :  all  foreign  goods  of  the  same 
description  as  those  manufactured  in  the  country ; 
ai'    '-" ards  not  stamped  with  the  royal  arms, 
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eveo  if  they  have  be^n  already  viied ;  and  all  f<K 
reign  almanacks,  ^rhicli  have  not  been  marked 
with  the  stamp  of  the  general  firm  of  the  academy 
of  sciences.  It  is,  nevertheless,  easy  for  a  stranger 
to  escape  all  inconveniencies,  by  giving  a  faitlSiil 
statement  of  every  thing  he  has  with  him,  besides 
his  clothes  and  his  linen ;  he  will  then  only  have  to 
pay  the  regular  duty  on  those  articles  subject  to  it* 
As  to  the  contraband  goods,  they  are  retained  un« 
der  seal  till  his  departure,  and  he  is  not  obliged 
to  pay  any  fine  or  indemnity.  If  a  foreigner 
makes  a  purchase  of  goods  in  one  town,  in  order 
to  take  them  with  him  to  another  town  in  the 
kingdom,  it  is  necessary  that  they  should  be  sealed 
np  at  the  custom-honse  of  the  said  town,  and  a  certi- 
ficate given,  affirming  that  the  said  goods  were  ma- 
nufactured in  the  kingdom,  or  that  they  have  al« 
ready  paid  the  duty ;  he  will  then  have  nothing  to 
apprehend.  No  examination  of  the  luggage  is 
permitted  to  take  place  on  the  high  read.  Each 
innkeeper  is  expressly  enjoined  to  declare  to  every 
foreigner  on  his  arrival,  that  he  is  not  permitted  to 
disguise  his  name,  under  a  fine  of  upwards  of  50 
rix-dollars.  Those  who  travel  post,  or  in  any  sort 
of  carriage,  are  not  allowed  to  leave  the  town 
without  a  passport  from  the  government.  No 
gold  or  silver,  except  the  coin  of  the  realm,  is  al- 
lowed to  be  carried  out  of  the  kingdom  ;  nor  even 
any  large  sums  of  money,  except  in  ducats,  or 
the  silver  coins  of  Prussia.

BREMEN. 

Is  a  free  town  on  the  Weser,  which  divides  it  into 
two  parts,  the  old,  and  the  new  town. , 

Public  Buildings. — ^The  most  remarkable 
are  the  Lutheran  cathedral,  where  there  is  a  vault 
in  which  dead  bodies  are  preserved  from  putrefac- 
tion ;  the  town-house,  distinguished  for  its  anti- 
quity and  magnificence,  and  its  extensive  cellars  of 
old  Rhenish  wines,  particularly  the  cellar  called 
the  Rose ;  the  arsenal,  or  the  schutting ;  the  mer- 
chants' exchange,  the maison  des  notables,ihe  house 
of  correction,  the  statue  of  Roland  in  the  great 
square,  the  hydraulic  machine,  and  Dr.  Olbers's 
observatory. 

Literary  and  Useful  Establishments.— 
The  principal  are  the  academic  gymnasium,  the 
philosophical  institute,  the  museum,  the  marine 
school,  the  anatomical  theatre,  and  the  three  in- 
surance offices. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — ^The  most  cu- 
rious are  the  collections  of  the  museum,  or  the 
philosophical  institute ;  the  libraries  of  the  cathe- 
dral, of  the  gymnasium,  of  M.  CElrich,  and  of 
the  chapter  of  Saint  Wilibaldc ;  and  the  fine  col- 
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lection  of  pictures  belonging  to  M.  de  Post,  the 
magistrate. 

Maihjfactures  and  Commerce— The  ma- 
na&ctures  consist  chiefly  of  cloth,  printed  calicoes, 
linens,  woollens,  shalloons,  stockings,  caps,  sail- 
cloth, starch,  tobacco,  chocolate,  cards,  corks, 
glass,  beer,  and  sagar.  This  town  is  famous  for 
its  salmon  fishery,,  a  great  part  of  the  salmon  is 
smoked ;  it  is  also  engaged  in  the  whale  fishery.  It 
carries  on  considerable  commerce  with  France,  par- 
ticularly in  wines. 

Next  to  Hambourg,  Bremen  carries  on  the  most 
extensive  foreign  trade  of  any  town  in  Germany, 
particularly  with  North  America.  Bremen  ex- 
ports a  great  quantity  of  glazed  grey  cotton;  this 
article  ijone  is  supposed  to  amount  to  four  or  five 
millions  of  crowns  in  a  year.  More  than  a  thou- 
sand vessels  come  yearly  to  Bremen.  The  larger 
ones  are  obliged  to  remain  at  Bracke,  eight  leagues 
from  the  town  ;  but  the  smaller  ones  go  up  as  far 
as  Vegesak,  which  is  only  £ye  leagues  distant.  The 
entrance  into  the  Weser  is  very  difficult  on  account 
of  the  quicksands. 

Ikks^ — The  Blue  House ;  the  City  of  London, 
whence  there  is  a  fine  view  over  the  Weser ;  the 
deui$chen  haua,  and  the  hotel  of  Philadelphia. 

Public  Amusements.— -The  principal  are, 
the  theatres,  the  clubs,  particularly  the  merchants' 
dub,  and  the  parties  of  pleasure  to  Obemeuland 
and  lilienthal.  The  baths  at  the  latter  place  are 
well  arranged. 

The  gates  of  Bremen  are  closed  regularly  before 
midnight.     The  revenues  of  this  town  arc  said  to 
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amount   to    100,000   rix-dollars.       PopulatioD, 
40,000.

BRESLAU, 

The  capital  of  Silesia,  is  a  large,  rich,  and 
commercial  town,  situated  on  the  Oder,  which, 
at  this  place,  is  very  wide. 

Public  Buildings,  &c. — ^The  most  remark- 
able are  the  church  of  the  Augustines,  where 
there  is  a  very  fine  altar ;  the  chapter-house  of  the 
monks  of  Saint  Vincent,  the  convent  of  nuns  of 
Sainte  Claire,  the  chapter-house  of  Saint  Matthew, 
the  church  of  Sainte  Croix,  the  Bishop's  palace, 
the  Lutheran  church  of  Sainte  Elizabeth,  the 
church  of  Sainte  Mary  Magdalen,  the  protestant 
church,  the  town-house,  from  the  tower  of  which 
there  is  a  fine  view  of  the  •  Zobtenberg '  and  the 
Schneckoppe ;  the  arsenals,  the  barracks,  the 
custom-house,  the  exchange,  the  theatre,  the 
hotel  de  Uarzfeld,  the  college  of  the  ci-devant 
Jesuits,  the  academic  buildings,  the  island  called 
Dom^Insel^  the  hydraulic  machine,  and  the  monu- 
ment erected  to  the  memory  of  General  Tauen- 
zicn. 

Literary  and  Useful  Establishments.— 
The  principal  are  the  college,  or  gymnasium  ;  th« 
realschule ;  the  gymnasium,  or  college  of  Mary 
Magdalen;  the  anatomical  theatre,  the  botanical 
garden,  and  the  patriotic  and  economical  society. 
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Collections  and  Cabinets — The  most  re- 
markable are  the  libraries  of  the  Augustines,  of 
the  regukr  canons  of  St.  Croix,  of  the  churches 
of  St.  Elizabeth,  cf  Mary  Magdalen,  and  of  St. 
Beniardine,  of  the  Jesuits,  and  the  bishop's  li- 
brary; the  model  of  the  Riesengebirge,  by  Kahl ; 
and  the  cabinets  of  medals,  prints,  and  natural 
history,  of  St.  Matthew,  St.  Elizabeth,  and  St. 
Mary  Magdalen. 

Manufactubes  and  Commerce. — The  ma- 
nufactures consist  chiefly  of  serges,  fine  cloths, 
printed  calicoes,  needles,  crayons,  aqua-fortis, 
leather,  sugar,  wax,  coloured  thread,  fine  li- 
queurs,  &c. 

Breslau  is  the  centre  of  commerce  for  Silesia, 
tod  trades  in  linens,  woollen  cloths,  thread, 
worsted,  madder,  &c.  There  are  three  market 
places  at  Breslau,  the  great  market,  the  salt  mar- 
ket, or  rope-makers'  exchange,  where  the  Poles 
sell  leather,  salt,  honey,  wax,  &c.,  and  the  new 
market,  where  the  Polish  sailors  traffic  in  wood. 
Two  fairs  are  held  at  Breslau. 

Inns. — The  Three  Mountains,  the  Golden  Goose, 
the  Blue  Stag,  and  the  Golden  Tree.  The  latter  is 
very  agreeably  situated. 

Amusements.— The  principal  are  the  theatre, 
the  public  and  private  concerts,  the  balls,  the 
promenades  in  the  gardens  of  FieJberg  and  Fink, 
in  the  English  garden  of  the  prince  of  Hohenlohe 
^  Scheiting,  in  the  garden  of  Kriechen,  and  the 
Cafe  de  Grun,  outside  the  town ;  the  grand 
'eview  in  (he  month  of  August,  and  the  parties  of 
pleasure  to  Skarsiue.  _. 
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£NViROV8.-<^The  principal  places  in  fhe  en* 
virons  are,  Sybillen-Ort,  where  there  is  u  garden 
belonging  to  the  duke  of  Brunswick  Oels ;  Oeb, 
four  miles  from  Breslau,  where  is  the  chateau 
and  park  of  the  prince ;  a  theatre,  and  a  great 
number  of  curious  works  of  art,  (see  No,  47  of 
the  Itinerary y)  Dyrenfurt,  remarkable  for  the  park 
belonging  4o  Count  Hoym,.  Furstenstein,  where 
the  traveller  will  be  amply  recompensed  for  a 
journey  of  nine  miles,  by  the  beauties .  of  the 
English  park,  and  the  picturesque  scenery  around 
it';  and  on  the  road  to  Leignitz,  between  Lissa 
and  Leuthen,  the  field  of  battle,  celebrated  for  the 
victory  gained  by  the  Prussians  over  the  Austrians, 
in  1757.

Hof^  the  new  town-house,  the  Most-Hauss,  the 
statue  ctf  a  lion  in  the  square,  a  monument  of  anti- 
qwty  erected  in  117J^  the  buildings  of  the  Caioli" 
num^  the  opera,  the  hospitaly  the  cathedral,  where 
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Are  seen  the  tombs  of  Duke  Henry  the  Lion,  and 
of  several  emperors  and  princes  of  the  house  of  the 
Guelphs;  the  orphan-houae,  the  manufactory  of 
Hoch-graet^  the  house  of  M.  de  Veltheim,  the 
manufactory  of  the  Brothers  Gravenhorst,  the 
feuD^iin  in  the  square  of  Hagenmarkt,  the  church 
of  St.  Catherine,  containing  the  monument  of  M. 
<[e  Schulenbourg ;  the  church  of  St.  Andrew,  the 
tower  of  which  is  31 8  feet  high ;  and  the  old  town- 
house,  in  the  Gothic  style.  A  gilt  crown  has  been 
placed  on  the  house,  No.  748,  in  the  Schaaren- 
OaBse,in  memory  of  the  celebrated  Queen  Christina 
•of  Sweden,  who  formerly  inhabited  it. 

LXTERA&Y  AND  UsEPUL  ESTABLISHMENTS. — 

The  most  celebrated  is  the  Caroline  college. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — One  of  the 
most  distinguished  is  the  collection  of  natural  his- 
tory, curiosities,  and  antiquities,  which  was  for- 
anerly  at  Salzdalum ;  it  contains  the  famous  vase 
of  Mantua,  as  well  as  several  other  enamelled 
vases,  by  laphad ;  various  engravings,  cameof , 
medfl^  and  other  valuable  articles,  llie  follow- 
ing are  also  worthy  of  observation :  the  Caroli- 
nvmlibnuy,  M.  Gravenhorst's  cabmet  of  natural 
history,  M.  Bruckroann's  cdlection  of  fine  stones, 
Dr.  Wayler^s  cabins  of  anatomy,  M.  Bremer^s 
warehouse  for  maps  and  engravings,  and  die  ma- 
nufactory of  china  and  marble-works  of  Blanken- 
ix>iirg. 

MANUpACTUREs.^-They  consist  principally  of 
woollen  cloths,  stufls,  varnish,  papier-nmch^,  china, 
colours,  glaubeiwsalts,  printed  calicoes,  &c.    The 
I 
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works  executed  by  the  joiners  and  tufnel^  are  i/€fy 
much  admired.  They  continue  to  make  a  great 
quantity  of  the  beer  known  under  the  name  of 
nrnm,  which  is  exported  to  England  and  to  the 
East  Indies. 

Fairs. — There  are  two  ffurs  held  at  Brunswick 
every  year  ;  that  of  St.  Laurent  is  the  most  con- 
siderable, and  occupies  the  third  rank  amongst 
those  of  Germany. 

Inns. — ^The  hotel  d'Angleterre,  where  the  club 
meets,  and  the  Blue  Angel. 

Promenadbs. — ^The  principal  are  the  garden  of 
the  Duke  Charles,  the  Siechenholz,  the  plantatioH 
of  mulberry-trees,  and  the  walk  to  Miinzenbeig,. 
one  league  from  the  town. 

Public  Amusements. — The  principal  are  the 
French  and  German  theaties^  the  masked  balls  at 
the  opera,  the  Vauxhall  at  the  botanic  garden,  and 
the  illuminations  in  the  garden  of  Uaiisi. 

Excursions.— Strangers  should  go  to  Wolfen- 
biittel,  to  see  the  monument  of  Lessing,  and  the  ce- 
braled  library,  which  is  supposed  by  some  to  con- 
tain 200,000  volumes,  according  to  c^ers  1 10,O00; 
also  to  the  chdteau  of  Salzdalum,  very  near  the  town 
of  Brunswidk,  where  there  is  a  very  £ne  collection 
of  pictures,  and  about  8,000  pieces  of  porcelain.; 
and  to  the  garden  of  Richmond.

Mahdfactures.— These  consist  chiefly  of 
steel  articles  and- cabinet  works.

Promenades. — ^The  garden  behind  the  castle, 
Wdthe  orange-* walk,  which  is  considered  the  most

CASSEL 


Is  a  strong  and  beautiful  town  on  the  Fulde. 
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Public  BviLDtKGs  akd  CuiiiosiTtBs.*-The 
most  remarkable  are  the  castle  and  its  coloimade» 
the  palace,  the  marble  bath,  the  museum,  which  has 
a  front  290  feet  long,  and  pillars  of  the  Ionian  or- 
der, and  36  feet  high  ;  the  beautiful  square  called 
Frederick-square,  with  the  statue  oi  the  late  land- 
grave, by  Nahl,  erected  in  1783  ;  the  arsenal,  the 
catholic  church,  the  foundling  hospital,  the  anato- 
mical theatre,  the  protestant  church,  and  the  sta- 
tue of  thelai^grave  Charles,  the  foundry,  the  pa- 
lace of  Prince  George,  the  opera,  the  biuldiag;b  of 
the  orangery,  the  observatory,  the  menagerie,  and 
the  royal  square. 

Literary  Establisbmekts.— The  principal 
are  the  antiquarian  society,  die  academy  of  paint- 
ing, the  Caroline  college,  the  Frederick  lyceum, 
and  the  society  of  agriculture  and  the  fine  arts. 

Collections  akd  Cabimets.— The  most  re- 
markable are  the  Frederick  museum,  with  its  nu- 
merous collections,  particularly  of  engraved  stones, 
representing  all  the  reigning  princes  of  Hesse,  in 
the  costume  of  their  time ;  the  gallery  of  pictiXres, 
one  of  the  best  in  Germany,  ai»d  the  collection  ai 
machines  and  models. 

Manufactures.— -These  consist  chiefly  of 
porcelain,  woollen  cloths,  and  stuffs,  hats,  gold 
and  silver  lace,  silk  and  cotton  stockings,  tobacco, 
wax-candles,  chocolate,  buttons,  cards,  &c.  There 
are  two  considerable  fairs  held  at  Cassel,  the  prin- 
cipal is  the  one  which  takes  place  in  the  month  of 
August. 

Inks. — ^The  Post  House  in  the  Royal  Square, 
the  King  of  Prussia  (table  d'h6te),  and  the  Court 
^formerly  Stralsund.) 
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I*iloHBMADE8. — The  magnificent  Park  of  Au* 
gaiten,  the  Belle  Vue  Garden,  and  the  Parade.  - 

Public  Amusements. — The  principal  are  the 
French  and  German  theatres,  the  masked  ball,  the 
fiur  in  the  month  of  August,  and  the  amateurs* 
etmoerts. 

EvvinoNs*— The  following  places  in  the  envi- 
rons are  particularly,    worthy    the   attention   of 
strangers  :— -the  garden  of  Freyenhagen,  in  a  very 
romantic  situation  ;  the  chdteau,  the  gardens,  and 
the  grottos,  of  Wilhelmsthal,  two  leagues  fh>m 
Cassel,   with  a  fine  collection   of  the  works   of 
Tischbein ;    the  chateau   of  Wilhelmshohe,  (for- 
merly Weissenstefn),  which  is  the  greatest  curio- 
sity in  the  environs  of  Cassel ;  the  chdteau  of  the 
elector,  the  cascades,  and  the  colossal  Uorcufes 
of  Winterkasten,  with   a  jet  d'eau  of  extraordi- 
nary height ;  the  castle,  which  appears  to  have 
been  erected  in  the  middle  ages ;  and  the  Lowen- 
bourg,  presenting,  in  idea,  the  ages  of  chivalry.  At 
his  feet  the  spectator  beholds  a  torrent  rolling  its  im- 
petuous waves  amidst  tremendous  masses  of  rock, 
and  before  him  he  sees  the  aqueduct,  the  water- 
fall, and  the  groves  of  the  English  garden,  which, 
combined  with  the  beautiful  and  extensive  prospect 
from  the  summit  of  the  terraces,  conspire  to  gra- 
tify the^  eye,  and  delight  the  imagination.     Tra- 
vellers will  find  a  very  good  inn  here,  where  they 
may  lodge,  and  enjoy  the  beauties  of  Wilhelms- 
hohe at  their  leisure.     Coloured  prints  are  sold  at 
Cassel,    representing  different  buildings  and   ro- 
mantic situations  at  Wilhelmshohe.     The  chateau 
of  Wabem,  and  the  baths  of  Hof  Geisroar,  five 
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leagues  from  Cassd,  iu%  also  worthy  of  attention ; 
the  latt^  are  in  a  very  agreeable  situation^  aad  are 
recommended  to  invalids. 

Distances. — ^From  Cassel  to  Gotha,  11|  Ger- 
man miles;  this  journey  may  be  conveniently 
Eerformed  in  a  day  and  half,  by  sleeping  at  Ho- 
eno^haiy  wh^re  travellers  will  find  very  good 
accommddation.  To  Amsterdam,  through  Miin- 
ster,  42  miles;  to  Frankfort  cm  the  Maine,  18i; 
to  GottingeUy  5;  to  Pynnont,  11;  to  Bruns- 
wick, 21. 


DRESDEN, 

The  capital  of  Misnia,  and  of  the  kingdom  of 
Saxony,  is  situated  on  the  Elbe,  which  divides  it 
into  two  parts. 

Public  Buildings  and  CuRi08iTiE8.p-~The 
most  remarkable  are  the  royal  ch^cau,  which  has 
a  tower  355i  feet  high ;  the  giants*  hall,  cele- 
brated for  the  brilliant  f^tes  of  Augustus  II. ;  the 
hall  of  audience,  and  the  drawing-rooms,  the  pa- 
laces of  the  princes  Anthony  and  Maximilian, 
one  in  the  suburbs,  the  other  neai:  the  Bue  du 
Lac  ;  the  theatre,  the  opera,  the  church  of  the 
court,  with  a  beautiful  basso  relievo,  representii^ 
a  crucifixion ;  the  town-house,  the  hotel  of  the 
states,  the  church  of  Notre  Dame,  which  cost 
more  than  300,000  rix-  dollars,  and  which  com- 
mands a  magnificent  prospect  from  its  cupola ;  the 
bridge  over  the  Elbe,  ornamented  with  a  statue  of 
Augustus  II.,  and  furnished  with  a  machine  for 
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measuring  the  beight  of  the  water ;  the  arseoal, 
the  Japanese  palace,  with  its  majestic  dome  rising 
in  the  midst  of  groves ;  the  academy,  the  hotels  <^ 
Schonberg,  of  Saul,  of  the  Countess  Mokinska,  of. 
Hemming,  of  Anhalt,  of  Vitzthum,  of  Bruhl,  of 
Cosely  and  of  Marcolini,  remarkable  for  its  fumi- 
tore,  its  pictures,  and  its  gardens,  with  the  co- 
lossal group  of  Neptune  and  his  court ;  the  house 
ci  the  commandant,  in  a  very  picturesque  situa- 
tion, with  two  supcurb  streets  at  the  extremity  of 
the  l»ridge ;  the  barracks,  the  town*  house  and  ce- 
metery of  Neustadt,  with  the  dance  of  the  dead  ; 
and  i£si  catholic  church,  which  is  the  most  beau- 
tiful building  in  Dresden ;  the  organ  was  built  by 
the  celebratdl  Silbermann,  the  great  altar  is  orna- 
mented with  a  beautiful  picture  by  Mengs,  and 
the  tower  is  303  feet  high ;  the  whole  expense  of 
the  church  and  tower  is  said  to  have  amounted  to 
^y^SB  rix-doDars,  without  including  the  organ, 
the  sacred  vases,  &c.  Strangers  should  ascend  the 
cupola  of  the  church  of  Notre  Dame,  whence  they 
may  survey  the  capital,  and  the  whole  of  the  envi- 
mns;  and  should  also  take  a  walk  on  the  terrace 
of  tiie  garden  of  Briihl,  from  the  summit  of  which 
they  will  enjoy  a  fine  perspective  view  of  the  bridge 
and  the  river. 

LiTEEA&Y  AKD  UsEFUL  ESTABLISHMENTS. — 

The  principal  are,  the  academy  of  painting  and 
of  architecture,  the  productions  of  which  are  ex- 
hibited on  the  5th  of  May ;  the  veterinary  school, 
the  academy  of  noble  cadets,  the  schools  for  mili- 
tary tactics,  fortification,  and  artillery;  the  col- 
leges of  health,  of  medicine,  and  of  surgery;  and 
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numerous  hospitals ;  amongst  others,  that  of  the 
catholics,  the  orphan-house,  and  the  house  of  in- 
dustry, where  more  than  3,000  individuals  find 
occupations  suited  to  their  strength  and  talents. 
To  these  establishments  may  be  added  the  course 
of  lectures  on  natural  history  given  by  M.  Winkler, 
and  the  course  of  philosophical  lectures  by  M. 
Heusing^. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — ^The  most  vap- 
luable  are,  the  royal  library  at  the  Japanese 
palace,  which  contains  more  than  250,000  vo- 
lumes, and  from  4  to  5,000  manuscripts ;  the 
king's  private  library,  and  the  picture  ^llery, 
containing  more  than  1,200  pictures,  painted  by 
334  different  masters  of  the  principal  schools ;  in- 
cluding the  celebrated  Night,  by  Corregio,  with- 
out reckoning  the  landscapes,  and  those  done  in 
crayons,  amongst  which  is  one  representing  Love, 
by  Mengs.  The  cabinet  of  natural  history  con- 
tains a  great  number  of  curiosities,  a  quantity  of 
gold  and  silver,  a  fragment  of  the  famous  block 
of  silver  on  which  Albert  dined,  the  celebrated 
agates  of  Rochlitz,  the  head  of  JNIedusa,  the  little 
elephant,  and  a  choice  collection  of  shells  and 
butterflies.  The  collection  of  porcelain  at  the  Ja- 
panese palace  is  unique,  and  certainly  the  most 
extensive  and  beautiful  assortment  in  Europe; 
there  may  be  seen  china  of  every  description,  erf 
every  country,  and  of  every  age,  from  the  first 
remarkable  attempts  of  Bottiger  to  the  present 
time.  In  an  upper  apartment  is  exhibited  some 
tapestry,  worked  from  the  designs  of  Raphael. 
The  cabinet  of  jewels  and  rarities,  called  the  grun

gewolbe,  contains  the  yellow  diamond,  a  unique 
jewel,  the  green  diamond,  the  white  diamond,  the 
great  onyx,  &c. ;  also  extensive  collections  of 
brilliants,  of  sapphires,  of  emeralds,  of  rubies,  and 
(tftarquoises.  Augustus  11.  had  commenced  another 
of  topazes,  but  it  is  not  complete.  Amongst  the 
numerous  rarities  in  the  antique  gallery  of  £e  Ja- 
panese palace,  may  be  seen  Uie  three  celebrated 
statues  found  at  Herculaneum  in  1706;  the  two 
Venuses,  the  Athletae,  and  the  Esculapius.  The 
following  are  also  worthy  of  observation : — the  ca- 
lunet  of  engravings,  die  mathematical  hall,  the 
fMosophicid  hall,  the  plasters  of  Mengs,  the  ar- 
senal, where  are  shewn  the  first  fire-arms  in- 
vented by  Bertholde  Schwarz ;  the  cabinet  of  me- 
dals, and  the  collection  of  prints,  belonging  to 
Prince  Anthony  of  Saxony ;  as  well  as  a  great 
number  of  private  cabinets  of  pictures,  medals, 
cariosities,  &c. 

Mahufactu&es«— These  conast  chiefly  of 
wool,  woollen-clothsy  straw-hats,  wax-candles, 
Spamsh  wax,  leather-gloves,  considered  equal  to 
those  of  Denraaric ;  gold  and  silver  lace,  jewellery, 
musical  instruments,  particularly  flutes;  paper 
hangings,  embroidered  muslins,  thread  laces,  rib- 
bons, snuff,  macaroons,  oil-cloth,  striped  thread 
stockings,  straw  works,  &c.  More  than  800 
persons  are  constantly  employed  in  embroidering 


iHjra.— The  Polish  Hotel,  the  Golden  Angel, 
the  Saxon  Hotel,  the  Bavarian  Hotel,  and  the 
Lmdenberger  Hofinow  the  Berlin  Hotel.     All 
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these  are  good,  but  the  two  first  are  considered  the 
best  inns. 

Public  Gardens,  &c. — Strangers  should  see 
the  gardens  belonging  to  the  Princes  Anthony  and 
Maximilian  of  Saxony,  and  that  of  the  Countess 
Moszinska.  In  order  to  see  the  collection  of  pic- 
tures and  views  by  Conaletto,  which  are  preserved 
in  one  of  the  buildings  in  the  garden,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  obtain  a  ticket  of  admission^  from  Count 
Marcolini,  who  has  also  some  beautiful  gardens, 
with  a  fine  collection  of  designs  by  the  celebrated 
Seydelmann*  The  other  principal  gardens  and 
promenades  are  the  garden  of  the  Japanese  pa- 
lace, those  of  Cosel  and  of  Hopfgarten,  the  elegant 
parterre,  and  the  pretty  belvidere  of  Baron  Rack- 
nitz,  known  as  the  author  of  several  works  on  the 
fine  arts  ;  the  orangery  of  Zwinger,  the  meadow  of 
Ostra,  &c. 

Public  Amussments. — ^The  principal  are  the 
Italian  Opera,  which,  during  the  summer  resi- 
dence of  the  court  at  Pilnitz,  is  represented  there ; 
the  (jerman  theatre,  open  on  Mondays,  Tues- 
days, and  Fridays,  during  the  winter ;  the  theatre 
at  Unkschen  Bad^  open  during  the  summer ;  the 
two  private  theatres,  the  musical  academy,  the 
concert  in  the  great  concert*room  on  a  Sunday, 
and  the  beautiful  music  on  Sundays  and  holidays 
in  the  catholic  church,  when  strangers  may  have 
an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  whole  of  the  royal 
retinue  come  out ;  the  masked  balls,  the  pleasures 
of  the  carnival,  the  annual  shooting  fike,  which  is 
also  a  sort  of  fair ;    the   cassino  at  the  Polish 
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hotel,  the  clubs  called  the  resource  and  the  har- 
mony, and  some  others.  There  are  various 
places  of  amusement  and  pleasant  walks  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Dresden,  such  as  the  gardens  and  con- 
ceits of  Rickter,  Quas,  Riesch,  and  Reisewits, 
the  village  of  Blasewitz,  the  green  meadow,  &c. 
Arooldi  and  Pinther^s  museums  are  also  worthy 
of  attention  ;  the  latter  has  a  room  in  which  the 
productions  of  art  are  exhibited.  The  subscrip- 
tion to  the  museum  is  eight  rix-dollars,  a  very  mo- 
derate price,  considering  the  number  and  variety 
of  objects  it  contains. 

Dresden  was  fortified,  in  1S13,  by  Buonaparte, 
and  taken  by  the  allies. 

£nvirons.— Travellers  should  visit  the  bath  of 
link,  the  valley  of  Plauen»  and  the  canton  and 
haths  of  Tharand,  remarkable  for  the  picturesque 
^^s  from  the  summit  of  the  ruins,  and  the  ro- 
mantic spot  known  under  the  name  of  Ueilige 
Hallen.  Tharand  is  indebted  for  various  embel- 
lishments to  the  taste  of  M.  de  Lindemann,  who 
has  in  his  possession  a  beautiful  cabinet  of  pictures 
^  prints.  The  next  places  worthy  of  nodce  are, 
Schandauy  the  Kuh&tall,  and  the  other  curiosities  of 
^e  valleys  of  Schonen,  Liebthal,  Seifersdorf,  &c. 
Seifersdorf  is  a  valley  which  has  been  completely 
metamorphosed  into  an  English  garden,  and  which 
has  been  ably  described  in  a  publication  of  M. 
Becker.  The  bath  of  Radeberg,  four  leagues  from 
Dresden,  is  only  half  a  league  from  Seifersdorf. 

Travellers  may  go  to  Pilnitz,  which  is  at  the  dis- 
tance of  two  short  leagues  from  Dresden,  either  in 
*  stage  or  in  a  boat.     In  going  by  water,  they  will

see  near  a  village,  under  a  tree,  the  monument  of 
Madame  Neuber,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Ger- 
man theatre.  Pilnitz,  the  pleasure-house  of  the 
sovereign,  is  the  place  where  the  first  coalition  was 
formed  in  179^-  It  is  agreeably  situated  on  the 
banks  of  the  Elbe.  •  The  ascent  of  the  Borsberg  is  a 
delightful  promenade,  interspersed  with  arbours, 
and  watered  by  a  rivulet ;  from  its  summit  may  be 
seen  one  of  the  most  extensive  and  magnificmit 
prospects  in  Germany.  Another  view,  preferred 
by  many,  b  from  the  top  of  the  ruins  near  Pilnitz. 
At  Osterwitz,  about  600  paces  from  Pilnitz,  is  the 
vineyard  of  Count  Marcolini.  Moritzbourg  i»  ce- 
lebrated for  its  carp.  The  fortress  of  Konigstieiii^ 
three  miles  from  Dresden,  is  built  on  a  rock,  which, 
rises  1,187  yards  above  the  level  of  the  Elbe.  There 
is  a  remarkable  well  in  this  fortress,  1,800  feet 
decp^  It  is  always  full  of  water,  which  is  remark* 
ably  clear,  and  very  wholesome.  It  is  usually 
presented  to  strangers  in  a  goblet,  said  to  have  been 
executed  by  the  hand  of  Augustus  himself.  This 
well  can  never  be  cut  into  by  the  enemy,  its  walb 
being  bomb-proof*  The  ctmp-^mil  at  the  place 
ealled  Konigs-Nase,  b  unique,  the  scenery  is  vari- 
ed and  interesting;  but  the  most  striking  is  the  view 
of  Lilienstein,  and  of  the  charming  valley  calledl  Sc 
Hiitten.  The  environs  of  Konigst^  and  of  Pimaiy 
and  the  beautiful  promenades  of  Sonnenstein  and 
Weesenstein,  ai«  idl  deserving  of  attention.  Frey- 
berg  is  a  town  at  the  distance  of  two  posts  from 
Dresden,  containing  about  1 0  or  1 1  ,OOOinhalMtants. 
It  has  two  good  inns,  the  Black  Horse,  and  the  Golr 
^%r ;  and  is  interesting  oh  account  of  its^mineft. 
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There  is  a  good  post-road  leading  to  it  over  the 
heights  of  Kesselsdorf,  celebrated  for  the  battle  of 
that  name  ;  there  is  also  another  way  to  Freyberg, 
through  the  valleys  of  Plauen  and  Tharand.  The 
following  are  the  objects  most  worthy  the  attention 
of  strangers  in  this  town :  The  cabinet  of  natural 
history,  belonging  to  the  academy  of  mines  ;  M. 
Wemer^s  collection  of  precious  stones,  the  collec- 
tion of  antique  armour  at  the  town-house,  the  ca« 
thedral,  with  its  monuments  and  its  organ,  by  Sil- 
bermann ;  the  manu^tory  of  M.  Thiele,  where 
more  than  1,000  persons  are  employed  ;  and  the 
king's  silver  mine,  the  descent  to  which  is  by  66o 
steps ;  those  who  visit  it  would  do  well  to  have 
cloaks  ready  to  put  on  at  the  place  where  they  arc 
to  come  out ;  it  is  usual  to  give  a  rix-dollar  to  the 
man  at  whose  house  they  dress  themselves  to  de- 
scend, and  who  accompanies  them  to  the  mine. 
The  103  mines  worked  in  the  canton  of  Freyberg 
produced,  in  ^799>  49,714  marks,  and  in  1800, 
45,949  marks.  The  net  produce  of  the  whole 
Saxon  Erzgebirge,  from  170I  to  1801,  amounted 
to  22,447,038  rix-doUars.  At  the  lock  is  shewn 
the  simple  machine  for  raising  boats.  A  half 
Iferin  is  usually  given  to  the  two  persons  who  set  it 
in  motion.  The  house  where  the  amalgamation  is 
performed  is  rather  more  than  a  league  from  Frey- 
berg. Travellers  must  fumbh  themselves  with 
tickets  of  admission,  signed  by  the  govemor  of  the 
mines,  which  may  be  easily  procured  by  merely 
sending  him  a  card,  with  their  names.  By  meana 
of  this  establishment,' which  is  the  most  complete 
and  best  regulated,  of  its  kind  in  Europe,  10,000 
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cart-loads  of  wood  are  saved  in  a  year,  and  60,000 
quintals  of  mineral  here  produce  from  28  to 
30,000  marks. 

Almost  all  the  entrances  to  Dresden  are  mofe  or 
less  planted  with  trees  ;  the  entrance  to  the  new- 
town  is  a  broad  walk,  with  trees  on  each  side,  lead- 
ing to  a  large  square,  in  which  is  a  gilt,  eque^an 
statue  ;  beyond  this  square  appears  one  of  the 
finest  bridges  in  Germany  ;  the  traveller  will  be 
struck  with  the  richness  of  the  landscape,  which 
may  be  viewed  to  most  advantage  from  the  centre 
of  the  bridge ;  on  the  right  is  seen  a  modem  ditirch 
of  elegant  architecture  ;  on  the  left,  at  a  greater 
distance,  the  gloomy  but  majestic  dome  of  an  an^ 
cient  temple,  and  in  front  the  electoral  castle.  The 
traveller  then  passes  between  two  public  buildings 
of  an  imposing  appearance,  at  the  end  of  a  beauti- 
ful street,  which,  crossing  a  large  square,  leads  to 
the  hotel  of  Saxony. 

Distances. — From  Dresden  to  Meissen,  3^ Ger- 
man miles  ;  to  Prague,  18 ;  to  Leipzic,  12|  ;  to 
Berlin,  23J  ;  to  Wittenbfei^,  14 ;  to  Toplitz,  7 ; 
to  Carlsbad,  20.     Population,  50,000* 


DUSSELDORF. 

This  beautiful  town  now  belongs  to  Prussia.  It  is 
^tuated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Diissel,  which  faUs  in- 
to the  Rhine. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities. — ^Thc 
most  remarkable  are  the  town-house,  the  equestrian 
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Statue  of  the  elector,  John  William,  by  Gripello  ; 
the  stables,  the  government  hotel,  the  barracks,  the 
collegiate  church,  the  marble  monument  of  Duke 
John,  the  beautiful  church  formerly  belonging  to 
the  Jesuits,  the  convent  of  the  Franciscans,  the  hos- 
pital and  the  five  suburbs,  particularly  that  of  Neu- 
stadt.  The  fortifications  have  been  destroyed  dur- 
ing the  revolutionary  war,  and  nothing  now  remains 
of  the  chdteau,  which  was  burnt  in  the  bombard- 
ment of  1 79^,  but  a  heap  of  ruins. 

Literary  and  Useful  Establishments. 
—The  principal  are  the  academy  of  painting  and 
drawing,  and  the  college. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — ^The  principal 
are  the  picture  gallery,  justly  celebrated  through- 
out Europe,  containing  some  of  the  finest  produc- 
tions of  Van  Dyke,  Van-der-Werff,  Uubcns,  and 
other  great  masters  ;  the  plasters,  and  cabinets  of 
drawings  of  the  academy,  the  philosophical  cabi- 
net of  the  college,  and  the  establishment  for  meca- 
nographic  pictures,  belonging  to  Messrs.  Boninges 
and  LangcT. 

Manufactures. — ^These  consist  principally  of 
silks,  glass,  vinegar,  and  sugar. 

Inns. — The  Golden  Anchor  and  the  Court  of 
Holland. 

Promenades. — ^The  garden  of  the  court,  the 
avenues  of  Neustadt,  and  the  Place  d'Armes. 

Environs.— Strangers  should  visit  the  convent 
of  La  Trappe,  half  a  league  from  the  town,  where 
snuff-boxes,  with  ciphers  and  devices,  which  are 
much  admired,  are  made  and  sold,  and  should  as* 
cend  the  Grafenberg,  in  order  to  enjoy  the  dolight- 
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ful  prospect  from  its  summit.  The  following  pla- 
ces are  also  worthy  of  attention  :  Cromford,  with 
its  manufactories  ;  Schwelm,  and  the  baths,  about 
four  miles  from  Dusseldorf,  of  late  much  frequent- 
ed, particularly  on  Sundays ;  the  buildings  are 
very  beautiful,  and  the  assembly-rooms  vei^  large* 
The  cavern  in  the  mountain  of  Klutter  is  v^  cu- 
riousy  and  well  worth  seeing. 

Distances.— From  Dusseldorf  to  Cologne,  4 
miles ;  to  Amsterdam,  21}  ;  to  £lberfeld>  3  ;  to 
Frankfort-on-the-Maine,  28. 


FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAINE 

Is  a  free  town,  situated  iu  a  very  fertile  plain, 
watered  by  the  river  Maine. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities. — ^The 
most  remarkable  are  the  cathedral,  the  conclave  of 
election  and  the  monliment  of  Gunther,  the  two 
protestant  churches,  the  palace  of  the  Teutonic  or- 
der in  the  suburb  of  Sachsenhausen,  the  palace  of 
the  Prince  of  Tour  and  Taxis,  where  may  be  seen, 
in  a  niche  at  the  top  of  the  principal  staircase,  an 
antique  Roman  statue  in  marble  ;  the  Saalhof,  re- 
markable for  having  been  the  residence  of  the  Car- 
lovingians,  although  the  present  building  is  in  the 
modem  style ;  the  town-house,  where  is  seen  the 
original  golden  bull,  and  the  portraits  in  fresco  of 
the  German  emperors;  the  exchange,  and  the 
Braw^eUy  the  hotel-dieu,  the  house  of  correction, 
and  the  hospital  of  Saint-Espnt,  the  hotel  Rumpf, 
which  unites  the  cassino,  the  literary  institute,  and 
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the  free-masoQs'  lodge- ;  M.  Schweizer's  boteU  the 
theatre,  the  bridge  over  the  Maitie,  which  is  about 
400  paces  in  length,  and  commands  a  fine  view  ;*  the 
new  quarter  of  WoUgraben,  the  quay,  and  the  monu- 
ment of  the  brave  Hessians,  who  were  kilkd  at  the 
taking  of  the  town  during  the  revolutionary  war. 
From  the  ramparts^  at  the  end  of  an  elevated  bastion, 
the  traveller  may  enjoy  a  very  extensive  view  of  the 
Maine  and  the  neighbouring  mountains.  This  was 
the  £Eivouiite  spot  of  the  late  elector  of  Cologne. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — ^The  principal 
are  the  gallery  of  pictures,  formed  from  those  of  the 
convents  ;  the  public  library,  containing  a  .valuable 
collection  of  scarce  books ;  amongst  othens  the  fim 
edition  of  the  bible  on  parchment,  published  by 
Faustus,  in  146^  ;  the  institute,  or  the  foundation 
of  Senkenbcrg,  with  its  dep6t  of  collections  and  cu- 
riosities, particularly  those  relating  to  medicine, 
botany,  and  anatomy ;  the  cabinet  of  painting  of 
£ttling,  much  admired  by  connoisseurs,  but  pro- 
bably by  this  time  sold  ;  the  cabinets  of  painting, 
belonging  to  M.  M.Grambs,  Stadel,  Siegler,  Ehr- 
mann, Neufville,  Germing,  and  Lausberg  ;  the  ca- 
binet of  natural  history  of  M.  Germing,  the  most 
considerable  and  most  complete  in  this  town ;  the 
collection  of  medals  in  the  library,  the  cabinet  of 
medals  and  prints,  belonging  to  M.  M.  Germing 
and  Husgcn,  and  a  great  many  other  private  cabi- 
nets, such  as  the  botanical  collection  of  D.  Scher- 
bius,  and  the  mineralogical  cabinets  of  M.  M. 
Salzweldel  and  Husgen. 

LlTB&A&T  AND  UsEFUL  ESTABLISHMENTS. — 

The    most    distinguished   are   the    foundation  of 
k3 
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Senkenberg,  the  noble  chapter  of  Cronstet,  the 
Lutheran  gymnasiuniy  the  public  drawing-school, 
M.  Klitscher's  school,  the  commercial  academy, 
and  the  literary  institute,  which  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  M.  Schwarzkopf,  and  several  other  men  of 
talent. 

Manufactures. — These  consist  of  oil-cloth, 
vinegair  made  of  Rhenish  wine,  mi^,  and  tapestry, 

FAiRS.-^There  are  two  considerable  fairs  held 
at  Frankfort ;  the  first  takes  place  about  Easter, 
and  the  second  in  the  months  of  August  and 
September.  Formerly  more  than  l,600  trades- 
people attended  these  fairs,  and  in  the  years  1780 
and  1790,  50,000  strangers  were  said  to  have  pass- 
ed through  them ;  but  these  fairs  are  now  much 
fallen  off,  in  consequence,  probably,  of  the  cesaon 
of  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  and  the  seculariza- 
tion of  so  many  states  and  ecclesiastical  possessions. 
Nevertheless,  Frankfort  still  carries  on  considerable 
t^mmerce,  owing  to  its  situation  on  the  Maine, 
and  its  vicinity  to  the  Rhine,  being,  a  sort  of  entre- 
pot for  the  merchandise  conveyed  by  means  of  both 
livers. 

Inks. — ^The  Court  of  England,  the  Roman  Em- 
peror, the  Red  House,  the  White  Swan,  the  Wci- 
denhof,  and  the  Wiedenbusch. 

Public  Amusements. — ^Tbe  principal  are  the 
German  theatre,  the  cassino,  the  amateurs'  concerts, 
the  dubs  called  collegians,  the  public  balls,  the 
baths,  and  the  cafe  at  the  Golden  Horse.  Amongst 
the  public  gardens  the  most  distinguished  are  those 
of  Bcthmann,   Pfefferkorn,    Holzhausen,  and  of 
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£iigdbach  on  the  Muhlberg,  vrkence  there  is  a 
very  fine  prospect. 

DlUGEKCES     AKD     PASSAG£.BOATS.*«-Three 

passage-boats  go  from  Frankfort  every  day,  one  to 
Mayence,  another  to  Oifenbachy  and  a  third  to 
Hanau.  A  diligence  also  sets  oat  every  day  at  12 
o*clock  for  Mayence,  where  it  arrives  in  fonr  hours 
afterwards.  The  fare  is  six  francs  for  going  and 
returning.  In  the  bathing  season  another  diligence 
goes  to  Wisbaden,  and  returns  to  Frankfort.  There 
are  also  diligences  established  between  Frankfort, 
and  Darmstadty'^and  between  Frankf<Mrt,  Strasiwurg, 
and  Basle.  For  a  more  detailed  account,  see  the 
article  "  Mode  of  Travelling." 

Excursions. — ^Travellers  should  make  excur- 
sions to  the  Forsthausy  to  Bockenheim,  to  Rich- 
ter*s  Inn,  to  Oberrad,  to  the  Sandhof,  to  Horn- 
boarg,  and  to  Offenbach,  a  small  but  neat  and 
fiounsfaing  town,  whose  population  is  every  day 
increashig.     It  has  considerable  manufactories  of 
silks,  jewellery,  oil-cloth,  snuff,  tobacco,  Sfc,   The 
quay  is  also  very  beautifbl.     Strangers  should  pay 
a  visit  to  M«  Francis  Johannot,  in  order  to  see  the 
process  of  stone-printing;  M.  M.  Dick  and  Kisch- 
ten  have  a  considerable  repository  for  carriages  of 
every  description.     Uochst  and  VVilhelmsbad  arc 
also  places  worthy  of  attention ;  the  aspect  of  the 
latter  is  particularly  cheerful,  and  it  is  a  place  of 
great  resort  on  a  Sunday.     In  going  or  returning 
from  Hanau  to  Frankfort,  the  traveller  may,  if  he 
chooses,  by  paying  30  kreutzers  extra,  pass  through 
Wilhelmsbad  and  Philippsruhe,  as  it  will  only  be 
about  half  a  league  out  of  his  road.  .  Military  men 
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will  not  fail  to  visit  the  fields  of  battle  of  Bergen, 
and  of  Nidda,  which  take  thctir  date  from  the  seven 
years*  war,  and  from  that  of  the  revolution. 

The  Jews,  to  the  number  of  7»000,  were  for- 
merly obliged  to  live  all  in  one  street,  closed  in  by 
walls,  which  having  been  partly  burnt  by  the 
French  m  1796,  the  quarter  of  their  habitation  has 
been  enlarged.  The  societies  called  colleges  are 
very  agreeable;  they  are  composed  of  persons  of 
equal  rank,  who  assemble  on  certain  days. 
Strangers  may  easily  obtain  an  introduction. 

DiftTAKCES. — From  Frankfort  to  Mayencc  and 
Wisbaden  4  miles^.to  Cassel  18,  to  Darmstadt  3, 
to  Hanau  and  Wilhblmsbad  2,  to  Fulde  12i,  to 
Aschaffenbourg  5,  to  Deux-Ponts  18^,  to  Wiirz- 
bourg  14,  to  Wezlar  5i,  to  Cologne  25,  to  Man- 
heim  and  Heidelberg  10,  to  Strasbourg,  through 
Landau  24,  through  Manheim  25).  This  town  is 
situated  140^  leagues  West  from  Vienna,  and  128 
North-East  from  Paris.  Population  firom  40  to 
50,000,  besides  the  7,000  Jews  who  inhabit  a  se- 
parate quarter*  The  revenues  of  Frankfort  are 
estimated  at  500,000  florins. 
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Capital  of  the  States  belonging  to  the  Duke  of 
that  name,  is  situated  on  the  Laine. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities. — ^Thc 
most  remarkable  are  the  castle  and  the  terrace,  the 
arsenal,  and  the  churches  called  Kloster  und  Ncu- 
markts-Kirckeny  where  may  be  seen  the  tombs  of 
several  German  pnnces,  and   the  portrait  of  the 
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Gnuid  Duke  Bernard  of  Saxe-Weimar,  and  the 
English  garden  of  the  late  Duke  Earnest  2dy  be- 
queathed, after  his  death,  to  Prince  Frederick,  who 
has  added  new  embellishments  to  it :  in  the  middle 
rises  a  small  woody  island,  where  was  deposited  in 
1804,  in  a  deep  grave  at  the  foot  of  his  children's 
monument,  without  ostentation  or  even  a  coffin, 
nmply  clothed  in  a  military  uniform,  the  remains 
of  Earnest  2nd,  a  prince  universally  regretted,  and 
once  justly  admired  for  his  public  and  private 
virtues,  as  well  as  for  his  literary  attainments ;  by 
his  own  particular  desire  no  monument  has  been' 
erected  to  his  memory.  The  following  are  also 
worthy  of  attention ;  Uie  garden  of  the  Duchess 
Dowager,  with  the  busts  of  Newton,  Kepplery  Sfc. ; 
the  building?  of  the  orangery,  the  hotel  of  Prince 
Augustus,  the  pleasure-house  and  garden  of  Fried- 
richsthal,  the  garden  belonging  to^.  Stopfel,  coun* 
sellor  for  the  department  of  finances ;  the  manufac- 
tory of  M.  Friedheim,  and,  in  the  giurden  attached 
to  it,  the  monument  of  one  of  its  founders. 

Literary  and  Useful  Establishments.—- 
The  only  one  of  importance  is  the  public  college, 
or  gymnasium,  which  is  frequented  by  a  great 
number  of  young  foreigners. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — ^The  most  dis- 
tinguished are  the  great  public  library,  the  private 
library,  and  the  rich  collections  of  prints,  pictures, 
drawings,  maps,  mathematical  and  philosophical 
instruments,  4*^.,  of  the  late  Duke  Ernest  3nd. ; 
the  models  of  ancient  and  beautiftil  statues,  and 
the  work-room  of  Professor  Doll,  to  whose  care  is 
confided   the  saloon  of   antiques,    the  library  of 
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the  gymnasium,  the  cabinet  of  medals,  next  to  that 
of  Vienna^  the  most  considerable  in  Gennany, 
enriched  through  the  liberality  of  the  late  Duke 
Ernest,  by  the  valuable  collections  of  Scbachmann, 
Seckendorf,  Gerning,  and  Petriccioli ;  the  numis- 
matic library,  the  cabinet  of  curiosities,  tod  the  mi- 
neralogical  cabinet  belonging  to  M.  de  Schlotheim. 
Manufactures.  —  These  consist  chiefly  of 
woollen-cloths,  shoes,  ribbons,  muslins,  china,  dis- 
tinguished for  the  beauty  of  its  form  and  the  rich« 
ness  of  its  colouring;  cabinet  work,  book-binding, 
raachinesy  mathematical  instruments,  and  piano- 
fortes. 

Inirs,^-. The  Negro,  out  of  the  town ;  the  Silver 
Belly  in  thjB  town,  in  the  great  square ;  the  Alten- 
bourg,  and  the  Giant,  in  the  square. 

Pbomekaoes.— The  principal  is  the  great  walk ; 
the  others  are  the  excursions  to  Remstcd,  Kindle- 
ben,  and  Siebleben. 

EvviBrOHS.-— The  following  places  in  the  en- 
virons are  most  worthy  the  attention  of  the  tra- 
veller: the  Ernestine  observatory,  on  the  mountain 
of  Seeberg,  nearly  half  a  league  from  the  town ; 
the  English  garden  of  Monchhof,  on  the  high  road 
to  Erforty  near  the  village  of  Siebleben ;  the  ch&teau 
of  Reinhardsbrunnen,  where  are  seen  the  tombs  of 
several  Landgraves  of  Thiiringia ;  the  academy  of 
M.  Salzmann,  at  Schnepfenthal ;  the  porphyry 
mountain,  called  the  Inselberg,  which  rises  1,888 
feet  above  the  level  of  Gotha,  and  3,127  above  the 
sea;  long.  28^  8' 0";  lat,  50®  51'  38';  the  Sch- 
neekopf,  another  high  mountain  in  the  forest  of 
Thiiringia,  rising  2,075  feet  above  Gotha,  3,313 
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above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and  38  feet  higher  than 
the  Brocken ;  and  the  village  of  Molsdorf,  3  leagaes 
from  Gotha,  remarkable  for  its  castle  and  its  garden. 
It  formerly  belonged  to  Count  Gotter,  the  Apidns 
of  Germany.    The  count's  library  is  stiU  in  the 
castle.      There  is  also  an  apartment  wheie  are 
seen  portraits  of  actresses,  and  dancers,  and  of 
several  noblemen  and  ladies  of  high  rank  in  the 
count's  time.     On   Sundays,   and  holidays,  the 
garden  is  crowded  with  persons  of  all  ranks  fh>m 
the  environs.    Near  Molsdorf  is  Neu-Dietendorf, 
inhabited  by  a  colony  of  Moravian  brethren.    The 
greatest  order  and  propriety  is  observable  in  this 
place,  and  all  the  articles  manufactured  here  are 
of  a  superior  quality,  and  much  admired.    On  the 
same  road  are  seen  three  ancient  castles  in  ruins. 
They  are  in  a  romantic  situation,  and  are  called 
the  Gleichen.    In  one  of  these  castles  formerly 
lived  a  count,  who  accompanied  St.  Louis  in  the 
crusades  against  the  Saracens ;  when,  having  been 
taken  prisoner  he  regained  his  liberty  with  the  as- 
sistance of  his  master's  daughter,  who,  being  at- 
tached to  him,  on  his  promising  to  marry  her» 
escaped  with  him,  when,  finding  his  first  wife  still 
living,  he  obtained  permission  from  the  Pope  to 
have  two.    He  is  interred*  with  both  his  wives,  in 
St.  Peter's  church  at  Erfort.   The  most  picturesque 
view  of  the  ruins  and  the  surrounding  scenery,  may 
be  obtsuned  from  a  spot  near  Ringhofen,  on  the 
road  leading  from  Arnstadt  to  Gotha. 

In  going  or  returning  from  Erfort  to  Gotha,  the 
traveller  may  see  Molsdorf,    by  going  only  one 
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league  out  of  hb  road ;  so  also  in  travelling  from 
Gotha  to  Eisenach,  or  vice  versd^  he  may  pass 
through  Scfanepfenthal,  by  paying  for  one  mile 
extra.  LiebeDstein  and  its  baths  are  only  3}  miles 
from  Gotha.  The  late  Duke  of  Meiniingen,  pro- 
prietor of  these  waters,  which  are  considered  nearly 
as  efficacious  as  those  of  Pyrmoot,  has  spared  no- 
thing to  embellish  a  spot  already  highly  favoured 
by  nature.  The  environs  of  Liebenstein  abound 
with  romantic  and  picturesque  scenery,  and  it  is 
the  favourite  resort  of  the  fashionable  world,  as 
well  as  of  invalids.  It  has  a  theatre,  balls,  a  table 
tFh6i€f  and  commodious  apartments,  with  comibxt- 
able  beds,  and  all  at  moderate  prices.  A  bed-roem 
may  be  hired  for  about  3  florins  30  kreutzers  per 
week;  the  charge  for  dining  at  the  table-d*h6te  is 
48  kreutzers,  and  for  supping  36  kreutzers.  Lie- 
benstein is  situated  1  mile  from  Salzungen,  2  from 
Eisenach^  I  from  Ruhla,  and  3|  from  Gotha.  A 
view  of  the  park  of  Altenstein  alone  will  amply 
recompense  the  traveller  for  making  this  excursion. 
The  chaige  for  a  carriage  drawn  by  four  horses  is 
1 1  florins  from  Liebenstein  to  Gotha. 

DiSTA  vcxs.— -From  Gotha  to  Weimar  6  German 
Hules,  (this  journey  is  usually  performed  without 
changing  horses) ;  to  Liebenstein  3i,  to  Amstad  3, 
to  Schmalkalden  4,  to  Meiniingen  7,  to  Fulde  12, 
to  Cassel  11),  to  Gotdngen  II,  to  Nordhausen  9» 
to  Leipsic  l6,  to  Carlsbad,  through  ^ena  and 
Schleiz,  29. 
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Is  a  small  town,  situated  in  an  agreeable  plain 
on  the  Saale. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities.— 
The  most  remarkable  are  the  cathedral,  with  its 
red  tower,  2()8i  feet  above  the  level  of  the  Rhine ; 
the  church  of  SL  Ulric,  in  which  is  the  beautiful 
monument  of  Dr.  Hoffmann ;  the  town-house,  where 
may  be  seen  the  golden  bull  of  the  emperor  Fre- 
derick II. ;  the  synagogue ;  the  salt-works,  the 
proprietors  of  which  bear  the  name  of  Pfunner, 
and  the  workmen  that  of  Halloren ;  the  orphan- 
house,  built  in  1698,  by  Professor  Franke;  the 
ruins  of  the  chateau  de  Giebichenstein,  whence  a 
landgrave  of  Thuringia,  named  Ludwig  der  Sprin- 
ger, escaped,  by  taking  a  desperate  leap  from  one 
of  the  windows,  from  which  he  derived  the  sur- 
name of  the  Leaper ;  the  ruins  of  the  castle  of 
Moritzl)ourg,  and  the  library  of  the  University. 

Literary  and  Useful  Establish ments.'— 
The  principal  are  the  University,  founded  in 
1694,  the  colleges  of  the  Lutherans  and  Calvinists, 
the  botanic  garden,  the  anatomical  theatre,  the 
school  of  surgery,  the  society  of  natural  history, 
and  the  Sydenham  society. 

Collections  and  Cabinets.'— The  n^ost  curi- 
ous are  the  collections  of  natural  and  artificial  curio- 
sities belonging  to  the  orphan-house ;  the  library  of 
the  university;  that  of  St.  Mary's  church,  where 
may  be  seen  a  portrait  of  Luther  in  wax ;  the  ca- 
b'met  of  medals  of  Madai ;  the  library,  and  the 
l 
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collection  of  medals  a»A  esMeet  of  natural  history 
of  the  University;  and  the  beautiful  cabinet  of 
anatomy  belonging  to  the  celebrated  M.  Lddet . 

Manufactures.  —  These  consist  c^eAy  of 
worsted  and  siUi  stocl(ingi^  starchy  flannel^  but* 
tpnss  ^c. 

In K.^— The  Prince  Royal  (Kronprina). 
Public  AMUsKM|ii?TS. — ^The  principal  are  the 
concertii  and  balls  on  Saturdays  duriiag  the  winter, 
the  assemblies  and  resource^,  the  parties  of  pleasure 
to  the  ci-devant  Bairdts-Ruthcj  the  prom^iadc^  at 
the  Pulverweiden,  along  the  banks  of  the  river^ 
and  at  the  vineyard  of  Keite) ;  the  excursions  tp 
Passendorf  and  the  other  villa^  in,  the  environs ; 
to  Naumbourff,  particularly  at  fair-time ;  tq  Quer- 
fort,  and  to  £e  baths  of  Lauch^adt.  The  little 
town  of  Lauchstadt  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  a 
plaiPy  the  best  lodgings  are  in  the  market-place, 
the  magistrate  of  Mersebourg  fixes  the  price  yearly. 
There  are  bathing-tubs  in  all  these  houses;  the 
great  walk  and  the  saloon  are  the  general  rendez- 
vous of  the  company  who  go  there  to  bathe  and 
drink,  who  may  either  take  their  meals  in  their  own 
apartments,  or.  at  the  table-d'h6te  in  the  public 
room ;  the  charge  for  dinner  is  10  gros,  except  on 
Sundays,  when  it  is  16  gros.  There  are  two  springs 
of  mineral  water,  and  a  shower-bath.  The  amuse- 
ments of  this  place  consist  of  excursions  on  the 
lake*  ballSy  and  dramatic  exhibitions.  Lauch- 
stadt  is  situated  1  mile  from  Mersebourg,  1}  from 
Rosbach,  the  fiBunous  field  of  battle,  2  from  Ualle, 
S  from  Weissenield,  and  2}  from  Querfurt.

HAMBOURG 

Is  a  free  town  situated  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Elbe,  and  the  Alster. 

Public  Bvildings  and  Curiosities.— 
The  BBOSt  remarkable  are  the  church  of  St.  Peter^ 
its  altar  and  organ,  and  in  the  chapel  on  the  rieht, 
Ihe  perspective  of  a  temple;  the  church  of  St«  Ni* 
cholas*  c<»itaiiiing  one  of  the  largest  organs  in 
Europe;  the  churches  of  St.  Catherine,  St.  James, 
and  St.  Michael,  with  a  tower,  commanding  a  fin« 
view  of  the  town  and  surrounding  scenery ;  th« 
cathedral  or  dome,  the  church  of  St  John,  the 
orpbaft-house,  the  hospital,  the  town-house,  and 
the  exchange,  a  beautMul  building,  erected  under 
the  direction  of  M.  Hostrub  and  M.  Ram^e ;  be- 
tides a  great  number  of  apaitments  used  for  as- 
lemblies  and  parties,  there  is  a  reading-room,  a 
hbraiy,  and  a  saloon  of  the  arts.  The  following 
are  also  worthy  of  observation :  the  Oastkaus^  Htm 
BamnkoM,  the  house  of  Eimbeck,  the  hotel  of 
l2 
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the  imperial  embassy,  the  hotel  Potowsky,  and  the 
obelisk,  in  honour  of  Professor  Busch. 

Literary  and  Useful  Establishments.— 
The  most  distinguished  are  the  gymnasium,  the 
college,  St.  John's  school,  the  commercial  academy, 
the  patriotic  society,  and  the  numerous  schools  for 
navigation,  drawing,  divers  trades,  SfC.^  under  its 
direction  and  support;  the  institution  for  the  relief 
of  the  sick  and  poor,  M.  Schmidt's  academy  of 
arts,  M.  M.  Masson  and  Ramie's  establishments 
for  commerce  and  the  arts,  M.  Schmidt's  museum 
of  literature  and  the  arts,  and  the  bank,  founded  in 
1619. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — ^The  principal 
4re  the  libraries  of  the  town,  of  commerce,  of  the 
college  of  St.  Catherine,  of  St.  James,  and  of  the 
patriotic  society;  the  cabinets  of  painting  belong- 
ing to  M.  Beitheau,  M.  Loffagen,  Count  Schim- 
melmann,  and  the  late  M.  Sienen;  Dr.  Beckmann's 
numerous  and  rare  collection  of  Chinese  pictures, 
M.  Sillem's  valuable  collection  of  prints,  the  col- 
lections of  drawings  by  the  first  masters,  belonging 
to  M.  Ehrenreich,  M.  Schmidt,  M.  Meyer  the 
saiator,  and  M.  Meyer  the  canon ;  and  the  cabi- 
nets of  natural  history  belonging  to  Dr.  Schulz, 
Madame  Grotjean,'and  M.  Ohrtmann. 

Manufactures.  —  These  consist  chiefly  of 
printed  cottons  and  calicoes,  linens,  velvet,  gold 
and  silver  thread,  gold  and  silver  lace,  worsted 
stockings,  leather,  hats,  sugar,  wax,  and  leaf-gold ; 
there  are  also  silk-mills  and  rope-walks.  The 
sugar  refined  at  Hamboui^  is  considered  superior 
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to  any  made  io  th^  North.  Uambouig  is  one  of 
the  principal  mercantile  towns  in  Europe.  The 
total  number  of  vessels  which  enter  the  port  of 
Nieder-Baum^  taking  one  year  with  another*  ars 
said  to  amount  to  1,900,  or  2,000. 

Inns.— The  King  of  £ngland,  the  Krasner^Amt" 
Hmtty  the  Red  House,  the  Black  Eagle,  the  Oher- 
g€S€Usckqft9  the  Kayserhof,  the  City  of  London, 
the  City  of  Peteisbourg,  the  Copenhagen,  the 
House  of  Eimbeck,  the  Baumhaui^  whence  theiv 
is  a  fine  view  of  the  port*  the  Hotel  of  Holland, 
and  ^le  Court  of  Denmark.  All  these  inns  are 
good,  and  several  of  them  have  a  table-d'h6te,  for 
which  the  charge  is  from  12  schillings  to  2  marks. 

PaoilBNADBS.— The  principal  are  the  Jun^ 
femsteig,  which  is  particularly  crowded  on  Sun* 
days;  the  walks  along  the  Alster,  the  ramparts, 
commanding  twelve  different  views,  of  which  one 
of  the  most  beautifid  is  the  view  over  the  Elbe, 
near  the  g^te  of  Altona ;  and  the  promenade  along 
the  basin,  in  the  town.  There  are  also  a  great 
Bumlbei;  of  gardens  at  Hambourg,  distinguished  for 
their  beautiful  prospects. 

Public  Aiiu8EM£nt&.«— The  principal  are  the 
German  theatre,  the.  French  theatre,  the  private 
theatres,  the  concerts,  to  which  the  once  of  admis- 
sion is  two  marks ;  the  society,  called  Harmony, 
where  strangers  may  be  admitted,  if  introduced  by 
a  member ;  the  friends'  club,  the  Jewish  resource, 
the  six  winter  balls  at  the  Bosselhof,  the  masked 
halls  at  the  German  and  French  theatres,  the  rides 
on  the  rampait,lhe  three  popular  ffetes, known  under 
l3 
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the, name  of  Waisengriin,    Lammer- Abend,   and 
Vogelschiessen,  and  the  Vauxhall  of  Ramke. 

The  Post-Office  at  Hambourg  is  at  No.  54,  near 
the  Exchange,  the  letters  are  collected  and  deli- 
vered six  times  a  day. 

Environs. — ^The  principal  places  beyond  the 
gate  of  Damm-Thor,  are  Rabe,  Eppenhorst,  Har- 
vensthude,  Borstel,  Logstedt,  and  Uhlenhorst; 
outside  the  gate  of  Altona,  are  Eimsbuttel,  Doken- 
huden,  Nienstadten,  and  great  and  little  Flotie- 
beck.  There  are  two  celebrated  restaurateurs  near 
Altona,  Rainville  and  Slavenhoff,  they  are  much 
frequented,  particularly  on  Sundays,  when  more 
than  400  persons  are  said  to  dine  at  each.  Beyond 
the  gate  of  Steinthor  are  Wandsbeck.  Schiffbeck, 
Wellings,  Poppenbutel,  Vierlande,  Jersbeck,  Sfc, 
From  Hambourg,  the  traveller  may  make  an  ex- 
cursion to  Kiel,  a  pretty  town  in  a  delightful  situa- 
tion, where  he  should  pay  a  visit  to  the  university, 
and  should  see  the  gulf  formed  by  the  Baltic 
sea     Inn.— The  City  of  Hambourg. 

From  Kiel,  he  may  proceed  to  Schleswig,  where 
he  should  see  the  castle,  Xh€  royal  garden,  and  the 
church  containing  the  tombs  of  the  ancient  dukes. 
On  the  banks  of  the  Schley,  is  another  small 
church,  which  was  the  first  christian  temple  esta- 
blished in  the  north.  Four  or  five  leagues  from 
Schleswig  is  a  charming  district,  abounding  with 
delightful  prospects.  The  principal  places  in  it 
are  Leutemark,  with  its  charming  gardens ;  Page- 
roe,  in  a  wild  but  fertile  and  picturesque  situation; 
Rarup;  a  delightful  place,  about  half  a  quarter  of  a 
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mile  from  Brenel,  surrounded  by  water,  woods,  and 
meadows ;  Beuglen,  very  prettily  situated ;  Reuss, 
where  may  be  seen  the  beautiful  pleasure- house  of 
the  Prince  of  Hesse  Cassel ;  and  the  town  of  Flens- 
bourg,  built  on  a  romantic  spot,  only  a  few  leagues 
from  Schleswig. 

The  harbour  in  the  morning,  and  the  exchange 
between  two  or  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  are 
the  principal  objects  at  Hambourg  worthy  the  at- 
tention of  strangers. 

Passage-Boats. — Every  Tuesday  and  Friday 
two  packet-boats  leave  Hambourg  for  Cuxhaven, 
whence  there  is  a  communication  with  England. 
Travellers  will  find  every  possible  accommodation 
in  these  boats.  The  fare  is  15  marks  in  the  best 
cabin,  and  1 1  marks  4  schillings  in  the  inferior  one ; 
for  servants,  4  marks  12  schillings.  Applications 
respecting  places  may  be  made  at  the  office  near 
the  Glas-Keller. 

Distances. — This  town  is  situated  14  leagues 
N.  W.  from  Lunebourg,  15  S.  W.  from  LiifaKcck, 
24  S.  from  Schleswick,  22  N.  E.  from  Bremen, 
and  175  N.  W.  from  Vienna.  Population  120,000. 
The  revenues  of  Hambourg  are  estimated  at 
3,800,000  marks.  This  town  was  fortified  by  Na- 
poleon in  1813,  and  was  valiantly  defended  by  the 
French  against  the  allied  armies. 


LEIPSIC 

Is  situated  in  a  fertile  plain,  between  the  Saale 
and  the  Mulda. 
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Public  BmLDiKes  akd  CuRi08iTiX8«-*-Tlie 
most  remarkable  are  the  Plassenbourg,  a  fortress 
built  after  the  model  of  the  former  citadel  of  Milan ; 
the  monument  in  the  church  of  Jablonowski^  and 
the  observatory  on  one  of  its  towers ;  the  church  of 
St.  Thomas,  its  organ,  and  its  tower,  which  is  200 
feet  high ;  Dufour-house,  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
buildings  in  the  town ;  the  theatre,  the  riding-housei 
the  town- house,  built  in  1556 ;  the  house  of  Auer- 
bach,  erected  by  Dr.  Strohmer ;  the  exchangie»  th« 
auditory  of  M.  Plattner,  the  ceiling  of  which  is 
painted  by  CEser  ;  the  concert  and  ball-roomt  at 
the  d-devant  arsenal,  the  Paulinum^  an  antique  and 
spacious  edifice  ;  the  monument  of  Gellert  in  the 
i;arden,  the  church  of  St  Nicholas,  decorated  with 
pictures  by  G£ser;  the  college  of  jmnces,  Saint 
George's  hotel,  the  lazaretto,  uid  the  clinical  insd^ 
tution,  the  house  of  Wendler,  the  parade,  with  the 
statue  of  the  reigning  king,  the  building  called  the 
Kloster,  the  court  of  Koch,  the  two  courts  of  Hob- 
man,  the  houses  of  M.  Thomas  and  M.  Yon  der 
Becke,  with  the  thirteen  ceilings  painted  by  CEser, 
Crusius,  and  Breitkopf ;  the  monument  of  Gellert, 
in  St.  John's  chufch,  and  his  tomb  in  the  pubHc 
cemetery  ;  and  a  number  of  houses  beloi^ing  to 
private  individuals,  besidei  the  jprintiag  offices,  let* 
ter  foundries,  paper  manufactones,  &c. 

LlTE&ART  AND  UsEFUL  EsTABLISHMEHTS.— 

The  most  distinguished  are  the  university,  found- 
ed in  1409  ;  the  two  public  schools,  the  academy 
of  painting  and  drawing,  the  economical  society, 
the  German  society,  the  society  of  the  §me  arts, 
that  of  the  sciences  and  belles-lettres^  founded  by 
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Prince  Jablonowski ;  the  collegium  phiUhUbUcum^ 
the  institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  the  tntelli- 
genz-comptoir,  with  its  numerous  collections  of  ma- 
chines and  models  ;  and  the  museum  of  Beygang, 
an  excellent  institution,  and  well  worth  the  atten- 
tion of  travellers. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — The  most  cu- 
rious are  the  cabinets  of  paintings,  belonging  to  M. 
Richter  and  IM.  Stieglitz  ;  the  collection  of  curi* 
osities  and  of  natural  history  of  Link,  at  the  labo- 
ratory of  Lion,  established  in  14099  on  the  arrival 
of  the  emigrant  students  from  Prague,  at  the  period 
of  the  foundation  of  the  university  of  Leipsic  ;  the 
public  library,  the  libraries  of  the  university,  of 
the  observatory,  and  of  the  churches  and  schools 
of  St.  Nicholas  and  St.  Thomas  ;  the  philosophical 
cabinet  of  M.  Tauber,  and  the  mineralogical  cabi- 
nets of  M.  Hausen  and  M.  Geissler. 

Manufactures. — These  consist  chiefly  of  gold 
and  silver  lace,  velvet,  silk,  tobacco,  wax-candles» 
hats,  worsted,  wax-tapers,  oil-cloth,  cards,  tapestry, 
white  wax,  &c. 

Inns. — The  Saxon  hotel,  the  Bavarian  hotel, 
the  JoacMmsthal,  the  Golden  Ship,  and  the  Helm. 
The  Saxon  and  Bavarian  hotels  are  much  frequent- 
ed by  forei^ers. 

Promenades  and  Gardens. — The  principal 
are  the  promenade  and  groves  round  the  town,  the 
pretty  little  wood  of  Rosenthal,  the  gardens  of 
Lohr,  of  Winkler,  of  Reichel,  of  Trier,  of  Stieglitz, 
and  of  Bose;  the  free-masons'  garden,  near  the 
Plassembourg,  with  a  monument  of  the  poet  Gal- 
]ish ;  the  kitchen-gardens,  and  the  garden  of  Hendel, 
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called  KUchen-garten^  wtoe  people  go  to  drink 
coffee,  and  eat  excellent  cakes ;  the  dairy  iskndi 
and  the  excursions  to  Lindenau,  Gautsch,  Zobiker, 
Konnewhz,  Raschwitz,  Lutritsch,  and  Golitz»  with 
a  ch4teau  decorated  by  CEser,  and  in  the  garden  a 
monument  erected  by  (£ser  to  the  memory  of  Sul* 
zer  and  Gellert. 

Public  AMUSEMENTs.—The  principal  are  the 
German  theatre,  the  concerts  in  the  new  saloon  at 
five  o'clock  on  Thursdays,  from  Michaelmas  to 
Easter ;  the  private  theatres,  the  harmony,  the  so* 
ciety  and  assemblies  at  the  Place  du  Repoey  the  ae» 
semblies  at  M.  £hrhard's,  the  subterranean  apart- 
ments, known  under  the  name  of  Italian  cellars  ;  a 
sort  of  restaurateurs,  of  which  the  most  celebrated 
are  those  kept  by  M.  Buzzi,  M.  Mainoni,  &c.  ;  and 
the  water  excursions,  for  which  gondolas  may  be 
hired  at  the  fisherman's  near  the  high  road  to  Ran* 
sted. 

EvviROi98.«— Travellers  should  pay  a  visit  to  the 
field  of  battle,  whei^  the  French  army  was  con- 
pletely  defeated  in  1813,  when  numbers  perished, 
owing  to  their  retreat  being  cut  off  by  Napoleon, 
who,  in  order  to  save  himself,  'blew  up  the  bridge 
over  the  Elster,  leaving  no  passage  for  the  army. 
They  should  also  see  the  field  of  Breitenfeld,  three 
quarters  of  a  league  from  Leipsic,  between  the  great 
road  to  Magdebourg  and  Dessau,  celebrated  for  the 
defeat  of  Tilly  in  the  30  years'  war ;  and  the  field 
of  battle  of  Liitzen,  remarkable  for  the  victory  gain- 
ed by  the  French  over  the  allies  in  1813,  a^d  the 
death  of  the  great  Gnstavus  Adolphus.  The 
following  places  are  ako  worthy  of  obserration : 
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AbtBiumwkrf,  with  the  EngBsb  garden  of  M«  Freg, 
the  banker  ;  Zbey-Nanndorf,  with  delightful  pro- 
menades, and  the  English  garden  at  Machem. 

Fairs. — ^There  are  three  fairs  held  at  Leipsic, 
one  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  another  at 
Easter,  and  the  third  at  Michaelmas.     These  fieurs 
are  very  celeta^ed,  particularly  that  held  at  Easter, 
which  represents  Europe  in  miniature.  The  money 
aimuaUy  expended  at-these  fairs  is  estimated  at  20 
ttilUoDs  of  rix-doUars*    The  Leipsic  almanack  con* 
taiBs  the  names  and  addresses  of  more  than  800  fo- 
reign mercbanls  who  attend  these  £urs,  without  in<> 
eh^ing  from  260  to  290  booksellers^  for  most  of 
the  books  printed  in  Germany  are  either  sold  or  ex* 
changed  at  Leipsic*     It  baa  been  calculated  that 
books  ta  the  amount  of  500,000  rix-dollars  are 
lold  here  annually.     Travellers  will  pay  at  the  inns 
in  Leipsic  1  florin  per  day  fttf  a  front  room,  includr 
ing  the  firing ;  and  8  good  gios  for  a  back  room  ;  in 
iair-time  from  I  to  2  crown8%    The  domesHques  de 
pkce  usually  receive  1  florin  per  day,  and  in  ^r« 
time  a  crown.    The  rendeevous  of  the  hackney 
coaches  is  before  the  gates  of  St.  Peter  and  of  Grim* 
ma.    The  chainaen  receive  2  gros  for  one  course, 
or  fare,  in  the  town,  and  4  gfos  out  of  the  town. 
An  immense  number  of  larks  and  Borsdorf  apples 
areaanually  sold  at  Leipsic

LUBECK 

Is  a  free  town,  situated  at  the  confluence  of  the 
Trave  with  several  other  rivers. 

Public  BuiLDiNas  and  Curiosities.— The 
most  remarkable  are  the  cathedral,  the  church  of 
St.  Mary,  with  its  altar,  its  pulpit  and  its  clock ;  the 
town-house,  the  formerly  celebrated  Hanseatic  hall, 
the  paintings  in  the  audience  hall,  the  sculpture  in 
the  treasury  chamber,  the  arsenal,  the  exchange, 
the  convent  of  St.  John,  the  house  of  correction, 
where  there  is  a  beautiful  stone  staircase  ;  the 
stables,  the  hydraulic  machine,  near  the  gate  of 
Hoxter,  and  the  gate  of  Holstein. 

Literary  and  Useful  Establishments. — 
The  most  distinguished  are  the  college,  the  draw* 
ing-school,  the  commercial  institute,  the  patriotic 
society,  and  the  assurance  company.  Liibeck  be- 
ing the  chief  town  of  the  Hanseatic  Federation,  th# 
archives  and  directory  of  that  formerly  powerful 
league  are  preserved  there. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — The  principal 
are  the  public  library,  the  cabinet  of  painting,  be- 
Ipnging  to  M.  Rodde,  the  senator  ;  and  M.  I'es- 
dorf  s  cabinet  of  curiosities. 

Manufactures. — ^These  consist  chiefly  of  to- 
bacco, starch,  hair-powder,  cards,  calicoes,  worsted, 
silk,  leather,  white-lead,  pins,  hats,  pens,  sugar, 
soap,  white»wax,  and  amber  articles. 
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Ihks. — ^The  City  of  Hambourg,  the  Kramer- 
CanqHtgfde-Hauss,  the  Laxwehr^  and  the  Schaf- 
ferty. 

£n  VI &ONS.— Strangers  should  see  the  china* 
manufactory  at  Stockelsdorf,  the  garden  at  Genin, 
and  the  citadel  and  harbour  of  Travemunde.  The 
hire  of  a  carriage  to  the  latter  place  will  be  about 
six  marks  ;  the  pleasantest  part  of  the  road  is  near 
the  paper-mill,  in  crossing  St.  John^s  wood.  The 
hire  of  a  boat  from  Travemunde  to  the  light-house 
will  be  about  eight  schillings.  There  is  a  most 
magnificent  sea-view  from  the  top  of  the  light* 
house,  particularly  at  sunset.  The  best  inn  at 
Travemunde  is  the  Lvbecksche  Herberge,  Some 
sea-baths  have  lately  been  established  at  this  place. 
From  900  to  1 ,000  vessels  annually  leave  the  har» 
hour,  from  70  to  90  of  which  pass  the  Sound. 

There  are  no  post-horses  at  Liibeck.  It  is  ne- 
cessary to  make  some  arrangement  with  the  drivers, 
and  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  them  respecting 
the  charges,  which  are  sometimes  enormous.  From 
Liibeck  the  traveller  may  embark  for  Riga,  in  Livo- 
nia. The  fare  in  the  captain's  cabin  is  from  two 
to  three  ducats,  including  the  luggage,  which,  how- 
ever, must  not  exceed  two  cwt.  Lubeck  is  a  very 
neat  and  cheerful  looking  town.  A  packet-boat 
goes  and  returns  every  week  from  Petersbourg  to 
Lubeck.

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MAGDEBOURG 

Is  a  large  and  fortified  town  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  Elbe. 

Public  Buildings  aitd  Curiositiss. — 
The  most  remarkable  are  the  prince's  hoose,  the 
royal  house,  the  arsenal,  the  state-house,  the 
post^housey  the  custom-house,  the  magazine,  near 
the  Elbe,  the  statue  of  Otho  L,  the  mill  and 
the  hydraulic  machine,  the  orphan-house,  the 
cathedral  of  St.  Maurice,  in  which  is  the  brass 
monument  of  bishop  Ernest,  a  grand  ahar  formed 
of  a  single  piece  of  jasper,  some  curious  baptismal 
fonts,  and  an  elegant  portal ;  the  garrison  church, 
built  in  1016,  tl^  tomb  of  Guerike  at  St.  Sebas- 
tian, the  citadel  and  the  fortifications,  the  dungeons 
where  Baron  Trefick,  Dr.  Barhdt,  and  La  Payette 
wtre  confined,  are  sometimes  shewn  to  travellers. 

Literary  and  Usbpul Establishments. — 
The  most  distinguished  are  the  chapter-school, 
the  pedagogium,  the  college,  the  royai  school  for 
girls,  the  provincial  school  of  arts,  and  the  two 
oommercifid  institutes. 

Collections  and  CABiNETs.-^The  principal 
are  the  libraries  of  the  magistrate,  of  the  cathedral, 
€i  the  coayent  of  Notre  Dame,  and  of  several  in- 
stitutes; and  the  cabinets  of  paintings  belonging  to 
M.  M.  Breissig,  Nithach,  Sucro,  Diederich,  and 
Kuhne. 

MANUFACTURE8.-Thcse  consist  chiefly  ofgloves, 
silk  stockings,  black  soap,  woollen  stuifis,  cotton 
stockings  and  caps,  hats,  china,  tapes  and  ribbons, 
corks,  tobacco,    Spanish    wax,    sugar,    leather. 
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earthenware^  varnished  articles,  and  coffee^  to  the 
amount  of  200,000  rix-dollars  yearly. 

Iws*«^The  Court  of  Prussia,  the  White  Swan, 
the  City  of  Brunswick,  and  the  inn  kept  by 
Mad.  Aitner. 

Paohknades.-— Strangers  should  see  the  ram- 
part called  prince's  rampart,  whence  there  is  a 
delightful  prospect ;  the  cathedral  square,  and  the 
Free^Masons'  garden. 

Public  Ambsbhents.-— The  principal  are  the 
German  theatre,  the  private  theatre,  the  public 
concerts,  the  military  balls,  the  clubs  called  re^ 
sources,  the  harmony,  and  the  literary  club. 
£ir  VI  ROW  ft. —The  following  places  in  the  environs 
are  worthy  of  notice.  The  convent  of  Bergen,  with 
its  institutions,  its  library,  its  collections  of  ma- 
chines, of  natural  history,  ^c. ;  and  the  salt-works 
of  Schonebech,  where  1,080,100  bushels  of  salt 
am  prepared  yearly* 

Commerce  is  very  flourishing,  and  navigation 
very  extensive  at  Magdebourg.  The  society  of 
watermen  of  Hambourg  possess  the  exclusive  pri<> 
vilege  of  conveying  goods  and  passengers  in  boats 
from  Magdebourg  to  Hambourg  ;  another  society 
convey  timber  only.  The  fair  of  St.  Maurice, 
whieh  is  very  considerable,  is  held  on  the  [Md  of 
September.  This  town  is  said  to  be  2S4  feet  above 
the  sea.

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MUNICH 

Is  the  capital  of  Bavaria.  It  is  situated  on  the 
Iser,  to  which  a  new  bed  has  been  dug  near  thb 
town. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities. — ^The 
interior  of  the  castle  displays  great  taste  ancl 
magnificence,  notwithstanding  the  unpromising 
appearance  of  its  exterior;  it  is  remarkable  for  the 
imperial  hall,  the  cabinet,  ornamented  with  130 
miniatures,  each  valued  at  200  louis ;  the  bed  of 
Charles  VII.  adorned  with  gold,  silver  and  pearls ; 
the  tapestry,  representing  the  actions  of  Otho  of 
Wittelsbach  ;  the  grand  marble  staircase,  the  pic- 
ture gallery,  the  treasury,  the  Trajan  column, 
which  cost  10,000  ducats ;  and  the  chapel,  which 
contains  great  riches,  particularly  a  shrine  orna- 
mented with  valuable  antique  stones,  a  piece  of 
virgin  gold  weighing  22  pounds,  a  very  fine  pic- 
ture by  Michael  Angelo,  the  little  altar  used  in  her 
prison  by  the  unfortunate  queen,  Mary  Stuart ;  a 
very  fine  organ,  &c.  The  other  objects  worthy  of 
notice  are  the  old  court,  the  palace  of  William, 
the  academic  buildings,  the  arsenal,  the  stables, 
the  church  of  Notre  Dame,  with  the  monument  of 
the  Emperor  Louis  IV.  several  fine  pictures,  and  a 
lofty  tower  commanding  an  extensive  prospect,  the 
church  of  the  Theatines,  the  church  of  the  ci- 
devant  Jesuits,  the  church  of  the  Augustines,  the 
citizens'  hall,  the  superb  college  of  the  ci-devant 
Jesuits,  the  church  of  the  order  of  Malta»  contain- 
ing treasure  valued  at  two  millions  of  florins,  the 
church   of  St.  Peter,  the   new   opera-house,  the 
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military  garden*  the  hospital  of  St.  Esprit,  and  a 
number  of  other  hospitals  and  charitable  institu- 
tions, particularly  the  one  founded  by  Dr.  Haberle. 

LlTERAEY  AND    UsEFUX.  EsTABLISHMEKTS.-— 

The  most  distinguished  are  the  academy  of 
sciences*  the  drawing*school,  the  military  school* 
Count  Rumford*s  bouse  of  industry  and  housQ  of 
education,  and  the  museum. 

Coi,LECTioi7s  AND  Cabinets.— The  most  c«* 
rious  are  the  royal  library,  enriched  by  that  of  Mao* 
heim  and  of  the  academy  of  sciences,  and  by  some 
others  obtained  from  the  bishoprics  and  abbeys 
which  have  beenseculari^d;  the  cabinet  of  medals, 
the  cabinet  of  natural  history,  and  the  electoral 
gallery  of  pictures,  enriched  by  a  gjreat  number  of 
painting;i  from  Manheim,  and  from  several  convents 
and  cabinets  in  different  parts  of  Germany.

Pjlomskadei,  ^fc.-'The  principal  ani  the  gar- 
dens outside  the  town,  planted  and  laid  out  by 
C^unt  Rumford,  the  gardens  of  the  kingg  and  of 
several  private  individuals,  and  the  banka  of  the 
Iser.  Pleasant  excursion*  may  be  made  to  the 
vilkge  of  Paesing,  to  KaUe  Harberge,  to  the  gar- 
den at  Osterwalde,  to  the  mountain  of  Harsenloch,^ 
and  to  Nymphenbourg,  which  is  half  a  league  from 
M  3 
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Munich,  and  is  built  on  the  plan  of  Versailles  ;  the 
road  to  it  passes  through  the  stag-garden.  The 
principal  objects  are  Amelienbourg,  the  baths,  a 
very  fine  jet-d'eau,  and  several  cabinets.  From 
the  summit  of  the  Bastey»  a  small  mountain  or  hill 
outside  the  town,  there  is  a  delightful  prospect. 

Public  Amusements. — The  principal  are  the 
Italian  opera,  the  German  theatre,  the  private  theatre, 
the  masked  balls  during  the  carnival,  the  concerts, 
the  casino,  where  they  meet  on  Mondays,  Wednes- 
days and  Saturdays ;  the  Vauxhall  and  the  fire- 
works. 

Environs. — ^The  following  places  in  the  en- 
virons are  worthy  of  notice.  The  village  of  Per- 
lach,  whfere  there  are  sotae  linden-trees  planted  by 
Gustavus  Adolphus,  in  l63i  ;  the  Wurmsee,  with 
a  good  inn  at  the  Stamberg ;  the  mineral  waters  of 
Mohingen,  and  the  castle  of  Schleissheim,  three 
leagues  from  the  town,  which  contains  about  300 
apartments,  and  was  the  theatre  of  the  battles  be- 
tween Maximilian  and  the  Turks.  The  traveller 
may  go  from  Munich  to  the  castle  of  Schleissheim 
by  water. 

Distances.— This  town  is  situated  85  leagues 
West  from  Vienna,  and  176  East  from  Paris.

NURENBERG 
Is  a  free  town  on  the  Pegnitz.     It  is  divided  into 
eight  quarters  and  122  smaller  divisions. 
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Public    Buildings    and    Curiosities. — 
The  most  remarkable  are  the  church  of  St.  Mar- 
garet, the  church  of  St.  Sebalde,  which  has  a  brass 
crucifix  weighing  1,868  pounds,  a  wooden  crucifix 
sculptured  by  Veit  Stoss,  and"  several  other  rare 
and  curious  objects;   the  church  of  St.  Egide,  the 
church  of  the  new  hospital,  where  are  kept  the 
relics  and  the  jewels  of  the  empire ;  the  church  of 
St.  Catherine,  where  Martin  Behaim^  who  is  sup- 
posed by  some  to  have  discovered  America,  is  in- 
terred ;    the   cathedral  and  parish  church  of  St. 
Laurent,  with  some  beautiful  painted    windows, 
principally  those  of  Wolkmar ;   the  church  of  St. 
Claire,  in  which  may  be  seen  some  very  ancient 
painting  on  glass,  supposed  to  be  as  old  as  the 
church,  which  was  finished  in  1278 ;   the  chapel 
of  Mendel,  containing  several  valuable  pictures; 
the  seven  pillars  of  Adam  Kraft,  a  religious  monu* 
ment  of  the  15th  century,  the  chapel  of  St.  Se- 
pulchre, the   imperial   castle^  containing  several 
fine  pictures  and  other  objects  remarkable  either 
for  their  antiquity  or  their  bingularity,  particularly 
a  well  of  extraordinary  depth  in  the  front  court  of 
die  castle ;  the  town-house,  ornamented  with  nu- 
merous pictures  by  Durer,  Sf-c. ;  the  bridges,  the 
arsenal,  the  fountain,  similar  to  that  of  Bologna, 
three  remarkable  bridges,  particularly  that  called 
Fleischbruckey  and  the  Rothschmid-Muklef  or  mills 
for  turning  copper  and  brass  articles;  those  at 
Nurenberg  and  at  Wienerisch-Neustadt,  are  the 
only  mills  of  the  kind  in  Germany,  and  are  well 
worth  the  attention  of  strangers.     The  house  for- 
merly inhabited  by  Jean  Sachs,  a  German  poet

and  shoemaker,  who  died  in  1576,  is  now  a  pob- 
Uc-house. 

Literary  and  Useful  Establishments.— 
The  most  distinguished  are  the  academy  of  paint- 
ing, the  medical  college,  the  society  for  encou- 
raging industry  in  the  citizens,  and  Buchner's  in- 
stitute. 

Collections  and  Cabinets* — ^The  most  cu- 
rious are  the  public  library,  where  may  be  seen 
several  pictures,  some  antique  statues,  Luther*a 
goblet,  the  petrified  trunk  of  a  tree,  S^c, ;  the  librar 
riea  of  the  chapter,  at  the  sacristy  of  the  new 
church,  of  the  chapter  and  gymnasium  of  St« 
£^e,  of  Fenitzer,  of  Marperger,  the  library  and 
oAlections  of  the  academy  of  painting  and  drawing, 
the  bibliotheca  norica  of  Will,  the  mathematical 
library  of  Kordenbusch,  the  libraries  and  colleo* 
tions  of  Colmar,  of  Durer,  of  Tetzel,  of  Pfund, 
of  Panzer,  and  of  the  learned  and  celebrated  M* 
de  Murr;  Diiherr*s  cabinet  of  medals,  £bener*a 
museum,  the  cabinet  of  curiosities  of  Praun,  the 
collections  of  curiosities,  and'  of  natural  history  €>t 
Volkaroer,  the  cabinet  of  curiosities  of  I>ietz,  the 
collections  of  M.  Haller,  particularly  his  auto* 
graphs;  M,  Winkler  of  Mohrenfel's  cabinet  of 
prints^  and  M.  Imhofs  medals. 

MANUfACTURBs.  ^-*  These  consist  chiefly  of 
household  goods,  china,  tobacco,  toys,  cwk, 
copper  and  brass  articles,  gpld  and  silver  thread, 
filigree  works  in  gold  and  silver,  mercery,  an4 
ironmongery ;  great  quantities  of  the  two  latter 
articles  are  exported  to  Holland,  Spain,  Africa* 
and  the  Indies.    Three  iairs  are  held  at  Niirenbergr 
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Commerce,  to  a  considerable  extent,  is  carried  on 
with  Holland,  Italy,  and  Switzerland.  This  town 
is  also  distinguished  for  its  extensive  trade  in  books, 
maps,  and  prints. 

Inns. — ^The  Red  Horse,  the  Red  Cock,  the 
Golden  Goose,  and  the  Bitterhok. 

Promenades. — ^The  principal  are  the  Ualler^ 
fDiesCy  the  DutzendrTeich,  the  labyrinth  of  Krafts- 
hof^  the  Jttdensbruhl,  and  the  gardens  of  WMarner, 
oi  Behaim,  of  SUbelradf  Sfc.  Between  Tulnaa  and 
the  Gleishammer,  is  a  very  large  stone  called  Muf- 
J^cher  Stein,  whence  there  is  an  extensive  view  of 
the  whole  town  of  Nurenberg. 

Public  Amusements. — The  principal  are  the 
new  German  theatre,  the  concerts  on  Sundays,  at 
the  Red  Horse,  the  Eagle,  ^c,  and  the  assembly- 
room  of  M.  Aumheimer,  at  the  Imperial  Eagle. 

The  walls  of  this  town  enclose  a  space  of 
67,443,136  square  feet.  Travellers  should  make 
an  excursion  from  Nurenberg  to  the  town  of  Altorf,' 
celebrated  for  its  university,  founded  in  l622, 
although  it  existed  as  an  academy  in  1 576.  The 
college  contains  the  museum  of  Trew,  the  observa- 
tory, several  libraries,  Sfc.  The  botanical  garden 
was  formed  in  l622.  The  most'remarkable  object 
in  Nurenberg  is  the  great  clock;  the  common 
clock,  called  by  the  inhabitants  the  small  one,  de- 
notes the  hours  in  the  usual  way,  but  the  large 
one  is  distinguished  for  the  following  singular  pro- 
perty. It  only  denotes  the  hours  from  sun-rise  to 
sun-set,  when  it  strikes  one,  and  remains  in  that 
state  till  the  following  day.

POTSDAM 

Is  situated  in  an  island^  10  miles  in  circum- 
ference, formed  by  the  Spree  and  the  Havel. 

Public  Buildinos  and  Curiosities. — The 
most  remarkable  are  the  royal  cbdteau,  the  long 
bridge,  the  church  of  St.  Esprit,  the  barracks,  the 
house  of  Brokes,  one  of  the  finest  buildings  in  Pots- 
dam ;  the  bridge  of  Berlin,  the  church  of  St.  Ni- 
colas, the  town-house»  built  on  the  same  plan  as 
that  of  Amsterdam  ;  the  obelisk,  the  riding-house, 
the  wide  bridge^  the  church  of  the  court  and  of  the 
garrison,  remarkable  for  the  pulpit,  the  tombs  of 
Frederick- William  and  Frederick  the  Great,  the 
organ,  and  the  bells;   the  orangery,  the   royal 
stables,  the  catholic  church,  containing  some  pic- 
tures by  Pesne ;  the  orphan-house»  the  house  of 
Hiller  and  Brand,  the  French  church,  the  gate  of 
Brandebourgp  the  great  school,  the  poor-house,  the 
chateau  of  Sans-^uci,  the  new  palace,  the  new 
gardens,  and  the  palace  near  the  Heiligensee,  with 
the  gardens,  buildings,  parks,  collections,  &c.,  be* 
long^ig  to  them.  At  the  Sans-Souci  may  be  seen  the 
bed-room  in  which  Frederick  the  Great  died  ;  the 
only  picture  in  this  apartment  is  a  portrait  of  Gus- 
tavus  Adolphus ;  by  the  side  of  the  castle  are  seve- 
ral stone  tombs,  in  which  Frederick's  dogs  are  in- 
terred, with  their  respective  names  on  each.  There 
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13  also  a  monument  in  the  cemetery  of  the  faubourg 
of  Nauen,  erected  by  the  Great  Frederick  to  the 
memory  of  Quanz,  the  celebrated  flute  player.  A 
canal,  bordered  with  trees,  runs  through  different 
parts  of  Potsdam,  and  gives  it  the  air  of  a  Dutch 
town.  The  general  appearance  of  the  houses  and 
streets  is  grand,  but  rather  dreary.  Th«  new  pi^- 
lace,  remarkable  for  its  magnificence,  and  the  rich- 
ness  of  its  furniture,  has  already  suffered  a  little 
from  the  ravages  of  time. 

LiTE&A&T  AND  UsEFUL  EsTABLISHMBKTS.— 

The  principal  are  the  engineers'  school^  the  cadet's 
house,  imd  the  economical  society. 

MAiruFiiCTURBs. — ^These  consist  chiefly  of  fire- 
arms, metal  articles,  hats,  leather,  ribbons,  cottons, 
blondes,  crayons,  ivory  articles,  silks,  canes,  &c. 

Inn. — The  Prince  of  Prussia. 

Public  Amusements.— >The  principal  are  the 
Italian  opera,  and,  occasionally,  the  German 
theatre. 

The  regiment  of  foot-guards  parade  every  mom* 
ing  in  the  pleasure-garden,  in  front  of  the  chiteau. 
The  reviews  at  Potsdam,  in  the  months  of  May  and 
September,  attract  much  company.  The  islwd  of 
peacocks,  half  a  league  from  the  town,  and  not  far 
from  the  high  road,  was  the  ^Eivourite  re»dence  of 
the  late  queen.

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PRAGUE 

Is  a  strong  town,  situated  at  the  confluence  of 
the  Beraun  and  the  Moldau. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities. — ^The 
most  remarkable  are  the  chapter-hou$e  of  the 
Strahof,  on  the  Hardchin,  with  its  organ,  its  li- 
brary, and  several  interesting  collections ;  the 
palace  of  Czernim,  remarkable  for  the  singularity 
of  its  architecture,  for  its  gallery  of  pictures,  and 
for  several  paintings  in  fresco  ;  the  imperial  cha- 
teau, the  Spanish  hall,  the  ancient  prisons,  the 
monument  in  the  square,  the  dome,  or  cathedral, 
a  Gothic  building,  containing  the  tomb  of  St. 
Nepomucene,  the  chapel  of  St.  Wenceslas,  &c. :  in 
the  Kleing-Seite,  the  church  of  St.  Nicholas,  rich- 
ly ornamented  ;  the  palace  of  Wallenstein,  or 
Waldstein,  and  the  gaiden,  which  is  open  to  the 
public.  In  the  old  town,  the  bridge  over  the  Mbl- 
dau,  1,790  feet  long,  with  16  arches,  and  28  statues 
of  saints^  and  commanding  a  fine  view  of  the 
Klein-Seite  and  Mount  St.  Laurence  ;  the  church 
of  St.  Croix,  a  fine  specimen  of  architecture ;  the 
ci-devant  college  of  the  Jesuits,  where  may  be  seen 
the  imperial  library,  the  cabinet  of  natural  history, 
and  the  observatory  ;  the  church  on  the  Thein,  and 
the  mausoleum  of  Tycho-Brah^,  the  cl6ck  at  the 
town-house,  remarkable  for  its  antiquity  ;  the  uni- 
versity, and  the  theatre.  In  the  new-town,  the 
hospital,  the  madhouse,  the  lying-in-hospital,  the 
orphan-house,  the  chapter-house  of  Emaus,  on  a 
steep  rock,  the  ruins  of  Wischecad,  the  first  resi- 
dence of  the  ancient  sovereigns  of  Bohemia  ;  th« 
citadel,  and  the  arsenal. 
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Literary  AND  Useful  Establish meitts. — 
Hie  most  distinguished  are  the  royal  society  of 
sciences,  the  patriotic  society  of  arts,  the  agricul- 
tural society,  the  general  seminary,  and  the  uni- 
versity, which  is  one  of  the  most  ancient  in  Ger- 
many ;  the  number  of  students  amounted  formerly 
to  more  than  30,000,  atpresoit  there  are  not  1,000. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — ^The  most  cu- 
rious are  the  imperial  library,  containing  130,000 
volumes,  and  a  manuscript  of  Pliny's;  tibe  cabinet 
of  curiosities  and  of  machines,  the  collection  of 
natural  history  of  the  university,  and  the  observa- 
tory, which  possesses  some  remains  of  Tycho- 
Brah^  ;  the  libraries  of  the  chapter  of  Straof,  of  the 
cathedral,  of  Count  Nostiz,  &c. ;  the  picture  gal- 
leries of  Count  Czemim,  Count  Nostiz  ;  of  the 
chapter  of  Emaus,  of  M.  Biccard,  and  of  M.  Czer- 
ni,  and  the  cabinets  of  medals  and  of  curiosities 
belonging  to  Count  Sternberg,  Professors  Renner 
and  Schindler,  and  Count  Kollowrat. 

Manufactures — ^These  consist  chiefly  of  hats, 
gloves,  laces,  worsted  stockings,  linens,  silks,  stuffs, 
steel  articles,  and  sugar.  Several  fairs  are  held 
annually  at  Prague* 

Ikns. — The  Archduke  Charles,  in  the  quarter 
called  Klein-Seite ;  the  Red-House,  in  the  old  town  ; 
theThree  Linden  Trees,  and  the  Black  Rose,  in  the 
new  town.  The  charge  for  a  hired  carriage  is  2 
florins,  30  kreutzers  per  day  ;  the  hackney-coach 
fares  are  moderate,  a  domestique  de  place  receives 
34  kreutzers  each  day. 

Promenades  and  Gardens. — ^The  most 
agreeable  promenades  are  the  new  walk,  the  castle 
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garden,  Count  Wakistein's  gaiden,  the  Farber* 
iBsel,  the  islands  known  under  the  name  oi  peH 
and  little  Venice,  and  outside  the  town  the  new 
English  gafdens,  belon^ng  to  the  Prince  of  Kinsky 
and  Baron  Wtmner  ;  the  garden  of  Ck>«nt  Ouial, 
and,  at  some  dtstauce,  Sharka  and  Proc^.  Near 
this  place  is  seen  the  monument  of  die  Archduke 
Charles^  and  a  stone^  with  an  inscr^on  ;  on  this 
stone  Frederick  the  Great  was  seatod  when  he 
planned  the  siege  of  Prague.

£k  r IRONS. — ^Travellers  should  visit  the  field  of 
hattK  c^^  the  monument  of  Marshal  Schwerin,  in 
avillagie  about  a  league  from  Prague,  on  the  spot 
where  he  was  killed  in  the  battle  oi  1757-  A 
Mngle  tl^e  marks  the  situation  of  this  monument, 
which  was  erected  to  his  memory  by  the  Emperor 
Joseph  II.

Is  a  strong  city,  situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Danube. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities.— The 
most  remarkable  are,  the  church  of  the  Trinity, 
the  cathedral,  built  in  the  year  1400,  on  one  of  the 
pillars  of  which  is  the  figure  of  a  dog  coming  out  of 
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bk  kennel,  and  an  ancient  basHrelief  in  marble,  re* 
]»e0enting  Jesus  feeding  the  5,000 ;  tbe  bisfaop's 
court,  the  abbey  of  St  £nimeran,  which  resembles 
a  little  town,  and  the  treasury  of  which  contains, 
amongst  cCher  things,  a  manuscnpt  of  the  year  870, 
ornamented  with  jeweb  and  gold  ;  the  church  of 
Nieder  Munster,  where  there  is  a  Roman  sepulchral 
stone;  the  church  of  the  Minorites,  containing 
some  fine  pictures,  one  in  particular  by  Guide  ; 
the  collage  of  the  ci-devant  Jesuits,  the  Scotch 
church  and  convent,  the  town-house,  where  the 
diets  of  the  empire  were  held,  and  the  bridge  over 
the  Danube,  which  has  15  arches,  and  is  1 ,091  feet 
kmg.  This  bridgie  forms  a  communication  between 
Ratisbon  and  Bavaria.

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are  considered  excellent.  The  price  of  a  pistol  with 
a  single  barrel  is  usually  about  50  florins,  one  with 
a  double  barrel  is  twice  that  sum,  but  it  is  necessary 
to  order  them  a  long  time  before  they  are  wanted. 
A  manufactory  has  also  been  established  for  mak- 
ing small  cups,  or  goblets,  great  quantities  of  which

— The  principal  are,  the 
theatre,  three  times  a  week,  the  masked  balb,  the 
reading  society  called  the  Harmony,  founded  in 
1801  ;  the  assemblies  of  the  nobility,  the  casino  at 
the  upper  Worth,  the  assemblies  and  concerts  at  the 
Prince  of  Tour  and  Taxis,  and  the  winter  concerts 
at  the  Red  Cock.

Public  BcriLDiKGa  avd  Cuaiositixb. — ^Tfae 
nost  remarkable  are  the  cathedral,  the  churches  of 
the  university,  of  the  Franciscans,  of  the  Theatines, 
of  the  Holy  Trinity,  and  of  St.  Sebastiao,  with  the 
ckurch*yaid,  reckoned  one  of  the  finest  in  Europe^ 
and  containing  the  tomb  of  the  famous  Paracelsus ; 
the  Prince's  chAteau,  the  summer  ch4teau»  called 
MirabeUe,  the  stabks,  and  th^  riding»house,  the 
beaut&l  statue  of  Bucephalus,  and  the  three  galle* 
ries  cut  in  the  mountain,  the  hospital  of  St.  John, 
Uie  portrait  of  Paracelsus,  painted  on  the  hcmse 
where  be  died,  which  is  at  the  comer  of  the  Rue 
de  Ling  ;  the  new  gate  cut  in  the  Monchsberg,  and 
the  bust  of  the  bishop  who  executed  it ;  it  has  on 
it  diis  inseriptioB,  Te  saxa  hqumtimr  !  The  sum- 
mit of  the  Monchsberg  commands  a  most  magnifi- 
cent  prospect.

and  the  lake  of  Bartholomew,  which  is  famous  for 
its  salmon.      Berchtesgaden  is  celebrated   for  its 
mines,  and  for  the  industry  of  its  inhabitants,  which 
is  displayed  in  the  manufacture  of  elegant  articles 
in  ivory,  bone,  and  wood.      The   salt-works  of 
Hallein  are  also  worthy  of  notice,  and  the  Ulumi- 
nation  of  them  is  a  superb  spectacle.     It  was  given 
during  the  war,  in  honour  of  General  Moreau. 
There  are  32  reservoirs  at  Hallein,  one  of  which 
contains    700,000    buckets.      Travellers   should 
likewise  observe  the  immense  machine  for  arresting 
the  progress  of  wood  floating  on  the  river.     This 
machine  cost  20,000  florins.    The  country  around 
Salabourg  is  extremely  interesting,  and  afibrds  every 
possible  accommodation  for  travellers,  who  usually 
perform  the  journey  as  far  as  the  foot  of  the  Alps 
in  a  carriage.     They  will  meet  with   good  inns 
every  where,  and  will  eat  some  of  the  best  bread  in 
Germany.

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STXTTTGARD, 

The  capital  of  the  kingdom  of  WUrteinberg,  is 
situated  near  the  Neckar,  in  an  agreeable  plain, 
nearly  surrounded  by  mountains. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities. — ^The 
most  remarkable  are  the  new  castle,  the  old  castle, 
the  ci-devant  Caroline  academy,  the  court  of  chan- 
cery, the  town-house,  the  barracks,  the  library, 
and  the  collegiate  church. 

Literary  and  Useful  Establishments.^- 
The  most  distinguished  are  the  college,  the  aca- 
demy of  painting,  of  sculpture,  and  of  architecture ; 
the  school  called  Reale,  and  the  society  of  physi- 
cians, and  amateurs  of  natural  history,  founded  in 
1801. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — The  most  cu- 
rious are,  the  royal  gallery  of  pictures,  the  royal 
library,  the  collection  of  bibles,  the  collection  of 
maps  and  military  plans,  to  the  number  of  30,000, 
formerly  belonging  to  General  Nicolai;  and  the 
cabinet  of  natural  history,  the  collections  of  the 
ancient  academy,  and  the  cabinet  of  natural  history 
of  Rosier,  now  belonging  to  the  college,  or  gynma- 
sium.  The  dep6t,  where  are  kept  the  court  harness, 
saddles,  and  housings,  is  worthy]  of  notice,  on  ac- 
count of  its  magnificence. 

Inns. — The  Roman  Emperor,  the  Huntsman's 
Horn,  the  Eagle,  &c. 

Promenades. — The  most  agreeable  are,  the 
beautiful  promenade  in  front  of  the  castle,  called 
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Planie ;  (Ue  Neue  Anlage^  the  park,  and  the  great 
walk  outside  the  town. 

Public  Amusements.— 'The  principal  are  the 
theatre,  the  opera,  and  the  balls  at  the  great  coffee- 
house. 

Environs.-«— The  following  places  in  the  envi- 
rons are  most  worthy  of  attention  :  The  Solitude, 
the  Hirschbad,  the  pretty  town  of  Ludwig^bourg, 
three  leagues  from  Stuttgard,  with  the  castle  ;  the 
new  ch&teau,  called  Seehaus,  a  superb  palace,  with 
the  villa,  or  farm,  belonging  to  it ;  the  castle  itself^ 
containing  some  fine  specimens  of  sculpture,  paint- 
ing, engraving,  stuccoed  works,  &c.  ;  the  menage- 
rie, containing  a  great  number  of  kangaroos  ;  the 
royal  gallery  of  pictures,  and  the  park  of  Hohen- 
heim,  a  league  and  a  half  from  Stuttgard,  now 
much  neglected,  where  is  seen  the  chateau,  the 
hamlet,  the  dairy,  the  tomb  of  Cestus,  the  Roman 
baths,  the  mill,  the  tower,  the  ruins,  &c.  Hohen- 
beim  belonged  in  the  middle  age  to  the  family  of 
that  name,  of  which  the  celebrated  Theophrastus 
Paracelsus  was  a  descendant. 

Travellers  may  make  a  pleasant  excursion,  by 
going  from  Hohenheim  to  Scharnhausen,  where 
they  will  see  the  monument  erected  by  the  Duchess 
to  «ie  memory  of  ZolKkofer ;  thence  to  Echterdin- 
gen,  where  they  will  see  the  park,  the  pheasant 
walk,  and  the  mosque  ;  and  from  Echterdingen 
they  may  return  by  the  lake  called  the  Bear's  Lake, 
and  the  Solitude,  to  Stuttgard.  This  may  all  be  per- 
formed in  one  day.  At  the  distance  of  a  few  miles 
from  Stuttgard,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  manufacturing 
town  of  Calw,  and  near  the  Black  Forest,  are  the 
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warm  aDd  mineral  springs  of  Wildbad,  Deinach, 
and  Liebenzell  very  celebrated^  and  much  resorted 
to  by  invalids. 


TRIESTE 

Is  a  good  port,  and  is  much  frequented.  It  is 
situated  on  the  gulf  of  the  same  name. 
"  Public  Bvili>ing»  and  Curiomties.— The 
most  remarkable  arc  the  citadel,  which  commands  , 
a  most  delightful  prospect ;  the  mole,  the  two  laza- 
rettos, the  poor-house  and  foundling  hospital,  the 
palace,  the  cathedral,  the  church  of  the  ci-Mvant 
Jesuits,  the  chureh  of  St.  Anthony,  some  ruins,  and 
Roman  autiquides,  and  the  new  opera-house. 

Literary  akd  Useful  Establishments.-— 
The  only  ones  of  any  importance  are,  the  two 
iflfiuiletnce  offices,  and,  the  public  library. 

Manufactures.^— These  consist  chiefly  of 
soap)  china,  vitriol,  rosolis,  cream  of  tartar,  white 
wax,  sugar,  silk-mills,  ropes,  anchors,  sails,  &c. 
The  annual  fair  commences  on  the  1st  of  August, 
and  terminates  on  the  24th* 

Inns. — A  large  inn  on  the  great  square,  the 
Imperial  Eagle,  and  the  French  inn. 

Public  AMUsEftiENTS.-.^The  principal  are  the 
German  and  Italiai)  tbeatreS|  in  summer  and  in 
autumn ;  the  Italian  opera  and  the  ballets,  during 
the  winter  and  the  spring;  the  masked  balls  in  the 
theatre,  at  the  time  of  the  carnival ;  the  casino,  the 
carriage  excursions  on  the  mole,  and  the  parties  on 
the  water. 

Environs.— Travelers  should  visit  the  grotto 
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of  Corgnale,  two  leagues  from  the  town,  the  road  to 
which,  passing  over  the  summit  of  the  mountain  of 
Polisp,  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  sea;  the  salt- 
works at  Zaule  and  Servolo,  Prossek  and  its  vine- 
yards, which  produce  an  excellent  wine  called 
reinfall;  Dufho,  celebrated  for  its  black  snails, 
which  are  considered  great  dainties;  the  old  castle 
of  Serff,  one  league  from  Trieste,  commanding  a 
beautiful  view,  which  extends  as  far  as  Venice ; 
and  Pola,  at  the  distance  of  20  German  miles  from 
Trieste,  with  its  triumphal  arch,  its  Roman  temple, 
and  its  antique  theatre,  which  is  in  good  preserva- 
tion. The  price  of  a  boat  across  the  sea  to  Pola  is 
Irom  12  to  l6  ducats  ;  it  will  be  necessary  to  take 
wine  and  provisions,  as  the  inn  is  bad.  This  ex« 
Cursion  will  occupy  about  eight  days. 

Distances.— ~From  Trieste  to  Venice,  througli 
Goritz,  37  German  miles;  to  Klagenfurt  32;  to 
^ugsbourg,  84. 
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VIENNA. 


The  situation  of  Vienna  is  very  healthy.  Few 
capitals  are  surrounded  by  so  delightful  a  coun- 
tiy;  the  environs  are  beautiful,  fertile,  and  pic- 
turesque. North  of  the  city  are  the  islands  of 
the  Danube,  covered  with  green  and  shady  woods ; 
OD  the  west  appears  the  Kahlenberg,  surmounted 
by  buildings,  whence  a  chain  of  mountains,  omar 
mented  with  vineyards  and  forests,  runs  towards 
the  south ;  on  the  east  a  vast  and  fertUe  plain  ex- 
tends to  the  frontiers  of  Hungary;  and  on  the 
south  a  country  embellished  with  meadows,  hilb, 
and  pleasure-houses,  bounds  the  horizon. 

The  best  situation  for  viewing  Vienna  and  ks 
suburbs  is  the  terrace  before  the  palace  of  Belve* . 
dere,  but  the  tower  of  St.  Stephen  and  tire  Kah- 
lenberg command  the  most  extensive  views  of  the 
environs,  as  well  as  of  the  city. 

The  City,  Fortifications,  Gates,  Public 
Squares,    and    Monuments;    Parishes, 
Convents,  remarkable  Buildings. 
The  city  is  of  an  oval  form ;  it  is  surrounded  by 
a  broad  dry  ditch,  and  a  walled  rampart  between 
40  and  50  feet  high.      This  rampart   was    de- 
fended by  11  bastions  and  some  outworks*  con- 
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•  structed  after  the  two  sieges  undertaken  by  the 
Turks.  From  that  period  the  fortifications  were 
kept  in  good  repair,  till  in  1809,  the  French,  who 
were  then  in  possession  of  the  capital,  blew  up  a 
great  portion  of  them,  including  the  bastions,  the 
outworks,  and  some  parts  of  the  curtain,  from  the 
Franrthor  to  the  Scholtenthor.  In  1810,  part  of 
the  curtain  was  rebuilt,  and  a  new  gate  made  to 
facilitate  the  communication  between  the  city  and 
the  suburbs.  At  the  square  of  the  fortifications 
before  the  Imperial  Palace,  a  large  public  ^uare 
is  making,  ornamented  on  both  sides  by  gardens ; 
it  was  commenced  in  18179  and  is  expected  to  be 
finished  in  six  years.  The  remainder  of  the  forti* 
Nations  destroyed  will  be  so  disposed  that  the 
town  will  be  surrounded  by  wallsj  but  remain  un- 
fortified. 

The  rampart,  or,  as  it  is  usually  called,  the 
bastion,  is  one  of  the  most  frequented  walks  in 
Vienna,  even  in  winter,  when  the  unpleasantness 
of  the  weather  and  badness  of  the  roads  prevent 
^excursions  to  a  greater  distance.  The  accesa  to  it 
*is  very  convenient,  and  pedestrians  may  there 
enjoy  a  delightful  view  of  the  town  and  suburbs, 
without  being  annoyed  by  horses,  *  carnages,  or 
dust.  Since  1798,  the  Bourg  Bastey,  or  parade, 
has  been  planted  wkh  trees,  in  the  centie  of  which 
is  a  pavihon,  and  at  the  end  a  cofiec-house.  In 
fine  weather  this  coffee-house  is  opened  every 
evening,  the  square  is  illuminated  and  furnished 
with  numerous  chairs,  which  are  occupied  by  the 
beau  tuQiuh  taking  summer  refreshments^. 

Vienna  lias  eleven  gates :  the  Boui^  Thoi;  Ike 
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Joseph's  Thor ;  the.  Schotten*Thor;  the  Neu  Thor; 
the  Fischer  Thor ;  the  Schanzl  Thor ;  the  Rothen* 
thurra  Thor  ;,rthe  Mauth  Thor  ;  the  Stubeb  Thor ; 
the  Koemer  Thor ;  and  the  Franz  Thor.  In  1817 
a  new  gate  for  foot-passengers  was  opened  from 
the  street  Seilerstatt,  on  the  glacis,  towards  the 
suburb  of  Ungargasse.  The  road  through  the 
Bourg  Thor,  leads  to  Bavaria  and  West  Germany ; 
that  through  the  Koerner  Thor  to  Inner  Austria 
and  Italy;  that  through  the  Stuben  Thor  to  Hun- 
gary and  Turkey ;  and  that  through  the  Rothen- 
thum  Thor  to  Moravia,  Bohemia,  and  the  North 
of  Europe. 

The  city  is  divided  into  four  viertel  (quarters); 
the  Stubenviertel,  the  Koernerviertel,  the  Widmer- 
viertel,  and  the  Schottenviertel ;  the  streets,  houses, 
&c.,  are  classed  according  to  these  divisions. 

The  whole  number  of  streets  is*  about  1 10,  most 
of  which  are  narrow  and  irregular.  The  only 
street  crossing  the  city  in  a  straight  line  fronx  E.  to 
W.  is  that  leading  from  the  church  of  the  Awgus- 
tiiies  to  the  Schotten  Thor:  the  Koemerstrasse, 
leading  from  the  Koerner  Thor  to  the  Rothenthurm, 
likewise  crosses  it  from  S.  to  N.,  but  its  course  is 
much  more  irregular. 

Vienna  contains  eight  large  public  squares,  and 
ten  small  ones.  The  principal'  and  most  regular 
square  is  the  Hof  (the  Court),  so  called  because 
the  ancient  Margraves  of  Austria  resided  there : 
this  square  is  71  toises  in  length,  and  52  in 
hreadth ;  it  is  omafnented  by  a  bronze  column, 
dedicated  to  the  Virgin,  and  erected  in  1667  by 
the  emperor  Leopold  I. ;  the  column  is  24  feet 
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kigb,  and  rests  on  a  marble  pedestal ;  it  supporl!^ 
a  bronze  image  of  tbe  Virgin,  with  a  dragon  under 
her  feet ;  at  the  four  comers  of  the  pedestal  are 
four  angels  subduing  four  infernal  monsters.  The 
bronze  forming  the  column  and  figures  weighs  205 
quintab.  The  whole  is  surrounded  by  a  marble 
balustrade:  this  monument  aetually  cost  22,233 
florins,  but  its  value  as  a  work  of  art  is  iucon^ 
siderable. 

The  two  fountains  in  this  square  were  orna- 
mented with  new  statues  in  1812.  The  group  on 
the  fountain  to  the  right  represents  the  devotedness 
of  the  Austrian  nation  to  its  sovereign  and  country : 
the  Austrian  monarchy,  attired  as  an  elegant  te- 
male,  decorated  with  the  imperial  crown,  and 
holding  in  her  left  hand  a  roll,  on  which  is  in- 
scribed Franciscus  Primus,  embraces  a  citizen, 
who,  placing  three  fingers  of  his  right  hand  on  the 
roll,  takes  an  oath  of  his  fidelity,  and  puts  the  left 
on  his  heart ;  at  his  feet  are  the  emblems  of  the 
arts  and  sciences.  The  inscription  is,  In  fide 
UN  10,  IN  UNiOKE  SALUS;  Thc  group  on  the 
fountain  to  the  left  represents  agriculture.  At  the 
feet  of  a  peasant  is  a  plough  ;  the  tutelary  genius 
of  Austria,  raising  his  right  hand  towards  heaven, 
assures  him  of  the  recompense  of  his  industry 
above:  tbe  inscr^tion  is.  Auspice  numimr 
Faustus.  On  the  opposite  side  of  the  pedestal  b 
inscribed  1812.  Sub  consulea  Wohllebek. 
These  groups  are  of  lead,  and  were. executed  at 
the  expense  of  the  city  by  Fischer. 

Tbe  squ^  called  the  Hohe-Markt  (upper  mar- 
k^)  is  an  oblopg  square  with  a  gentle  slope.     It 
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IS  ornamented  with  a  public  monument,  erected  in 
1.732  by  Charles  VI.,  representing  a  temple  sup« 
ported  by  four  columns,  in  which  is  celebrated 
the  marriage  of  St.  Joseph  with  Mary,  on  whom 
the  high  priest  bestows  the  nuptial  benediction : 
above  the  temple  is  seen  the  Holy  Spirit,  ia  the 
form  of  a  dove,  surrounded  by  gilt  rays  ;  on  each 
column  is  placed  a  genius.  The  whole  is  of  dark- 
brown  marble ;  the  temple  was  executed  by  Baron 
Fischer,  and  the  statues  by  a  Venetian  named 
Anthony  Conradini,  but  the  last  are  not  S0  much, 
valued  as  the  first.  On  each  side  of  this  monii* 
ment  axe  two  fountains  with  marble  basins,  which 
derive  their  waters  from  the  village  of  Ottakring. 

In  this  square,  also,  is  the  Schranne,  or  prison 
for  criminals.  When  any  of  these  are  punished 
by  the  pillory,  a  kind  of  scaffolding  is  erected  in  the 
square  fronting  the  Schranne,  on  whigh  the  crimi- 
nal is  placed,  with  a  description  of  his^^rime 
han^ng  from  his  neck. 

The  square  of  Graben,  although  reckoned 
amongst  the  squares  of  Vienna,  is  in  fact  only  a 
broad  street.  Here  may  be  seen  the  column,  of 
the  Holy  Trinity,  erected  by  the  emperor  Leo- 
pold I.  in  1693,  in  consequence  of  a  vow  he 
made  when  the  plague  ravaged  Vienna  in  l679- 
This  column  is  of  white  marble,  from  the  country 
of  Salzboujig;  it  is  of  a  triangular  form,  and  66 
feet  in  height.  At  the  principal  front  is  a  mass  of 
stones  resembling  a  mountain,  on  which  is  an 
image  of  Faith,  and  at  her  feet  the  plague  sub- 
dued by  an  angel  carrying  a  flambeau.  Above 
the  pedestal  is  the  emperor  Leopold  on  his  knees. 
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his  eye»  raised  towtrds  heftve;i,  and  at  his  side  are 
written  in. gold  letters,  on  a  tablet  of  copper,  the 
words  he  is  said  to  have  used.  At  the  comers  of 
the  pedestal  are  the  arms  of  the  Austrian  monar- 
chy. From  the  centre  of  ^e  pedestal  rises  a  tri- 
angular pyramid,  surrounded  by  clouds,  on  which 
are  represented  choirs  of  angels,  and  at  the  lop  of 
^e  pyramid  the  Holy  Trinity  resting  on  gilded 
clouds.  The  most  remarkable  objects  in  this  mo- 
nument are  the  groups  in  the  compartments  o(  the 
pedestdd ;  they  are  executed  in  basso  relievo,  and  de- 
pict the  appearance  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Lord's 
supper,,  the  creation,  and  the  family  of  Noah 
escaped  from  the  deluge.  These  groups,  and  the 
ai^els  round  the  coliunn,  display  great  skill  in  the 
artist,  M.  Strudl.  The  expense  of  the  monument 
amounted  to  66,646  florins. 

At  each  extremity  of  the  Graben  are  two  foun- 
tains, which  produce  good  water.  These  fountains 
were  ornamented  with  marble  statues,  but  in  1 804 
new  ones  of  lead,  executed  by  Fischer,  were  sub- 
stituted. One  is  a  statue  of  St.  Joseph,  the  other 
of  ,St.  Leopold. 

The  Graben  is  the  most  frequented  square  In  the 
city :  the  shops  display  lai^e  quantities  of  jewels 
and  clothes  made  in  the  first  style  of  ebgance,  and 
sold  at  the  best  price. 

The  Neu  Markt  is  likewise  adorned  by  a 
monument.  In  the  middle  of  the  square  is  a  large 
marble  basin,  and  in  the  centre  of  that  a  round 
pedestal,  on  which  k  a  leaden  figure  of  Prudence. 
Around  this  statue  are  four  children,  who  hold  in 
their  hands  fish  ejecting  water.    In  1601  two  inal^ 
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and  two  female  figures  were  placed  on  the  border 
of  the  basin,  intended  to  personify  the  four  princi- 
pal rivers  of  Lower  Austria;  namely,  the  Danube, 
the  March,  the  Enns,  and  the  Leytha :  these  figures 
are  likewise  of  lead,  and  throw  waier  into  the  ba^ 
sin :  they  are  larger  than  the  natural  size,  and  are 
executed  with  considerable  skill  by  the  celebrated 
DoDner. 

Joseph  Square,  so  named  in  honour  of  Jo- 
seph II.,  is  ornamented  with  an  equestrian  statue 
of  that  emperor,  placed  there  by  his  nephew 
Francis  I.  the  hereditary  Elmperor  of  Austria :  the 
monarch  is  in  a  Roman  costume,  crowned  with 
laurel,  his  left  hand  holding  the  horse's  bridle,  and 
the  right  extended ;  the  resemblance  to  the  original 
is  perfect  The  statue  and  the  horse  are  of  bronze ; 
the  first  was  made  in  1800,  the  last  in  1803.  The 
height  of  the  horse  is  2  toises  1  foot  3  inches ; 
the  length  2  toises  2  feet  3  inches;  the  height  of 
the  emperor,  supposing  him  to  be  standing,  is  13| 
feet.  The  whole  rests  on  a  pedestal  of  dark  gray 
marble,  and  faces  Count  Fries'  house.  On  the 
front  of  the  pedestal  is  the  following  inscription  : 
JosEPHO  II.  Aug.  qui  saluti  publicje  vixit 
KON  Diu  SED  TOTUs.  On  the  opposite  side  is 
Fravciscus  Rom.  et  Aust.  Imp.  ex  fratrb 
nepos  alteri  parenti  posuit  mdcccvi. 
On  the  right  and  left  sides  are  two  large  basso  re- 
lievos, each  1  toise  4  feet  1  inch  broad,  and  5  ieet 
4}  inches  high.  These  are  likewise  of  bronze ; 
one  represenis  agriculture,  and  the  other,  com- 
merce, encouraged  and  protected  by  Joseph  II. 
The  piincipal  figures  are  4  feet  8  inches  high.  The 
whole  monument  is  5  toises  3  feet  8  inches  high 
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the  four  angles  are  placed  four  pilasters  resembling 
Corinthian  columnSyto  each  of  which  are  attached  4 
basso  relievos,  in  the  form  of  medallions,  taken  from 
medals.  The  subjects  of  these  medals  are  the  birth, 
first  marriage,^oronationy  and  voyages  in  Italy  and 
Transylvania,  of  Joseph  II.,  the  establishihent  of 
religious  toleration,  the  institution  for  the  poor,  for 
the  deaf  and  dumb,  the  academy  of  military  sar*' 
gery,  the  military  medal,  &c.  This  monument, 
which  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  its  kind,  was 
executed  by  M.  Zaxmer,  professor  of  sculptui^  at 
the  academy  of  the  fine  arts  at  Vienna. 

St.  Stephen's  square  was  formerly  called  St. 
Stephen's  cemetery,  because  the  space  around  the 
church  of  St.  Stephen  was  a  burying-ground,  en- 
closed by  gates  and  a  row  of  shops.  When  the 
emperor,  in  1792,  went  to  the  coronation  at  Frank- 
fort, the  magistrate  of  Vienna,  in  compliance  with 
the  unanimous  wish  of  the  inhabitants,  demolished 
these  shops,  and  opened  the  present  delightful 
square. 

The  square  of  the  palace  (Bourg  Place)  is  an 
oblong  and  regular  square,  between  the  imperial 
palace  and  the  court  of  Chancery. 

The  Franciscan's  square  is  ornamented  with  a 
fountain,  surmounted  by  a  statue  of  Moses  by 
Fischer. 

The  public  squares  of  minor  importance  are— 

St.  Michael's  Square,  Hospital  Square,  Stock 
im  £4Sen  Square,  the  Freyung,  Jews'  Square,  the 
Minorite's  Square,  University  Squaire,  and  the 
Dominican's  Square. 

The  most  ^quented  parts  of  the  city  are,  the 
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Kohlroarkt,  the  Graben,  the  Hof^  the  Hohemarkt, 
the  Koemerstrasse,  the  Stock  im  Eisen,  St.  Stephen's 
Square/ the  Bischofgasse,  6ic,  6cc. 

The  parishes  of  the  city  are  the  metropolitan 
church  and  parish  of  St  Stephen,  the  parish  of 
the  palace  (Bourg),  the  parish  of  the  Scotch,  that 
of  St.  Michael,  that  of  St.  Peter,  that  on  the  Hof, 
that  of  the  Dominicans,  and  the  parish  and  church 
of  the  court,  at  the  Augustiues. 

The  convents  of  monks  in  the  city  are,  the  Au- 
gustines,  the  Bamabites  or  monks  of  St.  Michael, 
the  Benedictines  or  Scotch,  the  Dominicans,  the 
Franciscans,  and  the  Capuchins  on  the  Neu- 
Markt. 

The  convent  of  the  Ursulines  is  the  only  con- 
vent of  nuns. 

Besides  the  parish  churches  and  those  belonging 
to  the  convents,  are  several  others,  which  will  be 
mentioned  hereafter. 

PUBLIC    BUILDINGS. 

The  most  remarkable  in  Vienna  considered  as 
specimens  of  architecture  are — 

The  Imperial  and  Royal  Palace  with  the  build- 
ings attached  to  it,  consisting  of  the  library,  the 
riding-house,  &c.,  a  description  of  which  will  be 
^ven  hereafter. 

The  Imperial  Court  of  Chancery,  one  of  the 
finest  buildings  in  Germany,  situated  opposite  the 
palace.  It  was  constructed  in  1 728  by  Fischer,  of 
Erlach,  and  occupies  the  whole  of  one  side  of  the 
Bourg  Square.  In  this  building  was  the  chancery 
of  the  Germanic  empire  in  former  times.     Since 
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1807  it  has  been  used  as  a  residence  fo|:*part  of 
the  imperial  family.  The  edifice  is  in  the  best 
style,  and  has  four  stories ;  at  the  third  are  three 
marble  balconies,  and  on  the  top  the  arms  of  the. 
emperor  Charles  VI.  At  each  of  the  two  extre- 
mities is  a  large  arch  used  as  a  public  passage, 
and  on  the  side  of  each  arch,  on  the  front  towards 
the  Bourg  Square^  are  groups  of  marble  statues 
of  colossal  size,  representing  four  of  the  hibours  of 
Hercules ;  Hercules  stifling  Antea,  Hercules  the 
conqueror  of  Busiris,  'of  the  Nemean  lioo,  and  of 
the  Cretan  bull.  These  groups  were  formed  by 
Mathielli,  and  deserve  the  attention  of  every  con- 
noisseur. 

The  palace  of  the  duke  Albert  of  Saxe  Teschen, 
situated  on  the  bastion :  it  was  constructed  between 
the  years  1801  and  1804.  Its  interior  surpasses 
all  the  palaces  of  Vienna  in  tftste,  richness,  and 
elegance. 

The  court  and  state  chancery  in  the  square  of 
the  tennis  court. 

The  imperial  mint,  formerly  the  palace  of 
Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy*  situated  in  the  Johaoncs- 
Gasse. 

The  war-office,  on  the  Hof.  It  was  the  house 
formerly  inhabited,  by  the  sovereigns  of  Austria. 
This  building  has  four  stories  and  two  courts ;  at 
the  principal  front  towards  the  Hof  is  the  stito 
of  the  grand  guard,  mounted  every  day  at  U 
o'clock  by  a  detachment  of  the  grjenadiers  and  ar- 
tillerymen. On  this  spot  four  pieces  of  cannon 
are  placed.  On  the  first  story  is  the  oflfce  of  the 
president  of.  the  council  of  M'ar;  the  other  part 
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of  the  btiilding  contains  the  offices  belonging  to  the 
military  department  and  the  great  hall,  intended 
(or  the  sittings  of  the  council,  where  are  the  two 
remarkable  busts  of  Marshals  Lacy  and  Loudon, 
placed  there  by  the  Emperoi^  Joseph  U.  ^  ' 

The  chancery  of  Bohemia  and  Austria,  between 
the  Judenplatz  (Jews'  place)  and  the  Wipplinger- 
strasse ;  it  is  a  splendid  building  with  two  courts, 
and  ornamented  with  statues  and  other  decorations: 
it  Qontains  the  residence  of  the  grand  chancellor  of 
Qohemia  and  of  Austria,  and  the  offices  for  the 
civil  administration  of  the  German  provinces  of 
the  monarchy. 

The  royal  chancery  of  Hungary,  and  that  of 
Trapsilvania,  near  each  other,  in  the  Schenken- 
strasse;  they  contain  the  apartments  of  the  two 
chancdlprs  and  the  offices  for  the  clerks. 

The  Bank  in  theSingerstrasse. 

The  great  Custom-house  at  the  end  of  the  Old 
Flcischmarkt. 

The  University  on  the  square  of  that  name. 
.   The  Town«house  in  the  Wipplingerstrasse. 

The  palace  of  the  Ppnce  of  Lichtenstein,  with 
a  vajjuable  library,  superb  stables,  and  a  theatre  in 
the  Uerrengasse. 

The  large  family  house  of  Lichtenstein  in  the 
Schenkeiistrasse. 

The  palace  of  Prince  Lobkowitz  in  the  Hospital 
Square. 

I'he  paldce  of  Prince  Schwarzenberg  on  the 
Neu-Markt. 

The  palace  of  the  Prince  Stahremberg  in  the 
square  of  the^iinoiites. 
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The  two  palaces  of  Counts   Karrach  on  the 
Freyung. 

The  palace  of  Prince  Esterbazy  in  the  Wallner- 
afcrasse. 

The  palace  of  Prince  Bathiany  in  the  Scben« 
kenstresse. 

The  palace  of  Prince  Kinsky  in  the  same  street. 

The  palace  of  Count  Schoenbcmi  in  Ae  Renn* 
gasse. 

The  palace  of  Count  Fries  in  Joseph  Square. 

The  palace  of- Prince  Auersberg  in  tiie  Schen- 
kenstrasse. 

The  palace  of  Count  Palfy  in  ike  Schenken* 
strasse. 

The  palace  of  the  Archbishop  ol  Vienna,  near 
the  church  of  St.  Stephen. 

The  palace  of  Prince  Lubomirsky  on  the  Moel« 
kerbastey. 

The  house  of  the  Teutonic  order  in  the  Singer* 
strasse. 

The  bouse  of  the  noUe  ladks,  founded  by  the 
duchess  of  Savoy  in  the  Johannesgasse,  witk  a 
statue  of  the  Virgin  by  Mosserschmidt. 

The  bnikiing  for  the  collectioQ.  of  works  in  the 
fine  arts,  near  the  red  tower. 

The  hotd  of  the  states  of  Lower  Austria,  only 
remarkable  for  its  antiquity  and  Gotbic  coosfaruc- 
tion. 

The  barracks  on  the  Salz-gries* 

The  Burgerspital  (citieen^s  hospital)  so  called 
because  it  was  really  an  hospital  fonneriy ;  but 
during  tfie  last  25  years  has  been  enlaiged  and 
converted  into  lodgings  for  hire;  there  are  ibor 
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stories,  ten  courts,  twenty  staifcases,  and  nearly 
200  apartments,  which  annually  produce  more 
than  170,000  florins. 

The  house  of  Trattner  on  the  Graben ;  it  has 
two  courts,  :five  stcnries,  and  produces  aeariy  6!0,000 
florins  annually. 

The  Moelkerhof  near  the  Scotch  fate. 

The  house  called  the  Grape  on  the  Hdj  on  the 
side  oi  Tiefe  Graben.  This  is  the  highest  house  kk 
the  ci^,  having  eight  stories. 

BesMks  the  buildings  above  mentioned,  there  are 
many  houses  in  the  city  bekm^^  to  the  nobility 
and  private  persons,  the  interior  of  which  display 
great  taste  and  wealth. 

The  Impsbial  Palace  (Bocro*),  Ixpsriai. 
Teeasurt,  RiDiKO  House. — ^The  Palace  where 
the  imperial  royal  £imily  reside,  called  the  Bourg, 
is  situated  to  the  S.W.  at  the  extremity  of  the  city, 
close  to  the  rampart.  It  is  by  no  means  a  regular 
edifice,  bdng  composed  of  sevend  buildings  erect* 
ed  at  various  periods. 

The  centre  is  a  very  plain  oblong  building :  on 
the  right  and  left,  tomrds  the  £.  and  W.  are  two 
other  square  buildings,  each  with  a  square  court, 
communicating  on  one  side  with  the  oblong  build'* 
mg,  and  on  the  other  with  the  imperial  chancery, 
w^ch  is  oppoate  the  palace,  so  that  diese  fotur 
edifices  forto  the  Bourgplatx,  enclosed  on  every 
side.     It  is  64  tmses  in  length,  and  35  in  breadth. 

The  building  on  the  eastern  side  is  the  most  an-

#fi<nirg  is  the  andeiit  name  ibr  the  castles  whicli  the 
Geiwui  princes  and  noMetlbniierly  iniiabited, 
p  2 
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cient  part  of  the  palace,  and  was  constructed  at 
the  commencement  of  the  thirteenth  century  by 
Leopold  III.,  duke  of  Austria.  In  1275  this 
building  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Ottocar  II.»  then 
king  of  Bohemia  and  duke  of  Austria,  immediately 
began  to  rebuild  it,  but  he  died  in  l^TZs  And  the 
building  commenced  by  him  was  not  completed, 
in  all  probability,  till  the  beginning  of  the  fourteenth 
century,  by  Albert  I.,  son  of  the  Emperor  Ralph. 
Between  1536  and  1552  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  I. 
embellished  and  enlarged  this  residence  considera- 
bly, and  in  later  times  the  Empress  Theresa  made 
numerous  improvements  by  the  formation  of  pas- 
sages, staircases,  &c. ;  amongst  which  are  the  ele- 
gant staircase  of  the  Ambassadors,  and  the  flying 
staircase.  The  court  of  this  building  is  called  the 
Swiss  court,  because  it  was  formerly  the  station  of 
the  Swiss  guard.  The  whole  of  this  building  is 
usually  called  the  Swiss  Court,  or  old  Bourg.  On 
the  third  ftoor  of  this  part  the  Emperor  g^vea 
audience. 

The  oblong  building  in  the  centre  was  com- 
menced in  \660f  by  the  Emperor  Leopold  I.  Id 
this  part  of  the  building  are  the  great  halls  called 
the  knights'  hall,  the  mirror  hall,  &c.,  which  are 
used  for  the  grand  ceremonies  at  court,  such  as 
investing  fiefs,  the  f^tes  of  the  orders  of  knighthood, 
the  grand  dinners,  assemblies,  galas,  6cc.  It  was 
in  this  part  also  that  Maria  Theresa  and  Joseph  II. 
resided. 

The  ground  fioor  of  this  building  is  occupied  by 
the  palace  guard,  composed  of  a  company  of  gre- 
nadiers who  mount  guard  every  nM>rning  at  11 
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o'clock,  with  drums  beating  and  cokrart  %iiig ; 
before  tbem  are  placed  two  pieces  of  camioiu 

Throogh  this  edifice  people  pass  to  one  <A  the 
city  gates  called  the  Bourg  Thor.  This  circum« 
stance  renders  the  Bourg  Square  very  cheerful,  al- 
though it  is  attended  with  some  inconrenience,  the 
aich  being  too  narrow  to  admit  more  than  one 
carriage  at  a  time,  which  causes  frequent  obstruc- 
tions of  the  foot  passengers  as  well  as  of  the  car- 
riages. In  order  to  obviate  this  difficulty  two  new 
passagies  have  been  ktely  opened  through  this 
part  of  the  palace,  to  which  also  has  been  re* 
cendy  added  another  grand  hall,  intended  to  be 
used  on  particular  occasions. 

The  edifice  on  the  western  side  was  buik  towards 
the  close  of  the  17th  century;  it  i%  called  the 
court  of  Amelia,  because  the  Empress  Amelia, 
^dow  of  the  Emperor  Joeej^  I.,  was  the  first  per- 
son who  resided  in  iu  This  pait  is  in  general 
UDoccupiedy  but  it  is  intended  as  a  residence  for 
the  imperial  family,  or  fpr  illustrious  foreigners 
who  inay  be  passing  through  Viemia. 

The  Emperor  ClMu^les  VI.  intended  to  coostroct 
a  magnificent  new  palace.  Fischer,  of  Erlach, 
made  the  designs  for  it,  and  the  work  was  actually 
begun,  but  was  soon  given  up ;  the  riding-house 
alone  was  completed,  from  the  construction  of 
which  it  may  be  easHy  imagined  that  the  entire 
palace  would  have  been  a  most  superb  edifice,  if 
the  plan  of  the  architect  could  have  been  carried 
into  fifkct. 

The  outside  of'  the  imperial  palace  is  by  no 
means  splendid,  nor  is  it  to  be  compared  with  many 
p3 
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of  the  other  European  palaces ;  but  the  furniture 
of  the  interior  is  remarkably  rich  and  elegant :  it 
consists  of  costly  tables  of  lapis  lazuli,  beautiful 
crystal  lustres,  pier  glasses  and  mirrors  of  extraor- 
dinary size*  superb  tapestry,  dec* 

There  are  two  chapels  in  the  palace,  the  large 
one  is  in  the  old  Bourg,  or  the  court  called  the 
Swiss  court.  It  is  the  parish  church  for  the  court, 
where  public  service  is  regularly  performed.  It 
was  built  by  the  Emperor  Frederic  IV.  in  1448; 
on  the  great  altar  is  an  ancient  image  of  the  Holy 
Virgin ;  there  are  pictures  on  each  of  the  other 
altars ;  one  of  them,  by  Fiiger,  represents  St  John 
the  Baptist,  and  the  other  by  Maurer,  St.  Cathe- 
rine. From  All  Saints  day  to  Easter,  the  court 
regularly  attends  divine  service  in  this  chapel  on 
Sundays  and  festivals.  The  imperial  family  go 
at  11  o'clock  in  the  morning,  escorted  by  the 
life  guards,  and  accompanied  by  a  part  of  the 
nobility,  the  miiii^ters  of  state,  foreigners  of  dis- 
tinction, &c. 

The  small  chapel  is  only  open  on  extraordinary 
occasions.  The  principal  altar-piece,  representing 
the  death  of  St.  Joseph,  was  painted  by  Charles 
Maratti ;  the  pictures  on  the  other  two  altars  are 
by  Strudl,  and  the  decorations  by  Fischer  and 
Maulbersch. 

The  Imperial  and  Royal  Treasury. — ^The 
apartments  where  this  treasure  is  preserved  are  in 
the  old  bourg,  on  the  first  story  of  the  Swiss  Court. 
During  the  time  of  the  Emperor  Joseph  II.  the  Hun- 
garian and  Bohemian  crowns,  and  the  Austrian 
ducal  cap,  were  kept  in  this  treasury,  but  as  the 
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States  of  these  different  provinces  vrished  to  have 
these  crowns  in  their  own  possession  as  formerly, 
the  Hungarian  crown  has  been  sent  to  Presbourg, 
the  Bohemian  to  Prague,  and  the  ducal  cap  to 
Kloster  Neubourg. 

The  most  valuable  part  of  the  treasure  is  the 
great  diamond,  called  the  Florentine  Diamond ;  it 
formerly  belonged  to  Charles  the  Bold,  Duke  of 
Burgundy,  who  lost  it  at  the  battle  of  Granson, 
when  it  was  found  in  the  camp  by  a  Swiss  soldier, 
who  sold  it  to  a  citizen  of  Berne  for  5  florins;  after 
which,  passing  from  one  proprietor  to  another, 
it  at  length  found  a  place  in  the  treasury  at 
Florence,  whence  it  was  carried  to  Vienna  by  the 
Roman  Emperor  Francis  I.  It  weighs  1 39i  carats, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  last  century,  it  was  valued  at 
1,043)334  florins. 

There  is  also  another  diamond  of  extraordinary 
size  in  the  form  of  a  hat  button,  bought  by  the  same 
Emperor  Francisat  Frankfort  on  the  Maine  in  1 764. 
This  sovereign  has  also  enriched  the  treasury  with 
a  complete  set  of  buttons  for  a  coat,  of  which  each 
button  is  formed  of  a  single  diamond.  It  has  been 
estimated  at  258,000  florins. 

There  are  besides  a  great  number  of  costly  jew- 
els belonging  to  the  family  of  the  House  of  Austria, 
a  quantity  of  golden  vases,  and  some  rare  and  cu« 
rious  specimens  of  art  both  modem  and  antique; 
amongst  others  a  round  dish  formed  of  a  single 
agate,  measuring  2  feet  2  inches  in  diameter;  a  vase 
of  brown  and  white  agate,  which  will  hold. 3  pots, 
Vienna  measure ;  and  a  valuable  and  curious  clock, 
presented  by  the  Landgrave  of  Hesse,  in  1 750,  to 
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Ike  Empress  Maria  TheieBa:  every  time  the  dock 
strikes  portraits  present  tkemselves  of  the  Emperor, 
the  Empress,  the  Landgn^Te,  and  some  <^ers. 
This  treasury  likewise  contains  a  f^reat  many  other 
valuable  clocks^several  basso-relieTos,small  statues, 
busts,  vines,  cameos,  snuff-boxes,  a  table  service, 
several  crosses  of  the  orders  of  the  Golden  Fleece, 
of  St  Stephen,  of  Maria  Theresa,  &c.,  enriched 
with  diamonds;  and  die  oorom^ion  robe  of  a  Ro- 
man Emperor,  with  the  crown,  die  sceptre,  and 
the  sword,  Al  executed  in  exact  imitation  crif  the 
originals  formerly  kept  at  Nuremberg. 

The  entne  treasure  occupies  a  gallery  and  4 
'apartments;  and  a  catalouge  may  be  had  of  the 
whole. 

Those  who  w^  to  see  this  treasury  must  apply 
to  the  treasurer  %nd  counsellor  of  Regency,  M. 
Vesque  of  Piittlingen. 

The  RiDiKO-Houas  is  near  the  old  boui^,  and 
the  principal  front  overlooks  the  square  of  St.  Mi« 
chael.  It  was  built  b^  the  Emperor  Charles  V I. 
in  1729,  from  the  designs  of  diat  celebrated  archi.* 
tect  Fischer  of  Erlach.  The  entrance  is  in  Jose]^ 
square.  This  is  considered  the  finest  ridmg-house 
in  Europe:  it  is  a  large  building  forming  a  long 
square;  the  exterior  is  deoNrated  with  columns  and 
statues,  and  in  the  interior  is  a  large  stone  gallery 
with  a  balustrade  supported  by  46  columns  of 
carved  stone.  At  one  extremity  is  a  grand  box  for 
the  Imperial  Family,  and  over  it  is  a  large  picture 
representing  Charles  VI.  mounted  on  a  white 
horse.  Grand  balls  are  sometimes  given  here  on 
^reat  occasions,  ot  gala  days,  at  Court.     At  a 
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btiort  distance  is  the  Summer  Riding  House,  a  spa- 
cious square  without  roof,  and  planted  round  with 
trees. 

Between  the  palace  and  the  neighbouring  church 
of  the  Augustines,  a  long  corridor  has  been  con- 
structed, called  the  corridor  of  the  Augustines:  in 
this  place  is  kept  the  Royal  and  Imperial  cabinet 
of  antiquities  and  medals,  and  the  cabinet  of 
natural  history,  which  will  be  described  hereafter. 
In  an  aisle  of  the  palace  are  the  halls  of  redaute^ 
which  will  also  be  mentioned  in  another  part  of 
the  work* 

Churches   and  Convents. 

St.  Stephen. — ^The  principal  church  at  Vienna, 
is  the  metropolitan  church  of  St  Stephen.  It  is  an 
extremely  solid  and  majestic  edifice,  of  a  fine  style 
of  Gothic  architecture,  and  rises  above  all  the  other 
buildings  in  the  town* 

Henry,  first  Duke  of  Austria,  sumamed  Jaso- 
mirgott,  laid  the  first  foundation  of  it  in  1144,  and 
it  was  completed  in  1147 ;  whence  we  may  con- 
clude that  it  could  not  have  been  very  large.  The 
Bishop  of  Passau  then  consecrated  it,  and  declared 
it  to  be  the  principal  parish  church,  although  it  was 
situated  outside  the  town.  In  1258  it  was  destroy- 
ed by  fire,  but  was  quickly  rebuilt;  and  in  126*5 
it  was  again  reduced  to  ashes.  It  was  then  entirely 
rebuilt  on  a  larger  scale  by  King  Ottocar,  and  was 
finished  in  1267>  when  a  synod  was  held  for 
three  days  under  the  presidency  of  the  Pope's 
Nuncio.  In  1324  and  the  following  years,  it  was 
considerablyenlarged  by  several  chapels  being  added 
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to  it  In  1359  Duke  Rodolpho  ib  coi^unctian  witii 
his  brothers  Albert  II.  and  Le<^kl,biult  the  choiry 
or  sanctuary,  and  commenced  £e  two  great  toweis^ 
Rodolpho  died  soon  afterwaids,  but  his  two  bro- 
thers continued  the  work,  as  did  also  Matthias 
Kii^  of  Uux^sry,  the  Emperor  Fre4«ick  IV.  and 
the  sovereigns  of  Austria  hu  successors;  so  that  it 
became  at  l^igth  what  we  now  see  it.  In  136S» 
from  being  a  nmple  parish  church,  it  was  proclaim- 
ed a  collegiate  church.  In  1468  it  was  raised  to 
the  rank  of  a  cathedral,  and  in  1723  throng  the 
interposition  of  the  Emperor  Charles  VI.  the  Ushc^ 
of  Vienna  was  created  archbishop.  The  bishops  of 
Linz  and  St.  Hypolito  are  his  sufiragansy  and  he 
has  a  diapter  of  12  canons;  4  of  whom  are  nomi- 
nated by  the  sovereign,  4  by  the  university  of  Vi« 
enna,  and  4  by  tli^  chief  of  the  family  of  the 
Prmces  of  lichtenstein,  because  they  were  en- 
dowed by  the  Princess  Emanuel  of  L^htenstein. 
The  canons  compose  the  consistory  of  the  arch* 
bishop,  but  without  ha^Bg  the  right  of  election: 
the  archbishop  is  always  nonnnated  by  the  sovo* 
reign  of  the  country. 

The  church  is  built  ^^irely  of  fre^-stone,  and  is 
decorated  on  the  oulmde  with  divers  statues,  balus- 
trades, &c.,  in  the  Gothic  style.  The  roof  i»  18 
toises  in  height,  and  is  covered  with  a  particular 
s^rt  <^  varnished  tiles,  red,  green,  and  white; 
which  look  v«ry  brilliant  when  the  siw  shinea» 
and  are  not  at  all  injured  by  rain. 

This  church  is  342  feet  in  length,  222  in  breadth, 
and  79  in  h^ght;  its  ceiling  is  stqfvported  by  18  de- 
tached pillars,  and  by  as  many  more  which  nA 
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ag^nst  tlie  walls*  A  sort  of  gloomy  suMimlty 
reigns  in  the  interior,  eminently  cidcmated  to  ex« 
eite  (ievotional  feelings. 

Thete  are  38  marble  altars  in  Ais  church,  and 
most  of  them  have  good  pictures;  &at  of  the  great 
altar  is  painted  by  Bock,  and  l^ose  of  the  two 
hrge  ones  on  the  side  by  Sandrart.  On  particular 
oceamons  the  church  is  decorated  witii  very  vahi- 
able  tapestry. 

Amongst  the  mosrt  remarkable  objects  in  this 
cathedral  are  several  tombs:  that  of  the  Emperor 
Frederick  IV.  who  died  in  1493>  is  on  the  ri^t 
vide  of  the  sanctuary  under  the  idtar  of  the  Holy 
Cross,  and  is  composed  of  black  and  red  marble. 
It  is  12  feet  in  length,  6}  in  breadUi,  and  5  in 
hei^t;  and  is  ornamented  with  more  than  300 
figures,  and  38  coats  of  arms.  The  whole  is  exe- 
cuted with  much  care,  but  the  monument  is  by  no 
means  equal  to  the  n\odem  ones  of  a  similar  kind. 
On  the  tomb  is  seen  the  statue  of  Frederick  as 
hatge  as  life,  and  dressed  in  the  imperial  robes. 
This  monument  in  said  to  have  cost  40,000  du^ 
cats. 

The  tomb  of  the  celebrated  hero  Prince  Eugene 
of  Savoy  is  in  the  back  part  of  the  church  in  the 
chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross.  At  the  entrance  of  this 
chapel  is  seen  the  tomb  of  John  Spiesshammer^ 
formerly  Burgomaster  of  Vienna;  a  celebrated 
historian,  philosopher,  physician,  orator,  and  poet 
of  the  age  in  which  he  Kved,  and  who  wrote  his 
own  epitaph. 

The  tombs  of  the  two  cardinals  and  archbishops 
of  YiennAi  Kolonitz,  and  IVsntfason,  are  also  in 
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this  churchy  and  are  worthy  of  attention.    The 
former  died  in  1751,  and  the  latter  in  1757. 

Close  to  the  pulpit,  and  near  the  altar  of  St 
Peter  and  St.  Paul^  is  seen  the  statue  of  the  ar- 
chitect of  this  church.  His  name  is  supposed  to 
have  been  Anthony  Pilgrara. 

According  to  an  ancient  custom  the  entrails  of 
all  the  members  of  the  reigning  family  are  deposited 
in  one  of  the  vaults. 

This  cathedral  possesses  vast  treasures,  such  as 
relics  in  shrines,  sacred  vases  in  gold  and  silver, 
adorned,  with  precious  stones  ;  and  all  sorts  of  ec« 
clesiastical  vesUnents.  It  has  also  a  very  large 
organ,  which,  having  received  some  injury,  had  re- 
mained a  long  time  useless,  but  it  was  thoroughly 
repaired  in  179 ^  at  an  expense  of  9*000  florins; 
since  which  it  has  been  used  on  all  grand  fes- 
tivals. 

On  the  exterior  walls  of  this  church  are  seen  a 
great  number  of  ancient  baisso  relievos,  images, 
statues,  and  sepulchral  stones.  At  the  extremity  of 
the  left  side  is  a  stone  pulpit  from  which  the  cele- 
brated John  Capistran  preached  to  the  people  in 
1451,  because  the  church  could  not  contain  the 
immense  crowd  of  auditors. 

The  famous  tower  of  St.  Stephen  is  sftuated  on 
the  eastern  side  of  the  building :  it  was  commenced 
in  1360,  and  finished  in  1433.  It  is  constructed 
entirely  of  free-stone,  is  of  a  pyramidical  form,  and 
434i  feet  in  height.  There  are  various  Gothic 
ornaments  on  the  outside,  and  the  upper  part  is  open 
work,  decorated  with  sculptured  leaves  and  flow- 
ers.    As  far  as  the  fim  landing-place  the  ascent  is 
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by  700  steps,  some  of  wood,  and  some  of  stone ; 
but  from  thence  to  the  summit  there  are  lad- 
ders. 

The  dial- plate  of  the  tower  is  2  toises  5  inches 
in  height,  and  1  toise  5  feet  3  inches  in  breadth  ; 
the  figures  are  two  feet  long,  and  the  gnomon  1 
toise  4  inches.  The  clock  only  strikes  the  hours, 
the  quarters  are  announced  by  the  tower  guards, 
who  also  give  notice  of  fires  by  striking  a  bell;  «id 
in  the  day  time  by  displaying  a  red  flag :  in  the 
night  they  place  a  lantern  towards  that  side  of  the 
town  where  the  fire  has  broken  out 

In  this  tower  is  placed,  amongst  many  others, 
the  great  bell  which  the  Emperor  Joseph  I.  had 
cast,  in  17II9  from  the  Turkish  cannons  taken  at 
the  deliverance  of  Vienna  in  l683.  This  bell  is 
called  the 'Josephine,  it  weighs  354  quintals  and 
the  clapper  1300  pounds:  it  is  CMily  used  on 
great  festivals. 

■  The  upper  part  of  St.  Stephen's  tower  visibly 
inclines  towards  the  north  ;  its  deviation  from  the 
perpendicular  b  3  feet  1}  inch:  the  cause  has  not 
been  ascertained.  Permission  to  ascend  the 
tower  may  be  easily  obtained  by  applying  to  the 
intendant  of  the  church. 

This  tower  was  considerably  ii:\jured  during  th^ 
bombardment  of  the  town  on  the  11th  May  I8O9, 
but  it  has  since  been  repaired. 

According  to  the  usual  custom  in  Gothic 
churches,  St.  Stephen^s  was  intended  to  have  had 
two  towers,  one  opposite  to  the. other:  the  second 
was  indeed  commenced,  and  was  carried,  to  the 
height  of  25  toises,  but  the  work  was  then  given 
Q 
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up^  and  this  ftagmtnt  of  a  tower  renudnt  unfiaidi^ 
ed  to  the  present  day,  althoui^  a  copper  cupola 
has  been  added  to  it. 

St.  PETim's  Church  ia  situated  in  the  squareof 
the  same  name,  behind  theGrabeiiy  and  is  seen  across 
the  tittle  strael  called  Jimgfnfgmue.  It  hasbeen  a»- 
aeited  that  as  early  as  the  year  792»  Charles  Mi^ne 
bulk  a  church  on  this  same  sc|Raie.  It  is  however 
certain  thatfi^e  years  after  that  period asmidl parish 
church  stood  there.  In  1706  the  £mpenir  Le(>- 
pold  I.  laid  the  foundation  of  the  present  church 
of  St.  Peter;  it  is  constructed  in  the  Italim  styley 
after  the  model  of  St.  Peter's  at  Rome;  and  as  a 
fine  specimen  of  architecture  it  holds  the  second 
rank  amongst  the  churches  in  Vienna.  It  i»  of 
an  oralibrm,  the  cupola  is  covered  with  coppei% 
and  is  snrmoimted  by  a  lantern;  die  inside  <^  the 
cupola  is  paiiited  by  Rothmayer»  the  walls  are  of 
marble,  the  pictures  of  the  nine  altars  aie  by  Rodft> 
mayer,  Akomonte  the  Elder,  Reen,  Galli,  and 
Scomiaas;  and  the  ceiting  of  the  dioir  by  Bibiena. 
Since  the  year  1756  this  church  hae  had  a  beau^ 
tiful  portal  of  gray  nuurble,  with  several  leaden 
statues.  Not  far  from  the  entrance  on  the  left  sidf;^ 
is  seen  the  tomb  of  the  celebrated  historian  Wol^ 
gang  Laaius.  Since  the  year  17SS  this  has  been 
one  of  dke  parish  churches  of  the  town,  the  duty 
is  performed  by  a  Dean,  and  some  collegiate  ]meats 
established  by  an  Imperial  Counsellor,  De 
Schwaodner,  who  also  built  the  abovementioned 
portal,  and  who  is  buried*in  the  church. 

Scotch  Church  and  Abjsbt.  Henry  I. 
l>ttke  of  Austria,  received  &e  Scotch  Benedk> 
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tines  in  lli8»  and  gave  Aem  %  conveal,  wkl)  m 
ckurck  wliich  he  had  just  built;  they  veaiaaBed  then 
till  the  year  1418»  wh^i  they  were  rephiced  bv 
the  German  Bene^ctines;  notwithstandiog  which 
the  ccmvent  is  still  called  Scotch. 

This  church  and  convent  which  w^re  foimeriy 
situated  outnde  the  town»  have  been  several  times 
destroyed  by  fire;  the  last  took  place  in  l683» 
dttiing  the  siege  by  the  Turks.  The  foUowiug 
year  the  church,  which  in  1187  had  been  do* 
daied  a  parish  church,  was  re-established  as  we 
now  see  it;  it, is  of  a  middling  siae  and  has 
a  very  solemn  appearance.  There  are  seven 
altars  in  it,  the  pictures  of  whkh  w^e  painted  by 
Sandrart,  Altamonte,  Bock,  and  Backnumn.  Tm 
pvelate  of  this  convent  is  a  member  of  the  states 
of  Lower  Austria. 

Th£  Church  or  St.  Michabl  with  ths 
CoLLEos  OF  the  Barhabitss,  is  in  St  Mi-> 
chael's  square,  at  Uie  extremity  of  the  Kohlmarfct, 
The  precise  period  of  its  first  foundation  is  not 
known,  but  it  is  certain  it  was  a  parochial  chuich 
as  early  as  127^;  in  the  same  year  it  was  dMroy* 
ed  by  fire,  but  was  quickly  rebuilt,  and  in  141 6 
tlie  Emperor  Albert  V.  gave  it  its  preset  appe«]>- 
ance.  In  1626  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  II.  be- 
stowed it  with  the  college  belonging  to  it,  <m  the 
regular  priests,  called  the  Bamabites. 

The  church  is  spacious,  handsome,  and  well 
lighted.  It  has  two  rows  of  columns,  and  15 
altars:  the  picture  of  the  principal  altar,  painted 
by  Unterbci^r,  is  at  present  on  one  side  of  it, 
because  the  altar  till  within  a  few  years  was  of 
q2 
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stucco;  it  represents  Satan  overthrown  by  th« 
archangel  Michael.  Most  of  the  altar-pieces  are 
painted  by  Tobie  Bock,  and  Charles  Carloni.  In 
the  choir  are  seen  several  tombs  of  the  family  of 
Trauthson/  The  church  has  a  portal  supported 
by  columns,  over  which  is  a  group  well  executed 
by  Lawrence  Matdelli,  also  representing  the  arch- 
angel vanquishing  Satan. 

The  Church  awd  Convent  of  the  Au- 
ousTiKEs.— -Monument  of  the  Archduchess 
Christina.  The  church  and  the  convent  were 
both  built  by  Frederick  the  Handsome  about  the 
year  1330.  In  l6dO  Ferdinand  II.  gave  them  tothe 
Auffustines,  and  made  the  church  the  Court  esta- 
blishment: from  that  time  almost  all  the  ecclesias- 
tical  duties  reUdng  to  the  reigning  family  have 
been  celebrated  there;  these  duties  are  now  per- 
formed in  the  Court  Chapel.  The  church  is  one 
of  the  parishes  of  the  city  and  is  indebted  for  its 
present  magnificent  appearance  to  the  Emperor 
Joseph  II.  who  embellished  it  in  1786.  Before 
that  time  it  was  very  dark  and  much  disfigured  by 
an  ill  placed  chapel  of  Loretto  surrounded  by 
drums,  sabres,  halberts,  military  colours  of  dif- 
ferent nations,  &c.  The  church  is  270  feet  in 
length  and  its  roof  is  supported  by  eight  large 
columns;  it  has  four  marble  altars,  and  some  fine 
pictures:  the  grand  altar  is  painted  in  fresco  by 
Maulbertsch.  In  a  side  chapel  are  preserved  the 
hearts  of  the  deceased  members  of  the  Imperial 
Family.  « 

In  the  chapel  of  the  dead  are  the  tombs  of  seve- 
ral celebrated  men;  the  most  remarkable  among 
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them  Kf  thai  of  the  Emperor  Leopold  IL  exe« 
cuted  by  Zauner  and  that  of  Marehal  Count  Leo- 
pold Daun  erected  hj  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa. 
The  same  Sovereign  erected  in  this  chapel  a  mar* 
ble  monnmnit  to  the  memory  of  her  physician  the 
celebrated  Baron  Van  Swieten,  who  contributed  so 
essoitially  to  the  cultivation  of  the  sciences  and  the 
improvement  of  the  schools  of  Austria:  this  tomb 
has  been  removed  from  the  chapel  to  make  room 
for  that  of  the  Emperor  Leopold;  and  it  has  since 
been  shown  in  a  corridor  of  the  convent. 

In  this  church  is  celdirated  on  the  18th  of  June 
the  anniversary  of  the  victory  obtained  in  17^79 
near  Collin  or  Pljmian,  in  Bohemia,  over  the  King 
of  Prussia,  when  a  part  of  the  garrison  of  Vi^i* 
na  assisted.  On  the  3d  of  November  a  grand  re* 
quiem  is  sung  in  this  church  for  the  Austrian  sol- 
diers who  have  been  killed,  when  the  garrison 
attend,  and  the  same  service  is  performed  at  the 
death  of  every  *  knight  of  the  military  order  of 
Maria  Theresa. 

In  1805  this  church  was  ornamented  with  a 
monument  which  may  be  considered  one  of  the 
finest  in  Europe.  It  is  the  tomb  erected  by  Duke 
Albert  of  Saxe  Teschen  to  his  late  wife  the  Arch- 
duchess Christiauia  of  Austria,  and  executed 
by  the  celebrated  Canova,  who  holds  the  first 
F^ace  amongst  modem  sculptors  and  whose  works 
rival  those  of  the  ancients.  This  monument  con- 
sists of  a  pyramid  of  Carara  marble,  28  feet  in 
hei^t,  resting  on  a  base  of  2  feet  9  inches  ;  two 
-steps  o(  the  same  marble  lead  to  the  entrance  of 
the  pyramid,  conducting  by  a  narrow  door  to  a 
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cell  over  which  is  written  in  letters  of  gold  UxoRi 
OPTIMA  Albertus.  Above  in  basso  relievo  is  a 
figure  of  Beatitude  bearing  in  her  arms  the  por- 
trait of  the  Archduchess,  and  a  medallion  encircled 
by  a  serpent  the  emblem  of  eternity,  around  which 
are  the  words  Maria  Christina  Austriaca. 
On  the  other  side  of  the  medallion  a  genius  flutter- 
ing in  .the  air  presents  a  palm  branch  to  the 
Archduchess  as  a  recompense  of  her  virtues. 
The  steps  at  the  entrance  of  the  pyramid  are 
covered  with  carpet;  towards  this  entrance  Virtue 
is  seen  walking,  clothed  in  a  long  robe,  her  hair 
flowing  and  her  head  crowned  with  olive ;  she 
carries  an  urn  containing  the  ashes  of  the  deceased ; 
with  a  mournful  air  she  bends  over  the  urn,  hung 
with  a  garland  of  flowers,  the  ends  of  which  £all  on 
the  arms  of  two  young  females,  who  with  torches 
in  their  hands  accompany  Virtue  towards  the  en- 
trance of  tbev  cell. — To  the  right  of  this  group 
follows  Benevolence,  with  an  air  and  countenance 
expressive  of  deep  regret ;  she  leads  by  the  right  arm  a 
blindoldman  who  is  supported  on  the  left  by  a  young 
child. •^On  the'  left  near  the  entrance  of  the 
pyramid  is  a  lion  couching  and  mournfully  resting 
his  head  on  his  paws;  below  the  lion,  on  the  first 
step,  is  a  winged  genius,  almost  naked,  placmg 
his  right  arm  on  the  mane  of  the  lion,  resting  bis 
head  on  the  same  arm,  and  extending  his  left  to- 
wards the  arms  of  Saxony  which,  as  the  insignia 
of  Austria,  seen  behind  the  lion,  serve  to  indicate 
tlie  deceased  and  the  founder  of  the  monument. 

All  these  groups,  the  figures,  the  expression  of 
the  faces,  the  attitudes,  and  the  draperies  dispUy

the  extraordinary  skill  of  the  sculptor;  Kihort^this 
monument  may  be  considered  one  of  CA^iya's  be«t 
works;  no  person  of  taste  can  go  to  Vienna  withoQt 
wishing  to  see  it.     It  cost  20,000  ducats.  \ 

A  covered  corridor,  called  the  Augusthi's  cor4 
ridor,  leads  from  the  Imperial  Palace  ^  thir 
church.  \ 

The  church  and  convent  of  the  Ca^u« 
cHiNs,wiTH  the*Imperial  andRoyal  Va1.t. 
—  The  church  and  convent,  situated  on  the 
Neumarkt  were  founded  by  the  Emperor  Matlias 
and  his  wife  Anne,  but  it  was  finished  by  the  Em- 
peror Ferdinand  II.  in  l622.  The  church,  ind 
convent  are  very  plain.  The  pictures  on  the  akrs 
are  by  the  capuchin  Norbert  Thechapel  fouiM 
by  the  Empress  Anne  possesses  a  rich  treasury 

In  this  convent  is  the  imperial  vault  whic^it 
shewn  to  strangers  by  a  monk  who  attends  for  ^ 
purpose.  This  vault  is  a  large  subterranean  eA* 
vation,in  which  may  be  seen  each  coffin  surroun^d 
by  an  iron  grating,  and  the  whole  illumined  b} ' 
single  lamp.  The  first  pe^^ons  interred  ir 
vault  were  the  Emperor  Matthias  and  his 
and  since  them  all  the  persons  who  have  di^ 
belonging  to  the  house  of  Austria,  so  that  tlH 
number  amounts  to  73.  The  most  remarkably 
tombs  are  those  of  the  Emperor  Leopold  I.,  of  l|« 
wife  Eleonoray  of  the  Emperor  Joseph  I.  of 
Charles  VI.,  of  the  Empress  and  Queen  l|^ria 
Theresa,  with  that  of  her  husband  Francis  I.,j^hicji 
this  sovereign  caused  to  be  erected  during  ler  li{e  ^ 
and  lastly,  Biat  of  the  Emperor  Joseph  11/ 
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THXCHVACHOir  TH£Hop« — ThischuTchisaliLii^ 
bttilctingerected  with  considerable  taste.  The  picture 
on  the  g^eat  altar  is  painted  by  Poaio  the  Jesuits 
and  most  of  the  odiers  are  by  Sandnurt  and  Camp« 
pi«  Tiie  iteautiful  pediment  of  this  church  was 
constructed  by  the  Emprew  Eleonora  in  l6&2 ; 
the  jentrance  is  crowned  by  a  large  balcony  from 
whch  in  1782  Pope  Pius  VI.  bestowed  his 
apatolic  benedicticm  on  the  assen^led  people. 

?U£    CHURCH    AND   CONVENT   OF   THE     Do- 

MXYiCANSt  —  These  aie  situated  at  the  N.  W. 
extemity  of  the  town  dose  to  the  rampart,  in  the 
smiU  square  of  the  Dominicans.  The  convent 
wa  buik  in  the  twdifth  century  for  the  use  of  the 
Toiplars,  but  afber  the  extinction  of  that  order» 
wa  grren  to  the  Domimcans.  During  the  first 
me  of  Vieima  by  the  Turks  in  1 529  it  was  almost 
wolly  destroyed,  hut  the  Emperors  Ferdinand  L 
aid  II.  rebuilt  it  in  its  present  state. 

The  church  was  buih  in  l631  by  Ferdtaand  IL 
ad  is  now  a  parish.  The  entrance  is  ornamented 
Mth  sevend  statues;  in  the  church  are  seviend 
pod  pictures  by  Poazo^  Bachmann,  Bock,  Rothiers 
sfid  Spiellierger.  The  medallions  are  by  Denzala» 
0ie  of  the  first  artists  in  thatkLUid  of  work.  Cloaeto 
the  ahar  of  St  Dominic  is  the  tomb  of  the  second 
yf4e  of  the  Emperor  Leopold  L,  Claude  Felicite» 
wht^diedin  l676< 

ThE  CHCECH  OE  THE  Ukiyeesitt  is  Si- 
tuated at  the  extremity  of  the  lower  Baeckerstrasse 
in  the  l^versity  square.  It  formerly  belonged 
with  the  tidjacent  building  to  the  Jesuits,      'file 
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Emperor  Joseph  II.  gave  it  to  the  pt%ls  of  the 
general  school  of  secular  priests  foundedby  him. 
His  successors  suppressed  this  school*  am  ^m 
that  time  this  church  has  been  principally  ^ed  for 
ecclesiastical  services  in  which  the  Univers^  sta-* 
dents  assist.  It  has  a  beautiful  pediment,  biween 
two  towers,  which  is  formed  of  a  single  arch  Idling 
on  16  marble  columns.  Besides  the  grand  ti^w 
there  are  6  others,  each  in  the  form  of  a  separte 
chapel.  The  pictures  on  all  these  altars  are  painid 
by  Pozzo  the  Jesuit,  as  well  as  the  cupola  whli 
displays  considerable  talent. 

The  Church  and  Convent  of  France 
CANS  OR  Cordeliers. — These  are  situated  1 
the  square  of  the  Franciscans,  which  has  be( 
lately   ornamented  with  a  public    fountain   sd 
mounted  by  a  statue  of  Moses  executed  in  lead  I 
Fischer.       The  Emperor  Joseph  II.  made   tq 
church  a  parish,    but  it  has  since  been  unit< 
to  that  of  St.  Stephen,  and  the  church  is  now  onlj 
used  by  the  Monks.    The  picture  of  the  grca( 
altar  is  by  Pozzo,  the  others  by  Charles  Carioni^ 
Schmid  the  Elder,  Rothmayer  and  Wagenschoen.  > 
The  church  of  the  Italians.— It  is  situated 
on  the  square  of  the  Minorites,  which  derives  its 
name  from  the  ci-devant  convent  of  Minorites, 
formerly  belonging  to  this  church,  and  in  which  tbe 
regency   of  Lower  Austria    is   now    established. 
When  the  Emperor  Joseph  II.  in  1 786  transferred 
the  Minorites  to  the  suburb  he  gave  this  church  to 
the  community  of  the  Italians  established  at  Vienna; 
who  decorated  the  interior  in  the  modem  style  and 
obtained  a  new  altar-piece  painted  by  Unterberger. 
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Thi  chu&ch  or  St.  Avn^ — Is  sktintoi  ia 
the  Anna  Gwse ;  k  is  principally  consecml^d  lo 
tfae.us^oftbeneigUbouriiigscbo^;  its  inieiior  is 
lichly  decorated  wi&  marble  and  gilding ;  and 
these  are  several  pictures  by  Gran  and  Schmid  Sen'. 
In  a  aide  chapel  is  die  tomb  of  St.  Francis  Xavier, 
an  ilxact  resemblance  of  his  veal  tcMnb  at  Gea. 

fhe  churches  of  minor  importance  at  Vienna  mre 
tie  chorch  belongiug  to  the  estal^shqient  of  noUo 
Idies  in  the  Joh^nes-Gaase. 

The  church  of  St.  Rupert  ontheHaannadLt^only 
imaricable  as  the  most  ancient  Christian  church  in 
']enna>  having  been  establbhed  in  740  ibr  the 
kvares  who  were  then  pagpins.  The  present 
uildingy  however,  was  erected  in  14S6 

The  church  of  the  Teutonic  order  in  the  Singer- 
traase;  the  altar  piece  is  painted  by  Tobie  Bock 
Old  the  churdi  contains  the  tombs  of  several  g^eal 
commanders. 

The  church  of  the  order  of  IVialta  in  the  Ko6r«> 
nerstraaaey  with  a  picture  by  Bock  Sen',  and  somo 
others  by  Ahomonte. 

Tlie  diurdi  of  Maria  Sti^en»  in  the  Passauer 
Gasse;  it  was  the  second  Christian  church  at  Yi* 
eMur  having  been  built  in  882* 

Tho  church  cf  St.  Saviour  in  the  Salvatcnr  G^^sse. 

The  church  <^the  conv^a  of  the  Ursulines  9X 
the  extrei^jty  of  die  Johannes  Gasse. 

The  church  of  the  United  Greeks  in  the  Dcuni- 
liicana"  square;  it  was  constructed,  in  1 77^9  by  the 
E^inpress  Maria  Theresa, 

The  two  Greek  churches,  <mc  for  the  Austrian 
siibjectson  the  old  Flebchmarkt*  the  other  for 
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foreigners  in  the  Grofse-Schullerstnsse;  on  Sun- 
days and  ¥ke  days,  the  service  of  the  Greek  ehttrch 
is  performed  here. 

The  church  of  the  protestant  Lutheran  co^unu- 
nity  with  the  picture  of  Linder,  and  close  to  it  the 
church  of  the  Reformists.  Both  were  established 
since  178S>  but  they  have  no  steeple  nor  public 
entcance  from  the  street. 

They  are  iri  the  DoroCheer  Gasse. 

The  Synagc^e  and  the  Jews*  school  at  the  IQ- 
cnmarkt  called  Dampfingerho^  Nov  52Sw 

The  SuBomBS.  SomeofUiese  were  fomreriy 
villages  or  lordships,  but  now  all  within  the  Itfte  ace 
denommated  suburbs.  The  line  surrotmding  the 
suburbs  has  ten  gates  or  barriers  whkh  are  guarded 
by  the  poliee  and  shut  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
but  may  be  opened  to  any  carriage  cfc  fiiot  paasengu* 
wishing  to  enter  during  die  ni^.  Everjr  carria^ 
which  passes  is  cacaminedto  see  if  it  contam  contra- 
band goods;  if  there  is  any  suspicion  it  is  nnnutely 
searched  or  conducted  by  a  police  officer  to  the 
customhouse* 

These  barriers  are,  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Danube  passing  from  £•  to  W.;  the  barrier  of  St. 
Mark,  of  la  Favorite,  of  Madeinsdorf,  of  Schoe»- 
brunn^'ol  Maria  Hul^  of  Leichenfeld,  of  Htnmfaidsy 
of  Waehring^  of  Nuscdor^  and  of  Tabor^  situated  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  Danube. 

There  are  35  suburbs  sorrotmding  the  town  in  a 
circle:  the  following  ate  the  names  of  dtem,  conv- 
Bwncing  at  the  left  bank:  of  the  Danube  and  prow 
ceeding  roond  to  the  ris^t.

In  17669  the  suburbs  contained  3190  houses, 
and  other  buildings,  and  in  1815,  the  number 
amounted  to  5832.  The  suburbs  are  divided  into 
23  parishes  in  which  there  are  30  churches,  6 
convents  of  monks  and  2  of  nuns.  They  contain 
many  magnificent  palaces,  with  handsome  houses 
and  jaumerous  delightful  gardens.  Since  1791 
eight  directors  of  the  polioe  have  been  appointed  to 
attend  to  the  public  tranquilHty  and  safety. 

The  most  beautiful  and  healthiest  suburbs  are, 
Landstrasse  Wieden,  Maria  Hulf,  Josephstadt,  Al- 
sergasse, Waehringergasse  and  Leopoldstadt. 

Churches  and  Converts  in  the  Su- 
burbs.— ^The  church  of  St.  Charles  on  the  road 
to  the  Rennweg.  This  is  the  most  beautiful,  most 
magnificent,  and  most  regularly  built  church  in 
Vienna;  it  is  situated  on  a  small  eminence  and  faces 
the  town. 

In  order  to  check  the  ravages  of  the  plague 
which  broke  out  in  1713  at  Vienna,  the  Emperor 
Charles  VI.  according  to  the  notions  of  that  period, 
made  a  vow  to  build  a  church,  and  thus  originated 
the  chujck  of  St.  Charles.    On  the  4th  February 
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1716,  the  foundations  were  laid,  and  at  the  end  of 
October  1737  the  building  was  finished.  The 
style  of  the  architecture  is  grand ;  on  eleven  stone 
steps  rises  a  superb  portal,  supported  by  six  Corin- 
thian columns ;  the  top  of  this  portal  is  a  trian^ 
on  which  are  basso  relievos  of  white  marble,  deli- 
neating the  ravages  of  the  plague,  and  under  these 
groups  is  the  following  inscription  in  gilt  letters, 

VOTA  MEA  REDDAM  IN  CONSPECTU  TIMENTIOM 

Deum;  on  both  sides  of  the  portal  are  two  Doric 
columns  45  feet  high  and  13  feet  in  diameter; 
they  are  hollow  and  furnished  with  staircases 
leading  to  the  capitals ;  on  the  outside  of  them 
are  basso  relievos  of  white  marble  representing 
the  life  and  death  of  St.  Charles.  The  capitab 
of  the  two  columns  are  surmounted  by  a  small  tur- 
ret on  which  is  a  clock,  and  on  the  four  sides  are 
four  eagles  of  gilt  bronze  with  extended  wings 
forming  a  balustrade.  Further  back  on  both  sides 
of  the  church  are  two  buildings  in  the  form  of  a 
triumphal  arch.  The  church  itself  has  a  large 
octagon  cupola,  covered  with  copper  and  decorated 
in  the  centre  by  a  lantern.  The  pediment  is 
adorned  by  several  statues.  The  pictures  in  the 
church  are  painted  by  Schuppen,  Gran,  Roth- 
mayer,  Ricci  and  Pellegrini.  The  canons  of 
the  cross,  with  the  red  star,  reside  near  the  church 
and  perform  the  duty  of  it.  In  this  church  is  the 
monument  of  the  poet  Collin^  placed  there  by 
his  friends. 

The  church  of  the  nuns  of  the  Visitation  tidied 
Salesians  is  situated  on  the  Rennweg,  and  is 
built  after  the  model  of  St.  Peter's ;  the  cupola 
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is  painted  by  Pellegrini^the  altar-piece  by  aFletnish 
painter,  and  the  pictures  of  the  other  altars  by 
Altomonte  and  Pellegrini.

REMAB.KA2LE  BuiLDINOS  IK  T£tE  SUBURBS. 

The  Court  Stables,  opposite  the  Bourg 
Thor,  on  the  glacis.      This  superb   and  elegant 
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building  was  erected  by  Charles  VI.  in  1725;  it 
is  600  feet  in  length,  has  two  stories  exclusive  of 
the  ground  floor^  and  is  capable  of  holding  400 
horses*  Abovfe  the  stables  are  the  apartments  of 
the  equerries  and  other  attendants.  It  is  furnished 
with  spacious  basins,  and  in  the  saddle  room  are 
various  >  kinds  of  valuable  harness,  belonging  to  the 
Court. 

The  Belvedere,  on  the  Rennweg.  It  was  built 
by  Prince  Eugetie  of  Savoy,  who  during  the  lat- 
ter part  of  his  life  resided  there  in  summer.  The 
Imperial  Court  afterwards  bought  it,  and  in  1776 
placed  a  large  collection  of  pictures  there.  The 
whole  consists  of  two  buildings,  the  Upper  and 
the  Lower  Belvedere ;  the  upper  palace  is  situated 
towards  the  S.  £•  on  a  considerable  eminence  close 
to  the  Line*  Here  is  the  principal  entrance, 
through  which  one  must  pass  to  obtain  a  view  <k 
the  whole.  It  ocMisists  of  a  very  spacious  court, 
surrounded  on  both  sides  by  buildings  and 
beautiful  walks,  in  the  centre  of  which  is  a 
basin. 

The  palace,  properly  so  called,  forms  a  long 
square  by  itself,  its  pediment  is  magnificent:  a 
double  staircase  ascends  to  the  colonnade  leading 
into  a  large  marble  saloon ;  this  is  the  central^  part, 
communicating  with  the  two  wings,  each  of  which  • 
contains  seven  apartments  and  two  small  circular 
rooms  at  the  extremities.  The  first  story  consists 
of  four  rooms  on  each  side.  From  these  rooms, 
and  from  the  terrace  of  the  palace  fronting  the 
city,  there  is  a  most  delightful  view  of  the  whole  of 
Vienna. 
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On  the  right  side  of  the  palace  is  the  ci-deraBt 
menagerie  now  used  as  a  protnenade. 

Behind  the  palace,  towards  the  city,  is  the  spa* 
dotts  garden ;  at  the  commencement  of  it  there  is 
a  gentle  slope  of  ahout  300  paces  and  a  simple 
parterre  without  trees,  that  the  view  from  the  palace 
may  not  be  destroyed.  At  the  foot  of  the  descent 
are  walks,  arbours,  and  basins,  and  beyond  them 
the  Lower  Palace,  which  is  indeed  less  magnificent 
than  the  other,  but  has  likewise  in  the  centre  a 
marble  saloon,  with  pretty  apartments  on  each 
side,  and  behind  it  a  court  of  considerable  sise 
surrounded  by  buildings,  and  having  an  entrance 
to  it  £rom  the  neighbouring  street  of  the  Renn- 
weg. 

This  entrance  is  generally  preferred  being  near* 
est  to  the  town.  The  collection  of  pictures  will 
be  described  hereafter. 

The  medico-chirurgical  Josephine  Academy  in 
the  Waehringergasse,  deserves  notice  as  a  work  of 
architecture. 

The  Polytechnic  Institute,  a  magnificent  build- 
ing, erected  in  1815,  at  the  entrance  of  the  suburb 
Wieden. 

The  Summer  Palace  of  Prince  Schwartsenbeig, 
with  the  garden,  at  the  Rennweg  near  the  Belve- 
dere ;  a  large  and  magnificent  building  fronting 
the  city.  The  garden  is  open  to  the  beau  monde, 
who  find  more  shade  and  greater  variety  than  in 
that  of  the  Belvedere.

The  great  officers  of  the  Court* 

The  first  is  the  Grand  Master/  who  is  the  prin- 
cipal officer  in  the  house  of  the  sovereign;  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Kitchen  and  other  officers 
being  under  his  orders. 

This  office  is  held  by  Prince  Ferdinand. 

The  Grand  Chamberlain  Count  Randolph  of 
Wrbna ;  to  whom  all  strangers  of  distinction  must 
apply,  either  personally  or  by  their  minister,  if 
they  wish  to  be  presented  to  the  Imperial  Royal 
Family.  Persons  likewise  wishing  to  obtain  an 
audience  of  his  Imperial  Majesty  must  apply  to 
the  Chamberlain's  office. 

The  Grand  Marshal  of  the  Court,  Count  Wilc- 
zeck,  vaho  attends  to  the  public  and  legal  business  of 
the  diplomatic  department,  and  of  the  persons  at- 
tached to  it;  as  likewise  to  the  police  affairs  of  in- 
dividuals belonging  to,  or  residing  at  Court. 

The  Grand  Equerry,  Count  Trautmannsdorf, 
who  has  control  over  the  Court  Stables. 

The  Grand  Huntsman,  Count  Hardegg,  who  at- 
tends to  the  Court  Hunts  and  Forests. 

Be&ides  the  above  officers*  whose  duties^re  actu- 
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ally  performed,  there  are  several  others  of  ancient 
Court  etiquette,  such  as  the  Grand  Falconer,  the 
Grand  Coiner,  the  Grand  Cup  Bearer,  &c.,  but  these 
are  meretitles  of  honour  whose  possessors  only  assist 
at  the  installation  of  a  new  Sovereign. 

The  Life  Guards. — ^The  German  Guard 
hold  the  first  rank,  as  being  the  most  ancient. 
The  uniform  of  the  corps  is  red  with  collar  and 
facings  of  black  velvet,  and  richly  ornamented  with 
gold  lace.  It  is  composed  of  officers  who  have 
served  in  the  army,  and  musters  about  6*0  men. 
Onr  particular  occasions  they  are  mounted. 

The  Hungarian  Guard  Noble,  was  formed  in 
176^9  abd  is  composed  of  young  noblemen  of 
Hungary,  Transylvania  and  Croatia,  who  hold 
the  rank  of  lieutenants  ;  after  some  years'  service 
they  are  placed  in  military  or  civil  situations. 
The  uniform  of  this  cavalry  corps  is  the  Hunga- 
rian costume,  red,  with  silver  lace,  and  on  gala 
days  ornamented  with  a  tiger's  skin.  It  musters 
about  60  men,  and  ^aily  mounts  conjointly  with 
the  German  Guard  in  the  Emperor's  antichamber. 
It  is  paid  by  the  states  of  Hungary,  and  in  1765 
its  captain  was  received  amongst  the  Magnats  or 
Grand  Barom  of  the  kingdom  of  Hungary. 

The  Galician  Guard  was  formed  by  the  Empero/ 
Joseph  II.  after  the  acquisition  of  Galicia ;  it  was 
at  first  a  cavalry  corps  dressed  in  the  Polish  cos- 
Uime,  but  the  Emperor  Leopold  II.  made  several 
changes:  the  Galician  guard  was  joined  to  the 
German,  and  had  the  same  uniform  but  a  differ- 
ent commander.  It  is  composed  of  thirty  young 
gentlemen  of  Galicia,  who  have  their  masters  of 
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languages,  civil  and  military  sciences^  &jC*:  after 
some  years'  service  they  are  placed  in  the  army  as 
oflkersy  or  in  civil  offices  in  their  own  country. 

The  Traban  Guard  ba^  replaced  the  Swiss 
Guard ;  it  is  composed  of  subaltern  officers  who 
have  served  in  the  army,  and  guards  the  exterior 
parts  of  the  palace^  The  upiform .  is  red,  oma^ 
mented  with  gold  lace,  with  white  waistcoat  and 
breeches.    The  corps  consist  of  50  men. 

The  palace  guard  was  formed  in  1802,  and  was 
composed  of  subaltern  officers  and  soldiers  •  who 
during  the  wars  have  obtained  the  military  medal; 
it  musters  about  l60  men,  and  is  appointed  to 
maintain  order  and  tranquillity  in  the  corridors  of 
the  palace,  as  well  as  in  the  gardens  of  the  Augaiv- 
ten,  Schoenbnum  and  La^cembourg. 

The  grakd  Gala  on  New-Year's  Da y.-*- 
The  Emperor  Joseph  II.  has  suppressed  all  the 
Gala  Days  except  this.  On  this  day  the  Imperial 
Royal  Family  receive  congratuladops  with  great 
ceremony*  Between  9  &nd  11  o'clock  in  the 
morning  the  life  guards  and  the  officers  of  tke 
court  repair  to  the  palace  in  full  dress:  the 
Gennan  guard  is  the  first,  Ibllowed  by  the  Hui^ 
garian  Guard,  after  whom  comethe  Grand  officers 
of  the  Court  preceded  by  the  derks  of  their  de« 
partment:  according  to  an  ancient  custom  the 
grand  equerry  and  the  grand  huntsman,  repair 
thither  on  horseback  :  then .  follow  the  nobiHty  of 
both  sexes  and  the  ipinisters  of  foreign  courts. 

The  archbishop,  ambassadors,  officers  of  the 
Court,  miiMBters,  field  marshals,  and  counsellors  of 
state,  by  turns  offer  their  congratulations  to  their 
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Imperial  Majesties  and  the  members  of  the  Im- 
perial Family.  The  Emperor  wears  on  this  occa- 
sion the  uniform  of  a  Field  Marshal  and  the  dia- 
monds of  the  crown. 

At  11  o'clock  the  Court  repairs  to  divine  service 
in  the  chapel  at  the  palace ;  after  which  their  Im- 
perial Majesties  receive  the  compliments  of  ladies 
of  distinguished  rank.  At  noon  the  Court  take  a 
short  public  dinner,  when  their  Imperial  Majesties 
generally  converse  with  the  foreign  ministers  and 
other  persons  of  distinction.  For  ladies  and  fo- 
reigners, benches  are  erected,  whence  the  whole 
may  be  conveniently  seen. 

With  the  exception  of  New-Year*s  Day,  no 
gala  is  held  at  Court  but  on  occasion  of  a  mar- 
riage or  birth  in  the  Imperial  Family. 

Orders  of  Knighthood  and  their  Fetes. 

The  order  of  the  Golden  Fleece  founded  by 
Philip  the  Good,  Duke  of  Burgundy,  in  1430, 
was  transferred  by  the  Emperor  Maximilian  I. 
to  the  house  of  Austria,  who  from  that  period 
have  sustained  their  right  over  this  order,  although 
the  kmg  of  Spain  likewise  bestows  it.  This  order 
is  the  first  and  most  esteemed  in  the  house  of 
Austria,  and  is  considered  as  such  in  almost  all 
catholic  countries,  both  on  account  of  the  antiqui- 
ty  of  its  foundation  and  the  distinguished  personages 
who  have  been  decorated  with  it.  The  chief  of 
the  house  of  Austria  is  the  hereditary  grand  mas- 
ter, and  he  very  rarely  bestows  it.  The  number  of 
knights  is  not  nxed. 
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The  fi^te  of  this  order  is  annually  celebrated  a^ 
Vienna  the  first  Sunday  after  St.  Andrew's  day* 
At  10  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  knights  assemble 
in  a  hall  of  the  palace ;  they  wear  on  this  Qccasio|:| 
the  dress  of  the  order,  which  i$  made  of  crimson 
velvet,  apd  consists  of  a  kind  of  long  robe  with  a^ 
mantle  over  it ;  on  the  head  they  wear  a  bordered 
cap,  and  over  the  shoulders  the  chain  of  the  order 
made  of  gjpld,  and  worked  in  the  form  of  piec^  of 
steel  and  flint,  whence  sparks  of  fire  are  emitted. 
To  this  chain  is.  appended  the  Goldei^,  Fleece, 
When  the. knights  have  assembled,  they  repair  to 
the  chapel  of  the  palace,  preceded  by  pages, 
equerrjeis,  chamberlains,  and  officers  of  the  order, 
to  assist  in  divine  service;,  when  that\  is  fii4^ed 
they  return  in  the  same  order  to  the  great  hall, 
where  an  elevated  table  is  prepared  for  his  Majesty 
and  the  Princes  of  the  reigning  house,  and  another 
at  the  feet  of  it  for  the  knights.  The  life  ^lards 
and  the  officers  of  the  Court  assist  in  the  cere-* 
mony,  and  any  respectable  persons  may  obtain^ 


According  to  the  original  statutes  of  this  order, 
no  member  was  allowed  to .  wear  any  other  order. 
at  the  same  time,  but  the  grand  master  have  dis- 
pensed with  this  law  as  it  regajrds  the  other  Aus- 
trian orders^  and  onscMne  occasions  as  it  refipec^ 
other  orders^'  Charles  V.  allowed  the>  knights  to 
wear  in  ordinary,  instead  of  the  large  and  incon* 
venient  chain,  the  fleece  suspended  to  a  goAd  or 
red  ribbon. 

The  second   is   the  military  older    pf   Maria 
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Theresa.  The  Empress  Queen  Maria  Tlieresa 
founded  it  after  the  victory  obtained  over  the  king 
of  Prussia,  on  the  18th  June  1757,  uear  Collin  or 
Planian  in  Bohemia ;  it  is  established  for  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Austrian  armies,  and  is  rarely  bestowed 
on  those  of  the  allied  powers.  The  chief  of  the 
bouse  of  Austria  is  always  the  grand  niaster  Of  this 
order.  The  members  of  the  order  ai*e  grand 
crosses,  commanders  and  knights ;  their  number 
is  not  limited.  The  great  crosses  wear  on  the  left 
side  of  the  breast  a  cross  surrounded  by  laurel ;  in 
the  centre  of  the  cross  are  the  arms  of  Austria  (a 
white  wreath  on  a  red  ground)  and  round  them 
the  word  FoRtiTUDiNi ;  they  wear  besides  from 
the  shoulder  to  the  hip  a  large  white  ribbon  border- 
ed with  red,  at  the  end  of  which  is  suspended  the 
cross  of  the  order  in  enamel,  presenting  on  one 
side  the  arms  of  Austria,  and  on  the  other  the 
cipher  of  Maria  Theresa.  The  commanders  wear 
the  cross  attacheH  to  a  ribbon  round  the  neck  and 
the  knights  attheir  button. 

The  cross  of  Maria  Theresa  is  not  an  unprofit- 
able decoration ;  the  grand  crosses  enjoy  an  an- 
nual pnsion  of  1 ,500  florins ;  the  commanders 
1,000  florins,  and  the  knights  600  florins,  half  of 
which  is  assigned  as  a  dowry  to  their  widows.  But 
as  the  house  of  Austria  has  in  latter  times  been 
implicated  in  continual  wars,  and  consequently 
the  number  of  knights  considerably  increased, 
the  pensions  have  been  reduced  from  400  to  300 
fibrins,  in  order  to  support  a  more  numerous  body 
of  knights.    This  Order  is  bestowed  widjout  regard 
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to  religion ;  its  f%te  is  annually  celebrated  on  the 
first  Sunday  after  St.  Theresa's  day,  in  the  same 
manner  as  that  of  the  Golden  Fleece.  The  knights 
attend  in  the  uniform  of  the  corps  or  regiment  in 
which  they  have  served,  and  wear  the  cross  of  the 
order  according  to  their  different  classes. 

The  Hungarian  order  of  St.  Stephen,  which  was 
renewed  in  1764  by  the  Empress  and  Queen  Ma- 
ria Theresa.  It  has  three  classes,  grand  crosses, 
commanders,  and  knights,  and  is  particularly  in- 
tended for  the  officers  of  the  civil  department,  al- 
though it  is  also  given  to  bishops,  and  sometimes 
to  military  officers.  The  grand  master,  who  is 
always  the  Sovereign,  bestows  it  on  those  mem- 
bers of  the  hereditary  states  who  have  rendered 
important  services  to  the  state.  The  decoration  of 
the  order  is  the  cross  of  Hungary,  which  the  great 
crosses  wear  on  a  broad  ribbon  suspended  from 
the  shoulder  to  the  left  hip ;  the  commanders  have  a 
narrower  ribbon  on  the  breast,  and  the  knights 
wear  it  at  the  button  hole.  The  ribbon  is  a  cherry 
colour  with  a  green  stripe  on  both  sides,  on  the 
side  of  the  cross  are  the  letters  M.  T.  and  the 
inscription,' Publicum  meritorum  peoemium; 
on  the  reverse  is  a  crown  of  oak  leaves  on  a  white 
ground,  and  the  words  Sancto  Stephano  Regi 
I.  Apostohco.  The  grand  crosses  wear  on  the 
breast  a  crown  of  oak  leaves  surrounding  the 
cross  of  the  order.  This  order  does  not  enjoy 
any  revenue. 

The  f^te  of  this  order  is  annually  celebrated  on 
the  first  Sunday  after  St.  Emmeric's  day :  the  cere- 
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mony  is  the  same  as  for  the  abovementioned  orders  : 
the  knights  ivear  a  particular  dress :  it  is  a  robe  of 
crimson  colour  in' the  form  of  a  cassock,  and  above 
it  another  broader  robe  of  green  velvet,  embroi- 
dered with  oak  leaves,  and  having  a  broad  collar. 

On  the  head  they  vrear  a  high  cap  in  the  Hun- 
garian fashion,  ornamented  with  a  bunch  of  fea- 
thers,  and  turned  up,  like  the  collar,  with  ermine. 
The  great  crosses  wear  at  this  f<^te  and  at  other  great 
f&tes  (as  at  the  pit>ces$ion  of  the  £^te  Dieu)  the 
cross  of  the  order  suspended  to  a  gold  chain  hanging 
over  the  shoulders. 

The  order  of  Elizabeth  was  founded  by  the  Em- 
press Elizabeth,  and  renewed  by  Maria  Theresa : 
It  is  intended  for  old  officers  who  have  served  a 
long  time  without  disgrace,  and  who,  owing  to  a 
long  peace  or  other  circumstances,  have  not  had  an 
opportunity  of  distinguishing  themselves  in  war. 
The  decoration  of  this  order  is  a  black  cross  with 
white  spots,  suspended  from  the  button  hole  by  a 
black  ribbon.  To  this  order  a  moderate  pension 
is  attached.  There  is  only  ope  class  of  knights, 
the  number  of  whom  amounts  to  20. 

This  order  has  no  anniversary. 

The  order  of  the  Starred  Cross  is  for  ladies.  It 
was  founded  by  the  wife  of  the  Emperor  Leopold 
I.  in  1668,  and  is  in  honour  of  the  cross  on  which 
Jesus  Christ  died.  It  is  only  conferred  on  married 
ladies  of  the  hereditary  or  foreign  countries,  and 
that  twice  a  year,  at  the  f%te  of  the  invention  and 
of  the  exaltation  of  the  cross.  The  office  of 
grand  mistress  is  always  held  by  the  wife  <(f  the 
Sovereign,  or,  in  case  of  her  decease,  by  the  eldest 
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Piincess  of  the  house  of  Anaotrhi.  Tlie  tlecom* 
tkm  of  tiii»  order  is  a  small  gold  cross  surrounded 
l>y  a^star,  with  the  iascrifAion  Salvs  et  oloria. 
A  black  ribbon  is  likewise  worn  at  the  left  breast. 

The  order  of  Leopold  was  founded  by  the 
present  Emperor,  on  occasion  of  his  third  mar- 
riage, celebrated  on  tiie  6tii  January  1808,  and 
was  so  oaUed  in  honour  of  his  father  the  EmperoT 
Leopold  XL  This  order  is  intended  to  be  a  public 
acknowledgment  and  recompense  for  any  servioe 
done  to  the  stale  or  house  of  Austrian  It  is  conse-* 
quently  given  to  any  man  who  has  deserved  well 
of  his  country,  without  regard  to  station,  rank,  or 
birth.  The  decoration  is  an  octagon  gold  cross, 
enamelled  "with  red  and  encircled  by  a  white  bor* 
der :  on  one  side  are  the  letters  F;  ^L  A. 
(Francisous  Imperator  A^ustria^)  and '  in  the  bor- 
der the  ^ords,  iNTEaRiTATi  et  Meuito;  and 
on  the  reverse  is  the  device  of  the  late  Emperor 
Leopold,  Opes  Regum  couda  subditorum. 
The  Emperor  of  Austria  is  always  grand  master 
of  this  order,  which  consists  of  17  grand  crosses, 
27  conunauders  and  50  knights*  The  grand  crosses 
wear  a  red  ribbpn,  with  a  white  border  from 
the  shoulder  to  the  left -hip.  The  commanders 
wear  the  cross  round  the  neck,  and  the  knights 
at  the  button-hole.  The  ffete  of  this  oi»der 
is  celebrated  the  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany, 
when  M^he  members  wear  an  antique  dress,  the 
colours  of  the  arras  of  Austria,  naaieiy  red  and 
white^  embroidered  with  oak  leaves,  a  white  mantle, 
and  on  the  head  a  red  cap  \wth  white  feathers. 

The  order  of  the  Iron;  Crown,  was  founded  by 
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ihe,  late  Emperor  Napoleon  for  the  kingdom  of 
Italy,  and'  ¥ras  adofited  by  tbe  Emperor  Francia 
of'  Austria  ailer  the  retaking  of  Lpmbarily  in  li814!» 
an^  distributedfor  the  first  time  during  the  residence 
of  that  Eoaperorat  Milantbel^th  February  18l6« 
It  is'^Ten  without  regard  to  rank  or  bijrth,  to  in- 
dividuals who  have  benefited  the  Sovereign  or  tbe 
l^ate,  but  no  person  Is  allowed  to  ask  for  it  The 
decoration  is  an  iroa  .crdsa,  surmounted  by  an 
Austrian  eagle  wftth  a  blue  escutcheon,,  having  on 
one  side  the  letter  F.  and  on  the  other;  the  figures 
1815.  The  Emperor .  is  always  the  grand  master 
of  the  order,  which  is  divided  into  tharee  classes 
of  knights ;  the  first  class  wear  the  decoration 
suspended  to  a  yellow  ribbon  with  a  de^p  blue 
bonier  from  the  right  shoulder  to  the  left  hipy  and 
an  iron  crown  encircled  by  silver  with  the.  indoripr 

tion,  A  VITA  ET.AUCTA, 

On  public  celebrations  the  knights  of  this  class 
wear  the  decoration  suspended  to  a  gold  collar 
composed  of  the  letters  F,  P.  (Franciscus  Primus) 
placed  alternately  with  the  Iron  Crown  and  oak 
leaves.  The  decoration  of:  the  2d  class  is  not  so 
large  and  as  worn  round  the  neck,  and  that  of  the 
3d  chtts.at  the  button  hole.  The  number  of 
knights  is  limited  to  100,  namely,  20  of  the  firsts 
30  of -the  second,  and  50 /of  the  thind  class. 

Without  .permission  df  the  Sovereign  no  militaiy* 
or  civil  ofiicer  of  the  Austrian  state  can.  accept  a 
foreign  order.

UENT. 

The  council  of  state  was  established  in  1801.  It 
s  2 
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bolds  its  sittings  at  the  palace  once  or  twice  a  wedi:, 
when  the  Emperor  presides  in  person.  Most  of 
the  members  are  ministers  of  state  for  the  military, 
political,  financial,  and  judicial  afiairs  of  the  Em- 
pire ;  besides  whom  there  are  some  counsellors  of 
state,  and  a  number  of  subordinate  individuals  f<Mr 
copying,  &c. 

The  cabinet  undertakes  the  conveyance  of  of- 
ficial letters  and  other  orders  from  his  Majesty  to 
the  departments,  and  likewise  attends  to  the  me- 
morials and  petitions  which  have  been  presented  to 
his  Majesty.  The  office  of  the  cabinet  is  at  the 
palace  near  the  hall  of  audiences. 

The  State  and  Court  Chancery  for  foreign  af- 
fiurs.  The  office  of  grand  Chancellor  has  re* 
mained  vacant  since  the  death  of  Prince  Kaunitz 
which  happened  in  1794.  The  minister  for 
Foreign  Affairs  is  Prince  Clement  of  Mettemich. 

The  chancery  of  Bohemia,  Austria,  and  Galicia, 
united.  It  sits  twice  a  week  in  the  chancery  of 
Bohemia  and  directs  the  civil  affairs  of  the  Ger- 
man and  Galician  hereditary  provinces ;  for  each 
of  which  there  are  two  referendary  counsellors. 

The  supreme  department  of  justice  is  the  high 
court  for  all  the  judicial  affairs  of  the  German  and 
GaKcian  provinces.  It  is  composed  of  eight 
counsellors  and  two  vice-presidents,  and  sits 
once  or  twice  a  week.  The  president  is  Count 
Oettingen. 

The  general  aulic  chamber  or  department  of  fi- 
nances. Its  offices  are  at  the  Bank  in  the  Singerstrasse. 
This  department  directs  all  the  branches  of  finance 
of  the  monarchy  since  it  was  incorporated  with 
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ike  Hufigarian*  provinces.      It  has  imder  ks  dkec- 
tioQ,  the  following  departments:

The  directory  of  the  bank. 

The  committee  for  expenditure. 

The  committee  of  finance  and  public  credit.' 

The  committee  of  commerce. 

The  administration  of  customs. 

The  department  for  tobacco  and  timber. 

The  port  office. 

The  treasury. 

The  minister  of  Finance  and  chief  of  the  Gene- 
ral Chamber  is  Count  Philip  Stadion. 

The  general  directory  of  accounts  inspects  th,e 
return  ctf  the  revenues  and  public  expenses.  The 
president  is  M«  Baldacci. 

The  council  of  war  is  held  at  the  Hof.  It  at- 
tends to  every  thing  relating  to  the  military  state 
of  the  monarchy.  The  president,  is  Marshal 
JPrince  Chaiies  of  Schwartzenberg. 

The  police  department.  The  chief  is  the  Presi- 
dent Count  Sediautzky,  and  the  offices  of  his  de- 
partment are  in  the.  Uerrengasse  No.  38.  This 
department  is  for  thqgpneral  police  ef  the  monar- 
chy; for  the  city  of  Vienna,  there  is  the  Police 
Directory  in  the  Sei^ergasse  No.  455.  Tke  direc- 
tor is  the  aulic  counsellor  Baron  Sieber^who  must 
be  addressed ,  for  any  buisiness  relative  to  the 
police. 

The. chancery  of  Hungary  is  situated  in  the 
VoKD£ii£N  ScHEKKENSTRASS^  ;  the  chancellor 
h  Count  Joseph  Erdody.    It  holds  regular  sittbgs, 
s3 
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and  is  the  supreme  department  for  the  civil  and 
judicial  affairs  of  the  kingdoms  of  Hungary^ 
Sclavonia,  and  Croatia,  but  with  the  exception 
of  the  military  districts  on  the  frontiers,  which 
are  under  the  direction  of  the  council  of  war. 
All  the  persons  employed  in  this  office  are  native 
Hungarians. 

The  chancery  of  Transylvania,  close  to  that  of 
Hungary,  is  of  the  same  nature  as  the  last  men- 
tioned. The  chancellor  is  Count  Samuel  Teleky. 
This  chancery  was  formerly  united  to  that  of 
Hungary. 

The  Regency  of  Lower  Austria  in  the  ancient 
convent  of  the  Minorites  behind  the  state  chancery; 
It  directs  the  civil  administration  of  Lower  Austria; 
all  the  captains  of  circles  of  this  province  are 
subordinate  to  it,  as  is  likewise  on  some  occasions, 
the  magistrate  of  Vienna.  The  president  is  Baron 
Reichmann  of  Hochkirchen. 

The  government  of  the  city  (Stadthauptmann- 
schaflf)  is  subordinate  to  the  Regency^  and  manages 
in  the  capital,  all  the  business  which,  in  the  coQik. 
try,  is  under  the  cognizanc*  of  the  captains  of  cir. 
cles  (Kreishauptmann).  The  office  for  it  is  in  the 
Koemerstrasse  at  the  entrance  to  the  Burgerspita). 

The  court  of  Nobles  of  Lower  Austria  at  the 
end  of  the  Herrengasse:  it  is  the  forum  nobihum, 
where  the  first  application  must  be  made  respect* 
ing  civil,  judicial  or  police  business.  The  prin- 
cipal judge  in  this  court  is  Baron  Aichen. 

The  court  of  appeals  in  the  same  house  is  the 
second  for  Upper  and  Lower  Austria  in  civil,  ju- 
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4icial,  or  criminal  business,  both  for  the  nobles 
and  commoners.  Its  president  is  Baron  Woeber, 
and  it  sits  three  times  a  week. 

The  city  magistrates'  office  is  in  the  town-house 
at  the  Wipplingerstrasse.  It  is  the  first  office  for 
the  inhabitants  of  Vienna  to  make  application  to 
in  all  civil,  judicial,  and  criminal  matters.  It  de- 
rived the  great' extent  of  its  jurisdiction  from  the 
Emperor  Joseph  II.  It  consists  of  a  burgomaster, 
two  vice-burgomasters^  and  50  counsellors,  with 
a  proportionate  number  of  clerks,  &c.  To  avoid 
confusion  the  magistracy  has  been  divided  into 
three  senates,  the  political,  the  judicial,  and  the 
criminal.  As  soon  as  the  crime  of  an  individual 
is  proved,  the  delinquent,  whatever  be  his  rank,  is 
delivered  over  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  ma^strate. 
Both  the  city  magistrates  sit  at  this  office.  The 
£rst  (Stadt  Oberkaemmerer)  attends  to  the  ex- 
penses and  the  revienues  of  the  city,  and  the  second 
(Stadt  Unterkaemmerer)  superintends  the  cleaning 
of  the  town,  the  pavement^  the  arrangements  re- 
specting fires,  and  the  buildings  belonging  to  the 
mag^tracy.  The  present  burgomaster  is  Mr.  Ste- 
phen Wohleben. 

The  college  of  the  States  of  Lower  Austria. 
The  building  belonging  to  this  body  is  the  Land- 
haus  in  the  Herrengasse.  Tlie  states  are  com- 
posed of  classes  of  prelates,  lords,  knights  and 
corporations.  The  president  is  the  Land  Marshal. 
The  great  assembly  of  the  states,  for  receiving  the 
Postulata  of  the  Court,  is  annually  assembled  in 
the  month  of  November.    The  states  besides  keep 
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a  perpeUlal  conlmittee  at  Vienna»  wko  attend  to 
their  affairs,  of  minor  importance.  At  this  col- 
lege of  the  States  is  deposited  the  Landtafel  of 
Lowtr  AustHa,  or  an  authentic  register  of  all 
the  possessions  of  the  states  with  the  value  of 
their  rent,  the  annual  revenue  and  the  debts  en^ 
tailed  on  them,  which  register  is  open  to  any 
body  when  a  member  of  die  stibtes  wishes  to  bor- 
row money  and  give  some  of  his  possessions  as 
security. 

Establishments  for  Pusxtio  CoKtENiEVCB 
AND  Security. 
The  Pavement.— The  pavement  of  Vienna  is 
of  freestone  and  is  kept  in  good  repair.  On  botk 
^des  of  most  of  the  streets  are  footpaths  paved 
with  stones  cut  in  regular  cubes.  I'hese  stones> 
which  are  of  a  dai4c  grey  colour,  are  brought 
from  Upper  Austria,  aiid  are  the  same  as 
those  of  which  snuff-boxes  are  mad\&.  However 
the.  city  ohiy  is  paved,  but  it  is  inten^M  to  pave 
the  principai  streets  from  the  gates  of  the  city  to 
the  barriers-  of  the  Line. 

PuiLKS  Lampsw — ^The  lighting  of  the  town  by 
lamps  commenced  in  1688,  and-  sihtre  that  dme 
Has  been  gradually  ameliorated.  In  1776 f  M, 
Sonnenfeis  brought  it  to  the  state  of  perfection  in 
which  it  is  now  seen.  The  chy,  properly  SO 
called,  is  lighted  every  night  in  the  year,  without 
any  exception.  Outside  the  tol^n  the  high  roadi 
and  footpaths  leading  to  the  suburbs  and.  the  prin« 
cipal  streets  Conducting  to  the  barriers  are  likewisfe 
illuminated.      The  whole   number  of  lamps   is 
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8,260.  The  lamps  are  of  glass  blown  in  the  form  < 
of  a  pear»  with  the  pointed  part  turned  down. 
They  are  furnished  with  a  mixture  of  linseed  and 
lard :  behind  the  wick  is  a  small  round  and  concave 
plate  of  white  ef^thenware,  which  produces  a 
strong  light  The  lamps  are  alternately  placed  on 
the  right  and  left,  suspended  to  iron  bars  projecting 
from  the^houses  about  a  yard  in  length  and  about 
10  feet  from  the  ground :  they  are  lighted  at  dusk, 
and  remain  alight  till  two  o'clock  in  the  morning. 
Each  housekeeper  in  the  city  annually  pays  1 
florin  towards  the  expense  of  the  lighting,  which 
costs  howevermore  than  50,000  florins.  Successful 
experiments  have  lately  been  made  for  lighting 
Vienna  with  gas.  The  lamps  on  the  glacis  and  in 
the  suburbs  are  less  beautiful,  and  composed  of 
four  pieces  of  glass. 

On  a  dark  night  it  is  a  singular  and  pleasing 
sight  to  view  from  the  top  of  the  bastions  the  cir- 
cular glacis,  similarly  illuminated  and  appearing 
like  an  amphitheatre  of  fire. 

Cleai^siko  of  thb  City. — Vienna  has  a 
considerable  advantage  in  having  subterranean  ca- 
nals lowing  into  the  Dknube.  Into  these  canals^ 
which  are  made  beneath  all  the  streets,  the 
£lth  from  the  houses  are  conducted  by  other  small 
Canals ;  on  the  surface  of  the  streets  small  openings 
are  made  at  various  distances,  closed  by  bars  of 
iron,  thffough  which  the  water  caused  by  rain  and 
fountains  passes  to  the  canals  and  washes  away 
the  mud.  By  means  of  these  canals  the  city  is 
cleansed  and  washed  in  a  very  convenient  manner ; 
a  number  of  old  men  or  boys  sweep  the  dust  and 
mud  into  the  middle  of  the  streeU  afterwards  ' 
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krg0  qtia^Mdljy  of  water  is  poured  dotVn»  wiricb, 
aided  by  the  brooms  of  th^  ^rorkmra,  washes  the 
tith  to  the  next  opening*  This  cleaostDg  is  supeiH 
intended  by  the  Stadt  Unterkaoameramt. 

PohiCE  AND  District  Direguo&s. — Pht- 
i^iciAKS  FOR  THE  PooR. — ^The  police  o0ke  is  at 
NOw  455,  in  the  Seizergasse ;  the  principal  directQf 
is  the  aulic  counsellor  Baron  Sieber  ;•  he  bas.und^ 
him  several  commissioner:},  as  well  a$  other  person^ 
employed  in  his  department*  Forei^ers  mufi( 
apply  to  this  office  for.passports:and  for  permisskm 
to  reside  at  Vienna.  In  1791th6  suburbs  tsi 
Vienna  were  divided  into  eight  districts,  for  each  of 
which  thtere  is  a  director  of  police;  to  keep  the 
public  peace,  decide  quarrels,  and  anest  the  dis- 
orderly of  every  deiscripition. 

In  each  district  there  is  a  physician,  a  sur- 
geon, and  a  niidwife^  who  assist  the  poor  and 
supply  them  with  the  necessary  medicines  gratis* 
In  1799  the  same  regulation  was  made  for  the 
city. 

The  PotiCE  Guarp. — ^Tbe  police  keep  a 
guard  of  6OO  men  and  a  division  of  hcMrse,  who 
day  and  night  maintain  tranquillity  in  the  city. 
These  police  scddiers  are  what  ane  called  half  in* 
valids ;  that  is,  men;who  on  account  of  wounds  or 
advanced  age^  can. no  longer  serve  in  the  anny»  but 
who  are  still  fit  for  preaerWtig  tj^  B&fety  of  the  city^ 
They  are  distributed  in  the  squares  and  streets,  to 
clear  the  way  when  obstructed  by  carriage  to 
prevent  tunmltft  and  public  scuffles,  to  stop  and 
conduct  to  prison  any  persons  commiuing  depie^ 
dations  in  the  8t««eet  or  nei^bouring  houses.  If 
«nt/  person  is  attacked  in  the  street  either  day  or 
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night,  he  has  only  to  call  forcheip^ltce^gaaid,  who 
are  bound  to  hasten  and  assist  him.  At  the  en- 
tcances  to  the  theatres,  to  conceits,  to  exkibitkms, 
and  in  general  at  any  public  assemblage,  a  party 
of  the  police*giiard  are  placed  to  prevent  and  sup- 
press any  kind  of  riot.  £ach  police  soldier  bean 
a  number  on  his  cartouch-box,  so  that  any  one 
conceiving  himself  injured  may  recog^ze  hira'aad 
obtain  satisfaction.  Their  uniform  is  a  grey  co- 
lour turned  up  witK  green*  The  horse^police 
constantly  patrole  the  suburbs^  the  glacis,  the  line, 
the  Prater,  &c. 

WoRK-HOUS£.-^In  order  to  employ  a  number 
of  idle  persons  and  beggars,  the  government  m 
1804,  established  a  public  work-house  on  ibe 
Laimgrube.  Noinditidual,  however,  is  received 
if  guiiiy  of  a  crime,  or  even  of  a  transgression,  of 
the  police  laws.  The  work«house  is  intended  for 
those  who  have  no  employment,  and  who  by  thw 
lazy  life  are  in  danger  of  becoming  criminals ;  for 
beggars,  for  servants  out  of  place,  and  in  short,  for 
persons  who  have  no  honest  means  of  livelihood ; 
they  are  occupied  in  work  suitable  to  their  trade 
and  abihty;  they  are  likewise  instructed  in  re- 
ligious and  social  duties,  and  are  not  allowed  to 
leave  till  they  have  given  sufficient  proofs  that  they 
will  henceforth  be  useful  members  of  society.  In 
the  same  building  is  a  house  of  correction  for 
young  persons  of  both  sexes,  where  by  sdlitary 
confinement,  or  other  means,  endeavours  are  made 
to  reclaim  them,  without  their  names  being  pub* 
licly  known.  Parents  and  tutors  ar«  allpwed  to 
lend  young  persons  of  unruly  dispositions  to  this 
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building  with  a  fictidous  name,  on  paying  for  U^r 
board :  for  this  purpose  they  must  apply  to  the 
inspector  of  the  house.  It  is  apparent,  dberefore^ 
that  this  house  is  not  a  place  of  punishment,  but  of 
reformation;  and  it  is  not  disreputable  to  have 
been  placed  there,  as  no  criminal  or  delinquent  is 
admitted.  The  real  name  of  the4iandidate  must  be 
told  to  the  intendant  of  the  house,  as  well  as  to  the 
director  of  police,  who  decide  respecting  the  acU 
mission  of  the  individual. 

House  o^  Cojlrectiok. — ^This  is  an  establish* 
mcnt  for  confining  and  employing  delinquents  of 
both  sexes  who  have  committed  any  minor  crimes 
or  offences  against  die  police.  It  is  situated  at  the 
Leopoldstadt,  No.  193,  and  was  founded  by  die 
magistrate  of  Vienna  in  l673.  The  criminals 
sent  here  are  stricdy  overlooked,  and  are  obliged 
to  spin  and  card  Bax  and  wool,  to  wash  for  the 
general  hospital  and  do  all  die  household  work. 
Their  provision  is  very  scanty,  and  consists  of 
vegetables,  flour,  bread,  and  water,  but  no  meat. 
The  most  industrious,  however,  amongst  them, 
have  the  profit  arising  from  any  extra  work  they 
may  do,  which  is  paid  to  them  in  current  money 
when  the  period  of  their  confinement  is  elapsed, 
and  they  leave  the  house. 

Police  House. — Is  situated  behind  the  Hohen 
Markt..  The  police  guard  carry  thither  persons 
who  have  committed  offences,  or  made  any  ill^al 
disturbance  in  the  streets,  in  public  buildings,  or 
in  private  houses;  they  remain  there  till  their 
punishment  is  determined  on.  The  same  house  is 
likewise  used  as  a  prison  for  bad  debtors,  and  for 
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bankrupts,  who,  at  the  request  of  their  creditors, 
are  put  under  arrest. 

Hackney  Coaches*  Glass  Coaches^  Sedah 
Chairs.— There  are  640  hackney  coaches ;  they 
are  distributed  in  the  squares  and  streets  of  the 
city  and  suburbs,  before  the  gates  of  the  city,  and 
within  the  barriers  of  the  line,  and  remain  from 
7  in  the  morning  till  10  at  night  The  greater 
part  of  them  are  very  neat,  and  many  of  them 
equal  in  elegance  the  carriages  of  private  persons* 
Every  hackney  coach  proprietor  is  obliged  to  pay 
a  tax  of  3  florins  every  month.  The  hackney 
coaches  are  not  only  used  in  the  city  and  suburbs, 
but  for  many  leagues  in  the  country,  as  to  Baden, 
to  Neustadt,  Presbourg,  SfC,  There  is  no  fixed 
price  for  the  fares;  an  agreement  must  be  made 
with  the  driver  before  he  sets  off.  In  bad  weather, 
and  on  Sundays,  f^te  days,  and  extraordinary  oc-» 
casions,  the  price  is  increased.  Each  coach  is 
numbered,  and  all  are  under  the  superintendence 
of  a  commissary  of  police,  before  whom  com* 
plaints  may  be  preferred. 

It  is  not  customary  to  make  visits  of  ceremony 
in  a  hackney  coach  ;  a  glass  coach  n\ay  be  hired, 
of  which  there  are  about  300,  not  numbered,  and 
considered  more  respectable  than  hackney  coaches* 
They  may  be  hired  of  the  proprietors  by  the  day, 
week,  month,  or  even  whole  years.  The  price  of 
a  glass  coach,  with  two  horses,  is  now  o  florins 
per  day,  or  150  per  month,  with  a  donati(»i  to 
the  coachman. 

There  are  80  sedan  chairs.  They  were  first 
used  at  Vienna  in  1703.    By  a  particidar  law 
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they  are  foti>klden  to  carry  mvulids  to  the  hospitals, 
or  dead  bodies.  The  bearers  wear  aire<l  uiu^rm  ; 
ihe  chairs  which  are  numbered,  are  distributed  in 
difierent  parts  of  the  town,  and  are  constantly  at 
the  service  of  the  public,,  day  and  night.  There  is 
no  fixed  price  for  them,  but  I  florin  30  kreutzers 
ift  the  usual  charge  for  a  fare  in  the  <nty.  The 
bearers  are  under  the  supeiintemdence  of  the 
police^ 

.  Inks. — Vienna  has  no  furtiished  hotels,  and 
every  stranger  who  has  not  previously  provkied  a 
lodging,  must  re^e  at  the  inn;  there  are  two 
sorts,  innS'Widi  lodgings  and  inns  lor  eating;  the 
first  have  lodgings  for  travellers,  a^d  the  most 
moderate  price  for  a  room  Without  fire  is  twc^ 
ftorins  per  day.  There  are  no  tables  d'hote  at 
Vienna ;  the  stranger  must  dine  in  his  room,  or  in 
.the  puUic  room,  where  a  bill  of  fare  for  dinner 
and  supper  is  hung  up  with  the  prices  attached  to 
ity  and  each  person  has  what  he  pleases.  The  best 
inns  are  the  Empress  of  Austria,  in  the  Weihbourg- 
gasse  J  the  Roman  Emperor,  on  the  Freyung ;  the 
Archduke  Charles;  the  Wild  Man ;  and  the  Swan, 
in  the  Koernerstrasse ;  the  Golden  Ox,  and  the 
Madachakerhof,  in  the  Seilergasse;  the  White 
Ox,  near  the  Custom-house  ;  the  Crown  of  Hun- 
gary, in  the  Johannesgasse ;  the  Brown  Stag,  and 
the  White  Wolf>  on  the  Fleischmaikt;  and  the  Holy 
Trinity,  on  the  Hohenmarict;  all  in  the  city.  In 
Ule>  suburbs  IMcewise  there  aire  a  laumber  of  inns 
with  lodgings. 

Araongsf  the?  inns,  whiere  dinner  and  supper  may 
be  obtained,  but  HjoI  lod^ng,  are,  titua^d  in  the 
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city«  the  Hunting  HorUf  the  Schahenruessel^  the 
Fischhof,  the  Lamb,  the  Whale,  the  Star,  the 
Mehlgnibe,  &c;  Every  person  dines  and  sups  at 
the  hour  he  pleases,  and  chopses  the  dishes  and 
the  wines  or  beer  whiqh  he  prefers. 

£atiko«hou8ss. — At  these,  dinner  for  a  single 
person  may  be  obtained  at  a  fixed  price  between 
tweWe  and  three  o'clock,  or  at  any  time  by  a  com^ 
pany  of  persons*  The  principal  keepers  of  eatings 
houses  are  Villars',  on  the  Brandstadt;  Geiger,  on 
the  Graben ;  Widtmann^  in  the  Singerstrasse ; 
Zanini,  in  the  Weihburga^se,  &c.  The  smallest 
price  ifor  a  dinner,  without  bread  or  wine»  is  3 
florins  per  head ;  but  it  may  be  had  as  high  as 
1 0  florins  per  head.  There  are  other  le^ting-housei 
of  less  note,  where  dinner  may  be  ks^  for  40  or 
50  kreutzers  per  head. 

PupLiC'HODsi^s. — Cellars. — Although  Aus* 
tria  produces  wine  in  abundance,  more  beer  is 
drunk  in  Vienna,  than  wine,  which  is  perhaps 
owing  to  the  low  price  of  beer,  or  to  the  number 
of  persons  residing  at  Vienna  the  natives  of  coun* 
tries  where  beer  is  used.  In  the  suburbs  of  Vit 
cnna  there  ,are  six.  breweries,  besides  which  a 
large  quantity  of  beer  is  brought  from  places  in 
the  vicinity.  For  the  sale  of  this  beer  there  are  in 
the  city  and  its  suburbs  nearly  500  beer<>shopSf  or 
pi^>lic4K>li|es ;  some  of  them  in; the  city,  whjich 
are  well  lumished  and  afford  good  accommodation, 
are  frequeasled  by  foreigners^  Besides  beer,  they 
keep  some  kinds  of  hot  And  cold  m^at^ 

For  the  lower  orders  there  are  wine-cellars, 
l»^here  nothing  k  allowed  to~  be  solci  but  wine  at 
T  2 
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30  kreutzers  a  pot,  and  bread,  cheese,  and.  beet- 
root 

Coffee-houses. — ^The  first  public  coffee-house 
m  Europe  was  opened  at  Vienna  in  l683.  A  Pole, 
named  Koltschitzky,  who  during  the  siege  of  this 
city  had  rendered  it  important  services  as  a  spy, 
asked  permission  of  the  Emperor  Leopold  I.  to 
open  a  public  coflfee-house.  The  city,  with  its 
suburbs,  now  contains  75  coffee-houses.  They 
are  open  from  morning  till  midnight,  and  sell 
coffee,  tea,  chocolate,  punch,  lemonade,  org^t, 
caudle,  liqueurs,  &c.  During  summer  there 
are  ices  sold  at  some  of  them,  and  others  have 
rooms  for  smoking.  Cards  and  billiards  are  al- 
lowed :  of  the  latter  there  are  generally  three  or 
four  tables,  affording  a  good  revenue  to  the  pro- 
prietor, as  each  well-frequented  table  produces  30 
florins  a  day.  The  lovers  of  news  will  find  at 
these  coffee-houses  the  best  German,  French, 
Italian,  and  English  newspapers. 

The  most  frequented  coffee-houses  are  those  of 
Kramer  and  Marcelli  (commonly  called  Taioni) 
cm  the  Graben ;  that  of  Wierschmidt,  on  the  Neu- 
markt ;  of  Neuner,  in  the  Plankengasse  ;  that  near 
the  custom-house;  thbse  of  Corti,  Benko,  and 
Romay,  and  the  coffee-houses  near  the  bridge  at 
the  entrance  of  the  Leopoldstadt. 

Brokers. — ^Public  Auctions. — The  brokers 
of  Vienna  have  a  very  convenient  method  of  ma- 
nagii^  business  for  strangers.  The  traveller  who 
does  not  intend  slopping  more  than  two  or  three 
months,  or  a  couple  of  years,  and  who  for  this 
short  residence  does  not  wish  to  have  furniture  of 
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h'ls  ovn«  has  only  to  give  a  broker  a  list  of  the  ar- 
ticles he  may  want,  and  he  will  supply  him  with 
tables,  clocks,  mirrors,  sofas^  chairs,  beds,  in 
short,  with  every  thing  necessary  to  furnish  an 
apaltment :  the  articles  may  be  settled  for  by  the 
week  or  month  :  in  two  ddys  the  traveller  has  hb 
apartment  fumi8*M-*d>  and  at  his  departure  he  will 
have  nothing  to  remove,  the  broker  taking  away 
every  thing  that  he  has  furnished. 

If  a  person  has  fttmiture  at  his  departure  which 
he  does  not  wish  to  take  with  him,  he  may  dispose 
of  it  by  public  auction ;  in  a- couple  of  days  all  his 
furniture  will  be  sold,  and,  as  is  usual  at  these 
sales,  paid  for  in  ready  money.  It  often  happens 
that  handsome  furniture  sells  on  these  occasions  at 
a  higher  price  than  it  originally  cost. 

Showt  Post. — Its  office  is  in  the  house  oi  the 
general  post,  in  the  WoUaeile,  on  the  ground- 
fioor  in  the  court  of  the  house :  this  office  ma-* 
nages  th«  conveyance  of  letters,  packet,  bank-bills, 
state-papers,  &c.  not  only  for  the  city  and  its 
suburbs,  but  for  the  neighbouting  places  within 
one  or  two  leagues'  distance.  Persons  sending 
packets  by  the  short  post,  contaihihg  money,  banjjt- 
bills,  stkte^papers,  or  other  valuable  enclosures, 
sbotild  take  thes^  packets  open  to  the  office,  where 
they  ape  sealed  m  the  presence  of  the  piy)prietor. 
The  postage  of  a  letter  in  the  city  or  suburbs  is 
4'  kreutzers,  and  to  the  country  6  kreutzers.  The 
conveyance  of  larger  packets  costs  in  proportion 
t#  their  weight  and  the  distance  they  aare  going, 
fiom  5  to  5i  kreutzers.  For  the  conveyance  of 
money]  kre«t2^  perineal  extra  musC  be  paid. 
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•The  letters  are  delivered  three  times  a  day,  at  9  in 
the  morning,  at  noon,  and  at  4  o'clock  m  the  after- 
noon. Most  of  the  snuff  dealers  and  lottery-office 
keepers  receive  the  letters  for  the  short  post. 

Public  Baths. — ^These  are  generally  made  of 
tlie  water  of  the  Danube,  mixed  with  a  larger  or 
smaller  quantity  of  water  from  the  same  river 
warmed  according  to  the  pleasure  of  the  bather. 
In  1810,  the  Bath  of  Diana,  a  neat  and  elegant 
house,  was  erected  in  the  suburb  Leopoldstadt, 
near  the  bank  of  the  I^anube:  on  one  side  are 
apartments  for  men  and  on  the  other  for  women; 
in  the  centre  is  a  hall,  and  behind  it  a  small  garden, 
where  breakfast,  dinner,  jsupper,  and  refreshments 
of  every  kind  may  be  procured.  The  apartments 
are  provided  with  linen  and  other  necessaries,  the 
price  for  a  bath  is  two  florins  on  the  ground  floor 
and  three  florins  on  the  first  story.  When  rooms 
are  provided  with  beds,  artificisd  baths,  &c.,  the 
price  increases  accprding  to  the  accommodation, 
to  as  much  as  7  florins. 

The  most  frequented  bath  next  to  the  above  is 
the  Kaiserbad,  outside  the  new  gate,  where  the 
price  is  from  1  florin  30  kreutzers  to  4  florms. 
There  are  similar  baths  in  the  suburbs  of  Leopcdd- 
stadt,  Jaegerzeil,  at  the  entrance  of!  the  Pnter, 
Landstrasse,  Weissgaerber,  Erdbeig,  &c.;  the 
price  is  almost  every  where  the  same. 

But  as  the  lowest  price  of  these  baths  is  too 
high  for  the  common  people,  a  safe  enclosore, 
guarded  by  the  police,  has  been  made  in  the  ann 
of  the  Danube  behind  the  Brigittenaue,  where 
persons  maYj)athe  at  all  hours  of  the.day.

Besides  these  baths  made  from  the  waters  of  the 
Danube,  there  is  the  Brunl*Bad,  a  cold  and  in  a 
slight  degree  mineral  bath,  near  the  barrier  of 
Hernials. 

Swimming  ScHOOL.*-This  is  situated  beyond 
the  suburb  Jaegerzeile,  on  the  arm  of  the  Danube 
which  waters  the  Prater,  and  is  open  not  only  to 
the  military,  but  to  individuals  of  all  classes.  It 
has  a  director  and  several  masters,  who  are  all 
military.  By  paying  a  regular  sum  for  instructicm, 
and  giving  something  to  the  roasters,  any  person 
may  frequent  this  school,  where  there  is  likewise  a 
place  for  spectators* 

Aqueduct  to  the  Sububb  Mariahulf.^- 
Many  of  the  high  suburbs  of  Vienna,  named  Ma- 
riahulf,  Neubau,  Schottenfeld,  Spitalberg,  Joseph- 
stadt,  &c.,  formerly  suffered  from  a  scarcity  of  water, 
which  increases  in  proportion  to  the  increase  of 
population  in  those  suburbs,  so  that  the  inhabitants 
were  often  obliged  to  buy  the  water  required  for 
their  table  and  kitchen.  This  induced  the  late 
Archduchess  Christina  to  leave  in  her  will  a  con- 
siderable sum  to  construct  an  aqueduct,  which 
after  her  death  was  executed  by  her  husband, 
Duke  Albert,  with  his  accustomed  liberality.  The 
water  proceeds  from  several  springs  in  the  moun- 
tains behind  Huteldorf,  in  such  abundance  that 
Mariahulf,  Gumpendorf,  Neubau,  Schottenfeld, 
Maria-Trost,  the  Platzl,  the  Kothgasse,  the  Jo- 
sephstadt,  the  academy  of  engineers,  and  the  ca- 
valry barracks  in  the  Josephstadt,  each  possess  at 
the  present  time  a  fountain  a4Kl  basin  of  good 
water.     The  work  was  commenced  in  1803  and 
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finWhej  in  1805,  and  eost  nearly  half  a  million  of 
ilorihfl. 

Benevolent  Establishments. 

iKdTiTUTiioN  FOE  THE  PooR;^— This  was  esta- 
bli^«d  in:  1783  by  the  Emperor  Joseph  IL,  and 
was  brought  to  its  present  state  by  Count  Buqum.  • 
Every  trulytpodr  person  may  apply  here,  and  the 
whole  oC  the  poor  are  divided  into  thiee  classed, 
,aocordiBgit»  their  degrees  of  poverty.   ^The  first 
class  receives  daily  from  this  institution  12  kreut- 
,2erav,.the  second  8y  and  the  third  4.    The  vicar 
of  each  district,  and  a  citizen  called  the  Father  of 
the  'Poory  decide  respecting  the  ^necessky  of  parish 
rfeUef,  and  range  the^  podr  in  the  above-mentioned 
classes:   they  likewise  give  certificates  for   the 
,  poor  to  be  received  into  the  hospitals  gratis.    The 
regency  of  Lower  Austria  has  now  the  suprene 
direction  of  this;  institution.    A  detailed  account  of 
Ihei  receipt  and  expendkufe  of  thb  establishment  is 
Monthly  inserted  in  the  Vienna  gazette,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  yeir  a  general  accounli.     At  the  door  of 
every  church  is  a  small  box  with  the  inscriptioii : 
J^  the  Institution  for  t^  Poor  ;  into  this  persons 
inay  put  donations ;  a  churchwarden  monthly  visits 
the  houses  Qf  his  parish  to  collet  for  the  poor. 
BjBsides  its  uisual  revenues,  the  institution  occasion- 
,  ally  receives  extra  donations  and  legacjeis.    The 
numbfer.  of  poor  who  are  annually  benefited  by 
-  this  institution  may  be  calculated  at  4,200  indivi- 
duals. .  During  the  year  1810,  the  iiKStitution  re- 
ceived in  all  27^614  florins,  and  in  the  same  y^ar 
distributed  223,825  florins.    The  capital  of  the

institution,  which  is  put  to  interest,  amounted  at 
the  end  of  the  year  1810  to  329,375  floriils,  and 
in  1815  to  542,416  florins. 

Pecuniary  aid  having  lately  diminished,  and  fhe 
number  of  indigents,  as  well  as  their  wants,  in« 
creased,  an  edict  was  issued  in  I8O6,  ordering  all 
estates  beyond  100  florins  to  pay  to  the  funds  of 
the  poor  {  per  cent.,  and  that  15  kreutzers  on 
every  1,000  florins  should  be  paid  on  business 
transacted  at  the  exchange. 

Establishment  for  benevolent  Pur* 
POSES. — The  dcamess  of  provisions  having  within' 
a  few  years  greatly  augmented,  and  many  fiunilies, 
not  belonging  to  the  class  of  the  poor,  and  con- 
sequently without  any  claim  on  the  institution  for 
the  poor,  having  been  reduced  to  great  distress,  the 
government  in  1804  created  this  establishmentr 
Its  object  is  to  assist  the  families  of  inferior  clerks, 
of  citizens,  and  other  poor  persons,  who  become 
suddenly  distressed,  either  by  a  donation  from  of 
10  to  50  florins,  or  by  continued  assistance :  this 
assbtance  is  given  in  cases  of  illness,  for  beds,  rent, 
or  the  purchase  of  wood,  &c.  The  funds  of  this 
institution  are  derived  from  certain  revenues  as- 
signed by  the  government,  from  donations  of  the 
imperial  family  and  other  benefactors,  and  from 
annual  benefits  at  theatres,  musical  academies,  &c. 
The  business  of  this  establishment  has  been  ma« 
naged  since  I8I6  by  the  commander  of  the  city 
(Stadlh  auptmannsch  ail.) 

Mont  de  Piete.— It  was  established  in  1707, 
and  since  1787  has  been  situated  in  the  Dopo^ 
theergasse;  its  object  is  to  lend  on  pledges;  no

goods^  easily  bri^Een  or  spoilt,  or  the  preservation 
of  which  is  difficult,  can  be  taken  in  pledge ;  such 
as  beds,  mirrors,  chests  of  drawers,  pictures,  bkx^s, 
&c.  The  us,ual  pledges  are  jewels,  silver,  and 
clothes.  The  interest  allowed  is  12  |>er  cent.  The 
atticl^  pledged  may  remain  a  year  and  six  weeks  ; 
after  this  period  they  are  sold  by  anction.  Each 
article  c^ered  as  a  pledge  is  valued  by  the  inw 
spector  of  the  office,  and  a  sum  lent  in  proportion. 
The  office  is  open  every  day  both  io  the  morning 
and  afternoon,  excepting  on  Sundays  and  f^te 

days. 

.  House  for  Foukblikos.— It  is  situated  ai 
the  suburb  Alsergaase,  No.  B9.  By  an  ordonnance 
of  1813,  the  following  regulations  have  been  made: 
There  are  three  kinds  of  tax  for  the  reception  of 
foundlings ;  the  first  of  120  florins  ;  the  second  of 
60'  florins ;  and  the  third  of  30  florins.  One  hun« 
dred  and  twenty  florins  must  be  paid  for  the  child 
of  a  woman  who  does  not  resiide  in  Lower  Austria. 
Sixty  florins  for  a  child  whose  mother  has  paid 
the  first  tax  at  the  lying-in-house,  or  who  has  lain- 
in  in  any  pait  of  Vienna  or  Lower  Austria.  Thirty 
florins  for  a  child  whose  mother  has  paid  the 
second  or  third  tax  in  the  lying-in-house.  Nothing 
ispl^d  for  the  children  of  those  mothers  who  have 
been  confined  at  the  lyingTin-house,and  who  have 
served  as  nunses  tor  four  months  in  the  House  fbr 
Foundlings.  Those  infants  are  likewise  received 
gratis  who  have  been  found  exposed  in  the  houses 
ox  streets  within  the  boundaries  of  Vienna,  or 
whose  mothers  have  been  suddenly  confined  ainl 
afe  evidently  very  poor. 
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As  soon  as  an  infant  is  taken  into  the^house,  its 
Chiistian  name  and  the  day  of  its  baptism  is  in« 
serted  in  a  register ;  the  bearer  receives  a  ticket 
on  which  is  inscribed  the  Christian  name  of  the 
infant,  the  number  of  the.  register,  the  day  of  ad^ 
mission,  and  the  sum  paid  with  the  infant.  Should 
any  person  wish  to  have  the  child  back  again,  they 
have  only  to  present  this  ticket  and  it  will*  be  re^ 
turned  to  them. 

The  House  for  Foundlings  isi-6nly  intended  ibr 
the  reception  of  these  infants,  as  they  do  hot  remain 
here  ;  all  without  exception  are  put  out  in  the 
country  or  suburbs  at  a  fixed  price  and  most /of 
them  have  wet-nurses. 

-  Respecting  the  maintenance  of  tiie  children  put 
out,,  the  following  regulations  have  been  made :— ^ 
1.  For  an  infant  at  the  breast  the  house  pay», 
till  the  end  of  the  first  year^  10' florins  per  month  ; 
from  the  first  to  the  end  of  the  second,  9  fiorin$  s 
from  the  second  to  the  end  of  the  thiidy  8  fiorihs; 
from  the  third  till  the  end  of  the  sixth,  7  florins  | 
firom  the  sixth  to  the  end  of  the  twelfth  y6ar,  5 
florins,  per  month ;  after  which  the  holise  no 
longer  pays  any  thii^.  2.  To  the  foster-parents 
who  have  preserved  an  infant  at  the  breast,  taken 
fiK>m  the  house,  beyond  the  first  year,  a  donation 
of  10  florins  is  made,  and  at  the  end  of  the  fifth 
year  ^  a  similar  sum  is  bestowed.  3.  For  the 
clothing  of  an  infant  10  florins  is  annually  paidi 
4.  To  the  country  people  who  come  to  take  an 
infant,  30  kreutzers  per  league  is  paid  during  the 
journey.  5.  When  the  parents  take  back  a  child 
they  are  obliged  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  sum 
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expended  on  it  6.  Whoever  takes,  at  his  own 
expense,  two  foundlings,  one  of  whom,  at  least, 
must  be  a  boy,  and  brings  them  up  to  their  twelfth 
year,  obtains  exemption  from  military  service  for 
one  of  his  own  sons.  7-  'The  foster-parents  are 
authorized  to  keep  the  foundlings  till  the  end  of 
the  22d  year,  and  employ  them  in  their  business 
or  household  work.  At  the  end  of  the  22d  year 
the  foundling  is  at  liberty  to  remain  with  his 
parents  or  seek  support  elsewhere. 

To  the  House  for  Foundlings  is  attached  an  In* 
stitution  for  Nurses,  the  object  of  which  is  to 
sujf^ly  healthy  and  proper  nurses.  When  a 
nurse  is  wanted,  the  administration  of  the  house 
choose  a  person  who  has  the  necessary  qualifica- 
tions ;  in  order  to  obtain  her,  the  applicant  pays 
10  florins  and  the  tax  of  reception  to  the  house. 
The  nurses  who  have  not  been  confined  in  the 
Lying-in-House,  are  first  examined  in  the  House 
for  Foundlings,  respecting  the  state  of  their  health, 
and  afterwards  granted  to  the  applicants.  No 
nurse  who  has  been  confined  elsewhere  and  who 
has  not  been  employed  as  a  nurse  in  the  house, 
can  follow  the  occupation  without  a  certificate  of 
heaUh  dated  within  two  days.  There  is  likewise 
attached  to  the  House  for  Foundlings,  a  Vaccine 
establishment ;  where  all  the  foundlings  are  vac^* 
cinated,  ^d  where  the  poor  may  have  their 
children  vaccinated  gratis. 

The  Orphan-House. — ^This  establishment  is 
at  No.  2l6f  at  the  Waehringergasse.  Ihe  di- 
rector is  ,M.  Vierthaler,  who  has  under  him  7 
^krk^  6  teachers,  .1  superintendent  of  girls,  l^in- 
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Mrutlfess  in  the  art  of  knitting,  1  for  spinning,  to- 
getber  with  29  persons,  male  and  female,  for  saper- 
inteviding  ami  executing  the  business  of  the  house. 

In  this  house  the  children  are  instructed  in 
various  trades  and  mechanical  arts*  Their  health 
is  carefully  attended  to,  and  they  are  particularly 
accustomed  to  neatness  and  good  habits.  Their 
labours,  exercises,  and  games,  which  are  propor- 
tioned to  their  strength,  are  carried  on  as  much  as 
possible  in-  the  open  aif *  to  render  them  strong 
and  active.  Besides  being  ^instructed  in  religion 
and  morality,  they  are  taught  reading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  ^c.  Those  who  shew  considerable 
talent  are  taught  drawing,  and  those  who  exhibit 
stUl  greater  are  allowed  to  visit  the  Latin  schools, 
and  the  academy  of  Arts.  The  girls,  besides  the 
HistructioH  they  receive  at  school,  are  taught  to 
spin,  to  knit,  and  to  sew.  The  children  have 
three  good  dishes  at  dinner,  and  one  at  supper : 
in  the  morning  and  afternoon,  during  the  hour's 
leisure,  each  child  receives  a  piece  of  bread  in 
proportion  to  its  age.  Every  child  has  a  separate 
bed ;  their  dress  varies  according  to  the  seasons, 
as  well  as  on  fi^te  days  and  working  days.  By 
paying  220  florins  annually  for  board,  clothing, 
and  instruction,  children  who  have  no  claim  to 
ifitroduction,  may  be  placed  here  and  receive  the 
saiiie  treatment  as  others^  In  the  choice  of  their 
future  situations,  their  constitution,  taknls,  and 
iBclinatioBs  are  consulted,  as  well  as  the  views  and 
wishes  of  their  parents  and  benefactors. 

Oa.  an  average,  this  house  contains  1 ,500  or- 
u 
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phans.  Witkin  a  few  years,  two  excellent  regi>» 
iation$  .have  been  made.  The  first  is,  that  the 
cbildreh  are  made  to  work  for  some  neighboariog 
factories,  particularly  for  that  of  £breichadorf  so 
that  they  thus  benefit  the  house,  and  obtain  e 
knowledge  of  a  business.  The  second  is  the 
penal  institution ;  unfortunately,  it  sometimes 
happens,  that  youpg  children,  having  committed 
offences  themselves,  or  been  implicated  with  others, 
fall  into  the  hands  of  justice :  on  account  of  their 
tender  age  they  cannot  be  proceeded  against 
criminally,  whilst,  on  the  other  hand,  it  would  be 
dangerous  to  set  them  at  liberty  without  correcti<Hi 
or  amelioration  ;  they  are  therefore  sent  to  the 
Orphan-House,  and  kept  separate  fix>m  the  other 
children ;  they  are  then  occupied  in  useful  labour^ 
and  instructed  till  there  is  good  hope  of  their  re- 
formation. 

The  LYiNG-iN-Hou8E.-^The  Emperor  Jo- 
seph II.  established  this  house  in  17B49  principally 
with  the  view  of  preventing  infanticide.  It  is 
^tuate^  in  the  Alsergasse  and  has  three  entrances  ; 
one  in  the  small  street,  between  the  great  hospital 
and  the  barracks;  another  through  thq  hospital;  and 
a  third  in  the  street  behind  the  barracks.  The 
house  is  always  kept  shut,  but  is  opened  on  ring- 
ing the  bell  either  day  or  night.  No  parson  de- 
manding admission  is  asked  for  ih&r  name  or 
situation;  but  each  person,  on  aitrance,  must 
carry  a  sealed  paper  containing  their  real  Chiiitiaa 
and  Surname  :  outside  this  paper  the  accoucheur 
marks  the^number  of  the  room  and  bed  assigned  to 
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the  female,  who  kee|>s  tiiis  paper  closed,  an^takes 
it  with  her  when  she  leaves  the  house :  the  inten* 
tioQ  of  this  paper  is,  that  should  the  person  die, 
the  death  may  be  announced  to  her  family.  Any 
person  may  go  in  masked  or  veiled,  and  remain 
there  unknown;  she  may  go  away  immediately 
alter  the  Inrth  of  her  child,  or  remain  there  a  con- 
siderable time :  she  may  even  leave  the  child  at 
the  house  or  take  it  with  her.  The  house  is  di- 
vided into  three  classes  :  the  first  contains  12 
rooms ;  the  second  6 ;  and  the  third  8.  In  the 
£Tst  class,  the  person  has  a  Yoom  to  herself;  and, 
if  she  only  remains  a  single  day,  she  pays  6  florins 
f^  the  assistance  she  receives. 

The  person  who  continues  there  a  longer  time, 
p^s  1  florin  30  kreutzers  per  day,  for  which  she 
receives  nourishn^nt,  medicine,  attendance  and 
the  baptism  of  her  infant:  in  case  she  wishes  to 
leave  the  infant  at  the  House  for  Foundlings,  she 
pays  40  florins.  Excepting  the  accoucheur,  the. 
midwife  and  a  servant,  no  person  dare  enter  the 
rckjta/ 

Iti  the  second  class  there  are  several  beds  in  one 
room,  bdt'thef  ate  so  arranged  as  to  separate  thef 
persons  confined  from  those  about  to  be  confined. 
The  person  who  remains  there  only  one  day  pays 
for  the  assistance  she  receives  4  florins,  30  kreut- 
zets,  whilst  those  who  remain  bnger  pay  i  a  florin 
every  day.  Excepting  the  persons  necessary  for 
the  accouchement  no  one  is  allowed  to  go  into  the 
rooms. 

Thos^  femaks  confined  4i)  this  class,  who  wish 
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to  lea^  their  children  at  the  House  for  foUo^lings» 
pay  20  florins. 

In  the  third  class,  the  female  pays  I9  kieutzers 
per  day ;  Persons  however  are  received  gratis  who 
have  a  certificate  of  their  poverty,  signed  by  the 
vicar  and  father  of  the  poor  of  their  district.  Such 
a  person  is  obliged  to  work  for  the  benefit  of  the 
house,  and  to  serve  after  the  accouchement  as  nurse 
in  the  House  for  Foundlings,  if  required.  This 
class  is  attended  by  the  younger  syrgeons,  9ccou-» 
cheurs  and  midwives. 

The  first  year  after  the  estublishxAent  of  this, 
housie,  that  is,  from  the  l6th  August  1784  tilt 
the  18th  August  1785,  748  infajits  were  boFi\ 
here. 

Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.— • 
In  1 784  the  Emperor  Joseph  II.  established  this 
institution,  in  order  that  those  who  had  been  bonx 
deaf  and  dumb  might  be  rendered  useful  members* 
o(  society.  The  building  is  No.  101  in  the  suburb 
Wieden,  and    on  it  is  the    following  inscription  ; 

SURDORUM      MUTORUMQUE     INSTITUTION!     ET 

vicTUi,  JosEPHUs  II.  Aug.  1784.  Thirty  poor 
boys  and  girls  are  gratuitously  supported  by  this 
institution:  they  are  dressed  in  a  neat  and  plain 
style*  Besides  breakfast  apd  tea  ibey  have  three 
dishes  at  dinner  and  two  at  tupper.  They  are 
taught  religion,  the  German  language,  writing, 
drawing,  and  arithmetic.  When  their  education  is 
iinished,  the  boys  are  placed  as  apprentices  to  any 
trade  for  which  they  appear  capable;  butare^tiU 
under  the  superintendence  of  tb«  insti^mion, 
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The  girls,  besides  receiving  the  above  mstruc- 
tioD,  are  taught  the  ordinary  employments  of  their 
sex.  Any  private  person  of  good  circumstances 
may  place  a  deaf  and  dumb  child  in  this  institu^ 
ticm,  by  paying  300  florins  annually  for  its  board 
and  instruction.  The  institution  is  open  on  Satur* 
days  for  any  who  may  wish  to  view  it 

IWSTiTfTTioir  FOR  Bliwd  CHILDREN. — ^Is  si- 
tuated at  No.  182  in  the  street  Steingasse  in  the 
suburb  Gumpendorf.  Its  director  is  Mr.  Wm. 
Klein,  and  the  object  of  this  institution  is  to  give 
blind  children  moral  instruction,  and  find  them  oc-^ 
eupations  suited  to  their  faculties,  by  means  of 
which  they  may  be  enabled  to  obtain  a  livelihood. 
Children  of  both  sexes,  between  the  ages  of  6  and 
15,  arc  recttved  hertj.  They  are  instructed  in  re- 
ligion, in  arithmetic  by  memory,  and  in  domestic 
^d  mechanical  employments :  they  spin,  knit  and 
make  various  articles  of  pasteboard,  wood  and  brass 
wire.  Three  hundred  florins  per  year  is  the  charge 
for  each  child.  The  children  of  parents  in  good 
circumstances  are  taught  reading,  writing,  geogra* 
phy,  history,  mathematics  and  foreign  languages. 
A  pubtic  examination  takes  place  every  Thursday 
between  10  and  12  when  any  person  may  at* 
tend. 

Institution  for/Poor  Sick  Children.—- 
This  was  first  established  in  1787^  and  is  now  un- 
der the  cJare  of  Dr.  Gbelis,  who  at  certain  hours 
every  day,  gives  medical  or  chirurgical  advice  to 
any  poor  sick  children  who  are  brought  to  his. 
house  No.  226  at  the  Wollzeile.  Besides  this  the 
i&tdicine  prescribed  is  given  gratis  to  those  wh' 
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arc  providt?d  with  certificates  of  their  poverty. 
The  institution  possesses  a  small  fund  which  gs»- 
dually  increases  by  gratuitous  donations.  Pi:« 
Go<!lis  annually  publishes  an  account  of  the  do* 
nations  and  expenditure,  of  the  diseases  and  the 
number  of  children  relieved,  which  in  the  course 
of  the  year  amounts  to  4,000. 

Citizens'  Hqspital. — This  large  building  was 
formerly  an  hospital  intended  for-  the  support  of 
poor  men  and  women  belonging  to  the  city  en- 
feebled by  age  or  infirmities.  Under  the  reign  of 
the  Emperor  Joseph  H.^  the  hospital  was  put  in  its, 
present  state,  and  the  prebendaries  who  till  then 
had  occupied  it,  were  paid  a  certain  sum  with  per^ 
mission  to  live  in  any  way  they  thought  proper* 
As  the  price  of  the  necessaries  of  lite  increased 
this  money  was  not  sufficient  to  support  a  decrepit 
man :  in  con^uence  of  which  the  present  Em- 
peror in  1801  assigned  a  part  of  the  large  build* 
ing  of  St.  MarCj  No.  441,  as  a  residence  for  the 
city  prebendariest  where  they  live  together,  sup* 
ported  by  the  revenues  <^  their  original  foundation 
•and  by  the  gifts  of  a  benevolent  society.  The  city 
magistrate  is  the  governor  of  this  hospital. 

Foundations  for  the  Endowment  of 
Girls. — ^Thc  first  of  these  was  made  by  Count 
Nicolas  de  Stella  in  17^6;  it  annually  bestows  on 
three  poor  girls  gf  irreproachable  character  a  dow- 
ry of  300  florins.  M.  Duval  in  1775  left  a  capi- 
tal of  12,2^0  florins,  for  the  purposes  of  annually 
giving  a  dowry  of  1^3  florins  to  three  girls.  In 
17i^3  M.  Sengwien  left  the  annual  injterestof  40,000 
HoriuSf  that  a  dowry  might  be  givt>n  to  several  pea^ 
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aant  girk.  Count  Joseph  de  Fries,  in  1788,  made 
a  foundation  for  an  annual  dowry  of  300  florins 
to  two  giris.  Besides  these  foundations  there  are 
several  others  of  less  im  portance.  The  distribution 
of  these  dowries  is  partly  by  lot  and  partly  by 
the  public  authorities. 

Associations  for  Pensions.— The  clerks 
and  persons  serving  about  the  court,  when  no  longer ' 
capable  of  performing  their  duty,  are  pensioned 
by  the  government,  according  to  a  regulation  esta- 
blished by  Joseph  II. 

Besides  these  pensioners,  sevcfal  classes  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Vienna  have,  with  the  consent  of  go* 
vemment,  formed  associations  for  securing  pensions 
to  themselves,  the  principal  of  which  are  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Association  of  civilians;  entrance  200  florins, 
annual  subscription  20  florins.  Association  for 
phy&icians'  widows  :  entrance  450  florifts,  annual 
subscription  20  florins.  Association  for  the  widows 
of  the  surgeons  of  the  city ;  entrance  224  florins, 
annual  subscription  10  florins.  Association  o£ 
musicians;  entrance  150  florins,  annual  subscript 
tion  12  florins.  Association  of  artists;  both  for 
themselves  when  no  longer  able  to  work  and  for 
their  widows  and  children;  entrance  from  100  ta 
400  florins,  annual  subscription  from  8  to  32  flo^ 
rin&  Association  of  merchants;  entrance  400> 
florins,  annual  subscription  20  florins.  Associa* 
tion  of  the  officers  of  noblemen's  houses  ;  entrance 
lOO  florins,  annual  subscription  20  florins.  Asso- 
ciation of  shopmen  ;  entrance  at  any  age  below  40 
yearsy  5   florjns,  annual  subscription   2  florins « 
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above  40  ytars,  entmnce  10  florins,  annual  sub« 
scripdon  5  flonm;  monthly  pension  10  florins ;  bj 
paying  50  flonns  extra,  the  same  pension  is  en- 
joyed by  their  widows  and  orphans*  Association 
for  the  widows  of  petty  schoolmasters  in  the  sub- 
urbs; entrance  10  florins,  annual  subscription 
6  florins.  Association  of  livery  servants ;  monthly 
subscripttOQ  10  kreutsers,  when  out  of  place  the 
subscriber  receives  4  florins  per  month,  and  his 
widow  three. 

At  some  of  these  associations  the  pension  is  al- 
ways the  same,  and  at  others  it  is  regulated  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  members  pensioned. 

EftTABLIBHMSVT    POR    RR6TORING    PERSONS 

APPARENTLY  DEAD.— Itwas  foimded  in  1803»  to 
save  those  who  appeared  to  have  died  by  being 
drowned,  stifled,  hangied,  struck  with  cold  or  any 
such  accident.  In  order  to  impart  the  information 
necessary  fbr  the  recovery  of  these  unfortunate  per- 
sons, pt ofeisors  of  medicine  and  surgery  are  obliged 
to  give  public  lessons  to  the  students  of  their  pro- 
fession. As  the  drowned  are  generally  taken  from 
the  water  by  boatmen  or  fishermen,  they  are 
likewise  compelled  to  inform  themselves  respecting 
the  method  of  restoration,  without  which  they  are 
not  admitted  to  the  freedom  of  their  trade.  As  ait 
immediate  application  of  the  instruments  and  medi- 
cines is  of  essential  importance,  cases  of  them  are 
kept  on  purpose  at  various  places;  in  the  city,  at 
the  po^9^  office,  and  at  7  surgeon's,  and  in  each, 
suburb  at  the  judge's  and  director  of  the  poHce  of 
his  district  and  on  both  banks  of  the  Danube.  Tim 
person  who  succeeds  in  restoring  one  apparently 
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dead  receives  a  donation  of  25  florins^  a  public 
testimonial  from  tlie  government,  and  the  insertion 
of  his  name  and  action  in  the  public  papecs ;  the 
persons  assisting  are  likewise  rewarded.  The  ne- 
cessary expenses  for  the  whole  are  supplied  by 
the  regency  of  Lower  Austria,  and  his  Majesty 
the  Cmperor  has  assigned  a  sum  which  was  aug- 
mented by  a  gift  of  2^000  florins  from  a  Moraviaa 
nobleman. 

Association  of  kosle  i^adies  fob  thk 
ADVANCEMENT  OF  USEFUL  OBjECTs.-r-This  So- 
ciety was  formed  in  1811,  and  consists  of  more  than 
1  SO  ladies  of  the  first  rank  in  Vienna,  who  ap« 
point  by  plurality  of  voices  a  committee  of  twelve 
ladies,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Princess  Lobko« 
witz,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  whole  body.. 
In  order  to  promote  the  end  proposed,  the  society 
have  invited  a  great  number  of  ladies  of  inferior 
rank  to  co-operate  ^ith  them  by  donations  and 
annual  subscriptions.  The  objects  to  which  this 
society  has  directed  its  attention  are,  the  Hous« 
for  Foundlings,  the  institution  for  the  deaf  and., 
dumb,  the  institution  for  the  blind,  the  hospital  of 
nuns  of  St.  Elizabeth,  &c.  &c.  For  some  years 
past  it  has  had  a  small  hospital  at  Baden. 

Premiums  fqr  Servants. — Since  1810  tho 
government  have  annually  distributed  10  premiums . 
to  servants  of  both  sexes.  The  servant  who  has 
lived  25  years  at  Vienna,  and  in  this  time  has  served 
one  master  10  years,  receives  a  premium  of  15Q 
florins.  T}ie  candidates  for  this  premium  must^, 
address  ihcir  claim  and  certificates  to  th<?  DiveC^t 
of  Ppli^e,

HOSPITALS. 

Thb  Gbviral  HosPiTAL.->-Tliere  were  for- 
m&Ay  screrai  hospitals  established  in  the  difiereot 
sdborbs  of  YieDiia.  The  Emperor  Joseph  II. 
united  them^  and  in  1784  formed  the  general  hos- 
piCaL  Tins  bmlding  is  situated  in  die  suburb  Al^ 
sezgasse  and  the  inscription  on  the  principal  en- 
trance is  Sautsi  et  Solatio  aegroruh  Jose- 
PHUS  II,  Aug.  1784.  It  is  an  immense  edifice, 
cDOtaining  seven  courts'planted  with  mulberrjr-trees. 
There  are  11 1  rooms  for  the  sick,  6l  of  winch  are 
fm  meOy  and  50  for  women;  each  of  these  rooms 
is  ^  feet  long,  and  17  broad  i  the  Mrindows  are  8 
feet  Irom  the  fioor ;  each  bed  is  2}  feet  from  the 
odi6r.  Them  are  separate  rooms  Sot  those  who  are 
attacked  with  hydrophobia  and  for  those  who  are 
getting  weU.  The  whole  is  capable  of  containing 
2,000  bed«. 

There  are  four  classes  in  this  hospital.  In  Che 
firstclass,  thesick  person  has  a  room  to  himself,  and 
a  whole  bed,  but  he  must  bring  with  him  his  clothes 
and  linen. 

In  the  second  class,  the  sick  person  receives  the 
same  as  in  the  first,  excepting  die  separate  room. 

In  these  two  classes  all  patients  are  received, 
widi  the  exception  of  those  attacked  with  incurable 
complaints. 

In  thethirdclassar^  admitted  persons  of  both  sexes 
who  belong  to  any  public  charity.  From  the  day  such 
an  individiud  enters,  the  hospital  receives  any  reve- 
nue due  to  the  uck  person  till  he  is  cured. 

The  fourth  class  is  for  gratuitous  reception ;  who- 
ever wishes  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  it  is  obliged  to 
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bring  a  certificate  of  his  poverty  from  the  minkter 
of  the  parish* 

Wh^  this  hospital  was  established,  the  sum  p«id 
for  recepticm  was  regulated  in  the  following  man- 
ner ;  in  the  first  class  one  fiofin  a  day ;  in  the  se- 
<^ond  class  30  kreut^ers  a  day*'  The  ciicunistaDces 
of  the  times  having,  altered,  this  sum  has  several 
times  changed,  but  in  1317  the  following  regular 
tion  was  made;  in  the  first  class,  the  sick  pev* 
son  pays  3  florins  24  kreutzers^aday;  in  the  second, 
2  florins  8  kreutzers,  in  the  third,  45  kreutzers,  if 
he  is  an  inhabitant  of  Vienna,  and  1  florin  SOkreul- 
isers  if  he  is  a  stranger. 

Every  person  who  places  a  servant  at  the  hospi- 
tal, pays  45  kreutzers  a  day ;  however  he  may  put 
him  there  in  the  first  or  second  class  by  paying  the 
stated  price. 

The  deamess  of  articles  necessary  for  suck  an 
institution  having  considerably  increased,  so  that 
the  funds  were  not  »ifficient  for  the  support  of  the 
hospital,  the  government,  at  the  commencement  of 
Dec.  1808,  Ifud  a  tax  on  all  the  estates  in  the  city 
and  suburbs  for  the  profit  of  this  institution;  estates 
of  1,000  to  10,000  florins  to  pay  1  florin  per  1,000; 
from  10,000  to  25,000  florins,  1  florin  30  krenl- 
2ers;  from  25,000  to  50,000,  2  florins;  firom 
50,000  to  75,000,  2  florins  30  kreutiers^;  firom 
75,000  to  100^0,  3  florins ;  if  the  estate  be  worth 
jDdor^  than  ipo>000  florins,  400  florins  must  be 
paid  down,  and  never  any  more* 

Every  sick  person  has  a  separate  bed^  above 
^which  is  a  taUet  with  the  number  of  the  woom  and 
bed,  the  nimie  of  the  person,  the  date  of  bis  ad- 
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flnission^  the  medicines  prescribed  for  him,  the  hout 
at  which  they  are  to  be  given  him,  the  state  x)f  his 
disorder,  and  the  nourishment  he  is  to  receive. 

Every  morning  in  summer  at  7,  and  in  winter  at 
8  o'clock,  the  drupiire  prescribed  for  the  sick;  the 
nourishment  is  divided  according  to  five  classes  of 
Allowance,  the  Aveak  allowance,  the  quarter,  the 
-third,  the  half,  and  the  entire  allowance ;  the  four 
firsjt  are  the  same  for  all  the  classes. 

The  hosfMtal  has  a  well-furnished  laboratory, 
warm  and  cold  baths^  and  a  room  where  the  dead 
are  deposited. 

The  present  director  is  Dr.  Hiidenbrand.  Un- 
■der  him  are  a  principal  physician,  a  principal 
surgeon,  and  many  other  inferior  physicians,  sur- 
fneons  and  practitioners,  who  live  in  the  house  that 
they  may  be  always  ready  to  assist  the  sick. 

In  the  first  great  court  is  a  spacious  and  isolated 
house,  intended  for  the  clinical  institute ;  it  con- 
tains, besides  the  apartments  of  the  professor,  a  hall 
for  lessons,  several  rooms  for  the  sick,  and  others 
Arranged  for  the  dissection  of  bodies  with  every  in- 
strament  necessary  for  the  operation.  In  the  rooms 
»f  this  house  are  always  placed  the  sick  of  both 
sexes,  whose  diseases  form  the  subject  of  the  pro* 
4essor*s  lectures ;  he  leads  the  students  to  the  bed 
«f  the  sick,  points  out  the  various  syraptomsj  and 
4hus  gives  practical  lessons;  the  sick  are  visited 
ivom  7  tiU  9  o'clock  in  the  morning;  from  9 to  10 
there  is  a  lecture  to  physicians,  and  from  10  to  11 
to  surgeons. 

Any  respecuble  person  fnay  at  all  times  see  ih* 
hospital  as  well  as  the  clinical  insUiuta* 
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TrtE  SMALL  H0USE9. — Under  the  direction  of 
the  general  hospital  are  the  Small  Houses  or  what 
is  commonly  called  the  Madhouse.  This  is  a  round 
building  with  five  stories,  each  of  which  contains 
28  rooms ;  the  inspectors  reside  in  a  small  separate 
building  which  crosses  the  court.  The  large  build- 
ing is  warmed  in  winter  by  two  furnaces,  whence 
the  heat  is  communicated  by  pipes  to  all  the  rooms. 
In  1796  M.  Frank  made  an  important  ameliora- 
tion by  the  formation  of  a  garden,  to  afford  the 
convalescents  some  hours  of  tranquillity  and  pure 
mr. 

The  reception  to  this  house  is  in  the  same  classi- 
"fication  as  to  the  general  hospital. 

Any  person  wishing  to  see  the  interior  of  this 
liouse  must  obtain  an  order  of  admission  signed  by 
the  principal  director  of  the  general  hospital. 

HOSIPITAL   OF   THE  BrOTHGRS   OF  MeRCT.— 

The  convent  and  hospital  of  this  order  is  situated 
iat  the  suburb  Leopoldstadt;  the  convent  contains 
tiearly  60  monks,  and  the  hospital  is  calculated  toac- 
yrommodate  114  sick,  amongst  whom  there  are  many 
'places  founded  for  certain  corporations  and  trades ; 
the  rest  is  commonly  occupied  by  journeymen  and 
other  poor  people.  Persons  of  all  nations  and  re- 
ligions ar^  admitted  into  this  house,  and  at  the  end 
of  each  year  the  order  publishes  a  list  of  all  the 
sick  they  have  had  under  their  care,  adding  the 
nciniber  of  those  who  have  been  cured,  as  well  as 
of  those  who  are  dead.  Besides  the  infirmary  the 
•Brothers  of  Mercy  keep  a  house  for  convalescents 
isitualed  at  the  suburb  Landstrasse,  and  founded  in 
-iZ^a  by  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa.      To  this 
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hous  they  convey  the  convalescents^  in  ord^  to 
jrain  more  room  in  the  infirmary  for  the  sick  who 
are  continually  arriving. 

The  numh^  of  sick  annually  received  into  tfajp 
hospital,  amounts  to  between  2,500  and  3,000. 

AU  priests  who  have  the  misfortune  to  be  deprive^ 
of  reason,  are  likewise  put  under  the  care  of  the 
Brothers  of  Mercy. 

Hospital  op  Elizabethine  Nuns. — Thea^ 
Nuns  have  not  been  suppressed  because  their  insti- 
tution contributes  essentially  to  the  wel&re  of  their 
fellow-creatures.  The  convent  and  infirmary  of 
these  nuns  is  situated  at  the  entrance  of  the  suburb 
Landstrasse;  this  establishment  is  for  50  sick  females^ 
who  are  too  poor  to  provide  medical  assistance  at 
their  own  expense.  There  is  a  physician  expressly 
employed  in  this  infirmary,  and  the  sick  are  taken 
care  of  by  the  nuns,  with  the  greatest  atten* 
tion. 

iKFiRMAaT  FOR  Secular  Priests. — This 
establishment  is  situated  in  the  Ungargasse»  in  the 
ci-devant  college  of  Piansts,  and  is  maintained 
by  contributions  from  the  voluntary  members*  wIkv 
are  the  clergy  of  the  diocese  of  Vienna.  On  enter- 
ing this  society  before  40  years  of  age;*  the  subscii- 
ber  must  pay  6  florins  annually;  from  the  41flt 
to  the  50th  year,  &  florins;  from  the  51stto^the 
60th  year,  10  florins ;  from  the  6lst  to  the  JOth 
year,  12  florins,  and  after  70  years,  16^  florins  anr 
nually.  In  case  of  sickness  the  members  derive 
the  benefit  of  lodging,  bed,  linen,  food,  physician* 
surgeon,  and  medicines.  Those  of  the  nuynben 
who  in  case  of  sickness  do  not  wishtogoiatp 
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Che  infiniifliry,  may  receive  medicine  and  the  attend- 
ance of  the  physkian  and  surgeon  at  home. 

lirsTitvrioir  for  Necessitous  Taadesmek. 
-^This  association  is  intended  to  relieve  the  wants 
of  poofi  sick,  and  decrepit  tradesmen.  It  has  a 
director  and  diepnties,  who  distribute  to  the  necessi^ 
tDUs  of  this  class  assistance  of  more  or  less  im- 
portance. 

•  Ho«rs<«  woA  THE  Ikcueabie.— There  are  two 
at  Vienna,  the  Beckenhaeusel,  and  the  Sonnenhof. 
These  houses  are  intcfnded  to  receive  those,  whom 
It^e  directicm  of  the  general  hospital  have  declared 
incurable,  those  attacked  with  disgusting  disorders, 
as  abo  the  melancholy  mad,  and  to  conceal  them 
from  public  view.  When  die  number  of  these 
persons  becomes  too  great  for  the  houses  at  Vienna, 
tiiey  are  sent  to  Ybs  and  Mauerbach,  where  there 
trt  AOiitar  establishments. 

Jews'  Hospital* — Is  at  die  suburb  Rossau ;  it 
was  founded  by  the  family  of  Oppenheimer  who 
support  it  with  liberality;  all  poot  and  sick  Jews, 
wftether  natives  of  Vienna  or  foreigners,  are  re- 
ceived here. 

The  PttisoKETRs'  Hospital.— This  is  esta- 
blished in  the  house  of  correction  in  the  suburb 
Leopoldstadt ;  not  only  the  prisoners  of  this  house, 
but  those  of  aSl  the  prisons  in  Vienna,  who  are  ill, 
are  placed  here.  A  physician  is  expressly  employed 
to  attend  diem  at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

State  of  Relioiok.  • 

Tile  Rdman  CadioUc  is  the  prevailing  rMigion  in 
tlie  AuslriMi  States,  and  eonsequendy  at  Vienna- 
X  2 
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Its  chief  h  the.  archbishop  of  Vienna,  the  present 
Count  Hohenwart.  Its  annual  revenue  is  nearly 
$0»000  florins.  The  cathedral  chapter  of  St.  Ste- 
phen fornos  the  consistory  which  regulates  its  eccle* 
siastical  affairs,  but  in  other  respects  it  is  under  the> 
jurisdiction  of  the  Regency  of  the  country. 

Public  worship  was  considerably  reformed  under 
the  Emperor  Joseph  IL,  and  is  now  celebrated,  ia 
most  places,  according  to  the  forms  then  introduced. 
Instead  of  theLatin  text,  till  then  used  for  ecclesias^ 
tical  f^tes,  chanting  has  been  introduced;  and  it 
u  only  at  the  great  iltes  that  a  solemn  mass,  entirely 
musical,  is  allowed  to  be  performed. 

Fete  Dieu. — ^The  only  solemn  procession, 
which  is  annually  made,  when  there  is  fine  wea^ 
ther,  is  the  f&te  Dieu,  and  this  well  deserves  the 
attention  of  strangers.  The  tradesmen  and  other 
companies  set  out  early  in  the  morning  from  dia 
church  of  St.  Stephen,  make  the  prescribed  tour 
and  return  to  the  ^me  place ;  the  processioov 
properly  so  called,  does  not  commence  till 
p  o'clock  in  the  morning.  It  sets  out  from  St« 
Stephen's,  passes  through  several  streets,  in  the  city, 
and  returns  to  th.e  cathedrM-  The  whole  way  is 
covered  with  planks,  ornamented  with  herbs  and 
flowers,  and  guarded  on  both  sides  by  a  battalion  of 
grenadiers.  As  the  Imperial  Family  is  generally 
present  at  this  procession,  it  becomes  a  brilliant 
spectacle ;  the  city  artillery  corps  commences  the 
procession  ;  it  is  followed  by  the  clergy  of  all  the 
parishes  and  convents  then  in  existence ;  then  come 
^^/^j^r'*"^^  °^  '^e  court,  the  university,  the  caoons 
of  t)t.  Stephen,  the  imperial  ch«mberlain9,tbe  privy 
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coUfetfriHoiSy  the  kiii|rkU  of  St.  Stephen,  the  knighu 

of  the  Older  of  Maria  Theresa,  and  the  knights  of 

Ae  OoMen  Fleece.    The  Host  is  earned,  by  the 

,  archbishop  or  by  a  bishop.  It  is  followed  by  the  £m» 

l^erar  and  the  other  members  of  the  reigning  family, 

aftcnr  whom  walk  the  ladies  of  the  court  and  dty. 

The  court  is  escorted  on  both  sides  by  the  iroperia 

gttflord  on  loot,  followed  by  the  Hungarian  and  Gev» 

lama  guaid  monnted;   a  company  of  grenadieis^ 

preceded  by  a  military  band,  closes  the  procession. 

During  its  progress  the  city  bells  ring,  and  before 

the  Host  beautiful  music  is  perfonned.    When  di- 

vkie  service  is  finished,  a  battalion  of  grenadiers^ 

stationed  on  the  Graben,  fire  three  times  and  by 

this  m^ial  tenninate  about  noon  the  solemnities  ot 

the  day. 

This  procession  takes  place  in  the  city  on  the  day 
of  F^te  Dieu,  and  the  following  Sunday  the 
parishes  in  the  suburbs  each  celebrate  it  with 
ft  distinct  proiDessibn« 

PmoTiSTAWTs,  GniiEKfl,  Jews»  TuiIks.—- Next 
to*  the  catholics^  the  comsoJunhieB  of  the  two  protes*- 
Uknft  foiths  aie  die.  most  nuiiietons  in  Vienna.  Dur* 
mg  the  usign  of  Maria  Thenesa,  protestants  cele- 
brated divine  service  in  the  houses  of  SwecUsfa) 
Danish  and  Dutch  ministefs.  The  Emperor  Joseph 
II.  allowed  them  to  have  temples  for  worship*  The 
number  of  Lutherans  b  now  about  3,000  and  that 
oi  the  Reformists  about  800;  each  has  a  consistory 
aadk  mintsteriy  who  likewise  superintend  the  com- 
KUfiities  of  their  persuasions  in  Upper  and  Lower 
Austria,  Styria  and  Carinthia. 
The  protestants  whohereenjoythe  same  social  righu 
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and  privileges  as  the  catholics,  exercise  their  worsbifr 
publicly  and  without  any  restraint  or  buiden,  ex- 
cept that  they  are  not  allowed  to  have  bells  or 
steeples  to  their  temples. 

The  adherents  of  the  Greek  church,  both  united 
and  non-united  or  schisroadcsy  are  about  equal  in 
number  to  die  protestants.  Previous  mention  has 
been  made  of  their  churches,  where  on  Sundays  and 
£&te  days  divine  service  is  solemnly  performed  ac-^ 
cording  to  the  ritual  of  their  church. 

Besidesthe  Jews  settled  at  Vienna,  there  are  a  great 
number  who  come  from  the  hereditary  provinces, 
particularly  from  Gallicia ;  they  have  no  regular 
synagogue,  but  at  No.  528,  in  the  Kienmarkt,  there 
is  a  hall  fitted  upasasynagogue,  with  a  Jewish  school. 

The  Turkish  Merchants  at  Vienna  have  service 
at  their  own  houses. 

Scientific  Establishments. 

The  UNivERSiTT.r— The  university  of  Vienna 
was  founded  in  1237  by  the  £mperor  Frederick  11., 
Duke  Ralph  IV.,  and  his  son  Duke  Albert  III., 
who  had  it  confirmed  by  Popes  Urban  V.  and  VL 
In  1 662  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  II.  restored  this 
university  to  the  Jesuits,  who  arranged  it  accordiiig 
to  their  own  plans  and  took  possession  of  all  the 
professors'  chairs. 

In  1756  an  entire  reformation  was  attempted; 
the  celebrated  Baron  Gerard  van  Swieten,  had  cwh. 
jointly  with  Professor  Rieger  formed  a  new  plaaof 
study :  it  was  approved  by  the  Empress  ^laria 
1  herosa,  who  at  ihe  same  time  resolved  to  erect  a 
new  buildmg  fit  for  public  lectures.     The  wotk 
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was  commenced  in  1753,  finished  at  the  end  of 
the  year  1755,  and  on  the  5th  April  1756,  the  new 
university  was  opened  with  great  solemnity. 

This  building  is  situated  on  the  square  of 
the  university.  It  is  an  oblong  square,  and 
besides  the  ground*floor,  has  two  stories  sur- 
mounted by  the  astronomical  observatory.  The 
pniicipal  entrance  is  ornamented  by  two  fountain» 
and  has  the  following  inscription,  Fuanciscus  I. 
ET  Maria  The&esia  Augg.  sciektiis  et  ar« 

TXBOS  KBSTITUTUM  POSUEBUNT.        AnN0  1753. 

There  are  two  entrances  at  the  side,  and  all  three 
lead  to  a  large  hall  supported  by  twenty  stone 
pillars. 

On  the  ground-floor  are  the  rooms  dedicated  to 
surgical  and  medical  lessons,  with  a  room  in  which 
the  members  of  the  medical  profession  assemble  to 
examine  candidates.  There  is  likewise  an  anatomi* 
cal  theatre,  a  laboratory,  and  a  room  for  chemical 
lectures.  On  the  first  story  is  the  large  and  mag- 
nificent hall  intended  for  the  assemblies  of  the  pro- 
fessors at  disputations  and  other  public  duties ;  the 
ceiling  is  painted  by  Guglielmi  and  on  the  four 
walls  are  allegorical  figures  representing  the  four 
professions.  On  this  story  also  are  the  rooms  for 
lectures  on  law,  politics,  philosophy,  and  theology, 
as  well  as  the  philosophical  and  mechanical  hall 
containing  a  great  number  of  machines,  models  and 
instruments  executed  with  great  skill.  On  the  se- 
cond story  is  the  large  hall  for  medical  lectures, 
where  is  a  bronze  bust  of  Baron  van  Swieten  which 
the  Empress  Maria  Theresa  erected  in  1769>  a*  *'' 
grateful  memorial  of  his  labours  in  favour  of  science* 
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It  likewise  contmns  aliffge  collection  of  aitatoni* 
cal  ioBtruineiitft  miaie  by  Ruysch,  Albio^  Lieber- 
kuhn,  &c,,  with  numenms  microscopes  bought  by 
M.  SwielNi  tad  given  to  the  medical  professorship. 
In  the  turret  at  the  thivd  story  is  ther  astponomical 
observatory ;  containing  a  roctti  particularly  adapted 
for  optical  experiments,  and  a  fine  cotlectaon  of 
telescopes  and  other  instruments  for  astrommii^ 
and  meteorological  observations.  The  pitgsenn  pro^ 
fessor  of  astronomy,  the  Chevalierde  Buig,  receivtss 
well*inlbrmed  foreigners,  and  even  allows  them  to 
view  his  experim^its ;  he  daily  makes  Che  meteor- 
olog^al  observations  which  ikre  published  twice  a 
week  in  the  Vienna  gazette. 

Since  the  suppression  of  the  Jesuits,  new  profes- 
sorships for  the  various  branches  ot  science  have 
from  time  to  time  been  made,  as  well  as  numerous 
other  improvements  in  dus  tmiversiiy.  In  17^4 
the  Emperor  Joseph  II.  ordered  the  readings  ia  all 
the  sciences  (excej^ing  theology  alid  eeclesasiilcial 
law)  to  be  made  in  the  German  laaguAge,  which 
however  has  been  discootinued  for  some  years  as^ 
the  readings  in  theology,  law,  medicine  and  ;pliiiiP 
sophy  lire  again  made  in  Latin»^  In  1787  this  samcf 
monarch  im|MC>sed  a  tax  on  public  lectures,  a  thiti^ 
till  then  unknowil  to  public  sdK)ols  in  Aoistriatt 
Countries.  According  to  this  regulation  students 
itinst  pay,  at  die  gymnasium  12  ^rins  annually; 
for  the  philosophical  course  18  florins ;  for  that  of 
law  30  florins,  and  as  mUch  for  that  of  medickie : 
the  dteofogical  course  is  gtatis,  These'taxes  how* 
ever  are  not  paid  to  the  professors,  but  form  an^  itti- 
aual    stipend    for    poor    students    who   distin-. 
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guish  themselves   by  their  talents  and    a|>plica« 
tion.     . 

Under  the  Emperor  Leopold  II.  the  university 
of  Vienna  was  received  amongst  the  states  of  Lower 
Austria^  where  it  has  a  deputy  who  sits  amongst  the 
prelates. 

According  to  ancient  custom,  the  university  is 
divided  into  four  professions, those  of  theol<^y,  law, 
medicine,  and  philosophy;  as  also  into  four  acade- 
mic nations,  Austrian,  Rhenish, -Hung^ian  and 
Saxon.  The  chiefs  of  the  university  form  the  con^ 
sistory,  which  includes,  the  rector  (chosen  every 
th  ree  years  by  turns  from  one  of  the  four  professions), 
the  chancellor,  the  directors  and  presidents^  the 
deans  and  seniors  of  the  four  professions,  the  prox- 
ies of  the  academic  nations^  and  lastly,  the  syndic 
of  the  university.  Theology  has  7  professors,  law 
13,  medicine  13,  and  philosophy  12,  so  that  the 
total  number  of  professors  is  45  ;  to.  whom  may  be. 
added  7  teachers  of  languages  and  foreign  literature. 
All  the  professors  are  paid  by  the  Court. 

The  professor  of  experimental  philosophy  and 
mechanism  gives  every  Sunday^  in  fine  weather, 
lectures  to  artists,  mechanists,  and  tradesmen. 

The  university  has  a  library  open  to  the  public,. 
a  collection  of  natural  history  and  a  botanic  gardien. 
which  will  be  mentioned  hereafter.  It  has  likewise 
foundations  for  234  poor  students  of  all  professions 
and  of  various  countries,  places  and  families.  These 
foundations  are  from  24  to  300  florins  per  year,  and 
are  disposed,  of  by  the  directors.  As  the  taxes  for. 
public  leQtufqs  «^re  likewise  employed  in  foandan 
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tiou,  16  have  been  fbrmei  (etch  ol  150  florins) 
for  students  in  law  and  medicine,  and  28  (each  of 
120  floriiiB)  for  students  in  philosophy. 

Th^  Akchietiscopal  S^MiirABT.-^Afterthe 
suppression  of  general  Mhoo4s  by  Joseph  IL,  the 
bishops  were  authorized  to  form  diocesan  schools* 
The  aiiehie{ASCOpal  school  of  Viennit  is  opposite  the 
church  of  St  Stephen,  in  the  buikfoig  called  the 
Vicarage.  Thei^are  50  or60  pupils,  whoaneboai^^ 
ed  and  lodged;  and  frequent  the  theological  lectures 
at  the  uniyersity. 

iirsTXTimoir  fob,  Sbcvlab  l^RiBSTSd-^Thls^ 
was  established  in  18l6  at  the  convent  of  the  Au^ 
gustines.  Its  object  is  to  form  young  priests  of  all 
^  Austrian  pnorinces  for  the  higher  departments  of 
clericid  duty»  such  as  professors,  directors  of 
schools,  regent$  of  colleges,  bishops,  &c.  There" 
are  30  or  40,  and  they  are  maintidned  at  thb  expense 
of  the  Emperor. 

Tub  CoBVicit.«^'niis  institution  is  opposite  the 
university,  and  bears  the  inscription,  iKsnttTiOKi

GYMiiA8XA.-^There  are  <hree,  that  ^the  uni-' 
versity,  that  of  the  Scotch  in  the  city,  and  the  third 
at  the  JosephsiaMtt.  Tlve  professors  at  the  fint  and 
thud  are  Pkrists,  those  of  the  Scotch,  Benedictines. 
At  all  diese,  the  instruction  is  sim^r,  the  same 
books  are  used  and  the  same  di^bution  into  four 
grammatical  classes  observed.  Hie  objects  taught 
asre,  religion,  the  German  language,  ari&metic,  La- 
tin and  Greek,  natural  histoiy,  ancient  and  modem 
geography,  the  histwy  of  ancient  and  modem  states^ 
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classical  htttwngf  intioAuctipQ  to  univenid  history^ 
and  the  elements  ^  mathematics.  The  lectures  at 
the  gjmoasiuni  cgat  12  florins  a  year. 

NosmjU'  Scfiooxs,  ^.*— Tiiese  were  establish- 
ed by  Maria  Theresa  in  1772,  a^d  were  so  called 
boeaiiise  they  served  as  a  aodel  {norma J  to  M  the 
schools  <rf  the  Aufltrian  jHonarchy.  The  first  di- 
nactoor  was  Mesmer;'the  present  is  M.  Spendoo  a 
CiaiiaBofSt.Sfte|phens.  Thesituatipn  of  these  schools 
is  at  St.  iUme.  The  pnpils^  are  taught  rdigion, 
tttn^amgi  writiDgt  <Hrthog^phy»  and  the  first  rules 
of  Brithnsetic.  These  are  correctly  called  tnstito* 
tk»s  prepumtory  to  the  gymnasium.  The  amnud 
diaigein  these  schools  is  10  floras. 

Any  father  of  a  iiunily  may  instruct  his  children 
at  home  by  private  tjeaohers,  b«it  if  he  afterwands 
irjahes  to  send  them  to  the  gymnasium  or  to  the 
bdurea  at  the  university,  they  must  be  examined 
by  .the  pfofeasors  of  the  Nonnal  School  or  of  the 
gynwasium  before  they  can  be  admitted. 

The  schools  of  minoor  importance  are  for  the 
common  people ;  instruction  is  given  in  religion> 
icading,  writing  mmL  arkhmetic.  There  are  W  of 
these  schools,  aEof  whkhare  sitiiated  in  tihe  suburbs. 
The  terms  am  3  florins  for  a  year. 

NoKXAX.  School  tob,  PmoTK8TAifTs.-«-This 
SB  situaSed  at  the  DonoOieergasse,  in  the  building 
oomainlng  the  places  of  worship  lor  die  Lutheran 
and  UeliPetic  communities. 

Commercial  Academy  (called  the  Boyal 
Academy).  •  This  institution,  which  was  founded 
in  1770,  was  oi^aniaed  on  an  entnely  new  plan  in 
1SO0«    Its  ol^ect  is  to  fiirmsh  young  men  sathe 
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shortest  ispace  of  time  possible,  with  the  knowledge 
necessary  for  trade,  manufactures  and  civil  em* 
ployments,  which  do  not  require  a  profound  slo 
quaintance  with  the  sciences,  but  a  certain  portion 
of  general  information.  To  attain  this  end,  they 
receive  instruction  during  a  course  of  .three  years, 
on  the  following  subjects ;  declamation  and  direc^ 
tions  for  the  choice  of  useful  reading;  German 
grammar ;  correspondence  on  all  kinds  of  busineifs ; 
drawing  Bowers,  ornaments,  machines,  &c^  arith^ 
metic,  particularly  book-keeping ;  mathematics  ne^ 
cessacy  for  tradesmen,  and  manufacturers;  the 
science  and  history  of  commerce,  the  knowledge  of 
merchandise  and  mercantile  law;  geography, in  re**> 
lation  to  commerce,  to  the  products  and  mercantile 
advantages  of  states ;  natural  history,  particularly 
respecting  those  objects  connected  with  it  which  . 
furnish  materials  for  commerce,  §ot  maniifactiiie, 
or  for  trade ;  rural  economy,  according  to  the  latest 
discoveries;  philosophy  and  chemistry,  as  applied 
to  manufactures  and  the  art  of  dyeing;  universal 
history  and  religion,  > 

For  instruction  in  all  the  sbove  branches,  the 
charge  is  3  florins  per  month.  The  Latin,  French, 
Italian,  English,  and  Bohemian  languages,  4trc 
taught  for  a  small  sum  extra.  The  young  persons 
who  wish  to  enter  this  academy  must  be  fourteen 
years  of  age,  and  must  have  been  in  the  third  or 
fourth  normal  class,  or  in  some  of  the  classes  of 
the  gymnasia. 

Since  the  foundation  of  the  polytechnic  institu- 
tion, the  academy  has  been  united  to  it. 

TuEMEsiAN  AcAMjcY.t-JCn  J  746,  the  Empres 
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Maria  Theresa  founded  an  academy  for  the  young 
noblemen  of  the  country.  The  Princess  £manuel 
of  Savoy,  formerly  Princess  of  Lichtenstein,  insti* 
tuted  a  similar  foundation,  and  the  states  of  Austria 
a  third.  These  three  foundations  were  afterwards 
united  under  the  name  of  the  Noble  Theresian 
Academy,  generally  called  the  Thcresianum.  The' 
building  of  this  establishment  is  situated  at  the 
suburb  VVieden,  in  the  Favoritengasse,  so  named 
because  this  same  edifice,  under  the  reign  of  the 
£mperor  Charles  VI.,  was  called  the  Favovite.  In 
47B4,  the  Emperor  Joseph  II.  suppressed  the 
academy,  and  converted  its  revenues  into  stipends, 
which  he  bestowed  on  young  men  who  had  any 
claims,  and  ordered  them  to  attend  the  public 
lectures  at  the  university. 

Under  the  Emperor  Francis  II.  this  academy 
was  re-e^blished,  and  opened  in  the  month  oi 
November,  1797.  The  edifice  is  large  and  mag^ 
nificent,  and  has  the  following  inscription : — In-

rpRANciscus  II.  Aug.  restituit  1797.  The  in- 
stitution, as  the  inscription  mentibns,  is  for  the 
^education  of  the  not^lity  ;  but  it  is  not  only  the 
4iobility  of  the  hereditary  states,  as  any  young 
•nobleman  of  catholic  countries  may  obtain  ad- 
mittance by  paying  a  certain  sum.  The  number 
of  pupils  is  generally  200,  and  thbse  who  are  not 
on  the  foundation  pay  1 ,200  florins  annually  for 
-their  board. 

The  pupils  are  instructed  in  the  classics*  in ' 
)>hilosophica]r  and  juridical  scie(ic6sy  in  the  prip- 
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^cipil  lituBig  languages,  and  poble  esoEciset,  auch  aa 
riding,  dimcing,  and  fencij^.  The  aGademy  poa- 
sesaeB  a  Ubrajry,  a  ccrilectioii  of  pbikMophical  in- 
strumeota,  a  collecti<Mi  of  natural  histoij,  a  laqpe 
botanical  garden,  and  a  riding^faousft. 

Tfae  director  of  the  academy,  the  zecton  and 
the  professors  of  the  ciaasics,  as  aiao  the  8ape^- 
intendents  of  order  and  morality  are  all  piariata* 
Besides  these*  there  are  11  professors  tor  the  class 
of  pbilosophy  and  10  for  that  of  law,  some  t>f 
whom  Mxe  piarists  and  others  laymen:  these  aore 
likewise  10  masters  for  the  Fr^icfay  English,  Itfi- 
liao*  Bohemian,  HungiUFian,  and  Polish  languages.; 
and  several  teachers  of  architecture,  botany,  and 
drawing. 

CoLLBOB  OF  Lo£WEKBO0»0«— -This  IS  situited 
at  the  suburb  Josepihstadt,  near  Ae  coUege  of  pi- 
arists, who  are  1^  professors  of  it,  and  omder 
whose  direction  it  is  governed.  It  was  Saunded  in 
1732,  by  the  Count  of  Loewenbourg,  and  is  in^ 
tended  for  the  education  of  young  gentlemen  bom 
in  Austria  and  Hungary.  The  subjects  taught «» 
the  same  as  those  of  the  inormal  sdiools,  tfc^  das* 
sios  and  philosophical  sciences ;  there  are  Hkewise 
sorters  for  the  languages,  for  drawing  and  Har 
dancing.  This  college  has  a  library  and  a  coL- 
lection  of  philosophical  and  matfAiomatical  instnfr- 
ments.  Since  the  re-establishmetit  of  the  Th^waiaa 
academy  the  number  of  pupils  in  this  col^gs  haa 
i:Qnsidei»bly  dimimshed. 

The  Josephine  MEDico-CHiatrROiCAL  Aca** 
JDEM  Y.^This  is  sittiated  in  the  suburb  Waehiinger- 
gass^,  and  as  a  spedmen  ctf  acFchit^tuiE  is  osie  o^ 
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^tk»  finesl  bntklingi  m  Vienna;  It  was  founiM 
and  coastrttcted  by  tbe  Emperor  Joseph  II.,  aad 
iDb  object  k  to  supply  die  Austrian  anmes  with

Xfir  R.  S.  1785^  It  was  opened  with  great  solem* 
liity  on  the  7th. Nov.  178^,  and  the  Eaaperor  had 
a  ^M  medal  o(  the  value  of  40  ducats^  slmck  on 
the  occaoon.  The  &rst  director  was  the  Chevalier 
Brambilla,  who  arranged  the  plan  and  drew  out 
tiie  rules  for  it. 

This  academy  is  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  council  of  war,  which  pays  the.  professors  ttkl 
all  the  household  expenses.  There  are  300  pupils, 
50  o£  whom  recei/ve  a  small  monthly  salary  from 
the  academy.  There  are  five  professors.  The 
course  of  lectured  is  d^ivered  in  die  German  lan- 
guage, and  lasts  two  yestrs.  At  the  end  of  the  two 
years  each  pupil  is  subjected  to  a  strict  examitt»* 
tioa,  and  if  foimd  eUgihle,  is  created  a  doctor  of 
fhyuCj  and  etn{doyed  in  the  army. 

The  institution  has  a  well-chosen  library,  co»* 
tasnhif  valuable  editions  of  nomerous  works  oft 
laedidne,  sui^gny,  anatomy,  botany,  and  natural 
hiatmy :  it  m  only  for  die  use  of  professors  and 
pupils,  and  is  ornamented  with  a  marble  bust  (^  ita 
munder,  Jos^k  IL,  executed  by  Carrachi. 

The  cdleetion  of  natural  history  imdudes 
y  2 
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mals,  vegetables,  and  minerals,  but  principally  thos^ 
products  necessary  for  medicine  and  chemistry. 

There  is  likewise  a^complete  and  valuable  col* 
lection  of  all  kinds  of  surgical  instruments,  ban* 
dagesy  and  machines  necessary  for  surgical  opera- 
tions ;  a  great  variety  of  diseased  bones,  skeletons, 
and  foetus ;  a  collection  of  pathological  prepara^ 
tions  in  wax,  an  anatomical  theatre,  and  lastly  a 
large  collection  of  anatomical  preparatimis  in  wax, 
made  by  Fontana  and  Moscagni  at  Florence ;  the 
latter  fills  seven  rooms,  two  of  which  on  the  second 
story  relate  to  accouchement.  The  academy  has 
a  botanical  garden,  consisting  chiefly  of  medicinal 
plants. 

Near  the  academy  is  the  military  hospital,  esta* 
blished  here,  that  the  pupils  may  have  a  ready 
access  to  make  observations  and  practical  essays. 
This  hospital  is  capable  of  containing  1 ,200  sick, 
and  is  provided  with  a  chemical  laboratory  and  a 
clinical  school. 

Since  M»  Brambilla  quitted  the  academy,  the 
office  of  director  has  by  turns  been  filled  by  the 
professors. 

Oriektal  Acadbmt.— This  is  situated  in  the 
house  of  the  JacoUns  in  the  city,  and  was  founded, 
in  1754  by  the  Empres$  Maria  Theresa.  Its 
object  is  la  instruct  young  men  for  tmnsacdoos 
with  the  Ottoman  Porte.  The  foundation  is  for 
twelve  pupils,  who  are  principally  «mployed  ia 
learning  the  oriental  languages,  but  they  are  like- 
wise tai^ht  the  European  languages,  philosophical. 
»ad  judicial  sciences  and  bodily  exercises.     After 
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toimiiuidAg  th€  course  €>f  studies  m  this  academx* 
they  are  generally  sei^  to  the  imperial  missioB  at 
CcNistaotiiiople  to  be  perfected  in  the  oriental  lan- 
guages. They  are  afterwards  employed  in  the 
%tM  chancery  aft  Viemo,  in  the  mission  to  Con- 
stantinople, or  as  consuls  or  interpreters  to  the 
ports  o§  the  Levant,  or  to  the  provinces  bordering 
an<  Tiurkey. 

This  academy  is  under  the  direction  of  the  state 
chancery;  it  has  a  collection  of  .oriental  manu- 
scripts. 

BaA,&niv6-tcfiroaL  fob  Gxrl».— This  institu- 
tion was  founded  by  the  Empercn:  Joseph  II.  in 
1787,  and  sinoe  1806  has  been  situated  in  the 
•ubutb  Akergasse.  This  monarch  wishing  to  ame* 
liorate  the  education  of  girls  both  in  private  houses 
mid  public  schools,  without  sending  for  foreign 
govemetsses,  instituted  this  foundation  for  24  giris 
between  seven  and  fourte^i  years,  who  are  sup- 
pcMtedby  the  establishment;  besides  these  boarders, 
are  received  by  paying  a  stated  sum  annuidly. 
The  girls  remain  eighl  years  sA  this  institution,  and 
are  then  «ent  as  governesses  to  private  bouses  or 
to  s<^hoc^.  During  their  residence  at  the  institu<* 
don  diey  are  taught  reMgiofit,  orthography^  antfa^ 
metic,  dffawilig,.  natural  history,  gfoography,  uni^ 
venal  histoiyy  ih6  German  and  French  knguages, 
needte-worfc,!  Ice:  For  inBtmction  in  religion  they 
have  a  priesH. 

New  pupils  are  from  time  tx>  time  received, 
vrho  are  instructed  by  those  who  have  finished 
their  education ;  so  th^  the  latter  have  an  oppor^ 
y3 
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tunity  of  commencing  their  future  employments 
even  while  in  the  institution.  :» 

All  these  girls  are  habited  in  a  neat  and  uni- 
form dress. 

The  Girls'  BoARDiuG-scHOOi  at  Her^ 
RENALS. — ^The  regulations  aiid  modes  of  instruc- 
tion in  this  institution  are  nearly  the  same  as  in  the 
preceding.  The  only  difference  is,  that  none  are 
received  here  but  the  daughters  of"  poor  officers, 
and  they  are  entirely  maintained  at  the  expense  of 
the  court. 

BOARDING-SCHOOL  OF  THE  SaLESIAKS.—- The 

Visitation  or  Salesian  Nuns,  at  the  Rennweg,  have 
an  institution  for  the  daughters  of  noblemen,  whom 
they  instruct  in  the  languages,  dancing,  SfC.  With 
the  exception  of  a  small  number  who  are  on  the 
foundation,  the  scholars  are  obliged  to  pay  an 
annual  sum,  which  enables  the  nuns  to  take  girls 
from  all  the  catholic  countries. 

The  School  of  the  Ursulines.— The 
Ursuline  Nuns  keep  a  school  in  the  town,  for  the 
citizens'  daughters,  whom  they  teach  gratis. 

The  Veterinary  School  and  Infirmart 
FOR  Cattle.— This  institution  was  founded  by 
the  Emperor  Joseph  II.,  and  was  opened  in  1777* 
The  buildings,  with  the  meadow  belonging  to 
them,  are  situated  in  the  suburb  of  Landstrasse, 
in  the  street  called  Rabengasse.  In  this  place* 
instructions  ate  given  in  the  divers  -branches  of- 
the  veterinary  art,  both  theoretical  and  practical. 
One  professor  teaches  natural  history,  as  applied  to 
the  knowledge  of  horses,  and  to  the  choke  of  them . 
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ioT  different  kinds  of  work ;  he  also  gives  the  theory 
of  shoeing  them,  and  lessons  on  the  various  dis- 
eases of  horses,  homed  cattle,  and  [^gs.  A  se- 
cond professor  teaches  shoeing  in  practice  ;  a 
third  teaches  anatomy  and  physiology ;  and  the 
apothecary  teaches  the  knowledge  of  drugs,  and 
the  art  of  preparing  them.  The  lessons  are  given 
in  German,  and  the  entire  course  of  instruction 
lasts  rather  more  than  two  years. 

Th^  students  assemble  at  the  director's  house 
every  morning  at  seven  o'clock,  accompany  him 
to  visit  the  sick,  and  assist  in  the  prescriptions  and 
operations  of  the  day.  The  hour  for  study  is  from 
9  to  10  in  the  morning,  and  the  examinations  take 
place  from  3  to  5  in  the  afternoon.  Foreigners^ 
as  well  as  natives,  are  admitted. 

The  number  of  diseased  horses  is  usually  from 
20  to  30,  sometimes  from  40  to  50.  Private  in- 
dividuals are  allowed  to  send  diseased  animals  to 
this  infirmary,  on  paying  for  forage  and  medicines. 
As  many  are  admitted  as  there  is  room  for ;  but 
sheep  and  honied  cattle  are  only  received  in  case 
of  an  epizootia  appearing  amongst  them.  Ac- 
cording to  the  regulations  of  1777,  no  farrier  can* 
become  free  of  the  company  unless  he  has.  gone 
through  the  regular  course  of  instruction  in  the 
veterinary  schooL  In  1780,  it  was  resolved  that 
no  physician  could  obtain  a  public  certificate 
without  having  attended  the  lectures  on  the  epi- 
zootia, and  other  diseases  of  horned  cattle,  on 
which  account  the  lectures  on  this  part  of  the  ve- 
terinary art  are  delivered  annually,  and  the  course 
lasts  six  months. 
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Tins  estabHsbiiKnty  which  was  formerly  sulf- 
ordinate  to  the  council  of  war,  is  now  incorporated 
with  the  university :  the  director  is  also  the  first 
professor  ^  there  are,  besidesi  S  professors  and  3 
competitors. 

EcoNOMrcA L  Society. — The  Arch-duke  John 
is  patron  of  this  society,  and  the  Count  Rodolpho 
of  Wrboa,  is  president  It  is  composed  of  150 
members,  consisting,  of  lords,  land-holders,  public 
professors,  and  land-surveyors,  of  the  Austrisin 
provinces,  who  make  experiments  for  the  am^ora- 
tion  of  agriculture. 

Tbs  FaLYTBCHMic  IfNSTiTUTB  was  foufided 
in  1815,  by  the  present  emperor.  Its  object  is  to 
instruct  young  people  in  the  radical  prinGiple&  of 
^e  arts,  and  the  various  branches  of  trade,  and  to 
place  them  in  manufactories,  and  other  situations, 
where  they  may  be  enabled  to  impart  the  know* 
ledge  they  have  obtained,  and  thus  advance  the 
national  industry.  The  commercial  academy, 
and  a  collection  of  the  manufactures  of  the  country, 
are  incorporated  with  this  institution :  besides 
which,. his  majesty  has  added  to  it  his  philosophic 
cal  cabinet.  The  principal  subjects  of  instnicdoa 
are^— -general  chemistry  and  chemico-tech&ical 
braA^e%  both  theoretic^  and  experimental ;  phi- 
losophyf  wi^b;  experimei^  ^  mathematics,  witb 
their  application;  practical  geometiy,  with  the 
art  of  surveying  and  measuring  mines^  including 
Duathei^aticfd  drawing;  mechanism,  exhibited  iu 
drawings  from  models ;  civil  and  hydraulic  archi* 
tecture,  and  empiric  technology.  The  commer- 
cial academy  is  used  as  a  preliminary  school  to 
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the  institute.  The  collections  of  the  institute,  be* 
sides  the  great  chemical  laboratory,  arej-t-^a  grand 
'  collection  of  productions  of  the  manufactories  of 
the  empire,  the  philosophical  and  mathematical 
cabinet,  with  the  apparatus  necessary  for  experi- 
ments, including  geometry  and  optics;  and  a 
grand  collection  of  models,  representing  machines 
of  every  description.  The  institute  is  situated  at 
No.  I ,  on  the  left  side  of  the  entrance  to  the  suburb 
of  Wieden.  The  lectures  regularly  commence  on 
the  1st  of  November.  Any  person  previously  ac- 
quainted with  the  rudiments  of  these  sciences  may 
gain  access.  The  course  of  instruction  lasts  two 
years.  The  director  is  M.  Prechtl,  who  lives  at 
the  institute. 

The  new  building  intended  for  this  institute  was 
commenced  in  1815,  and  finished  in  1817*  Al- 
though it  was  already  considerably  advanced,  the 
emperor,  on  his  return  from  France  and  Italy,  re- 
paired thither  on  the  14th  of  October,  18l6,  and 
laid  the  first  stone,  accompanied  by  the  ministers, 
presidents,  4*^.,  of  the  court.  Gold  and  silver 
medals  were  struck,  having  on  one  side  the  por^ 
trait  of  the  emperor,  with  the  inscription,  Fran* 
ciscus  I.,  Imperator  Austria  ;  and  on  th» 
other,  the  front  of  the  building  with  the  following 
motto :  MuNiFicENTiA  Auousti  ;  aud  round 
it  the  words,  Institdtum  Polytechniccm  ^ 
Fund.  Viwd.  1815. 

Libraries. 

The  Imperial  and  Royal  LiBRARY.-^The 
building  in  which  this  library  is  placed  is  situated 
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HI  Jo9eph*8quare,  contiguous  to  the  impedat  palace. 
It  was  conatracted  by  the  Emperor  Charles  VI., 
froiB  the  designs  of  Fischer  of  Erlach ;  it  occupies 
toe  entire  side  of  Joseph-square.  On  the  dome, 
io  the  centre  of  the  edifice,  is  seen  the  statue  of 
Bfinerva,  triumf^iing  wtr  Envy  and  %norance» 
and  seated  in  a  triumphal  car  drawn  by  four 
trbite  horses  with  gilt  bronze  trappings.  On  oae 
side  of  die  Imilding  is  seen  Adas  bearing  the 
celestial  sf^ere,  and  near  him  two  figures  vepre* 
senting  astronomy ;  on  the  other  side  is  Telkis, 
bearing^tbe  terrestrial -sphere ;  aad  near  her,  two 
figures  representmg  geon^try.  The  two  spheres 
are  of  gikbronse. 

Under  the  statue  of  Minerva  is  seentbe  follow* 
ing  inscriptton  in  gilt  lietters :  € AitOLUd  Avstb^s,

ilpords^  BuBuoTHBCA  Pauitika.  Within  thift 
gate  aie  seen  several  Roman  antiquides  y  such  asf 
broken  columns,  stones  with  inagcriptions,  bus)bs,.4^* 
From  thence  the  visitor  ascends  a  magnificent 
staircase  to  the  library. 

'  ^*  "^^po^iWe  to  describe  the  sensadons  usually 
fdt otf  fiwt^nteiing  the  siOdooi;  which  is  ^40  feet 
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long,  54  wiiet  a|»d  pi$q>oitionably  idfty ;.  the 
vfhole  forms  an  oblong  square.  In  the  middle  i$ 
an  oyal  domo  s^ppotted  by  ei^t  columns,  in  the . 
centre  oi  wUch  is  a  statue  of  Chafes  VI.  ia 
Cama  nMrble,^urtojunded  by  the  statwes  of  tvielvft 
other  emperors  of  the  house  of  Austria.  Tb^ 
sftkKm  is  also  ornamented  with  several  antif  ue 
busls.  Marble,  gold,  and  the  works  of  4^  1^ 
pear  to  be  scatteml  with  a  sort  of  piofusioit  i  4Ml 
painting,  of  which  the  finest  specimei^  lis  the  ceili^ 
of  ihe  dome,  is  by  Daniel  Gran ;  oailhis  ai^.seen 
allegoxical  figures,  hand  in  lmnd>  fonni^g  a  circlei 
and  refiresenting  the  sdences* 

The  chests  of  drawers,  on  which  are  displayed 
large  gpld  medals,  and  the  ispacious  gallery,  wluch 
extends  >all  around  the  saloon,  i^nd  contains  jm 
many  drawers  as  the  lower  part,  are  all  of  wal* 
nut  tree,  and  of  'exqaiaki^  W<N^manship ;  as  is 
al99  the  wainscot  of  the  saloon.  Four  pxjvajte 
staircases  leid  to  die  gallery. 

This  colleotion  of  boolos  wa^  originally  com'^ 
menced  by  the  Emperor  Maximilian  I.,  towards 
the  dose  cf  the  Meenth  century.  Rodolphus  II., 
feodinand  III.,  Leopold  L,  Charl^  VI.,  Mana 
There&L,  Joseph  II.,  and  the  present  £mpe}:or 
Francis^  have  $31  augmented. and  enciched  it  iq 
mm,  so  t^at  it  now  contains  nearly  300,000 
iRolumes.  Besides  the  books  relating  to  the  dif- 
ierent  bnnches  of  science,  amongst  which  ace 
some  very  rare  as  well  as  extr^nely  valuable; 
there  is  preserved  in  a  private  apartment,  a  col- 
lection <^  the  first  books  printed^  from  the  )time 
the  art  of  printing  was  invented,  to  the  year 
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1500,  inclusive,  consigting  of  more  than  6,000 
volumes^ 

lihe  manuscripts,  amounting  to  several  thou^ 
sands,  are  kept  in  two  private  rooms ;  the  most 
Interesting  were  discovered  by  Lattibecius,  Nessel, 
Kollar,  and  Denis.  # 

Beskles  the  books  and  manuscripts,  this  library 
contains  a  superb  collection  of  engravings,  which 
fill  800  volumes,  making  in  all  30,000 ;  amongst 
which  are  217  volumes  filled  with  portraits,  form- 
ing one  of  the  most  complete  collections  in  Eu- 
rope of  its  kind;  25  volumes  are  filled  with 
miniature  paintings,  3  of  which  present  the  pictures 
of  the  imperial  gallery,  with  the  names  of  the 
masters;  and  22  volumes  contain  quadrupeds, 
birds,  plants,  fruits,  and  flowers;  the  whole  painted 
from  nature. 

Amdngst  the  most  rare  and  valuable  articles  in 
this  library,  are  the  original  writings  of  the  ancient 
Mexicans,  consisting  of  figures  and  symbolical 
images,  of  which  Robertson  copied  a  part  in 
his  history  of  America ;  the  oriental  manuscripts 
l>ought  at  Constantinople  in  1677,  a  manuscript  of 
Dioscorides  of  the  eighth  century,  with  paint- 
ings of  plants ;  a  Codex,  containing  the  fifth  de- 
cade of  Htus  Livius  ;  the  manuscripts  of  the  Em- 
peror Charles  v.,  the  original  act  of  the  provincial 
council  held  in  the  church  of  St.  Stephen  at 
Vienna,  in  1267,  the  original  manuscript  of 
Tasso's  poem  of  Jerusalem  Delivered,  Peutinger's 
celebrated  tables,  the  original  of  the  Roman  Sena?- 
tus  Consultum,  by  which,  iii  the  yearU.  C.  56?^ 
the  bacchanalia  were  prohibited;  a  very  old  Codex 
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of  a  purple  colour ;  the  collection  of  Turkish, 
Arabic,  and  Persian  books,  printed  at  Constanti- 
nople, in  the  printing-office  established  there  by 
the  Ottoman  Porte,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
eighteenth  century ;  some  leaves  of  the  Koran  of 
Mahomet,  with  characters  of  the  ninth  century ; 
some  specimens  of  the  ancient  Papyrus  of  Egypt ; 
and  the  splendid  library  of  Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy, 
with  a  great  number  of  scarce  editions  of  valuable 
works  on  large  paper.  An  annual  sum  of  1 2,000 
florins  is  appropriated  to  the  purchase  of  new  books; 
but  on  paiticulax  occasions,  when  scarce  works  are 
considered  essential  to  the  completion  of  the  library, 
that  sum  is  exceeded.  No  private  person  can  be 
admitted  unless  accompanied  by  one  of  the  libra- 
lians.  In  order  to  prevent  fires,  it  is  also  absolutely 
forbidden  to  carry  a  light.  The  present  governor  is 
Count  Ossolinski.  There  are  besides,  four  war- 
dens, four  secretaries,  an  agent,  and  three  livery 
servants* 

The  library  is  open  to  the  public,  and  near  it  is 
the  reading-room,  which  is  also  open  in  summer, 
from  8  to  12  in  th^morning,  and  fiom  3  to  6  in 
the  evening ;  and  in  winter,  from  9  in  the  morning 
to  12.  Persons  are  allowed  to  ask  for  th^  books 
they  want,  to  read  them  in  the  room,  and  to  make 
extracts  from  them,  for  which  purpose  several  ihk- 
stands  are  placed  there. 

The  library  is  closed  on  Sundays  and  festivals ; 
for  eight  days  at  Christmas,  Easter,  and  Whitsun- 
tide ;  and  during  the  whole  of  the  month  of  Sep* 
tember.  In  1809,  during  the  invasion  of  the 
French,  the  library  sustained  a  loss  of  some  oriental 
aumuscripts,  some  prints,  and  editions  of  classic 
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authors ;  but  they  were  all  restored  on  ihe  retwii 
of  Louis  the  XVIII.  to  the  throne. 

The  Library  of  tHB  UwivsitsiTlr  is  situatecl 
in  the  square  of  Ae  Dominicans^  No.  716.  As 
this  Hbrary  is  principally  intended -for  &e  use  o#the 
students,  they  do  not  aim  aft  collecting  books  that 
are  merely  valuable  on  account  of  their  scarcity 
or  their  high  price,  but  endeavour  to  procure  as 
early  as  possible,  all  new  works  o«  fb<^  brancJies 
of  science  which  are  most  cultivated  in  the  present 
day.  This  library  contains  heaHy  90,000  volumes. 
It  is  open  to  the  public  throughout  the  year,  ex- 
cept on  Sundays  and  festitab ;  <^  hasf  a  ffeaditig* 
room  attached  to  it. 

Private  Libraries.  Amongst  t^  numeroils 
private  libraries,  the  most  disdilgui^ed  are : 

The  private  library  of  his  Im^pexiiA  Majesty, 
Francis  I.,  which  is  an  extremely  valmdile  eollee- 
tion  of  the  newest  and  Aiost  ms^fioint  woi4e^  on 
natural  history  and  geography,  voyages,  travieis, 
and  works  on  the  fine  arts,  ei»belli^Ml  with  the 
most  exquisite  drawings,  prints,  maps,  ^c. 

The  library  of  Duke  Albert  of  Saxe^Teseheii, 
containing  nearly  6,000  volufties,  codsiirt^  pri&« 
cipally  of  works  on  the  fine  arts  and  antiquities, 
and  the  best  editions  of  classic  authors  and  tt^ivels. 

The  library  of  Prince  John  of  LichteMtiiBf^  bis 
palace  at  the  Hermgasse,  coutaming  nearly  $0^000 
volutnes,  consisting  of  works  ort  ev^rybrattch  of  lite- 
ratute/includingthesuperb  editions  of Didotand  Bo- 
donuand  some  scarce  books,and  ancientmadiiscripfs. 

The  libraiT  of  Count  Fries,  being  a  collec<k>6  of 
works  6n  annqtdtles,  die  fine  arts,  natural  history 
and  travefs,  andof  splen(fid  edi^iOiain  all  languages 
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The  Ubraries  of  Ckmnt  Harrack  and  Count  Ap» 
pooy,  formiag  a  good  collection  of  scientific  books. 

The  lltouy  of  the  Chancellor  iA  Transylvania, 
Count  Samuel  Teleky,  comprebaa4ing  a  com^te 
collection  ei  classic  authors,  of  which  a  catalogue 
has  been  printed. 

The  library  of  Prince  Nicholas  Esterhasy. 

The  library  of  the  Theresian  academy;  thai  of 
the  college  <^  Loewenbourg,  and  of  the  medico* 
chJFurgical  academy,  have  been  already  mentioned. 

The  Scotch  omvent,  or  convent  of  the  Benedic* 
tines,  and  those  of  the  Dpminic^ii^,  the  AuguMines, 
anfl  the  FranciscaQ^,all  pofiaess libraries,  which  con* 
noisseura  in  lit^ratuf^  ivill  dnd  worthy  of  attention. 

Collections^  rdaling  to  the  Arts  and  Sciences. 

The  Imperial  Cabinet  of  Natural  His- 
TOjiT  is  ke{^  at  the  palace,  in  the  corridor  of  the . 
Augustines,  and. contains  miQeraJs,  shells,    an4 
marine  plants. 

This  collection  is  displayed  in  four  diiS^rent 
apartments;  the  first  contaips  shells,  zoophytes, 
petrifactions,  and  fossils ;  the  second,  specim.ens  of 
the  different  kinds  of  earth,  apd  stones,  a  c<mp\^ 
collection  of  all  kinds  of  marble,  all  sort$  of  ^one^, 
from  a  grain  of  sand  to  a  diamond ;  a^^ofags^  which 
is  seen  the  largest  opal  ever  known,  weighing  IJ 
ounces;  and  a  fine  collection  of  snuff-boxes,  fprmej 
of  the  choicest  stones.  The  third  apartmeot  cpfi* 
tain&saha,  pyrites,  metals,  6emi-«metals,  bUuitie^i 
mi  volcanic  produ(^ons ;  and  in  the  fourth  if  se^ 
aboul  60  pieces  of  inlaid  work  from  Flpireuc«b 
ampo^  which  some  pictures  in  perspectiire  p«f<- 
ticularly  deserve  attention.    There  is  also  a  nose^ 
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gay  composed  endrcly  of  different  sorts  of  precious 
stones,  the  flowers  appearing  in  their  natural  co- 
lours ;  pn  the  flowers  are  seen  various  insects, ^also 
formed  of  precious  stones,  and  appearing  of  their 
proper  form  and  colour.  This  nosegay  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa  to  her  hus- 
band, who  gave  it  to  this  cabinet,  of  which  he  was 
in  fact  the  founder.  This  cabinet  is  open  to  the 
public  every  Tuesday  before  12  o'clock. 

The  Cabinet  of  Natural  History  at  tbtb 
UNIVERSITY. — ^This  cabinet  is  in  the  house  ad- 
joining the  University,  and  is  arranged  in  two  large 
saloons ;  the  first  contains  an  assemblage  of  the 
most  extraordinary  productions  of  the  three  king- 
doms of  nature,  and  the  second,  a  numerous  collec- 
tion of  quadrupeds.  In  this  cabinet  lectures  are 
delivered  on  Natural  History. 

The  Imperial  Cabinet  op  Natural  Phi« 
LosoPHT,  Mechanism,  Natural  History, 
AND  Astronomy.— Thb  cabinet  was  established 
by  the  present  Emperor,  and  is  situated  in  Joseph 
Square,  in  the  building  adjoining  the  Imperial  li- 
brary. It  is  divided  into  two  parts,  one  philosophy 
and  mechanism,  the  other  natural  history.  On  the 
first  floor,  ranged  in  three  saloons,  are  a  great 
number  of  machines,  models,  and  philosophical 
instruments,  particularly  electrical  machines;  in 
the  third  saloon  is  also  the  bust  of  the  Emperor 
Francis  as  founder,  executed  in  Carrara  inarble 
by  Zauner  :  the  collection  of  natural  history  is  on 
the  ground-floor,  and  on  the  third  story  ;  it  occu- 
pies thirteen  rooms ;  in  those  on  the  ground-floor, 
arc  seen  exotic  and  indigenous  quadrupeds,  some 
marine  animals,  and  several  kinds  of  birds.     On 
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€he  diird  story  it  a  clioice  library^  consUtiog  of 
works  on  experimental  philosof^y,  astronomy, 
optics,  and  natural  history;  also  a  collection  <^ 
arapbil^ious  animals^  6sh,  m(»ikey8»  European, A£rv 
can,  and  Americao,  birds,  and  quadrupeds,  Tbese 
animab  are  placed  on  trees  and  plants,  made  in 
imitation  ^f  tk>se  on  which  they  are  accustomed  lo 
feed.  A  ^^llection  of  sheUs  and  insects  is  about  to 
be  added  to  this  cabinet. 

Monsieur  de  Schreibers  is  the  director  of  this 
cabinet ;  it  is  open  to  anuiteurs  every  Wednesday 
before  12  o'clock,  but  a  ticket  must  be  procured 
from  the  director,  in  order  to  obtain  which  it  is  ne- 
cessary to  address  a  letter  to  biro,  stating  the  ▼!▼ 
siter*s  name  and  rank .  M.  Stelzhammer  is  director 
of  the  philosophical  and  astronomical  department. 

The  Impxriax.  Cabinet  of  Medai^s  and  Aip- 
TiQUiTiES  is  situated  in  the  corridor  of  tba  Angus* 
tines,  at  the  Impierial  Palace*  Over  the  entrance  is 
the  following  inscription :  FRANciscusAusTRiis 
ImifMM"  Museum  Vet.  Momumsntis  Ihstruxit 
Locuv  Amplia viT.  On  the  side  of  the  Bntranca 
aie  several  anti<}ue  granite  columns  with  Romao 
ioficripdons.  Formerly  the  whole  was  in  one  col- 
lection, but  in  1774  the  aotiqutties  were  separated 
from  the  modem  medals,  and  each  departmeol 
is  under  the  superintendence  of  a  separate  director. 

The  cabinet  of  antiquities  includes  thejengraired 
stones,  and  antique  medals.  The  former  surpasses 
most  other  coUectioi^s  of  its  kind,  on  account  <rf 
the  si^  and  superior  eacecutton  of  the  cameos ;  tM 
different  sorts  of  stt^es  are  also  much  admired  by 
conaoiseurs.  The  gieat  cameo,  represetttiag  Hm 
apotheosis  of  Au^stus,  or  rather  that  fimpciror  v^*^ 
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bis  feroily,  is  considered  the  most  perfect  thing  of 
its  kind.  About  40  of  the  roost  remarkable  ob- 
jects in  this  collection  have  been  described  in  a 
work  published  in  1788,  in  which  an  account  was 
given  of  the  origin  and  progress  of  this  cabinet. 

This  collection  is  also  equally  distinguished  for 
the  number,  choice,  and  rarity  of  the  iKitique  me- 
dals* This  cabinet,  which  is  of  long  standmg,  has 
been  considerably  increased  by  the  addition  of  other 
collections ;  in  1 773,  by  that  of  Granelli,  and  after- 
wards partly  by  purchase,  and  partly  by  other  ar- 
rangements of  the  Emperor  Joseph  IL,  by  the  col- 
lection of  Count  Ariosto,  and  those  of  Prince 
Charles  of  Lorraine,  of  Ambras,  in  Tyrol,  and  of 
the  library  of  Windbag;  besides  a  Considerable 
number  of  curious  pieces  purchased  at  Constanti- 
nople by  Baron  Herbert.  Valuable  additions  still 
continue  to  be  made  to  it. 

The  collection  of  modem  medals  which  is  con- 
sidered one  of  the  first  of  its  kind  in  Europe,  owes 
its  origin  to  the  Emperors  Ferdinand  I.,  Maximilian 
II.,  and  Ralph  II. ;  but  it  is  indebted  to  Francis 
I.,  Emperor  of  the  Romans,  for  its  present  improved 
state.  It  commences  with  the  time  of  Charlemagne, 
and  includes  the  current  coins  as  well  as  the  me- 
dids  extraordinary  of  every  reign,  and  of  every 
country.  It  contains  at  the  present  moment  more 
than  32,000  pieces  of  gold  and  silver,  and  it  is  daily 
increasing.  Two  classes  of  these  pieces,  viz.,  tli^ 
gold  coins  and  the  crowns,  have  been  engraved  and 
published  in  two  folio  volimies,  entitled.  Gold  and 
Silver  Coins,  with  Supplements ;  no  o^ies  of  this 
work  were  ever  sold,  but  they  were  presented  by 
the  government  to  foreign  courts  and  ministers,  and 
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Other  distinguished  personages.    This  cabinet  has 
b^n  considerably  enriched  within  a  few  years. 
The  following  additions  have  been  made  to  the  an- 
tiquities ;  a  collection  of  antique  lamps,  about  400 
in  number,  some  of  bronse,  and  some  of  earthen- 
v^are ;  500  Eltruscan  vases,  the  greater  part  being  in 
good  preservation,  and  several  olthem  distinguished 
for  the  beauty  of  their  figures ;  a  collection  of  sai^ 
cophagi,  busts,  heads,  statues,  vases,  idols,  &c.,  of 
stone,  marble,  and  bronze ;  a  collection  of  engravings 
by  M.  Tischbein,  representing  some  Etruscan  vases 
at  Naples;  and  22  golden  vases  found  in  1 7999  u^  the 
manor  of  Temeswar,  which,  from  the  appearance  of 
the  figures  and  characters  ihal  form  the  ornaments, 
are  supposed  to  be  a  work  of  the  sixth  century. 

This  cabinet  possesses  also  a  valuable  and  well 
chosen  collection  of  books,  containing  all  the  works 
on  the  subject  of  numismatology,  both  ancient 
and  modem,  as  well  as  on  the  sciences  relating  to  it. 
These  collections  are  open  every  day,  except 
Sundays  and  festivals,  to  respectable  persons,  whe- 
ther foreigners  or  natives,  who  must  address  a  few 
lines  to  the  director,  M,  Steinpichler,  mentioning 
the  day  when  they  wish  to  see  the  cabinet. 

The  Botanical  Garden  is  situated  in  the 
suburb  Rennweg  near  the  Belvidere,  and  is  intended 
for  the  use  of  the  university.  The  director  is  M.  Jac- 
quin,  who  has  brought  this  collection  of  plants  to  the 
highest  State  of  perfection,  and  who  has  published  a 
catalc^e  of  them.  (Hortus  botamcu$  Vmdobaiufh' 
m.J  The  public  lectures  on  botany  are  delivered 
in  die  garden  to  the  students  of  the' university. 

Thb  Botanical  Garden  of  indigenous 
Plants  was  established  at  the  Upper  BeWiderf^- 
by  command  of,  and  under  die  direction  of,  H 
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the  reigbing  Empemr ;  it  is  the  only  inttitutiea  of 
its  kind  in  existence.  Dr.  Host  has  sapmntenteA 
the  establishment,  and  for  this  purpose  has  tatoi 
several  journeys  to  the  Tyrol,  Carinthia,  Camiolaf 
Styria,  Austria,  Hungary,  and  Croatia;  after 
which  he  arranged  this  garden,  whi^:^  the  amateur 
'  of  botany  will  find  o^lected  almost  all  the  pUms 
produced  in  the  above-mentioned  countries,  whe> 
ther  on  the  summit3  of  the  mountains,  or  in  the 
abysses  of  the  valleys ;  on  the  sea*shore,  or  in  the 
plains ;  above  or  beneadi  the  waters ;  in  the  car 
v^ns  of  rocks,  or  on  the  trunks  of  trees.  Dr.  Host 
has  given  a  description  of  them  in  his  Syncpm 
Pkmiantm  m  Au^ria  provmeHsque  atffaccntibus 
sjxmie  crescatHum,  Vindobefwe^  1797  ;  containing 
576  gsnera,  and  2,3^2  species ;  nearly  the  whole 
oi  which  may  be  seen  in  the  garden,  or  in  the 
herbal  attacheid  to  it. 

The  Peitatb  Collbctiovs  of  Naturai. 
H18TOKT,  &c.y  are  those  of  the  Grand  Chamber* 
lain  Count  Wrbna,  of  Count  Fries,  Prince  Joseph 
Palfy,  the  Augustines,  Mr.  Vander  Null,  Monsieur 
de  Kreutaer,  Monsieur  de  Jaquin,  and  M.  Pittoni. 

ACADXMT   or   TBE  FINE  AET0. 

The  Emperor  Laopold  I.  laid  the  plan  for  this 
establishment  in  1704;  he  had  the  most  cel^ 
brated  monuments  of  ait  of  ancient  Greece  copied 
at  Rome  and  afterwanfo  transmitted  to  Viemia. 
This  monuxh  died  the  following  year,  and  the 
academy  was  opened  with  great  pomp  on  the  18th 
December,  1705,  by  his  acm  and  successor  Joseph 
L-j-Charies  VI.  kept  up  this  aoademy,  and  ad- 
ded to  it  the  class  of  architecture ;  Maria  The* 
resa  and  Jop^ph  H.,  were  seideus  protectors  of 
It,  and  brought  it  stiU  nearer  to  perfection. 
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In  17869  "after  various  changes  of  situation,  this 
academy  was  established  at  St.  Anne's,  on  the 
third  story.  Over  the  entrance  is  seen  the  following 
inscription :  Bonis  LiTTsnis  ingekuisque  Arti- 
B  us  Joseph  us  II.,  1786.  At  this  place  there  are 
saloons  and  apartments  sufficiently  spacious  for  all 
the  classes,  and  for  every  sort  of  work;  it  is  also  ad- 
vantageously situated  with  respect  to  light,  as  there 
are  no  other  buildings  near  enough  to  intercept  it. 

lliis  academy  occupies  four  apartments,  besides 
the  g^reat  saloon,  which  is  used  for  the  academical 
assemblies,  and  is  ornamented  with  portraits  of  all 
the  sovereigns  of  the  country  since  the  foundation 
of  the  academy,  as  well  as  with  several  distin- 
guished works  executed  by  members  of  the  in- 
stitution. In  one  apartment  are  seen  the  Grecian 
monuments  of  art,  such  as  the  Laocoon,  the 
Venus  de  Medicis,  the  Famesian  Hercules,  the 
Vatican  Apollo,  the  Famesian  bull,  the  Borghese 
gladiator,  the  dying  gladiator,  the  Flora,  &c.  &c. ; 
in  another  are  the  modem  and  antique  bu&tsy  a 
great  number  of  statues,  &c.  Lectures  are  de- 
livered in  these  rooms  throughout  the  year,  except 
in  the  months  of  September  and  October.  In 
the  cowrt  belonging  to  this  edifice,  is  a  house  ap- 
propriated entirely  to  sculpture,  and  a  foundry  for 
bronze  works. 

Prince  Clement  of  Mettemich,  minister  of 
foreign  affairs^  is  President  of  the  academy,  and 
it  is  indebted  to  him  for  new  statutes  and  improved 
regulations.  It  has  also  a  Secretary  and  a  Li« 
brarian<— The  academy  is  divided  into  four  schools, 
via.,  the  school  of  painting,  sculpture,  engraving, 
and  mosaic  work  ;  the  school  of  architecture  ;  the 
school  of  engraving  on  precious  stones,  metal? 
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Steel,  &c. ;  and  tlie  scbool  oi  arts,  as  appMed  to 
manufiictures*  In  these  differ^  depsurtments  theie 
are  four  directors,  and  fourteen  pressors ;  besides 
Ibveral  associates  and  correctors. 

PriseSf  consisting  of  silver  medals,  are  distri- 
buted every  year  to  the  pupils  who  have  executed 
the  best  pieces ;  and  every  two  years,  gold  medals^ 
worth  25  ducats,  are  bes^wed  on  those  who  have 
produced  pieces  of  more  difficult  execution.  New 
pieces  executed  by  members  of  the  academy  and 
other  artists,  are  now  and  then  publicly  exhilnled. 

COLLECTIONS  OF  PICTU&BS,    PRIITTS,  &C. 

The Impbrjal  AND  Royal  Gallery  OF  Pio- 
TURES. — After  several  removals  this  gallery  was 
placedby  order  of  the  Emperor  Joseph  II.,  in  1777# 
in  the  Upper  Belvidere,  where  it  still  remains.  This 
monarch  appointed  Mr.  Mechel  of  Basle  to  arrange 
the  g?illery,  who  came  to  Vienna  in  1778,  when  he 
commenced  his  work,  and  finished  it  in  17SI« 

Curing  the  following  years  the  Emperor  Joseph 
abolished  several  convents  in  his  hereditary  states, 
on  which  occasion  he  had  the  best  [Hctures,  par- 
ticularly those  firom  Lombardy  and  the  Low 
Countries,  removed  to  Vienna ;  he  also  still  fur- 
ther augmented  the  collection  by  purchase  aad 
other  acquisitions.  For  several  years  past  the  gal- 
lery has  been  arranged  in  the  following  order : 

The  great  saloon  in  the  centre,  which  is  richly 
ornamented  with  gold  and  marble,  and  has  a  beau- 
tiful ceiling  paint^  by  Carlo  Carlone,  divides  the 
edifice  into  two  wings,  each  of  which  contains 
seven  apartments  and  two  closets.  In  this  saloon 
are  seen  the  portraits,  as  large  as  life,  of  Maria 
Theresa  and  Joseph  11^  painted  by  Anthoi^ 
Maron;  and  also  those  of  Charles  V^  and  the  Arch- 
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dtike  Leopold  Wjllianiy  tlie  figures  of  wbkh  are 
painted  by.S<)linieiie»  sod  the  heads  by  Auerbach. 

Ifi  the  seven  rooms  on  the  li^t  of  the  grand 
«aloon  are  seen  the  pictures  of  the  Italian  school ; 
in  the  fii-st  and  second  are  those  of  the  Venetian 
school  hots,  the  time  of  Giorgione ;  in  die  third 
those  of  the  Romim  school  from  the  time  of  Ra^ 
phael ;  in  the  fourth  those  of  the  Florentine  paint- 
ers hottk  the  time  of  Michael  Angelo  and  Andrew 
del  SbHo;  in  the  fifth  those  of  the  Bolognese 
school,  or  c€  the  Caracci ;  in  the  sixtb  those  of 
the  school  of  Loiahardy  from  the  time  of  Cor- 
re|;io ;  ttOd  in  the  serenth  are  some  Neapolitan 
panatings^  and  pictures  belonging  to  each  of  the 
above-flieetioil^  schools. 

In  the  fierefi  rooms  oti  ^e  left  are  seen  all  sorts 
of  pi(ttire#  of  the  Flemish  school. 

On  the  second  story,  in  the  firM  and  second 
room  on  tiie  light,  are  displayed  some  pieces  of 
the  ancient  German  school,  in  the  third  room  are 
soii«e  specimens  of  the  anci^  Flemish  school, 
afid  in  flie  fourth,  6CHne  pieces  of  the  middle  age. 
In  the  first  roQfii  on  the  left  are  pt^tings  by  Italian 
masters  both  aticient  and  modem,  as  well  as  of  the 
middle  age  ;  in  the  second  are  pieces  by  Flemish 
painters^  of  the  midiile  age,  and  some  German 
paintifigs  of  modem  times  ;  in  the  third  are  some 
pictures  by  German  artists,  particularly  Austrian ; 
and  in  the  fourth  is  a  mixed  collection  of  Flemish 
and  German  picttires. 

ha  each  room  is  kept  a  manuscript  catalogue 
of  the  artists'  names  by  whom  the  pictures  were 
painted ;  but  a  printed  eAtal«g«e  of  the  pictures 
will  shottly  be  published,  acCo^ing  (dr  th^it  pre- 
sent ai^:t^geflient  in  tlie  gdlery.   Google

The  celebrated  painter  Henry  de  Fuger  is  the 
present  director  of  this  gallery^  and  there  are 
likewise  two  wardens.  It  is  open  to  the  puUic 
throughout  the  year  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays. 
From  the  SOth  of  September  to  the  23rd  <^  April, 
the  hours  of  admission  are  from  9  iii  the  morning  to 
2  in  the  afternoon ;  and  from  the  23rd  of  April  tothe 
30th  of  September,  from  9  till  12  in  the  morning, 
and  from  3  to  6  in  the  afternoon ;  except  on  Festivals, 
or  in  very  wet  weather,  when  the  gallery  is  always 
closed  to  prevent  the  apartments  being  soiled. 

No  one  is  allowed  to  enter  the  gaJlery  with  a 
cane  or  sword,  some  of  the  pictures  having  been 
already  injured  by  the  carelessness  of  the  visiters. 
Young  artists,  who  wish  to  copy  the  pictures,  m^y 
easily  obtain  permission  by  applying  to  the  director. 

The  Ambeas  Collection,  which  was  for* 
merly  kept  in  the  casde  of  Ambras  in  the  Tjrrol, 
was  removed  to  Vienna  in  IS06,  and  estaU^hed 
at  the  Lower  Belvidere,  where  it  occupies  several 
apartments.  It  was  founded  in  the  l6th  century 
by  the  Archduke  Ferdinand,  son  of  the  Empeior 
Ferdinand  I.,  and  consists  principally  of  armour, 
arras,  and  portraits  of  the  middle  age ;  of  natural 
and  artificial  curiosities,  vases,  pictures,  &c«^  It  is 
open  to  the  public  every  Thursday  after  12  o'clock. 

The  LiCHTENSTixN  Collection  op  Pic- 
tures AND  Prints. — The  first  founder  irf  this 
collection  of  pictures  was  Prince  John  Adam  of 
Lichtenstein,  who  left  it  in  trust  for  hb  family. 
^*  successors,  the  Princes  Wenceslas  and  Francis 
of  Lichtenstein,  took  every  opportunity  of  augment- 
mg  the  collecuon,  as  did  ako  the  late  Prince  Aloys. 

^  His  collection  is  placed  in  the  garden  of  lich* 
tenstem.  which  is  situated  in  the  suburb  Rossau; 
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it  contains  pictures  of  the  Italian  and  Flemisb,  as 
Mrell  as  of  the  ancient  and  modern  German  schools. 
The  whole  consists  of  7i6  pieces,  many  of  i|hich 
are  painted  by  the  following  great  masters,  viz. 
Raphael  d'Urbino,  Correggio,  Guido  Reni,  Leo- 
naitio  da  Vinci,  Guercino  da  Cento,  Francesco 
Mawola,  Giulio  Romano,  Paolo  Veronese,  An- 
tonio Franceschini,  Anthony  Van  Dyck,  Rubens, 
Albert  Durer,  John  Holbein,  &c.  &c. 

Besides  the  pictures  there  are  nearly  140  pieces 
of  sculpture,  consisting  of  statues,  groups,  vases, 
&c.,  executed  in  marble,  alabaster,  bronze,  &c, ; 
among^  which  is  a  beautiful  portrait  of  Prince 
Wenceslas  in  mosaic.  The  whole  deserves  the  at- 
tention and  admiration  of  connoisseurs. 

This  collection  is  not  open  to  the  public,  but 
those  who  wish  to  see  it  must  obtain  permission  of 
the  Prince. 

The  late  Prince  Aloys  has  also  formed  a  valuable 
collection  of  prints ;  he  laid  the  foundation  of  it  by 
purchasing  for  30,000  florins,  the  rich  collection 
of  the  late  Refer^ary  of  the  Empire,  Baron 
Gundel ;  to  this  he  has  been  continually  adding 
the  very  best  engravings,  both  ancient  and  mo- 
dem. This  collection  is  placed  in  the  palace  at 
the  Herrengasse,  and  connoisseurs  or  persons  of 
rank,  will  lutve  no  difficulty  in  gaining  admission. 

Collection  op  Feints  and  Dkawinos  of 
Duke  Albert  of  Saxb  Teschen.  This  is 
at  the  Duke*s  palace  on  the  bastion.  There  are 
more  than  80,000  prints,  contained  in  428  vo- 
lumes ;  they  are  not  arranged  according  to  the 
engn^vers  but  to  the  chronological  order  of  the 
painters,  and  are  divided  into  nine  schools^  namely, 

*    ^  Dig  tized  by  Google 
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the  RosMUi,  the  Venetiaft,  the  Bolognese,  the 
Lombard,  the  Flemish^  the  Dutch,  the  GennaD, 
the  French  xndi  the  Eii^sh.  The  Roman  school, 
induing  the  Neapolitan  and  Florentine,  fills  53 
volumes,  the  Venetian  47^  the  Bolognese  15,  the 
Lombard  9,  the  FleHiish  43,  &e  Dutch  S6,  the 
German  62,  the  French  Sd,  and  the  English  Of. 
This  collection  contains  prints  from  the  finest  paint- 
ers, executed  by  engravers  of  the  greatest  ability. 

Besides  the  separate  schools  there  are  64- vo- 
lumes filled  with  f»rk(ts  of  various  descriptions,  in 
colours,  Indian  ink,  &c.  Amongst  these  are  views 
of  the  antiquities  of  Herculaneum  and  Pompeii, 
etagravings  from  the  paintings  of  Raphael  sA  the 
Vatican ;  the  Famese  gallery  ;  the  baths  of  Titus ; 
views  of  the  ancient  monuments,  buildings  and 
gardens  of  Rome  and  Tivoli ;  tne  prints  of  the 
museum  of  Portici  and  those  of  the  galleries  of 
Dresden,  Dusseldorf,  and  Paris,  besides  a  great 
number  of  plans  and  maps. 

There  are  about  5,000  drawings  contained  in 
190  volumes,  and  arranged  according  to  the  chro- 
nological order  of  thetr  masters.  Amongst  them 
are  drawings  from  the  most  celebrated  painters  and 
Mfigravers,  particularly  some  scarce  pieces  by 
Albert  Durer,  and  Ch.  G.  Dietrich. 

COUKT  LAMBERa's  COLLECTION  OfPiCTURES. 

Couut  Lamberg  has  a  small  but  well-chosen  collect- 
ion of  Flemish  and  Dutch  Pictures,  amongst  which 
are  some  valuable  paintings  by  Rubens,  Vandyke, 
Rembrandt,  Poelenburg,  Loutherbourg,  Teniers, 
^"?^^'^^»J»x,H0fidek0eter,Wouvermann8,&c. 
Ibis  collection  is  at  the  propri^or's apartments, 
4m  ^  second  Story  of  the  house  of  Lopresti  at 
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the  comer  of  the  KoernecstrMse,  and  connoisseurs 
may  easily  obtain  admission.  The  Count's  va^ 
loaible  £truscan  vases  are  now  at  the  cabinet  of 
antiquities  belonging  to  the  Court. 

Prince  Nicolas  £steb.hazy's  Collectios 
OF  PiCTUBEs.-»Thi8  is  a  valuable  collection  of 
pictures,  prints,  and  drawings  at  the  suburb  Ma- 
riahulfy  in  the  garden  formerly  belonging  to  Prince 
KaunitZy  but  now  the  property  of  Prince  Ester- 
hazy.  On  the  ground«>iloor  of  the  palace  is  the 
Hbrary  and  a  collection  of  minerals.  It  is  open 
every  Tuesday  and  Thursday. 

Count  Fries  Collection  of  Works  of 
Art.-— This  was  principally  made  by  the  brother 
of  the  present  proprietor  during  his  travels  in  Italy, 
and  consists  of  pictures,  prints,  cameos,  busts,  &c., 
of  which  there  are  several  valuable  specimens. 
Amongst  the  pictures  are  some  by  Andrea  del 
Sarto,  Maratti,  Guido  Reni,  Dominichino,  Al-* 
bano,  Baroccio  Gi<M^one,  Mantegna,  Tintoretto, 
Caraccio,  Leonardo  da  Vinci,  Vandyke,  Rem- 
brandt, Wouvermanns,  Ostade,  Eckhout,  Millet, 
Albert  Durer,  Mengs,  Elsheimer,  Fuger,  Wutky, 
Roos,  Poussin,  Claude  Lorrain,  &c. 

Count  Schoenborn  has  several  hundred  pictures, 
amongst  which  are  some  by  Guido  Reni,  Rem- 
brandt, Rubens,  Vandyke,  Rosalba  Carriera, 
Vanderwerf,  Teniers,  Hamilton,  &c. 
•  O^unt  Czemin  has  a  collection  of  pictures  at 
bis  house  in  the  Wallerstrasse.  Count  John  Har- 
each  has  a  unique  collection  of  caricatures,  and 
an  immense  number  of  prints  to  which  he  has 
made  many  additions,  particularly  by  the  purchase 
of  the  collection  of  the  late  counselk^  Hertelli* 
for  which  he  gave  23,000  florins,  Google

Prince  Paar's  collection  of  prints  contains  many 
fine  specimens  of  engraving. 

M.  Vander  Null  has  a  collection  of  prints 
which,  besides  other  valuable  things,  contious  a 
complete  set  of  Bartolozzi*s  works. 

Baron  Hess  has  a  collection  of  medals. 

Musical  Society.— This  has  been  established 
three  years,  and  consists  of  several  hundred  members 
ofboth  sexes,of  every  class,who  have  annualconcerts. 

MILITARY    ESTABLISHMENTS. 

School  for  Engineers  and  Cadets.  The 
foundation  of  this  institution  was  commenced  in 
1738  ;  it  was  afterwards  improved,  and  after  se- 
veral changes  in  its  interior  constitution  and  its 
situation,  it  was  placed  in  1797,  ioj  the  second 
time,  at  the  Stiftgebaeude  in  the  suburb  Laim« 
grube,  No.  169. 

The  object  of  this  institution  is  to  form  skilful 
engineers  and  cadets.  The  young  man  who  wishes 
to  be  received  there  must  be  without  persona)  de* 
feet,  and  be  between  nine  and  fourteen  years  of 
age :  he  must  likewise  have  talents  and  a  robust 
constitution.  There  are  43  foundations  in  this 
school,  16  of  which  are  at  the  nomination  of  the 
Sovereign,  and  the  others  of  those  families  who 
founded  them.  Besides  these  pupils  on  the  foun- 
dation, the  institution  receives  others  who  wish  to 
apply  to  the  science  of  engineering,  and  who  pay 
an  annual  sum  of  6*00  florins,  besides  150  on  their 
entrance  for  a  uniform  and  other  necessary  ar- 
ticles. For  this  sum  they  receive  food,  instru^rtion, 
and  medical  assistance,  when  required.  The 
number  of  pupils  is  limited  to  200. 

7  R.^  •''^  «f  ^bt  are,  the  Geman,  French, 
,p^  Roh^mian  languages,  orthography,  compel 
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sition,  religion,  history,  geography,  experimental 
philosophy,  arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  me- 
chanics, hydraulics,  mathematics;  drawing  of 
plans,  and  geometrical  and  other  figures ;  survey* 
ing  ;  the  elements  of  tactics,  and  castrametadon ; 
civil  and  military  architecture  ;  the  science  of  ar- 
tillery and  fortification,  mining,  attacking,  de» 
fending,  and  constructing  strong  places.  The  pupik 
likewise  have  masters  for  teaching  fencing  and  dan- 
cing, and  they  occasionally  ride  on  horseback. 

The  subjects  of  instruction  as  well  as  the  pupils 
are  divided  into  five  classes.  After  having  finished 
the  fourth  class,  the  pupils  are  subjected  to  a 
strict  examination ;  those  who  distinguish  them- 
selves are  received  into  the  fifth  class ;  they  are 
then  called  cadets  of  the  engineer  company,  and 
have  a  fixed  salary  from  the  military  chest ;  in 
this  station  they  finish  the  course  of  sdences  lor 
engineering,  and  afterwards  when  there  are  vacant 
places  amongst  the  officers  in  the  corps  of  engi- 
neers they  are  appointed  to  them.  The  others  ate 
lecommended  by  the  direction  to  the  council  of  war, 
who  by  degrees  place  them  as  oikcrs  in  the  army. 

The  Archduke  John  is  now  the  supreme  di- 
rector of  this  institution,  and  the  interior  arrange- 
ment of  the  house  is  under  the  care  of  General 
Kobili.  The  superint^dents  and  teachers  are 
officers  of  engineers  ttid  piofasson.  The  course 
of  instruction  lasts  six  or  eight  years.  The  uni- 
form of  the  cadets  is  white  wkh  a  red  collar,  and 
the  uniform  of  die  officers  and  cadets  of  en^neer- 
ing  is  dark  bhie  with  cherry-coloured  collar. 

Pujols  of  the  Catholic,  Protestant,  Lutheran,  and 
Greek  relipons  are  reorfved  into  t^is  institution. 

2    ^    gDigtized  by  Google 
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Corps  of  Bombardiers.-— This  corps  vtt, 
formed  by  the  Emperor  Joseph  II.  in  1787> 
Some  officers  and  men  were  taken  from  the  artillery 
corps  then  in  existence,  and  they  were  particularly 
instructed  in  the  art  of  throwing  shells.  This  corps 
consists  of  nearly  300  men,  who  are  stationed  at  V i* 
enna,  and  wear  the  same  uniform  as  the  artillery 
company,  with  the  addition  of  a  shell  on  their  caps. 

The  Cannon  Foundry. — It  is  situated  at  the 
suburb  Wieden,  in  the  Favoritengasse,  and  was 
established  by  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa  about 
the  year  1750.  At  this  place  are  the  furnaces 
with  the  necessary  utensils  for  casting,  and  when 
the  cannons  are  cast  they  are  sent  for  the  purpose 
of  being  bored  to  Ebergassing,  an  establishment 
formed  by  Prince  Wenceslas  of  Lichtensteiny  when 
director  of  artillery.  The  borers  are  fixed,  and 
the  cannons  are  turned  round  them  by  machines, 
put  in  motion  by  water. 

The  foundry  is  under  the  direction  of  several 
artillery  officers,  who  have  established  a  school  of 
chemistry,  as  this  science  particularly  relates  to 
the  fusion  of  metals.  In  this  school  are  folio  vo- 
lumes containing  drawings  of  all  the  instruments 
and  machines,  together  with  a  description  of  the 
various  processes ;  intended  for  the  use  of  persons 
employed  in  the  foundry. 

The  superintendence  of  this  establishment  is  in* 
trusted  to  Marshal  Count  Joseph  of  Colloredo, 
the  Director  General  of  Artillery. 

The  house  is  under  the  direction  oi  M.  Weigel. 
Major  of  Artillery.  Any  person  wishing  to  sec 
the  foundry,  and  the  boring  of  cannons,  must 
have  *o  order  from  the  superintendent. 
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Imb£&jal  Makufactoet  of  Fire-Abms.— . 
This  is  a  large  building  nvith  an  extensive  court, 
situated  at  the  entrance  of  the  suburb  of  Waehrin« 
gergasse,  of  which  street  it  forms  the  comer.  It 
was  put  into  its  present  state  by  Joseph  II.  in 
1785  ;  and  this  manufactory  now  produces  most 
of  the  fire-arms  for  the  Austrian  armies  as  well  as 
for  the  state  arsenals.  About  400  persons  are  ~ 
daily  employed  there.  The  factory  has  several 
instruments  and  artificial  machines,  by  means  of 
which  the  manufacture  of  arms  is  greatly  facilitated, 
so  that  nearly  30,000  muskets  are  annually  made. 

The  head  ofiicer  is  the  Director-General  of  Ar- 
tillery, and  the  inspection  of  the  mechanical  part 
of  the  works  is  intrusted  to  colonel  Zierwurs  of 
Eisenblum,  ^In  order  to  view  this  manu&ctoryf  a 
ticket  must  be  obtained  firom  the  director. 

ARSEKALS.-*The  great  Imperial  Arsenal  is  in 
the  Renngasse.  Part  of  this  building  was  erected 
by  Maximilian  II. ;  it  was  finished  during  the 
reign  of  Leopold  I.»  and  by  him  and  his  succes- 
sors was  by  degrees  filled  with  all  kinds  of  arms 
and  military  accoutrements. 

The  building  has  a  long  square  court,  besides 
a  story  above  the  ground-floor,  and  within  are 
open  corridors  with  large  saloons. 

In  one  of  the  saloons  is  the  bronze  bust  of 
Prince  Wenceslas  of  Lichtenstein,  placed  there  in 
1758,  by  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa,  with  the 
inscription,  RESTAURAToa  rei  tormentaria, 
as  a  mark  of  gratitude  for  his  zealous  efforts  for 
the  amelioration  of  the  artillery.  Opposite  this 
bust  are  busts  in  bronze  of  the  Emperor  Francis  I., 
and  of  Maria  Theresa,  which  this  same  Prince  of 
Uchtenstein  erected  in  hooour  of  those  sovereigc 
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This  arsenal  formerly  contained  an  immense 
quantity  of  arms  and  curiosities^  but  lost  many  of 
them  in  the  last  wars  with  France.  1  he  arsenal  on 
the  ^alsgries  is  a  def>6t  for  eannons,  mortars,  and 
besie^ng  artillery  ot  every  descnption.  It  is  like- 
wise the  bakehouse  for  the  garrison  of  Vienna. 

The  small  arsenal  on  the  Seilerstadt  is  only  a 
workshop,  for  the  manufacture  of  cannon  car- 
riagesy  ammunition  waggons,  &c. 

The  city  arsenal  is  a  fine  building  on  the  Hof, 
constructed  by  the  citizens  of  Vienna  at  their  own 
expense  :  it  has  the  following  inscription ;  Ihpe-

AKiiO  173^.  It  is  surrounded  by  a  spacious 
court,  and  has  one  story  above  tke  ground-fioor : 
in  this  story  are  three  balls  filled  with^ood  modem 
arms  sufficient  for  24,000  men ;  on  the  ground* 
floor  are  a  proportionate  number  of  pieces  of 
artillery,  with  ammunition,  Sec* 

Besides  the  common  arms  there  is  a  large  quan- 
tity of  antique  arms,  particularly  Turkish,  of 
different  kinds,  as  well  as  the  head  of  the  Grand 
Vizier  Kara  Mustapha,  who  commanded  at  the 
last  siege,  and  who,  by  order  of  the  Sultan,  was 
strangled  at  Belgrade,  where  the  Imperial  troops, 
after  the  conquest  of  that  place,  dug  up  his  body 
and  sent  the  head  to  Vienna. 

In  the  hail  at  the  centre  is  a  bust  of  the  Em* 
percw  Francis  II.,  and  at  its  side  are  the  busts  of 
Duke  Ferdinand  of  Wurtrtnburg  and  Count  Fran- 
cis of  Saurau;  all  three  executed  by  Fiseher, 
professor  to  the  academy  of  arts.  These  busU 
A?JJr^*r  *  "^^^rml  of  the  general  Urv^e  of 
t^mi^^"^.  ^  AP^*'  ''757,  when  Buom^ 
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threatened  Vienna  itself.  Cotint  Saurau,  then 
president  of  the  regency  of  Lower  Austria,  con- 
tributed materially  to  the  organization  of  the  ge- 
neral levecy  and  Prince  Ferdinand  of  Wurtemburg 
was  named  as  the  commander  of  it. 

The  citizens  of  Vienna  are  divided  into  several 
companies  of  infantry,  a  corps  of  artillery,  a 
corps  of  riflemen,  a  corps  of  chasseurs,  and  a 
corps  'of  cavalry,  part  of  the  colours  of  which 
are  kept  at  this  arsenal  and  part  at  the  town  house. 

During  the  last  invasion  the  French  carried 
away  from  the  arsenals  six  cannons,  which  the 
Emperor  Leopold  L  had  given  to  the  citizens. 
The  reigning  Emperor  caused  six  cannon  to  be 
cast,  with  an  inscription  in  commemoration  of  the 
loyalty  of  the  citizens  of  Vienna  during  the  above 
mentioned  invasion,  and  sent  them  the  5th  of  Oc- 
tober, tSlOy  to  the  citizens,  who  placed  them  in 
this  arsenal.  In  order  to  see  the  arsenal,  application. . 
must  be  made  to  the  inspector  wlioi^sides  there. 

Barracks.-— The  barracfts  are  on  the  com  mar- 
ket, outside  the  Bourg  Thor,  In  the  Alsergasse,  in 
the  suburb  Leopoldstadt,  at  the  suburb  Joseph- 
stadt,  on  the  Salzgries,  at  Gumpendorf,  at  the 
Haymarket,  &c. 

Hotel  of  Invalids. — ^This  is  situated  outside 
the  Stubenthor,  and  forms  the  comer  of  the  en* 
trance  to  the  suburb  Landstrasse.  Since  the  time 
of  the  Emperor  Charles  VI.,  it  has  been  an  hos- 
pital ;  the  Emperor  Joseph  II.,  made  it  the  House 
of  Invalids,  and  gave  it  its  present  elegant  appear- 
ance. Besides  the  ground*floor  there  are  two 
stories,,  and  an  extensive  court  with  rows  of  trees. 

The  saloon  is  ornamented  with  busts  of  celebrated 
Austrian  officers,  and  with  a  large  picture  by  Kraif

representing  the  battle  of  Leipsic ;  t|if  siune  artist 
is  employed  on  a  picture  of  the  battle  oi  Aspem. 

1  be  coi  pb  of  Invahds  consists  of  800  men,  who 
wear  a  grey  uniiorm  with  red  collar.  They  axe 
the  guards  lor  the  stations  of  minor  importance  in 
the  town ;  and  they  are  iikewibe  posted  at  the  Bel- 
videre,  the  Augaiten,  &c.y  to  maintain  tranquilli^ 
and  good  order,  for  whicn  service  they  receive  ad- 
ditional pay. 

After  the  long  war  against  the  French,  which 
exceedingly  multiplied  the  number  of  invalids,  the 
govemmeut  invited  the  inhabitants  of  the  whole  mo- 
narchy to  contribute  by  donations,  to  ameliorate 
the  lot  of  those  who  had  been  \»oimded  in  the  de- 
fence of  their  country. — i  his  ap^al  was  followed  by 
^tonishing  success ;  all  orders  of  the  community 
concurred  in  so  benevolent  a  purpose,  and  in  alitde 
time,  more  than  a  million  dorins  were  collected,  to 
form  a  new  fund,  in  favour  of  the  invalids. 

Medal  and  Military  Cross. — In  1788,  at 
the  commencement  o&  the  war  against  the  Turks^ 
the  Emperor  Joseph  II.,  created  military  medals  as 
a  recompense  for  the  subaltern  officers  and  soldiers  ; 
there  are  two  classes,  gold  and  silver ;  on  one  side 
is  a  portrait  of  the  sovereign,  and  on  the  other  the 
words  D£R  Tapferkeit  (to  bravery)  surrounded 
bj  laurel.  This  medal  is  worn  on  the  breast,  at- 
tached to  a  red  and  white  ribbon.  It  is  bestowed 
for  acts  of  bravery  and  loyalty  which  deserve  re- 
ward and  distinction,  but  for  which,  the  soldier  or 
subaltern  officer,  for  want  of  information  cannoi  be 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  an  officer.  The  peisoia 
who  obtains  the  gold  medal  receives  double  pay  i 
and  the  silver  medal  procures  half  the  usual  pay 
extra;  and  this  is  g\ye^  as  long  as  the  soWicr  re- 
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itiaitifi  in  the  militaiy  service.  If  he  is  afterwards 
aivanoed  to  the  rank  of  an  officer,  or  if  he  quits 
the  service  he  is  allowed  to  wear  the  medal,  but 
the  payment  of  the  money  ceases. 

In  1797,  when  the  general  lev^e  took  place  i^inst 
6ie  invasion  of  the  French,  the  Emperor,  aftet  the  re- 
^stablishment  of  peace,  gave  to  all  those  who  had 
marched  against  the  enemy,  a  silver  medal,  bearing 
on  one  si^e  the  portrait  of  the  sovereign,  and  on  the 
other  the  inscription,  The  gratitude  or  the 
FaThee  op  the  country,  to  tii  e  loyal  chil- 
dren OF  Austria*  As  this  medal  was  never  be- 
stowed on  any  othef  occasion,  it  daily  becomes 
more  scarce. 

la  1814,  after  the  Austrian  armies,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  troops  of  the  other  allies,  had  expelled 
the  French  ftom  every  country  in  Europe,  con- 
quered a  great  part  of  France,  occupied  Paris,  and 
forced  Napoledn  to  abdicate  the  throne,  the  Em- 
peror Francis  caused  the  metal  of  the  cannon  taken 
from  the  French,  to  be  converted  into  small  crosses, 
and  distributed  to  all  the  generals,  officers,  and  sol- 
diers who  were  engaged  in  this  campaign,  as  well 
as  to  the  ministers  and  other  persons  in  civil  em- 
ployments, who  by  their  zeal  and  activity  had  con- 
tributed to  these  glorious  events.  It  is  worn  at  the 
button-hole,  attached  to  a  black  and  yelkm  ribbon. 

The  City  Militia.  This  dates  its  origin  from 
-the  first  siege  of  Vienna  by  the  Turks.  Four  com- 
panies of  citizens  were  then  formed  and  named 
from  the  four  quarters  of  the  town,  the  Stubenvier- 
tel,  Koemviertel,  Widmerviertel,  and  Schottenvi- 
ertcL  At  the  second  siege  of  the  city  by  the  Turks, 
these  compaines  were  doubled,  imd  a  corps  of  ar- 
tillery sdded,  which  bravely  defended  the  bastioi 
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of  the  Dominicans;  by  degrees  a  company  of 
riflemen  was  likewise  formed.  The  present  milida 
of  Vienna  was  principally  organized  in  1797  and 
IS05,  and  is  now  composed  of  the  following  corps : 
the  city  artillery,  the  first  regiment  of  city  foot,  the 
second  regiment  of  city  foot,  the  blne«  grey,  and 
green  grenadiers,  the  green  and  grey  sh«rp-^ooters» 
the  city  cavalr}',  consisting  of  2  squadrons  and  the 
academic  corps.  The  whole  amounts  to  about 
4000  men,  who  are  well  accoutred,  and  who  during 
the  invasions  of.  the  French,  when  the  city  had  no 
garrison,  rendered  signal  services  to  Vienna.  The 
buigomaster  is  always  the  colonel  of  the  city  militia. 

Commerce,  Merchants,  Meecantii^e 
Tribunal. 

Generally  speaking,  the  commerce  of  the  here- 
ditary countries  of  Austria  was  coniiped  to  importa- 
tion,  till  the  reign  of  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa, 
The  £mperor  Charles  VI.,  indeed,  made  several 
attempts  to  ameliorate  the  commerce  of  his  states, 
but  from  various  causes  they  did' not  succeed. 
Austria^always  sold  the  productions  of  her  sml  at 
a  low  price  to  foreigners,  and  received  their  manu- 
factures at  a  high  price.  During  the  reign  of  Maria 
Theresa,  some  important  mani2actories  were  esta- 
blished, but  the  grand  impulse  to  commercial  pur- 
suits was  given  by  the  Emperor  Joseph  II. ;  with  a 
great  trouble  and  expense  he  obtained  skilfttl  ma- 
nufacturers of  various  kinds  from^other  coundies; 
and  sent  men  of  talent  abroad,  to  make  themselves 
acquainted  with  tbe  machines  and  works  used  for 
5!^^**'..^**^^  ^^^  manu&ctures,  in  order  that  they 
^naL^^^"^""  establish  similar  ones  in  his  own 
tekS  o7mJ?«r'^^'*^  ««*  encouraged  the  under- 
Wcers  of  ««,ufa^torie.;  and  forbid,!?  1^86,  the  in- 
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portation  of  foreign  merchandise,  ii?itbcmt  however, 
entirely  preventing  it ;  by  this  prohibition  he  put  a 
stop  to  the  annuid  expenditure  of  nearly  14  millions 
of  florins  lor  Ibreign  goods. 

.  The  import  trade  of  Austria  now  consists  in  the 
raw  productions  of  other  countries,  such  as  wood, 
cotton,  skins,  fiu^,  oil,  drugs,  and  silk« 

On  the  odier  hand,  a  considerable  export  trade 
is  carried  on,  with  the.  internal  provinces,  viixh 
Italy,  Turkey,  Russia,  Poland,  Silesia  and  Bavaria, 
in  wineS)  saffron,  iron,  copper,  lead,  wire,  tobacco, 
hops,  pomegranates,  glass,  leather,  linen,  salt,  cloth, 
watches,  clocks,  silk  <aad  worsted  arti<^,  hats, 
porcelain,  carriages  and  ironmongery. 

Classes  of  .MERcaAirrs«>— *The  commercial 
part  of  the  inhabitants  of  Vienna  are  divided  into 
four  classes.  Bankers,  wholesale  merchants,  the 
city  merchants,  and  the  Eastern  merchants*. 

The  bankers  are  likewise  whcdesale  merchants, 
though  all  the  wholesale  merchants  are  not  bankers. 
The  bankers  most  known  arc,  Amsteiner  and  Co. : 
Coith  and  Co.;  Frank  and  Co. ;  Fries  and  Co.;  Gey« 
muller  and  Co. ;  Henikslein  and  Co.;  Hers  and  Co.; 
MuUer;  Scheidlin  ;  Schuller  and  Co. ;  Smitmer; 
Stanetz^  Steiner  and  Co. ;  Thomann ;  Wayna,  &c« 

The  wholesale  merchants  form  a  separate  body, 
and  any  person  wishing  to  be  itdmitted  amongst  them, 
must  prove  that  he  is  worth  50,000  florins,  and 
obtain  the  consent  of  the-whole  body.  Their  busi- 
ness consists  in  exchange,  commission,  wholesale 
dealing,  &c.  Their  number  is  not  limited,  and  it  now 
amounts  to  about  80. 

The  Eastern  merchants  are  most <of  them  Greeks, 
Jews,  or  Turks.    They  are  engaged  in  the  importa- 
2  b  ^o^Sf^ 
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tkm  of  the  prodKicts  of  the  Levant'to^  dip  heitiBlaiy

PRIVATE  Manufactories. — These  have  been 
principally  established  by  the  support  and  advan- 
tages granted  them,  during  ^  reign  of  Joseph  II. ; 
they  are  situated  in  the  suburbs,  wi  furnish  almost 
every  article  oi  daily  use. 

The  FAiii.<«^Viennadia8two  annual  fistirs;  the 
fet  is  held  from  the  Monday  after  the  Jubilee  till 
the  Satarday  before  Whitsuntide ;  ^  second  ^m 
the  !2d  Novemb^  to  Ihe  Saturday  befeoe  Advent. 

The  impoitalidn  of  foreign  goods  mto  Austria 
iMRring  been  IbiWdden,  tiie  natunl  consequence  is, 
that  the  fair  of  Vienna  is  but  of  little  impiMrtaiicec 
The  chy  tradebmen  erect  bobdis  on  ^  Uof  for  the 
Bi^  of  dien:gooJ8,tetthey  exhibit  nothing  but  what 
ffnay  beprocuml  in  their  abops  at  any  otbsr  season. 

Tte  oniy  advantage  tbe  puUk  derive  from  the 
fair,  is  that  manufinctures  nrhkh  dm  only  be  ob* 
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tained  wholesale^  are  during  the  fair  sold  r^ail; 
such  as  the  linens  and  glasses  from  Bohemia,  the 
iron  articles  from  Styria,  &€.,  which  are  then  sold 
at  first  hand»  and  consequently  at  a  smaller  price. 

At  the  suburb  Leopoldstadt,  a  fair  of  14  days  is 
held  at  the  fite  of  St.  Marguerite,  and  a  fair  for 
buying  and  selling  horses,  is  held  every  month  at 
the  Ueuniarkt. 

•  F<)ii£ioK  Coins  cuhrent  in  AusTRiA.«->Tke 
•nly  foreign  gold  coins  which  pass  in  Austria,  are 
Dutch  ducats,  and  these  are  worth  4  florins  30 
kreutsers.  All  other  foreign  coins  are  only  taken 
as  .merchandise,  and  are  s(Ad  as  such  in  Vienna. 

The  foreign  silver  coins  which  pass  in  Austria, 
are  the  crowns  and  20  and  10  kreutaser]  pieces, 
struck  in  Bavaria,  Swabia,  Franconia,  and  Saxony. 

The  National  Bank  of  Austria,  is  situated 
at  No»  940  in  the  Singerstrasse. 

Public  Amusements. 

Royal  Theatres. — ^There  are  .  two  public 
theatres  in  Vienna  belonging  to  the  Court :  the  pa- 
lace or  national  theatre,  and  the  theatre  near 
the  gate  of  Italy,  called  the  Koemerthor  Theater. 
.These  theatres  and  the  persons  connected  with 
them^  are  under  the  superintendence  of  the  cham- 
berlain of  the  court.  >  For  the  representation  and 
choice  of  pieces,  theengagement  of  actors,^.,  there 
is  a  court  commissary  imd  five  managers  chosen 
from  amongst  th^  actors. 

The  thea^  is  divided  into  three  branches,  Ger* 
man  comedy,  German  opera,  and  ballet. 

The  palace  theatre  has  two  pits,  thiity  baxes  on 
the  first  story,  and  as  many  on  the  second:  the 
third  and  fourUi  stories  are  open  galleries.      The 
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farmed  here.  Ute  actors  of  thk  theatre,  aire  nu* 
Koetiierthor  is  arranged  in  the  sanKe  wi^,  except 
that  eac^  story  has  24  boxes;  ilnd  there  is  a  third 
gaHeryor  fifth  story. 

The  Imperial  FamHy  have  i>o)ces  at  bdth  theatres, 
and  when  they  attend  the  audience  ^t  uncovered. 
''  A  pantomime  is  performed  everyNew  Year's  Day 
at  both  theatres.  They  are  closed  -durmg  ite  Holy 
Week,  some  days  before  Christmas,  at  the  great 
Church  Fea8ts,suchasChi%tmas,  Easter,  Whitsun- 
tide, and  (^te  Dieu,  and  at  the  anttiversaries  of  die 
death  of  the  Emperors  Joseph  and  Leopold,  and  of 
the  late  Empresses.  However,  at  C^nristitias  and 
dtlrmgflie  Holy  Week,  a  grand  sc^ction  t>f  music 
is  performed  at  the  palace  theatre,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  ividows  and  '6rphans  of  the  society  ^f  musi- 
cians, in  the  months:  of  July  ahd  Atigtist,  the 
actors,  singers,  and  dancers,  take  holidays  by  tarn, 
so  that  the  theatre  is  not  shut  a  single  day. 

For  several  years,  Germati  pieces  orily  have 
been  performed  at  the  national  theatre,  and  operas 
and  balkts  at  the  Koemerthor  theatre. 

THBATREs'tN  THE  stJBURrBs.— llie theatre ou 
the  river  Vienna  which  is  the  fiiiestin  VrenHa^  was 
constructed  in  ISOO,  and  now  belongs  to  Gomit 
Ferdmand  Palfy.  It  has  28  boxes  and  4  galleries. 
The  pieces  performed  there,  are  comedies,  dramas, 
tragedies,  and  comic  opferas,  whieh  are  well  exe- 
cuted, boHfh  as  it  respects  ringing  and  music. 

The  theatre  at  the  suburb  LHopMstmk.  This 
lias  been  established  a  longtime,  and  beloiigs  toihe 
hens  of  M.  MarineHi:  Pieces  of  l&iv  comi^  were 
formerly  e^dhibHed  here,  in  which  Casperl,  played 
^e  Buflbonr-btit  wifhin  a  fewyears,  comic t)peras, 
pantomimes  and  more  regular  pieces  hav^bfeen  j[»er- 
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formed  here.  The  actors  of  this  iheatre  are  nu« 
merous,and  the  orchestra  good.  It  is  open  everyday. 
The  theatre  in  the  suburb  Josephstadt.  The 
proprietor  and  director,  is  M.  Uuber.  The  house 
is  small,  but  pieces  of  all  kinds,  both  serious  and 
comic,  are  performed  in  it. 

PaiVATA  THgATR£«.— The  principal  are  those 
of  the  palace  of  Lichtenstein,  at  the  palace  Auers- 
berg  and  at  the  palace  of  Count  de  Fries.  In 
winter,  private  companies  occasionally  assemble 
at  the  houses  of  some  of  the  nobility,  aad  perform 
German  or  French  pieces. 

Rou^s  or  MASQU£Riii>Bs.—^n  that  part  of  the 
Imperial  palace  iforming.one  side  of  Uie  Josephplatz 
are  the  two  halls  for  this  purpose,  one  of  which  is 
very  extensive.  The  routs  commence  immediately 
after  New  Year*s  Day,  and  continue  till  the  last 
day  of  the  carnival.  At  fii-st,  there  is  only  a  rout 
every  Sunday,  then  twice  a  week,  and  at  the  end 
the  whol^  three  days  of  the  carnival.  The  halls 
are  crpened  at  9  o'clock  in  the  evening;  they  are 
lighted  by  a  great  number  of  wax  candles,  and  each 
.  has  a  separate  band,  who  play  minuets  and  alle« 
mandes , alternately  ;  the  music  terminates  at  six 
o'clock  on  the  following  morning. 

The  Bout  is  the  only  place  to  which  persons  are 
.  allpwed  to  go  masked,  and  at  tbisevexy  body,  strictly 
speaking,  should  be  masked,  those  however  who  do 
not  attend  to  this  rule,  should  put  the  mask  on  their 
hat.  The  most  usual  dress  for.  men,  is  the  Ve- 
netian mantle.  A  thousand  persona  are  too  few* 
1,500  or  2,000  for^  a  pleasant  rout;  -during  the 
^on*"^'  -^y  *^®  generally  attended  by  about 
take?piS^r"'-   ^^'"y  ii^e.  dancing  in  general 
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The  produce  of  the  Routs  belongs  to  the  treasury 
of  the  theatre,  and  part  of  it  is  given  to  the  institu- 
tion for  the  poor.  Close  to  the  halls  are  rooms, 
where  all  sorts  of  refreshments  are  provided;  and 
there  are  other  rooms,  where  supper,  wines,  &c., 
may  he  procured  at  prices  which  are  fixed. 

Tennis  Coubt.-t— This  is  situated  on  the  square 
of  the  same  name  behind  the  imperial  palace,  and 
has  likewise  accommodations  for  bilUard  players. 
Gentlemen  and  foreigners  wishing  to  en^oy  the 
exercise  and  am<ttsement  of  these  games,  may  go 
in  at  any  houf  of  the  day. 

Dancing  'Rooms.  Puitate  Ra^ls.-*— In  the 
city  itself,  there  are  twe  public  assembly  rocmis ; 
that  at  tiie  Roman  Emperor  on  the  Freyung,  only 
open  for  dancing  during  the  earmval,  aili  at  the 
]^ehlgr\]d>e  on  the  Nevmarkt.  All  the  other  ball 
rooms  are  in  the  suburbs,  such  as  at  the  Sperl  in 
the  Leopoldstadt;  at  the  Moon  in  the  Reniiweg  ;  at 
the  Goat,  on  the  Wieden;  and  at  the  Swan,  in  the 
Rossau.  These  Rooms  are  much  frequented  by 
the  citizens;  the*  proprietors  furnish  music  every 
Sunday  and  filte  day,'  in  autumn,  winter,  and  spring, 
and  supply  their  customers  with  all  kinds  of  wine 
and  other  refreshment. 

Private  petBoni  give  balls  at  th^ir  own  houses, 
but  they  must  %st  inform  tho  police,  who  grant  a 
ticket  of  petmission4  Each  musician  they  employ 
will  cost  15  kreutzers. 

FiBEwoRKS.-^This  public  anlusement  takes 
place  three  or  four  times  id  the  year  during  fine 
weather.  The  situation  chos^ii  for  this  spectacle 
is  the  Prater ;  a  large  scaffolding  i^  elected,  on 
which  are  placed  the  pyrutucmuc  decontUons.  Up 
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jposite  the  scafToIclin^  astnalt  ampfiitfaeafreis  ereicted 
for  sj^ctators  of  rank,  ^nd  the  space  between  th^ 
erections  Is  allotlecl  to  the  public.       ' 

The  fireworks  are  announct  d  Lottie  days  befiiite 
their  exhibition,  and  a  detailed  description  bf  them 
given ;  there  are  generally  six  or  eight  ornarafents 
If hich  are  burnt  afintervah  one  after  another; 
these  ornaments  ft^resentipirdens,  ^WfAesi  grot* 
tos,  palaces,  cities,  ci^eades,  flowetv,  f6>messe6,Scc. 
The  whole  is  termh^^'by  heavy  caftncmkidtng ; 
the  exhibition  commences^  doon  as  k  isdstk,  ^Sd 
lasts  nearly  three  quarters  of  Irii  hoHh*;  Ftfim  10  to 
12>000  peiKonsjireofienass^inbMta  wknessit..

menade  to  the  city  is  the  rampart,  (the  bastion], 
which  has  been  already  mentioned. 

The  glacis  or  the  esplanade  which  surrounds  the 
city»  was  formerly  a  desert  place  disfigured  by  dirt 
of  every  description,  and  without  any  path  for  foot 
passengers  or  for  carriages.  The  Emperor  Joseph 
caused  the  land  to  be  cleared,  constructed  roMls 
and  foQt-paths,  and  in  1781  planted  walks  m  every 
part  of  it,  so  that  the  glacis  is  now  one  of  the  most 
delightful  promenades  round  the  city. 

Tub  Belvedere.  The  gallery  of  pictures  and 
palace  of  this  name  have  been  already  mentioned. 
The  garden  belonging  to  this  palace  is  during  sum* 
niOT  open  to  the  public.  It  is  not  very  extensive 
and  gives  but  little  shade,  excepting  in  that  part 
near  the  upper  palace  where  the  menagerie  formerly 
stood,  ana  where  there  b  now  a  row  of  chesnut 
trees.  The  air  i%  good  and  pure,  and  the  garden 
commands  a  fine  view  of  the  city. 

The  garden  of  Prince  Schwarzenberg  is  situated 
close  to  the  Belvedere,  and  is  likewise  opened  to 
respectable  persons ;  it  is  more  shady  and  varied 
than  the  Belvedere,  and  is  better  frequented. 

The  garden  of  Prince  Lichtenstcin,  in  the  suburb 
Rossau,  is  also  open  to  the  public.  The  palace  be* 
longing  to  it  is  a  fine  building,  and  contains  the 
choiceandvaluablecoUection  of  pictures  and  works 
of  art  belonging  to  this  illustrious  fainily.  The  car- 
den  is  not  very  large,  but  is  ornamented  with  a 
great  many  exotic  trees. 

The  Augarten,  is  situated  N.  of  the  city  at  the 
end  of  the  suburb  Leopoldstadt,  in  the  great  isle. of 
the  Danube,  communicating  by  two  walks  with 
the  Prater;  it  forms  nearly  a  regular  square  bounded 
on  the  S.  and  £.  by  the  Leopoldstadt,  on  the  West 
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by  the  Brfgittenauc,  and^cn  the  N;  by  A^  Dim^be. 
Its  extent  is  nearly  l6*,000^ukre  toises.' 

This  garden  was  first  ^^Tit^d  during  the  reign 
of  the  Emperor  Ferdinatidlll.,  Was  enlarged  utider 
Lcop61d  I.,  ^mbeHisirtd  tinder  Joseph  I.,  and  pftt 
in  its  present  sfette  by  Jose(^  II,  who  in  1775  ap» 
propriated  it  to  the  constant  Use  and  amttsement  of 
the  pufilic:  he  lifterwards  s\irh>Uttded  it  by  a  ditch, 
in  brder  to  carry  off  the  melted  snow  and  ice,  by 
which  it  was  formerly  fnofidated. 

The  cntrahce  is  on  the  S.  E.  Me ;  on  the  prin- 
cipal gate  is  a  German  ihsrcriptiottjtothe  following 
effect,  placdd  there  hj  Joseph  il.,  "  A  tlacu  or

II.,  witli  a  ^mall  flowi^r-^garden ;  before  Hitii  «it 
spectator  sees  a  wafe  of  sever^  miles, bohfert^lby 
forests,  and  teriniiiatetf  in  ^the  disitiiiiCeH)y  ft  -viftag6 
church :  blithe  leftis  kn  elevlatwfthtade;  whencetbift^ 
isadelightful  viewtowardsthe1Cahk-hberg'#ith  thk 
vlnevards  and  villages  of  the  neijghbdiliftig  cOiitttry. 

The  Augartcn  has  no  cascade*,  giiottbs,  *«itneji,^

the  itibahitaots  9f  Vienoa  shade^  verdure  apd  re- 
fieaUng  air;  there  are  many  shady  walk^  aod  de- 
lightful plaotatioas  of  t^eea  and  grpvi^. 

Under  the  Emperor  Jo^ph  U,,  this  garden  was 
much  frequented ;  that  Mojoarch  used  often  to  pn^ 
menade  through  its  walka  surrounded  l>y  the  minis- 
ters, geuferals,  and  ladies  of  his  courts  and  a  crp.wd 
of  people.  Sin^e  his  death,  the,  Augaxtfii.  has  not 
been  so  much  visited. 

Th»,  PK4^TfcR  jsjonly  .about  200  paces  from  tlie 
houses  bordering  the  subuii>  JaegerzeiI.e.  It  is  sitii- 
ated  on  th^  same  larg^  island  of  t^ic  Danube  a»>ihe 
leppolds^dt  an4r  Augart^n,  and  is  a  lar^e  park  in- 
terspersed with,  m^ac^ows  and  chesput,  linden, .  oak, 
a^heac))  tvce^  It  W  i^ow  a  pheasant  walk,  anii 
it  l^rmc^r^y  abpimded  with  stags  and  \vild  boars.  ' 

Fonnei^  the  l^rater  was  only  open  for  carriage^ 
^d  then  o^ly  during  the  tbrce  summer,  mbfiih'^, 
but,  in,  1766  the  Emperor  Joseph  If.,  who  always 
ejodeavQured  to  multiply  the  amusenients  of  the 
people,  opened  it  to  the  public.  He  after ward^ 
made  Q^merous  embellishments  and  improvements; 
heclofi^.^ma^  of  the  Danube  which  flowed  be- 
tween the  suburb  and  the  I^rater,  and  increased  the 
number  of  (he  walks  ;  in  17 S6  h.e  caused  severa} 
iwelU,  t<^  be  dvg  on  the  sld^  of  the  grand  ^walk, 
w'here  (Of  ^ncpt^r^  of  carriages  and  horses  is  so 
jgr^atj.fyoaa^hich, water  is  thrown  to  lay  the  dust. 

X.bf^refare  t)vo  ro.ads,  from  the  city  1 
DQe  through  the  siiburb  of  tanners 
ov^the  Danube ;  the.  other,  which  is 
'^u^tedy.by^  t^e  Lpqpoldstadt  and  th) 
•Out^de  :the  j>9^gf rzeile  is  a  beautiful 
form-  of  a  h^^Tf  qircle,  and  beyond  ar 
M9}k&  leading  to  the  Prater 4, IhpCteogle 
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side  are  but  little  frequented;  the  third  leads  to  the 
place  where  the  fireworks  are  exhibited,  and  to&e 
guinguettes  which  are  established  between  this 
Walk  and  the  fourth.  These  guinguHtes  are  neat 
wooden  houses  surrounded  by  three  or  four  smaller 
ones,  and  by  tables  underneath  trees,  where  per- 
sons may  dine-and  play  at  nine  pins,  and  other 
amusements  of  youth.  They  are  the  general  resort 
of  the  citizens  and  lower  orders  on  Sundays  and 
fSte  days,  when  they  repair  thither  to  dine  and  take 
an  aftemoon*s  pleasure. 

The  fourth  walk,  on  the  right  hand  is  the  rcn* 
dezvous  of  the  beau-monde ;  most  of  the  persons 
visiting  it,  are  on  horseback  or  in  a  carriage  ;  the 
large  road  in  the  centre  is  for  carriages,  that  on  the 
,  right  for  horsemen,  and  that  on  the  left  for  pedes- 
triaus.  Near  this  walk  arc  three  cofiee-houses ; 
numerojos  tables  are  placed  under  the  trees,  and  on 
Sundays  several  hundred  chairs  are  placed  along 
the  wa]^,  and  occupied  by  persons  viewing  the 
passing  fashionables.  The  Pratier  is  most  crowded 
iVith.c^ages,  ont}ie  Sundays  andfllte  daysy  to- 
3^jaids  the  ei^d  of  April  and  the  cemmencemellt  of 
^av,  just  before. the  i^pbifity  tmd  the  ricli  set  eut 
>to  their  estates  in  the  country,  and  a^sin  at  the  end 
pf  September  and  commencement  <tf  October,  when 
these  persons  return  to  town;  at  those  times  nearly 
1,000  carriages  maybe  seen' at  the  Prater,  which  at 
the  approach  ofniglit,  proceed  slowly  over  the  bridge 
Leopoldstadt  towards  the  city ;  (thereis  a  severe  law 
that  all  c$MTiages>shall  pass  slowly  over  the  bridge 
pfthe  Danube  as  well  as  of  the  city  ditches).  The 
average  number  of  persons  frequenting  the  Prater  on 
a  fine  Sunday  in  summer,  is  from  12  to  15,000. 
On  the  right  of  this  walk  is  the  gymnastic  Cii^ 
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cus  of  M.  Bach,  an  elegant  building  in  the  fonn  of 
an  amphitheatre,  in  which  the  proprietor  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  year,  exhibits  horsemanship 
and  other  gymnastic  games. 

On  the  left  of  the  walk,  is  the  house  constructed 
for  the  representation  of  panoramic  views  :  there 
have  been  exhibited  here  successively,  panoramas 
of  London,  Vienna,  Prague,  Gibraltar  and  Paris. 

At  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  Prater,  close  to 
an  arm  of  the  Danube,  is  situated  the  Lusthaus,  a 
circular  pavilion  with  two  large  rooms  and  three 
galleries  on  the  outside,  commanding  a  fine  view  of 
the  environs.  This  building  is  open  to  the  public 
throughout  the  year,  and  in  a  neighbouring  caba« 
ret,  refreshments  may  be  proc ured.  It  is  surrounded 
by  rows  of  trees  and  agreeable  walks,  and  is  much 
frequented  in  spring.  The  great  walk  leading 
thither  from  the  Prater  is  2,500  toises  in  length. 

Formerly  there  were  a  great  number  of  tame 
stags  at  the  Prater,  but  they  were  all  killed  in  I809 
by  the  French  soldiers. 

The  Brigitten  Aue. — ^This  is  a  kind  of  park, 
behind  the  Leopoldstadt  and  the  Augarten,  with  a 
church,  two  public-houses  and  a  huntmg  house, 
where  dinner  and  refreshments  may  be  procured. 
This  park  is  watered  by  an  arm  of  the  Danube,  on 
the  bank  of  which  is  a  beautiful  promenade  ex- 
tending as  far  as  the  neighbouring  forest.  In  fine 
weather  it  is  daily  visited  by  parties  of  pleasure. 
The  carriage  road  passes  througl>  the  Leopoldstadt, 
but  the  shortest  and  pleasantest  way  for  pedestrians  is 
through  the  Augarten,where  a  gate  has  been  opened 
to  facilitate  the  communication  witli  the  Brigitten 
Aue.  The  first  Sunday  after  St. Brigitten'*  day,  tb' 
2c 
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dedication  of  thechurch  is  celebrated,a  popularfete 
at  which  nearly  30,000  persons  assemble,  and  amuse 
themselves  by  dancing  and  all  sorts  of  games. 
Population.    Language. 
The  population  of  Vienna  was  at  its  height  be- 
tween the  years  1780  and  1788 ;  it  then  amounted 
to  nearly  272,000  souls ;  at  the  commencement  of 
the  war  with  Uie  Turks,  wlien  the  army  required 
strong  reinforcements,  and  provisions  experienced 
a  material  rise,  it  began  to  diminish.  The  Turkish 
war  was  immediately  succeeded  by  that  with  the 
French,  and  with  it  continued  the  deamess  of  pro- 
visions, the  want  of  recruits,  and  the  consequent 
diminution  of  the  population.      In  1815,  Vienna 
with  the  suburbs  contained   7)150  houses,  and 
239j373  inhabitants.      The  variety  of  costume  at 
V  ienna  is  greater  than  atany  other  capital  of  Europe. 
The  prevailing  language  spoken  in  Vienna  is  Ger- 
man;  next  to  which  French  and  Italian  are  most  used; 
then  lilyrian  and  INIodern  Greek;  and  lastly,  the  Po- 
lish, Bohemian,  Hungarian, Croatian  and  Sclavonic. 
Inspection  of  the  dead.      Bill  of  Morta- 
lity.    Burying  Places. 
As  soon  as  a  person  dies  at  Vienna,  the  physi- 
cian who  has  attended  the  deceased  is  obliged  to 
write  a  notice,  stating  the  Christian  and  Surname, 
age  and  disease,  of  the  person  dead  ;  and  likewise 
mentioning  whether  the  disease  was  contagious,  in 
order  that  proper  attention  might  be  paid  to  the  fu- 
migation of  the  patient's  bed  and   room.        This 
notice  must  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  dead,  whence 
an  officer  will  then  be  sent  to  inspect  the  deceasod, 
for  which  he  is  paid  20  kreutzers.     In  case  the 
physician  should  certify  or  the  inspector  should 
fit.d  that  the  deceased  died  of  a  contagious  disease, 
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he  sends  to  the  Siechkncchte  (servants  of  the  incur- 
ables) who  take  the  beds  of  the  deceased,  and  purify 
them  according  to  a  prescribed  method ;  after  which 
they  are  restored  to  the  family  on  their  paying  a 
certain  sum.  In  extraordinary  cases  the  inspector 
closes  the  room  of  the  deceased,  and  purifies  it  ac- 
cording to  prescribed  rules ;  the  inspector  must  like- 
wise state  if  the  deceased  died  by  a  violent  death. 

A  list  is  daily  printed  and  sold,  containing  an 
account  of  all  persons  (children  under  one  year  of 
age  excepted)  who  die  within  the  Lines.  In  this 
list  is  the  name,  rank,  age,  sex,  quarter,  number 
of  the  house  and  disease  of  the  deceased.  The 
dead  are  arranged  in  two  classes ;  those  who  die 
in  the  city,  and  those  who  die  out  of  it ;  the  latter 
are  the  mbst  numerous  as  the  suburbs  are  mu^h: 
larger  than  the  city,  and  are  occupied  by  the  hospi- 
tals and  the  houses  of  the  poorest  classes. 

The  ordinary  number  of  persons  dying  daily,  is 
from  8  to  36.  The  burying  grounds  at  Vienna 
were  formerly  in  the  city  itself,  but  have  lately 
been  transferred  to  the  suburbs.  The  Emperor 
Joseph  11.  caused  them  to  be  placed  outside  the 
Lines,  where  since  the  first  January  1784,  the  dead 
have  been  interred.  Five  large  cemeteries  have  been 
made  a  considerable  distance  from  the  lines,  each 
of  which  is  appropriated  to  a  certain  number  of 
parishes  in  the  city  and  suburbs  for  the  interment 
of  their  dead.  These  cemeteries  are  situated  outside 
the  lines  of  St.  Mark,of  Matzleindorf,Hundsthurnr, 
Waehring  and  Mariahulf.  They  are  surrounded  by  a 
•wall,  and  have  no  chapels,  but  a  crucifix  is  placed 
in  the  centre.  The  monuments  are  not  allowed  to 
be  put  over  the  tombs,  but  arc  gla^^^  on  the  wall^

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Provisions,  Lodgings,  &c. 

Provisions  an(J  merchandise  of  various  descrip- 
tions are  imported  from  the  states  of  Austria. 

Provisions  and  other  necessary  articles  are 
cheaper  at  Vienna  than  at  most  of  the  capitals  of 
Europe,  or  even  at  smaller  cities  with  a  much  less 
population.  Lodgings  and  firewood  are  ihe  only 
dear  articles  compared  with  other  things.  During 
the  latter  years  of  the  reign  of  Maria  Theresa,  the 
price  was  slightly  increased  and  remained  in  that 
state  till  1788.  The  war  against  the  Turks  then 
commencing,  many  things  rose  considerably  in 
price,  particularly  those  coming  from  Hungary,  as 
large  quantities  were  sent  to  the  eastern  frontier,  and 
V  jenna  was  thus  deprived  of  them .  Since  that  time 
most  articles  have  become  considerably  dearer. 

The  best  kinds  of  Austrian  wines  are  made  in 
the  vicinity  of  Vienna;  they  are  those  of  Weidling, 
Grinzing,  Nussberg,  Pisambergand  Brunn. 

The  new  wines  of  inferior  quality  have  a  cer- 
tain sourness  which  does  not  agree  with  weak  sto- 
machs ;  but  old  wines  of  better  quality  mixed 
with  a  little  common  or  mineral  water,  form  a  plea- 
sant and  wholesome  beverage.  The  ordinary  kinds 
of  Hungarian  wines,  are  those  of  Bude,  Nessmuhl, 
Schumlau,  Ratzersdorf,  &c.  The  best  are  those  of 
Erlau,  Rust,  Neustadl,Szexard,  St.George,Menisch, 
&c.  The  Hungarian  wines  are  in  general  stronger, 
hotter  and  more  aromatic  than  those  of  Austria  : 
they  ought  therefore  to  be  drunk  with  greater  mo- 
deration. Tokay,  the  best  kind  of  Hungarian  wine, 
is  only  sold  in  small  bottles,  (Seitl)  .containing  1| 
nt,  four  of  which  make  an  ordinary  pot;  the  usual 

?e  of  such  a  bottle  is  from  3  or  4  florins  to  one  or 

a  two  ducats.      Annual  lodgings  and  furnished 
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rooms,  in  the  principal  and  most  frequented  streets, 
are  very  dear ;  they  have  considerably  increased 
within  a  few  years.

BiODicAL  Works. 

Every  thing  intended  for  the  press  must  first  be 
sent  in  manuscript  to  the  office  of*  the  Censorship, 
near  the  Custom-house ;  it  is  then  submitted  to 
one  of  the  Censors  who  decides  whether  it  may  be 
published  or  not.  All  foreign  books  must  like- 
wise be  deposited  at  this  office,  and  a  copy  of  each 
is  read  by  one  of  the  Censors,  who  either  sup- 
presses or  allows  it  to  be  sold.  The  principal  book- 
sellers who  correspond  with  foreign  connexions,  are 
Schaumbourg  in  the  Wollzeile,  Schalbacher,  in  the 
Wallerstrasse,  Beck  in  the  Seizergasse ;  Heubner 
and  Volke  at  the  Bauenimarkt ;  Gerold  on  St.  Ste- 
phen's Square;  Moesle  on  the  Graben ;  Binz  in  the 
Schullerstrasse ;  and  Mayer  in  the  Sengerstrasse. 

Circulating  Libraries.— There  are  three,  that  of 
Armbruster  in  the^Singerstrasse,  which  is  the  best; 
that  of  Tauer  in  the  Currentgasse ;  and  that  of  Wal- 
lishausser  in  the  Plankengasse ;  each  of  them  have  a 
printed  catalogue.  Persons  may  subscribe  by  the 
year  or  by  the  month,  and  daily  receive  one  volume. 
The  annual  subscription  is  3  florins  per  month.

The  Post  Office,  &c« 

The  office  for  the  general  as  well  as  the  short  post, 
is  at  No.  91 8,  at  the  WoUzeile.  It  regulates  the  con- 
veyance and  delivery  of  letters  and  packets  not  ex- 
ceeding five  pounds  in  weight,  and  likewise  attends 
to  all  expresses.  It  is  open  every  day  from  eight 
in  the  morning  till  noon,  and  from  {-past  two  till 
J-past  seven  in  the  evening,  (on  Wednesdays  and 
Saturdays  till  eight  o'clock.)  Letters  to  any  of  the 
Austrian  states  may  go  paid  or  unpaid,  and  the  ex- 
pense of  postage  is  regulated  by  the  distance;  but 
letters  going  to  foreign  countries  must  be  paid  as 
far  as  the  frontier,  and  letters  from  foreign  countries 
must  be  paid  to  Vienna. 

In  summer  the  post  arrives  before  noon.    Let- 
ters to  persons  known  are  delivered  the  same  day ; 
but  letters  directed  to  persons  unknown,  must  be 
^plied  for  at  the  post-office  between  nine  and  twelve 

the  morning,  and  between  two  and  six  in  the 
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afternoon.  Letters  with  a  receipt  pay  four  kreutzers, 
besides  the  usual  postage,  and  the  receiver  should 
sign  the  ireceipt  when  ^e  letter  is  given  to  him. 

Expresses  can  be  sent  at  every  hour,  whether  day 
or  night;  the  person  sending  it  pays  the  whole  ex- 
pense, and  receives  a  receipt  for  it  from  the  office. 
Expresses  coming  in  are  sent  to  their  address  at  all 
hours;  the  receiver  pays  1  florin  to  the  messenger, 
if  in  the  city,  and  two  florins  in  the  suburbs. 

The  diligence  office  is  on  the  side  of  the  Cus- 
tom-house; packets  of  small  weight,  money,  letters 
containing  bills  of  exchange,  government  bills, 
assignments,  receipts,  &c«,  are  conveyed  by  means 
of  t£is  office,  to  which  they  must  be  sent  a  day 
before  the  diligence  sets  out.  The  letters  contain- 
ing money,  bills,  &c.,  must  be  taken  open  to  the 
office,  exhibited  to  the  clerk  and  afterwards  sealed 
in  his  presence.  The  delivery  of  articles  brought 
by  the  diligence  takes  place  at  the  Custom-house. 

Persons  travelling  by  the  diligence  in  the  Ger- 
man provinces,  must  pay  one  florin  per  stage. 
Half  of  the  sum  payable  for  the  whole  journey, 
must  be  deposited  when  the  place  is  taken ;  and  if 
the  individual  neglects  to  go  by  the  diligence,  it  is 
forfeited.  Fifty  pounds  of  luggage  is  allowed.  On 
the  Hungarian  roads  a  diflercnt  price  is  exacted. 

The  office  for  post  horses  is  in  the  city,  at 
No.  839,  in  the  Anwinkel  near  the  Custom-house, 
(Hauptmauth.)  Persons  washing  to  travel  post,  must' 
order  the  horses  required  at  this  house,  but  must 
£r5t  obtain  a  posting  ticket  from  the  state  chancery, 
without  which  no  post-master,  at  any  one  of  the 
three  stations  round  Vienna,  is  allowed  to  furnish 
them  with  horses.    The  price  of  post-horses  varies 
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at  different  times,  as  well  as  in  different  provinces, 
in  proportion  to  the  price  of  forage  ;  in  Austria  it 
is  now  two  florins  for  one  horse,  a  single  stage. 

THE   CANAL. 

The  want  of  fire- wood  having  been  greatly  felt  at 
Vienna,  measures  have  been  adopted  for  procuring 
other  materials  for  fuel.  Mines  of  coal  have  been 
discovered  at  Schauerlieten,  behind  Wiener  Neu- 
stadt,  atKlingenfurt,  and  at  the  Brennberg  near  Oe- 
denbourg,  in  Hungary ;  but  as  the  conveyance  of 
coals  by  land  would  have  considerably  increased 
their  price,  some  private  persons  first  conceived 
the  idea  of  constructing  a  canal  through  Austria. 

In  1795  the  canal  was  commenced.  The  ex- 
penses of  it,  from  the  1st  of  March,  1795,  to  the 
30th  of  April,  1802,  amounted  to  3,058,219 
florins.  Its  breadth  at  the  surface  is  28  feet,  and 
at  the  bottom  1 6,  and  it  is  4  feet  deep.  It  ex- 
tends from  Vienna  to  Wiener  Neustadt,  between 
which  places  there  are  52  locks.  By  this  canal  are 
sent  coals,  bricks,  tiles,  wood  which  was  formerly 
conveyed  by  land  from  the  environs  of  Baden,  and 
aH  kinds  of  merchandise  and  provisions  from  the 
places  on  the  borders  of  the  canal.  The  navigation 
of  it  was  commenced  in  May,  1803. 

In  1810,  the  continuation  of  the  canal  towards 
CEdenbourg,  in  Hungary,  was  re-commenced. 

PisTAKCES. — Vienna  is  1 3  leagues  west  of  Pres- 
bourg,  72  S.W.  of  Cracow,  180N.E.of  Home,  225 
S.E.  of  Amsterdam,  250  E.  of  Paris,  290  S.E.  of 
London,  420  N.  E.  of  Madrid,  280  N.  W.  of  Con- 
stantinople, 310  S.  W.  of  Petersburg,  250  S.  of 
'Hockholm,  and  200  S.  E.  of  Copenhagen. 
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ScHOBNBRUNN  is  an  imperiat  palace  and  garden  a 
short  distance  S.  W.  of  Vienna.  The  old  hunting-house, 
-with  the  park,  was  pillaged  hy  the  Turks  ui  i683.  In 
1696,  the  Emperor  Leopold  I.  erected  a  country-house 
with  a  garden.  The  Empress  Maria  Theresa  put  the 
castle  and  garden  into  its  present  state,  and  the  Emperor 
Francis  I.  planted  the  botanical  garden.  The  Emperor 
Joseph  II.  made  additions  to  the  botanical  garden,  and 
the  reigning  Emperor  granted  it  his  particular  patronage. 

The  entrance  of  the  palace  is  closed  by  an  iron  gate,  at 
the  sides  of  which  are  two  granite  obelisks  surmounted 
b^  two  gilt  eagles.  In  the  spacious  court  are  two  foun- 
tains ornamented  with  statues.  The  palace  has  three 
stories;  on  the  first,  both  towards  the  court  and  the 
garden,  is  a  large  balcony,  up  to  which  there  are  marble 
steps.  In  the  hall  open  to  the  ground -floor  are  two 
bronze  statues  representing  Hercules. 

The  interior  of  the  palace  has  beautiful  staircases  and 
spacious  halls.  The  rooms  are  richly  ornamented  with 
tapestry,  china,  pier  glasses,  crystal  lustres,  portraits,  and 
busts  of  the  imperial  ^mily,  some  time-pieces  and  fine  pic- 
tures representing  memorable  events  in  the  reign  of  Maria 
Theresa.  The  ceiling  of  the  great  hall  is  painted  by 
Guglielmi ;  the  ceiling  of  the  chapel  is  by  Daniel  Gran ; 
the  altar-piece  by  Troger,  and  the  statues  by  Koehl. 

The  large  buildings  on  both  sides  of  the  castle  contain 
a  theatre ;  a  laboratory ;  several  riding-houses ;  lodgings 
for  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  court ;  kitchens,  stor«« 
rooms,  stables,  coach-houses,  and  rooms  for  a  restanra* 
teur,  where  dinner  and  supper  may  be  procured  in 
summer. 

The  Garden  surrounds  the  castle  on  three  sides ;  on  the 
right  and  left  are  plantations  of  flowers  and  choice  fruits, 
and  a  small  orangery:  this  part  is  only  open  to  the  im- 
perial family. 

The  large  garden,  open  to  every  body  throughout  the 
year,  is  behind  the  castle.  The  centre  is  a  parterre  with 
flowers,  and  about  thirty  white  Tyrolian  marble  statnes 
representing  historical  and  mythological  subjects :  at  the 
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extremity  of  thiB  parterre  is  a  basin  with  a  group  of 
marine  deities.  Around  the  parterre  are  foniitaiiis> 
bowersy  terraces,  fish-ponds,  a  pheasant-walk,  a  small 
labyrinth,  numerous  statues,  most  of  which  are  extjcuted 
by  Beyer  and  Hagenauer. 

The  most  remarkable  objects  in  the  garden  are 

Tfie  QUnHette,  on  a  hill  opposite  the  castle.  It  is  de- 
corated on  both  sides  with  Roman  trophies,  and  has  in 
the  centre  a  large  room  ;  from  the  roof  of  the  building, 
which  is  fiat,  there  is  a  delightful  prospect  of  the  environs. 

Tke  Ruins,  on  the  left  of  the  castle  at  the  foot  of  the 
hfll.  They  represent  the  fragments  of  a  magnificent 
Aoman  building,  surrounded  by  pieces  of  columns,  mu- 
tilated statues,  broken  vases,  capitals  and  figures. 

7%«  Obelisk,  at  tlie  eastern  extremity  of  the  garden,  on 
a  grotto  of  rock ;  it  is  a  copy  of  an  Egyptian  obelisk  now 
at  Rome ;  and  its  summit  is  adorned  With  a  gilt  eagle. 

T%e  Fountain,  (das  Brnnnchen)  on  the  same  side ;  in  a 
shady  grove  is  a  temple  with  a  marble  basin,  above  which 
rests  a  nymph  holding  an  um,  whence  clear  water  is 
ejected.  It  is  said  that  the  name  of  Schoenbrunn  (beau- 
tiful fountain)  is  derived  from  this  spring. 

The  Monument  of  Queen  Caroline  of  Naples,  on  the  same 
side ;  in  an  enclosure  of  trees  is  a  granite  column,  on  the 
front  of  which  is  a  bronze  medallion  representing  the 
head  of  the  queen  with  those  of  the  three  youi^er  prin- 
cesscH  and  the  Prince  Leopold.  On  the  opposite  side  is 
an  inscription,  stating  that  Queen  Caroline,  when  a  child, 
tilled  this  spot,  and  in  1803  erected  this  monument  as  a 
token  of  her  attachment  to  her  country.  The  whole  is 
executed  by  Thaller. 

The  Grand  Orangery,  with  a  green-house,  100  toises 
long  and  36  feet  broad. 

The  Menagerie  was  established  by  the  Emperor  Francis 
in  1752  ;  it  is  separated  from  the  garden  by  an  iron  rail- 
ing, and  forms  a  circle  in  the  centre  of  which  is  a  pavilion 
with  windows  looking  on  to  thirteen  dens,  forming  a  Ion|; 
a(|nare,  with  a  fountain  in  tlie  centre.  The  number  and 
kmd  of  animals  vary  so  often,  that  no  exact  account  can 
be  given. 

The  Botanic  Garden  was  planted  in  1753,  by  the  Em- 
peror Francis,  and  was  considerably  enriched  by  that 
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monarchy  by  Joseph  II.,  and  by  the  present  Emperor, 
who  increased  the  number  of  exotic  plants  as  yseW  as 
green-honses,  of  which  there  are  now  fourteen:  they  are 
divided  into  three  classes ;  cold,  temperate,  and  warm  ; 
those  of  the  second  class  contain  plants  from  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope.  The  number  of  exotic  plants  is  immense, 
and  is  perhaps  only  surpassed  by  the  royal  garden  at  Kew ; 
here  may  be  seen  cocoa  trees,  coffee  trees.  West  India 
nut  trees,  clove  trees,  muscadine  vines,  all  sorts  of  palm 
trees,  &c.  Near  the  green- houses  is  a  plot  of  ground  for 
exotic  pbnts  which  grow  in  the'  open  air,  and  a  basin  for 
aquatic  plants. 

In  this  garden  is  the  bust  of  its  founder,  Francis  I., 
Emperor  of  the  Romans,  and  the  equestrian  statue  of 
Francis  h,  Emperor  of  Austria,  both  of  bronze ;  one  exe- 
cuted by  Moll,  the  other  by  Zauner.  M.  Boos  is  the 
director  of  this  garden  and  of  the  menagerie. 

In  another  part  of  the  garden,  on  the  western  side,  is 
the  collection  of  Alpine  and  Snb-alpine  plants  established 
by  the  Archduke  John.  Near  the  castle  is  a  botanical 
establishment  for  elementary  instruction,  containmg  24 
garden  beds,  including  the  94  classes  of  the  sexual  system 
of  Linnaeus.    It  is  under  the  direction  of  M.  Bredemayer. 

Hetzendorf  is  a  small  castle  and  imperial  garden  be- 
hind Schoeflbroim.  The  furniture  of  the  castle  is  ex- 
tremely simple ;  the  grand  room  is  painted  by  Daniel 
Gran.  Before  and  behind  the  castle  are  gardens  of 
moderate  extent. 

IiAXEM BOURG  is  a  market  town,  with  a  castle  and  im- 
perial park,  situated  one  post  S.  £.  of  Vienna.  The  high 
road  to  it  is  planted  with  trees.  The  old  castle  is  a  small 
irregular  building  of  the  fourteenth  century. 

^e  Blue  House,  or  the  New  Palace,  on  a  spacious 
square,  is  not  magnificent,  but  is  well  built  and  neatly 
famished ;  it  has  a  theatre,  a  riding-house,  &c, :  the  ad- 
joining garden  is  not  open  to  the  public,  but  it  prin- 
cipally contains  flowers  and  fruit  trees. 

The  open  park  is  large,  and  is  crossed  in  various  di- 
rections by  high  roads  and  foot-paths,  as  well  as  by  se- 
veral branches  of  a  canal.  The  most  remarkable  objects 
in  it  deserving  attention  are 

The  Temple  qf  Diana,  in  the  centre  of  a  circle  into 
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which  eight  walks  lead.    It  is  omamented  with  a  picture 
of  a  mydioloncal  snbject. 

The  LUtleFraiery  a  copy  of  the  Prater  at  Viemm^  or- 
nameoted  with  an  elegant  pairiUon. 

The  Temple  qf  Concordy  at  one  extremity  of  the  park  in 
the  centre  of  a  plantation  of  trees.  It  is  circular,  and  is 
supported  by  eight  Corinthian  columns ;  on  the  pedhnent 
is  the  inscription :  Templuim:  Concordia,  with  the  letters 
F.  J.  J,  and  M.  T.,  the  imtials  of  the  Emperor  and  £m- 
press,  who  constructed  it. 

The  Hermitage,  which  is  surrounded  by  a  small  garden. 

The  Fishermen* 8  foliage,  contains  a  kind  of  fisbermen^s 
temple,  and  several  huts ;  the  temple  is  rustic,  and  is  fiir« 
nished  with  fishing  taclde  ;  the  principal  house  has  a  room 
neatly  Aimished,  on  the  table  of  which  there  is  a  yiew  of 
the  village. 

T/ie  Cascade  is  at  the  spot  where  the  great  canal  divides ; 
it  is  small,  but  very  picturesque. 

The  Lake  with  the  Chinese  Bridgey  is  of  moderate  extent ; 
from  one  side  a  pretty  Chinese  bridge  leads  to  the  centre, 
where  there  is  an  open  pavilion,  commanding  a  view  of 
the  picturesque  environs  of  the  lake,  on  which  are  several 
gondolas  elegantly  fitted  up. 

The  Little  Carousel  resembles  a  Turkish  mosque,  and  is 
decorated  with  a  minaret,  and  an  inscription.  The  small 
hoi*8es  and  carriages  drawn  by  slaves  are  neatly  executed 
and  painted. 

The  Wooden  House  contains  an  elegant  study,  with 
good  pictures  and  furniture. 

The  Fancy  House  is  a  specimen  of  gi'otesque  architec- 
ture on  the  outside,  but  within  has  several  very  pretty 
apartments. 

Tlie^arm  House  has  a  very  neat  appearance.  The 
rooms  are  arranged  in  a  rustic  style,  but  are  adorned  with 
exquisite  pictures,  and  valuable  antique,  as  well  as  mo- 
dem, furniture. 

The  Knights*  Castle^  at  one  end  of  the  park,  was  built 
by  the  refgniug  Emperor.  It  is  situated  on  a  plain,  and 
"  *"""2wided  by  a  navigable  canal.  On  one  day  in  the 
?t^k  *  <^^tle  is  shown  to  visiters  jiy  arsons  appointed 
lor  tnat  purpose.  As  a  buUding  it  bears  evident  marks  of 
Demg  a  kmghts*  castle  of  the  middle  age.   The  anti^aiiies 
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found  in  several  convents,  castles,  and  other  places,  and 
deposited  here,  tend  greatly  to  illustrate  the  manners, 
customs,  arts,  ami]sements>  fomitare,  and  manner  of 
living  of  that  distant  period ;  and  must  be  highly  interest- 
ing to  every  amateur  of  antiquity. 

There  are  two  roads  to  this  castle ;  one  on  the  right 
along  the  canal  which  surrounds  the  castle,  the  other  on 
the  left,  passes  in  front  of  a  chapel  of  the  Greek  church, 
and  enters  a  plantation  of  trees,  which  extends  nearly  as 
far  as  the  castle.  In  the  middle  of  this  plantation  is  a 
stone  column,  on  the  top  of  which  is  a  knight  in  armour 
reclining  on  the  arms  of  Austria ;  the  column  rests  on  a 
pedestal  of  stones  on  which  are  two  large  lions  coucbant ; 
this  pedestal  is  surrounded  by  iron  railing,  behind  which 
are  placed  six  alabaster  busts. 

llie  castle  is  situated  on  a  plain,  and  surrounded  by  a 
navigable  canal,  behind  which  is  constructed  a  rampart  of 
moderate  height.  Immediately  on  passing  the  draw- 
bridge appears  the  castle.  A  narrow  gate  leads  into  the 
court,  an  irregular  square,  in  which  is  a  large  stone 
well,  an  immounted  cannon,  together  with  several  pieces 
of  architecture,  and  a  number  of  coloured  glass  windows. 

The  persons  appointed  to  conduct  visiters  proceed  in 
the  following  method,  from  which  there  must  be  no  devi- 
ation.  The  visiter  first  ascends  to  a  tower  of  considerable 
height  which  has  a  flat  roof  with  battlements,  and  then  to 
the  top  of  a  still  higher  tower,  whence  there  is  a  fine  and 
extensive  view.  On  descending  from  the  summit,  the 
visiter  passes  through  a  gallery  to  the  great  saloon,  in 
which  are  several  old  pictures  and  antique  chairs,  as  well 
as  a  beautiful  billiard  table  made  in  the  year  1591.  He. 
then  passes  to  the  residence  of  the  almoner  6f  the  castle, 
on  the  coloiu-ed  windows  of  which  are  various  old  inscrip- 
tions and  figures;  this  residence  is  situated  in  a  tower 
with  an  open  gallery,  whence  there  is  a,  delightful  . 
prospect. 

Proceeding  by  the  great  wall  he  reaches  a  corridor 
ornamented  with  60  small  pictures  representing  the  cos- 
tumes of  men  and  women  or  various  nations  in  the  middle 
age.  On  the  ri^t  tfnd  left  of  this  corridor  are  the  apart- 
s  ments  of  the  housekeeper ;  in  the  room  on  the  left  are 
some  fine  pictures,  in  that  on  the  right  some  antique 
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dresses,  and  in  a  corner  the  bedstead  of  the  Emperor 
Charles  IV.  Thence  the  visiter  passes  along  the  de* 
fensive  corridor  and  the  capitulation  balcony  to  the  conrt 
of  jostice ;  on  the  side  of  it  be  descends  a  staircase, 
iUamined  by  a  lamp,  into  a  prison,  divided  into  several 
compartments,  and  feebly  lighted  by  lamps  suspended  to 
the  ceiling.  On  one  of  Uie  stairs  is  the  figure  of  a  Tem- 
plar chaircd,  wearing  the  dress  of  his  order.  Close  by  is 
a  large  round  hole  with  an  iron  grating,  affording  a  view 
of  still  lower  dangeoos,  and  opposite  to  this  hole  is  another 
in  the  upper  arch,  through  which  the  prisoners  were  con. 
veyed  trom  the  dungeons  to  be  examined  at  the  justice 
room. 

Returning  from  the  prisons  the  visiter  enters  a  corridor 
where  there  is  a  largepictnre  representing  a  masked  ball 
of  the  middle  age.  Thence  he  passes  to  the  ball  of  as- 
sembly, the  furniture,  ceiling,  fire-place,  and  pictures  of 
which  are  original  antiquities ;  a  cabinet  with  azure 
columns  and  fine  paintings  lias  been  bought  at  Rome  and 
placed  here  as  a  monument  of  antiquity.  The  arsenat  is 
the  next  object  of  attention ;  it  consists  of  two  rooms ;  on 
the  walls  of  both  are  suspended  various  kinds  of  ancient 
armour,  some  of  which  are  very  curious.  Amongst  the 
standards  in  the  armories  of  the  Austrian  provinces,  are 
placed  some  ladies  as  well  as  knights  in  armour.  In  the 
second  room  is  the  following  group  of  fisures  as  large  as 
life,  the  Emperor  Francis  surrounded  by  his  brothers 
Ferdinand,  Charles,  Joseph,  and  John,  conferrmg  knight- 
hood on  his  hereditary  prince,  aged  seven  years.  At  the 
door  is  a  representation  of  the  firaious  rebel  of  Upper 
Austria,  Stephen  Fadinger. 

The  visiter  is  then  conducted  to  the  room  occupied  by 
the  master  of  tlie  castle.  In  the  centre  is  a  portrait  of  the 
Emperor  Maximilian  I. ;  on  tlie  right  a  picture  which 
represeots  hira  pardoning  the  rebellious  but  repentant 
peasants,  and  on  the  left  another  painting  of  this  Em- 
peror hunting.  On  the  windows  of  the  room  are  painted 
portraits  of  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  reigning  fira- 
peror.  At  the  side  of  this  apartment  is  the  drinking, 
room,  of  red  marble ;  and  in  the  centre  is  a  large  old 
fh!J?fh^  if'  f?^  ^''^^''  part  of  which  contains  an  organ  ; 
the  table  iticlf  ,s  of  brown  *ood,  ornamented  with  goldi  ' 
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ivory,  and  mother-of-pearl,  together  with  represeotations 
of  Scripture  history.  On  this  table  a  book  is  placed,  io 
which  every  person  is  allowed  to  write  his  name,  and  a 
motto.  On  the  side-board  are  carious  and  valuable  cups 
and  vases.  In  the  windows  are  the  portraits  of  the 
£iiiperor  Francis  and  his  second  wife. 

The  visiter  then  enters  the  apartment  of  tiie  mistress  of 
the  castle,  in  the  centre  of  which  is  a  large  pictnre  of  the 
Adoration  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  copied  in  i6'54  from  the 
original,  painted  by  Albert  Durer  in  1511.  On  two 
desks  are  placed  prayer-books  written  in  characters  osed 
before  the  invention  of  printing ;  one  of  them  is  of  the 
year  13 14.  A  kind  of  alcove  belonging  to  this  apartment 
forms  a  bed-room,  in  which  is  the  bedstead  of  the  Em- 
peror Ralph  II.  Another  forms  the  ladies*  work-room : 
It  is  circular,  and  is  illumined  by  a  sky-light.  Near  the 
hitter  is  a  neat  room  intended  for  reading ;  the  only  article 
of  furniture  in  it  is  an  old  chest  of  drawers  with  a  look- 
ing-glass. 

The  visiter  is  then  led  into  the  state-hall,  the  ceiling  of 
which  is  of  polished  wainscotting.  In  the  centre  is  a 
kind  of  throne,  with  a  large  picture  on  each  side ;  one 
representing  the  coronation  or  tlie  Emperor  Francis  at 
Frankfort  on  the  Maine,  the  other  the  Roman  saloon  in 
the  same  town.  The  figures  in  these  pictures  are  por- 
traits of  the  most  eminent  persons  who  assisted  at  the 
coronation,  but  they  are  painted  in  ancient  costume.  In 
this  same  saloon  is  an  old  harpsichord,  and  a  chest  orna- 
mented with  Mosaic  work.  Over  the  doors  are  the  por- 
traits of  the  Emperor  Francis  II.  and  his  wife  Maria 
llieresa,  in  ancient  Grerman  costume.  On  the  coloured 
windows  are  the  portraits  of  the  junior  part  of  the  Im- 
perial family,  Ukewise  m  ancient  German  dresses. 

The  last  object  worthy  of  attention  is  the  castle  chapel. 
In  the  sacristy  are  shown  two  St.  Ciboires,  remarkable  for 
their  antique  and  singular  workmanship.  On  leaving  this 
chapel  is  seen  a  picture,  which  represents  the  present 
Emperor  laying  the  first  stone  of  this  chapel  on  the  27th 
July,  1801. 

Over  the  castle  ditch  is  a  bridge  leading  to  a  neat 
building  in  the  antique  style,  which  is  inhabited  by  the 
servants,  cooks,  equerries,  and  other  persons  bdooging  ^ 
the  household.  o,t.ed.yGooQle 
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Erlad  Is  a  castle  and  garden  of  Baron  Braun,  one 
league  from  Schoeobrunn.  The  exterior  of  the  castle  is 
not  very  magnificent,  bat  the  bnildiog  is  spacious  and  the 
interior  b  well  furnished.  The  garden  is  in  the  ancient 
French  style,  with  a  dancing  room^  pavilion,  statnes, 
basins,  &c, 

Meidling,  Histzing,  and  Pbnzing,  are  three  pretty 
villages  in  the  vicinity  of  Schoenbrunn,  with  numerous 
gardens  and  beautiful  country-houses. 

Meidling,  on  the  eastern  side  of  Schoenbrunn,  has  a 
cold  mineral  bath  and  a  neat  theatre. 

Eietzing  and  Penzing  are  on  the  western  sidefof  Scboen- 
brunn ;  they  have  a  ^eatre,  a  bath,  and  pret^  gardens. 

Herren-als  is  the  property  of  St.  Stephen's  chapter, 
situated  N.  W.  of  the  town.  This  place  contains  more 
than  150  houses  interspersed  with  many  fine  buildings, 
prettv  gardens,  country -bouses,  and  manufactories.  Near 
the  church  is  a  Mount  Calvary  and  a  holy  sepulchre,  con- 
structed on  the  model  of  that  at  Jerusalem ;  the  monu- 
ment of  General  Clerfay  t,  and  the  house  for  the  education 
of  the  daughters  of  the  Austrian  officers.  The  house  of 
Count  Paify  is  the  prettiest  object  at  Herren-als. 

Hbiligenstadt  is  a  delightful  Village,  situated  amongst 
vineyards,  at  a  considerable  distance  west  of  Vienna. 
The  mineral  bath  established  in  1784,  and  the  garden 
attached  to  it,  attract  much  company  in  sununer  Ume. 

Petzleinsdorf  is  a  castle,  the  property  of  Chevalier 
Geymuller,  a  banker  at  Vienna.  The  park  belonging  to 
it  is  open  to  tlie  public,  and  is  ornamented  with  pavilions, 
fish-ponds,  and  numerous  exotic  plants.  Near  the  castle 
is  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  the  poet  Alexinger.  On 
the  summit  of  the  mountain  is  a  rustic  house  elegantly 
furnished,  whence  there  is  an  extensive  and  picturesqne 
view. 

DoRN BACH  is  situated  west  of  Vienna.  The  castle  and 
park  were  establislied  by  the  late  Marshal  Lacy,  after 
whose  death  it  became  the  property  of  the  reigning  Prince 
of  Schwarzenberg.  The  castle,  situated  on  a  hill,  is  sur- 
rounded by  plantations  of  flowers,  trees,  exotic  shrubs, 
and  vines :  the  saloons  are  large ;  their  furniture,  as  well 
as  that  of  the  rooms,  is  elegant  but  not  gaudy :  there  are 
numerous  pictures  and  prints,  as  weU  as  portraits,  of  the 
Imperial  family  of  Austria,  landscapesJ^c.  ,  From  the 
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castle  and  terrace  there  is  a  delightful  prospect  of  the 
environs  and  of  the  city.  Behind  the  ca»tle  is  a  large  walk 
leading  into  the  park,  remarkable  for  the  following  ob- 
jects: Beyond 

The  Gtu-den  of  Paradise  is  an  eminence,  with  a  pavilion, 
whence  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  meadow,  in  the  centre  of 
which  is  a  statue  of  Mars. 

The  Chinese  PamUcn,  on  abUI,  is  a  small  octagon  hoose, 
surrounded  by  a  gallery,  divided  by  eight  columns  into  as 
many  compartments,  each  of  which  affords  a  difiereut 
view. 

The  Stemremise  is  a  square,  with  a  triple  row  of  trees 
and  flowers,  and  a  basin  in  the  centre. 

The  Sjnegelteieh  is  a  pond,  containing  Chinese  fish  and 
'aquatic  foreign  birds,  and  an  island  in  £e  centre.  Close 
to  it  is 

The  Statue  of  the  djfing  GlndtaJtor^  who  is  seated  on  the 
ground,  resting  on  his  arm  with  tlie  poniard  before  him. 

The  Sixteen  Squares  form  a  small  garden,  divided  into 
16  beds,  each  of  which  is  planted  witi^  scarce  exotic  trees 
and  shrubs. 

The  Orchard  and  the  Pheeisant  Walk,  contain  many  fine 
kinds  of  fruit  and  foreign  pheasants. 

The  Temple  (^  Diana^  at  another  end  of  the  park,  on  a 
fertile  hill,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  a  thick  forest  of 
oak  and  beech  trees. 

J%e  Tomb  qf  Marshal  Lacy.  It  is  situated  in  the  centre 
of  a  small  wood  at  the  furthest  extremity  of  the  park ;  it 
is  a  kind  of  chapel,  in  the  interior  of  which  are  two  sepnl- 
chra]  stones,  one  covering  the  mortal  remains  of  the  Mar- 
shal, the  other  those  of  his  nephew.  General  Brown :  on 
the  wails  are  the  arms  of  the  family,  with  a  biographical 
notice  of  these  two  illustrious  men. 

Outside  the  park,  properly  so  called,  on  a  mountain,  is 

The  Dutch  ViUoffe,  or  Hamlet,  consisting  of  17  country 
boxes  neatly  furnished. 

Thb  Kahlenberg.  Two  roads  lead  to  it  from  Vi- 
enna ;  one  by  Grinzing,  passable  for  horses  and  carriages ; 
the  other,  by  Nnssdorf  and  the  Kahlenberger  Doerfel,  is 
the  shortest,  but  is  only  for  pedestrians.  The  Kahlen- 
berg is  divided  into  two  parts. 

Ae  extreme  sununit  towards  the  Danube  i»  called 
3D  3  r-        I 
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Leopold's  MouDtain,  becanse  the  Margrave  Leopold  IV. 
estaolished  his  residence  there.  This  moantaiD  is  140 
toises  above  the  level  of  the  Danube,  and  commands  a 
fine  vievr.  The  Kahlenberg,  properly  so  called,  is  a  con- 
siderable distance  from  Leopold's  Mountain.  It  has  a 
church,  27  houses^  and  a  building  inhabited  by  a  tavern- 
keeper.  From  this  building,  and  from  the  houses  formerly 
belonging  to  the  Prince  de  I^gne,  there  is  nearly  the 
same  prospect  as  from  the  Leopoldsberg. 

The  Reisenbbrg,  or  Mountain  of  Cobenzl.  This 
country-house,  which  was  established  by  the  late  Count 
Cobenxl,  is  situated  in  the  same  chain  as  the  Kablenberg, 
but  at  a  considerable  distance.  It  is  beyond  Doebling 
and  Grinding.  The  first  object  t)iat  strikes  the  eye  is  a 
beautiful  farming  establishment,  and  in  the  centre  of  the 
garden  is  the  neat,  but  country-looking,  residence  o£  the 
proprietor,  where  may  be  seen  drawh^p  illustrative  of 
Uesner's  poems.  From  the  windows  of  this  bouse  there  Is  a 
delightful  prospect  of  the  capital,  the  Danube,  and  the 
Marchfeld.  The  park,  which  extends  over  the  vrhole  of 
one  side  of  the  Reiseaberg  and  over  half  of  the  Kablen- 
berg opposite,  is  interspersed  with  bridges,  grottos, 
temples,  cascades,  &c.  The  present  proprietor  is  Baron 
Pfaffenhofen.    It  is  open  to  the  public,  and  has  a  tavern. 

Thb  Himmel  is  a  small,  but  neat  conntry-house  on  one 
of  the  summits  of  the  Kahlenberg  looking  towards  Vienna. 
It  is  a  delightful  assemblage  of  gardens,  pproves,  her- 
mitages, fish-ponds,  woods,  Ice.  Tlie  house  is  mstic,  and 
commands  a  nne  view  of  the  islands  of  the  Danube  and  of 
the  capital.    The  proprietor  is  M.  Schosulan. 

Klosteb,  Neubourg  is  a  town  and  monastery  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Danube.  The  town  contains  d,ooo  in- 
habitants, but  is  only  remarkable  for  the  dock>yard  used 
for  building  pontons  and  boats. 

The  monastery  of  Aunstine  canons  was  founded  by 
the  Margrave  Leopold  IV.,  on  the  spot  in  the  forest 
where  be  found  the  veil  of  bis  wife  Agnes,  which  had  been 
blown  by  the  wind  from  the  castle  in  the  Kahlenbeiv. 
This  monastery  is  one  of  the  richest  in  Austria ;  it  has  a 
I??Ln««S?'"i'v^^  »  ch*P«*  w  '''^^  we  the  remains 
^^^aS^^}'^V^^'  In  the  treasury  are  some  scarce 
rehcs,  and  the  ducal  cap  of  Austria,  which  is  carried  to 
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Vienna  at  every  cdTonatiou.  The  building  is  very  old  and 
irregular.  About  1730,  the  bishop  of  that  time  com- 
menced a  new  and  magnificent  buUding,  which  Imub  never 
been  finished  ;  it  only  contains  some  rooms  for  the  court, 
for  the  bishop,  and  for  several  of  the  canons.  On  the  two 
pavilions  m  front  is  placed  an  Imperial  crown  and  the 
ducal  cap  made  of  copper,  but  hollow,  and  so  large  as  to 
be  capable  of  containing  six  or  eight  persons.  This  mo- 
nasteiy  has  a  collection  of  medals  and  a  library  of  25,000 
volumes,  200  of  which  were  printed  in  the  earliest  stage 
of  the  art.  The  cellars  are  remarkable  for  their  extent 
and  peculiar  construction. 

The  Mountain  of  Gautzin,  one  of  the  projecting 
points  of  the  chain  of  mountains  extending  southwards 
from  the  Kahlenberg,  was  formerly  called  the  Predu^- 
Btuhl  (pulpit).  The  Russian  prince  Galitzin,  ambassador 
at  Vienna,  bought  this  estate,  and  adorned  it  with  a 
garden,  a  park,  pavilions,  temples,  &c.,  after  which  it 
was  called  Galitzin's  Mountain.  During  the  life-time  of 
the  prince,  there  was  a  tavern  much  frequented  by  perMns 
going  to  enjoy  the  prospect,  but  since  his  death,  the  esta- 
blishment has  become  the  property  of  several  private 
persons,  by  whom  it  is  employed  as  a  farm. 

Hun-BLDORP  is  a  pleasant  village  with  many  fine 
houses,  belonging  to  the  inhabitants  of  Vieuua.  In  the 
chnrch  is  the  tomb  of  Michael  Denis  the  celebrated 
poet.  The  villa  of  the  Lichtenstein  fiunily  has  a  delight- 
Ail  garden.  The  villa  of  Paar,  an  elegant  house  with  a 
small  park,  the  old  castle,  the  oak-house,  the  rural  temple, 
Diogenes*  tub,  the  forest-house,  and  the  blue-house,  on 
a  mountam,  all  command  delightful  prospects.  The 
brewery  established  in  this  village,  and  the  assembly-room, 
attract  much  company  to  this  place  in  summer. 

Hadersdorp  is  an  estate,  a  league  from  Vienna, 
belonging  to  the  family  of  Loudon.  The  celebrated 
Mars^  Gideon  Loudon  passed  the  last  years  of  his  life 
and  was  buried  there.  In  the  castle  are  several  articles 
which  formerly  belonged  to  this  warrior.  The  adjacent 
garden  is  well  cultivated,  and  the  park  is  very  agreeable 
and  picturesque.  At  one  extremity  is  the  Turkish 
garden,  with  tlie  tomb  of  Gideon  Loudon,  snrroimded 
by  poplarS;  cypresses  and  willows ;  the  mooument  is  of 
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grey  granite,  ornamented  with  trophies  and  basso-relievds 
representing  the  warlike  achievements  of  the  deceased. 
On  the  front  and  opposite  side  are  inscriptions. 

Medling,  Lichtbn8Tein»  the  Briel. — ^The  old 
town  of  Ah  dliug,  with  a  castle  of  the  same  name,  was, 
for  a  long  time  during  the  middle  age,  the  residence  of 
the  Margraves  of  Austria.  The  castle  on  the  summit  of 
a  mountain  is  now  id  ruins.  The  town  of  Medling  has 
several  manufactories  and  a  church  near  which  is  a 
house  and  some  vaults  coustmtied  by  the  Knights  Tem- 
plars, where,  at  the  abolition  of  the  order,  forty  of  them 
were  assassinated  in  one  hour. 

On  the  right  of  Medlinsr,  on  a  mountain,  is  the  old  and 
mined  castle  of  Lichtenstein,  remarkable  as  a  mono- 
ment  of  the  Middle  Age,  and  for  the  extensive  prospect 
of  the  surrounding  country.  It  has  been  repaired  by  its 
present  possessor.  Prince  John  of  Lichtenstein,  so  that 
the  curious  may  visit  it,  and  examine  with  safety  these 
vestiges  of  antiquity* 

At  a  distance  from  it  is  the  new  castle,  famished  with 
elegance.  On  the  tower  of  the  castle  is  a  camera  ob- 
scora.  The  garden  belonging  to  it  was  enlarged  and 
embellished  by  the  present  proprietor ;  it  terminates  io 
a  small  height  called  the  Belvidere,  whence  there  is  an 
extensive  and  varied  prospect.  Opposite  the  new  castle, 
on  the  summit  of  one  of  the  mountains  to  the  left,  is  the 
Temple  of  the  Immortals,  a  monument,  erected  by  Prince 
John  lichtenstein,  in  commemoration  of  the  battle  of 
Aspem,  on  the  a  1st  of  May,  1809. 

Behind  Medling  is  situated  the  Breil,  a  landscape  of 
romantic  beauty,  extending  as  tar  as  the  abbey  of  St. 
Croix.  Near  Medling  is  a  narrow  valley^  or  rather  de- 
file, flanked  on  botli  sides  by  a  mass  of  picturesque  and 
steep  rocks,  surmounted  in  various  places  by  buildings  in 
ruins  ;  at  tlie  bottom  runs  a  rivulet,  with  a  road  for  car- 
riages on  one  side,  and  a  foot-path  on  the  other,  inter- 
mrsed  with  peasants'  huts.  This  place  is  called  the 
Klause,  or  Vorder  Briel.  At  some  distance,  the  ravine 
widens  into  verdant  hills,  and  beyond  it  is  the  less  dreary 
country  of  the  Hinter  Briel,  which  alternately  presents 
delightful  prospecu  and  dreary  soUtndes.  In  the  Vorder 
Bnel  IS  a  good  tavern  with  a  ballroom  and  a  garden 
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mncJi  frequented  in  summer^  and  in  the  Hinter  Brie), 
good  acf^ommodation  may  be  procured  at  a  mitler's 
named  Hildericb. 

ScHOBNAV,  two  posts  from  Vienna,  formerly  belonged 
to  Baron  Braun,  who  embellislied  the  park  and  opened 
it  to  the  public.  It  was  bought  in  1817  by  Jerome 
Buonaparte,  who  lived  there  under  the  name  of  Prince 
de  Montfort.  lliis  park  contains  canals,  rivulets,  grottos, 
bills,  bridges,  pavilions,  cascades,  lakes,  (fc.  It  is  re- 
markable for  the  famous  and  romantic  temple  of  Night, 
which,  however,  requires  particular  preparations  to  give 
it  all  the  effect  of  which  it  is  susceptible. 

Bruck  on  Leytha  is  a  small  frontier  town  between 
Austria  and  Hungary,  situated  on  the  river  Leytha,  and 
three  posts  from  Vienna.  It  is  not  remarkable,  bat  in 
its  vicinity  is  a  castle  belonging  to  Comit  John  of  Harrach, 
with  a  park  which  is  one  of  £e  most  beautiful  and  most 
extensive  in  the  environs  of  Vienna.  Some  of  the  rooms  in 
the  castle  are  furnished  with  great  taste ;  in  the  grand 
saloon  are  portraits  of  all  the  Harrach  family,  who  have 
been  proprietors  of  this  castle,  down  to  tUe  father  of  the 
present  possessor:  they  are  painted  in  the  costume  of 
the  various  periods  when  they  lived. 

The  spacious  park  is  unique  of  its  kind,  for  the  extent 
and  judicious  arrangement  of  the  land;  and  for  its  richness 
in  vegetables  of  every  description.  The  proprietor  is 
annnally  adding  to  its  embellishments.  It  is  crossed  by 
the  river  Leytha,  which  gives  it  a  peculiar  charm.  It  is 
necessaiy  to  have  a  guide  in  viewmg  it,  that  none  of  its 
beauties  may  be  overlooked. 

Near  the  castle  are,  a  separate  garden  planted  on  the 
linnaean  system  ;  a  fine  orangery ;  a  collection  of  plants 
Irom  Schneeberg  ;  extensive  green -houses  ;  a  choice 
botanical  library  ;  a  collection  of  the  most  valuable  seeds 
in  more  than  2,ooo  glasses ;  and  a  welt*arranged  herbal. 

Baden.  This  town  is  about  two  posts,  or  rather  less 
dnn  fonr  miles,  from  Vienna.  It  is  on  the  high  road 
leading  to  Neustadt,  and  thence  to  Styria.  By  the  dili- 
gence, it  will  occupy  fonr  hours  to  go  there ;  by  posting, 
three  ;  and  with  very  good  horses,  two. 

Between  the  1st  of  May  and  tlie  end  of  October,  a 
post-coach,  carrying  four,  sets  out  from' Vienna  to  Baden 
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every  day  at  3  in  the  afternoon ;  and  from  Badcfl  U 
Vienna  at  7  in  the  morning.  It  is  necessary  to  book  the 
place  one  or  two  days  before,  at  the  office  of  the  short 
post  at  Vienna,  and  at  the  post-office  at  Baden :  tbe^ 
whole  fare  mnst  be  paid  in  advance,  and  at  each  station 
the  postilion  will  require  something  to  drink. 

llie  post-coach  {die  Sielfftihre)  likewise  sets  out  eveiy 
day  from  Vienna  to  Baden,  at  3  o'clock  in  tlie  afternoon  -, 
and  from  Baden  to  Vienna  at  6  in  the  mornmg.  In  order 
to  go  by  this  conveyance,  the  place  must  be  taken  die 
evening  before,  at  the  Baden  letter-carrier's  at  Vienna^ 
and  at  the  Stag>Inn,  Baden ;  besides  the  regolar  Are, 
the  coachman  requires  something  for  hinttelf.  Other 
coaches  for  Baden  may  be  daily  found  at  the  Archduke 
Charles  in  the  Koernerstrasse  at  Vienna  ;  they  carry 
four,  and  set  ont  as  soon  as  all  the  places  are  taken  ;  aa 
individnal  may  have  the  whole  coach  to  himself  on  paying 
for  the  four  places. 

The  town  of  Baden  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  a  branch 
of  the  Kahlenberg,  and  derives  its  name  from  the  warm- 
baths  found  there,  and  known  in  the  time  of  the  Romans ; 
they  were  then  called  Kqvje  Cetijb  (Cetic  baths ;  from 
ATount  Cetius,  now  the  Kahlenberg),  or  rather  AQOJtor 
THBRM^'PANONiCiB  (baths  of  Panooia). 

The  town  itself  is  not  large,  and  only  contains  88 
houses,  besides  some  pnblic^iiildings ;  but  the  four  sub- 
urbs belonging  to  it  contain  sis  houses.  The  climate  » 
milder  than  might  be  expected  so  near  the  Alps  and 
Styria.  Like  all  old  towns,  Baden  is  of  an  irregular  Ibnn, 
but  many  fioe  houses  have  been  built  in  a  modern  s|tyle 
within  a  few  years.  It  has  been  much  embellished  since 
the  great  fire  in  1813  ;  the  pavement  has  likewise  been 
improved,  and  the  town  is  now  lighted  at  night  by  lamps. 

There  are  ahout  1,400  inhabitants,  and  the  town  has  a 
parish  church.  As  Baden  derives  the  greatest  benefit 
fiom  the  temporary  residence  of  persons  taking  the 
waters ;  most  of  the  houses  are  arranged  to  receive 
lodgers ;  no  housekeeper  is  allowed  to  provide  board  or 
lodging  for  straqgers,  except  at  his  own  house ;  so  that 
^fthTl  ir'^.l*'  ^^  **»«  town,  particularly  in  the  vicinity 
Besid^»  fhi^®-  accommodations  may  be  found, 
uesides  the  citiaens'  houses,  there  are  two  tovenu 
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which  likewise  have  the  privilege  of  farnishing  dinners 
out  of  the  hoose ;  these  are  the  Crown,  and  the  Cassioo. 
There  are  two  inns  in  the  town,  the  Golden  Stag,  and 
the  Black  Eagle,  where  board  and  lodging  niay  be  pro- 
cni-ed  at  different  prices. 

The  most  important  objects  at  Baden  are  the  baths, 
•ome  of  which  are  in  the  city,  and  others  in  the  snbnrbs : 
some  with  springs  attached  to  them,  and  others  supplied 
with  water  by  pipes. 

The  principal  spring  is  that  called  the  Ursprung,  at  tlie 
foot  of  Mount  Calvary ;  the  way  to  it  is  by  some  steps  de- 
scending into  a  gallery  45  paces  in  length.  On  tlie  door 
of  tills  gallery  is  the  inscription.  Nature's  Gift  to  suf- 
fering Humanity." 

The  basin  of  the  spring,  situated  at  the  end  of  the 
callery,  is  six  feet  square,  and  on  the  west  side  1 3  feet 
deep  ;  on  tlie  east  side  i$  the  rock  whence  the  waters 
issue  rrom  an  aperture  about  the  size  of  a  man's  arm  in 
circumference.  These  waters  are  constantly  flowing, 
and  are  not  affected  by  the  seasons  or  the  state  of  the 
air ;  they  are  always  the  same  ;  whether  it  respects  their 
quantity  and  heat,  or  the  ingredients  of  which  they  are 
composed. 

Besides  the  principal,  there  are  several  other  springs 
which  differ  from  the  large  one  in  heat,  from  92  to  S9 
d^i;rees  of  Reaumur's  thermometer. 

By  means  of  some  chemical  experiments,  it  is  ascer- 
tained that  the  ingredients  of  the  waters  of  Baden  are^ 
fixed  air,  hepatic  air,  sulphur,  common  salt,  Glauber 
salt,  bitter  salt,  calcareous  earth,  and  magnesia  decom- 
posed in  common  water,  and  impregnated  with  caloric. 

The  qalutary  effects,  of  these  waters  are,  purification  of 
the  skin  and  an  increase  of  its  elasticity,  bracing  thenerves 
and  stimulating  tlie  circulation  of  the  blood,  dissolution 
of  phlegm,  and  dispersion  of  humours  and  other  im< 
purities  of  the  blood,  by  perspiration,  Sfc, 

On  tlie  other  side,  these  waters  may  have  a  fotal 
effect  in  external  and  internal  inflammations,  in  all  kinds 
of  fever,  dropsy,  local  diseases,  internal  ulcers,  disordered 
or  obstrncted  boi^els,  as  well  as  in  plethoric  or  very 
weak  persons. 

The  different  baths  are,  the  Fussbad  (foot-bath),  the 
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Halbbad  (half-bath)^  tbe  Frauenbftd,  tiie  Theresienbad, 
the  Hereogbad,  the  Antoniusbad,  the  Neabad,  the  Jo- 
sepbsbady  the  Johannesbad,  the  Peregrinnsbady  the 
Engelburgbad,  the  Sauerbad,  the  Petersbad,  the  Bettler- 
bad  (the  poor  bath).  Most  of  the  baths  have  a  basin 
capable  or  receiving  from  50  to  60  aod  even  100  persons  at 
the  same  time.  Both  sexes  take  the  bath  by  turns,  and 
each  person  must  have  a  proper  bathing  dress  which  he 
may  bring  ¥dth  him  or  hire  for  a  certain  sum  of  the 
persons  in  attendance.  Some  of  the  baths  have  small 
rooms  for  one  or  two  persons.  There  are  likewise  cold 
and  shower-baths  for  those  who  may  require  them.  The 
price  of  baths  varies  from  4  gi'os  to  a  florin. 

Within  the  last  25  years,  numerous  improvements 
have  been  made  to  render  the  place  agreeable  to  strangers. 
Amongst  these  are,  the  plantation  of  several  walks  round 
the  town ;  the  delightful  promenades  lately  made  by  the 
Archduke  Anthony,  the  Countess  Alexandrowiez,  Baron 
Lang,  Sfc, ;  the  erection  of  a  casino,  and  several  coffee- 
houses ;  the  phmtation  of  the  park ;  tbe  construction  of 
a  comroodioos  building  for  balls  and  routes,  and  the  em- 
bellishment of  the  theatre. 

The  park  was  not  planted  till  1792 ;  it  is  situated  close 
to  the  town,  outside  the  Theresienthor  at  the  foot  of 
Moont  Calvaiy.  It  is  not  very  extensive,  but  it  furnishes 
the  public  with  an  agreeable  place  of  rendezvous  and 
promenade. 

One  of  the  principal  embellishments  of  this  park  is  the 
Eastern  Pavilion,  constructed  in  1800  by  a  society  of  dis* 
tinguished  persons,  after  a  drawing  furnished  by  the  Austri- 
an Ambassador  then  at  Vienna. 

The  inscriptions  placed  over  the  four  entrances,  in 
German,  French,  Italian,  and  Turkish,  inform  the  reader 
that  this  pavilion  was  consecrated  to  the  public  use  by  a 
society.  The  expense  of  its  erection  amounted  to  7,886 
florins. 

At  the  extremity  of  the  park,  which  is  opposite  to  the 
town  and  at  the  end  of  the  great  walk  leading  to  Mount 
Calvanr,  stands  the  Temple  of  .Ssculapius,  a  fine  speci- 
™52l®'i™Mt«cture, surrounded  by  trees  and  vines, 
m,  2.t  \2!I°®^^  *P*<^^<^"s  building  in  the  great  square: 
on  the  ground-floor  is  a  coffee-house,  and  on  the  fiist 
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story  a  fau^e  ball-room  elegantly  fnrnialied ;  where,  daring 
the  bathing  season,  public  balls  are  occasioually  given. 
On  the  side  of  the  ball-room  are  dmiug  and  billiard-rooms. 

There  has  been  a  theatre  at  Baden  for  many  years, 
but  only  farces  are  played  in  it.  When  the  room  for 
routes  was  erected,  a  pretty  theatre  was  attached  to  it, 
where,  during  the  bathing  season,  regular  pieces,  comic 
operas,  and  Edicts,  are  performed. 

Besides  these  establishments  for  amusement  in  tiie 
town  itself,  strangers  will  find  a  delightful  country  in  the 
environs  of  Baden ;  the  gardens  of  Baron  Dobblhof  and 
Baron  Wetzlar,  the  wanu  along  the  Schwechat,  the  neigh- 
bouring villages  of  Breiten  and  Lehesdorf,  and  in  particn* 
lar,  the  romantic  valley  of  St.  Helena,  are  places  well 
worthy  the  notice  of  the  amateurs  of  promenades.  Those 
who  Imve  sufficient  strength  for  a  longer  tour  will  &ad 
abundant  amusement  in  the  places  and  mountains  in  the 
vicinity.  Persons  who  can  ^ord  to  hire  a  carriage  may 
make  excursions  to  Laxembourg,  to  ^oedling,  and  to 
the  Briel,  to  Draiskircfaen,  to  Neustadt,  Voeslan, 
Schoenau,  to  the  castle  of  Lichtenstein,  Rauhenstein, 
Merkenstein,  and  Starkenberg,  to  the  abbey  of  Heligen- 
Kreuz,  to  the  glass-manufactory  of  Neuhaus,  to  various 
other  manu&ctories  at  Pottenstein,  Gutenstein,  and, 
lastly,  to  the  Schneeberg,  which  is  omy  six  miles  distant. 
In  short,  persons  may,  for  several  weeks,  daily  enjoy  new 
and  varied  amusements. 

The  most  interesting  landscape  in  the  enviroHA  of  Baden 
is  the  valley  of  St.  Helena.  Near  its  entrance,  which  is 
only  a  short  distance  from  the  town,  are  three  old 
castles,  Rauhenstein,  Ranheneck,  and  Scharfeneck,  in  a 
state  of  dilapidation.  They  are  situated  on  the  summits 
of  the  neighbouring  mountains,  which  are  covered  with 
woods. 

VoESLAu  is  ap  estate  belongmg  to  Count  Fries,  at  some 
distance  from  Baden.  In  the  castle  are  some  valuable 
pictures.  The  park,  which  is  open  to  the  public^  in  orna- 
mented with  plantations  of  trees  and  walks,  some  pieces 
of  water  vrith  cascades,  and  statues  of  Venus,  Leda,  6cc. ; 
a  beautiful  orangery  and  a  hermitage.  The  most  interest- 
ing  object  is  the  temple  with  the  two  tombs  of  Counts 
Fries,  namely,  the  fother  and  the  eldest  brother  of  the 
prtient  possessor.  .....GooqIc 
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A  walk  of  linden  trees  leads  to  a  dreary  wood,  outside 
the  garden.  Shaded  footpaths  conduct  to  a  grass- 
plot,  in  the  centre  of  which  is  a  small  bill,  and  on  this 
eniinenee  is  the  maasoleum,  consisting  of  an  antique 
temple.  Beneath  the  temple  are  the  two  vaults  closed 
and  several  others  open.  On  the  marble  of  one  of  the 
closed  tombs  is  inscribed, "  John  Count  of  Fries,  died 

IN  1785,  WAS  BORN  AT  MuHLHAOSENIN  SWITZERLAND.*' 

He  was  the  father  of  the  present  proprietor,  and  the  first 
of  the  Fries  raijed  to  the  rank  of  Count. 

On  the  marble  of  the  other  dosed  tomb  is  inscribed, 
"  Herb  lies  Fr.  Jos.  John  de  Fries,  Count  of  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire,  died  in  178ft."  He  was  tlie 
eldest  brother  of  the  present  chief  of  the  family,  a  con- 
noisseur and  protector  of  the  arts  and  sciences,  who  died 
in  the  flower  of  his  age. 

The  temple  contains  the  monument  of  the  father ; 
between  two  sepulchral  urns  are  six  steps  leading  to  the 
temple,  in  which  is  the  following  group :  on  a  pedestal  of 
8t>rian  marble  are  two  figures  of  Carara  marble  as  large 
as  life,  representing  Fries,  the  father,  taking  his  first  son 
by  the  hand  and  condnctuig  him  to  immortality. 

lliese  6gures  are  very  well  executed,  and  bear  a  perfect 
resemblance  to  the  originals.  The  figures  are  by  Zauner 
and  the  temple  by  Fischer. 

The  Schneebero  (Mountain  of  Snows)  is  situated 
nine  miles  from  Vienna,  and  is  much  frequented  by  the 
admirers  of  natural  history  aifd  interesting  landticapes. 
The  best  season  for  visiting  it  is  from  the  middle  of  July 
till  tlie  middle  of  September.  In  a  carriage  a  person  may 
go  from  Vienna  to  the  Schneeberg  and  return  in  36  hours. 
At  Buchberg,  a  guide  and  a  person  to  carry  provisions 
must  be  hired,  and  warm  clothuag  put  on  to  prevent 
taking  cold.  If  the  weather  is  fiivourable  for  ascendug 
the  Schneeberg,  the  best  way  to  proceed  is  by  what  is 
called  the  cold  water  (das  kulte  wasser),  and  the  saddle 
(der  8attel)y  in  order  to  reach  the  summit  of  the  moun- 
tain. Above  the  sattel  the  trees  become  fewer  and 
shorter,  the  shrubs  grow  closer  to  the  ground,  and  vege- 
tation gradually  diininishea.  Beyond  these  tree^  is  a  hill 
called  the  Waxenriegel,  whence  to  the  N.  W.  may  be 
seen  the  summit  of  the  Schneeberg,  consisting  of  a  mass 
of  rock,  round  vthich  extend  large  beds  of  snow  ;  thence 
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to  the  summit  will  occiqpy  an  hour.  From  the  smninit 
may  be  seen  in  the  distance  to  the  N.  E.  the  Sodetet  and 
Carpathian  mountains ;  to  the  N.  W.  the  Bohemian  moun- 
tains ;  to  die  S.  W.  the  Tyrolian  Alps,  and  to  the  S.  E. 
the  vast  plains  of  Hungary  as  far  as  tbe  mountains  near 
Raab.  Tliis  view  embraces  an  extent  of  nearly  two  hun- 
dred square  miles. 

According  to  the  most  accurate  observations,  the  height 
of  the  Schneeberg  is  1,074  toises,  Vienna  measure;  but  it 
is  an  error  to  suppose  that  the  Schneeberg  is  an  extin- 
guished volcano,  as  no  trace  of  volcanic  production  is 
discernible. 

The  column  dedicated,  to  the  Holy  Trinity,  which  de- 
notes the  highest  of  part  of  the  Schneeberg,  but  is  now 
falling  to  ruins,  was  erected  by  the  inhabitants  of  Bach- 
berg  on  account  of  a  plague  ;  they  then  took  refuge  in 
the  Schneeberg,  and  saved  their  lives  by  means  of  ita 
pure  air. 

For  those  who  propose  to  go  to  the  Schneeberg  on  foot 
there  are  three  different  roads. 

The  Firsts  is  the  longest  but  the  most  mteresting  to  the 
lovers  of  technology,  botany,  and  entomology.  It  passes 
from  Vienna  to  Altmausdorf, '  Siebenhirten,  Brunn, 
Gieshubel,  Weissenbach,  Gaden,  Heiligen-Kreutz,  Meir- 
ling,  Rossmarkt,  Schwarzensee,  Neuhaas,  Fahrafeld, 
Pottenstein,  Grillenbergr,  Neusiedel,  Hoemstein,  Pies- 
ting,  Wopfing,  Peisching,  Waldeck,  Pernitz,  J'Oehler, 
Biichberg,  and  thence  to  the  Schneeberg. 

This  route  will  dccapy  about  S3  hours. 

The  Second  goes  from  Vienna  to  Brunn,  Moedling, 
Gumpoldskircheii,  Baden,  Gainfahren,  Grossa,  Bemsdorf, 
Veitsau,  Hoemstein,  Wopfing,  Dreystaetten,  Stollhof, 
Mayersdorf,  Zweyersdorf,  Grunnbach,  Bwrhberg,  and 
thence  to  the  Schneeberg.  This  journey  will  occupy 
about  18  hours 

The  Tfiird,  from  Vienna,  proceeds  to  Neiistadt,  Saen- 
Jbemdorf,  Neusiedel,  Gerasdorf,  Rothengrub,  Gntnbach, 
Bnchberg,  and  this  may  be  accomplished  in  19  hours. 

In  order  to  var^  the  scene,  the  following  route  may  be 
taken  in  returmng,  froin  Buchberg  to  Stiichsenstein, 
Sirning,  St.  John,  Neunkircben,  Breitenau,  Schwarzeuau, 
Putten,  Neustadt^  to  Vienna,  which  will  occupy  about 
^1  hours. 
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WEIMAR, 

Capital  of  the  States  belonging  to  the  Duke  of 
that  name,  is  situated  on  the  Ilm. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities. — ^Thc 
most  remarkable  are  the  state-house,  the  principal 
church,  the  tombs  of  the  princes' and  princesses,  the 
orphan-house,  the  theatre ;  the  castle,  which  was 
destroyed  by  fire,  but  has  been  rebuilt  in  the  modern 
style,  and  is  now  a  tasteful  and  elegant  building ; 
and,  in  the  church-yard,  the  tombs  of  Musaeus  and 
Bode,  celebrated  literary  characters;  and  of  Lucas 
Cranach,  a  famous  painter. 

Literary  and  useful  Establishments.— 
The  roost  distinguished  are  the  college,  the  aca- 
demy of  painting  and  drawing, with  their  exhibitions; 
and  the  geographical  institute  of  M.  Bertuch. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — The  mostcuri- 
ous  are  the  public  library,  the  cabinet  of  medah, 
the  library  and  collections  of  the  Duchess  Dowager, 
the  library  of  the  principal  church,  and  the  collec- 
tions of  pictures  and  drawings  in  the  possession  ot 
M.  de  Gothe. 

Manufactures, — These  consist  chiefly  of  fire- 
engines,  buckets,  flax  and  hemp,  cabinet  works,  &c. 

Inns. — The  Hereditary  Prince,  and  the  Ele- 
phant. 

Promenades.— Strangers  should  see  the  park, 
which  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  remarkable 
in  Germany ;  the  wood,  the  Wehwicht,  and  the 
English  park  of  the  Duke,  with  the  Sterne,  the 
Roman  house,  the  monument  of  the  Prince  of 
Dessau,  the  altar  dedicated  to  the  tutelary  genius 
of  the  place,  the  ruins,  the  monument  of  Ma- 
dame Becker,  Sic. 
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Public  Amusements. — The  principal  are,  the 
German  theatre,  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Saturdays ;  in  summer  time,  the  vauxhail  in  the 
park  ;  the  club,  the  harmony,  the  resource,  and  the 
masked  balls,  on  Fridays,  at  the  Stadthaus. 

Environs. — ^The  principal  places  in  the  en- 
virons, worthy  of  attention,  are  the  chateau  and 
orangery  of  Belvidere,  where  M.  Mounier  formerly 
established  his  seminary  ;  the  chdteau  of  Etters- 
bourg,  whence  numerous  foot-paths  lead  across  the 
neighbouring  forest,  commanding  the  most  romantic 
prospects ;  and  the  villa  and  beautiful  garden  of  the 
Duchess  Dowager  at  Tiefiurth,  with  the  monuments 
of  the  Princes  Constantine  of  Weimar,  and  Leopold 
of  Brunswick ;  a  hermitage,  the  monument  of  Mo^ 
zart,  &c.  The  little  town  of  Apolda,  near  Weimar, 
is  remarkable  for  its  stocking  manufactories.  It  is 
calculated  that  more  than  53,000  pairs  are  sold  in 
the  course  of  a  year. 

Distances. — From  Weimar  to  Weissensee,  4 
German  miles,  (the  road  passing  over  the  Etters- 
berg,  and  commanding  a  beautiful  and  extensive 
prospect) ;  to  Gotha,  6 ;  to  Naumbourg,  5 ;  to 
Leipsic,  1 1 ;  to  Erfurt,  3» 


WURZBOURG 

Is  agreeably  situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Maine,  in  the  midst  of  beautiful  gardens. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities. — One 
of  the  most  remarkable  is,  the  castle,  with  some 
paintings,  by  Tiepollo,  on  the  ceiling  of  the  great 
staircase,  which  is^a  fine  specimen  of  architecture. 
On  striking  with  the  foot,  when  in  the  middle  of 
the  staircase,  a  noree  is  heard  similar  to  thundcr- 
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This  castle  was  despoiled  of  most  of  its  pictures  in 
1804.  The  citadel,  with  its  cellars,  famous  for  their 
old  wines,  was  pillaged  by  the  Swedes,  under  Gus- 
tavus  Adoiphus ;  and,  together  with  the  arsenal,  has 
remained  empty  to  the  present  time.  The  other 
remarkable  objects  are,  the  great  square,  and  the 
chapel  of  St.  Mary,  the  cathedral,  with  a  pulpit  in 
the  Gothic  style;  the  great  hospital,  called  Julius 
Hospital,  the  church  and  botanical  garden  belong- 
ing to  the  hospital;  the  bridge  over  the  Maine,  and 
the  new  fountain,  ornamented  with  a  beautiful 
obelisk. 

Literary  add  Useful  Establishments. — 
The  most  distinguished  are,  the  university,  the  in- 
stitutions for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  the  museum, 
and  the  veterinary  school. 

Collections  and^Cabinets. — ^The  most  curi- 
ous are,  the  library,  the  observatory,  and  the  col- 
lections of  the  university,  to  which  the  Elector 
has  added  the  superb  cabinet  of  natural  history  of 
Professor  Plank,  formerly  seen  at  the  convent  of 
the  Franciscans ;  as  well  as  the  collection  of  land- 
scapes, birds,  &c. ;  and  the  new  Mosaic,  composed 
by  Plank,  of  moss,  barks  of  trees,  butterflies'  wing», 
&c. :  M.  Oberthur's  museum  and  cabinet  of  pic- 
tures, M.  de  Hutton's  valuable  collection  of  pic- 
tures, and  the  collections  of  the  Julius  Hospital, 
consisting  of  a  cabinet  of  natural  history,  and  a 
collection  of  surgical  instruments,  and  anatomical 
preparations,  amongst  which  are  preserved  a  great 
number  of  skulls,  marked  by  deep  wounds,  col-

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Promenades. — The  most  agreeable  are,  the 
square,  where  the  military  mount  guard,  the 
prince's  garden,  and  the  mountain  of  St.  Nicholas, 
with  the  hospital  of  the  Capuchins.  This  moun- 
tain, and  the  hospital,  still  exhibit  traces  of  the 
siege  in  1 800,  when  the  citadel  was  so  nobly  de- . 
fended. 

Public  Amusemekts. — The  principal  is,  the 
theatre. 

Excursions  in  the  Environs. — Travellers 
should  visit  the  baths  of  Kissingenand  Boklet.  These 
baths  have  become  very  celebrated,  and  are  much 
frequented.  Kissingen  is  situated  in  a  pleasant  valley, 
12  leagues  from  Wurzbourg,  6  from  Wemeck,  5 
from  Briickenau  and  Schweinfurt,  and  2  from  Min- 
nerstadt.  The  town  is  small,  but  provisions  are 
cheap,  and  lodgings  may  be  obtained  at  very  mo- 
derate prices.  There  are  three  mineral  springs, 
one  of  which  resembles  the  waters  of  Selters.  There 
are  also  two  taverns,  with  tables  d^hote;  an^d  the 
walks  in  the  neighbourhood  are  extremely  plea* 
sant.  Boklet  is  two  leagues  from  Kissingen ;  its 
waters  are  ferruginous,  and  have  an  agireeable  fla- 
vour. There  are  two  large  buildings  in  which  are 
the  baths,  the  dining  rooms,  ball  room,  bed  rooms, 
S^,  The  company  usually  dine  at  the  table  d^hote. 
Boklet  is  4  leagues  from  Minnerstadt,  9  from 
Meiniingen,  7  froni  Schweinfurt,  and  6  from 
Bruckenau. 

The  best  wines  of  Franconia  are  produced  from 
the  vineyards  which  surround  Wurzbourg.  In  the 
13th  century,  the  vineyards  only  occupied  about 
2>000  acres ;  at  present,  it  is  calculated,  that  from 
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10  to  20,000  are  cultivated  as  vineyards.   The  wine, 
called  Leiste,  is  considered  the  best  of  all  the  wines 
of  Franconia*  When  it  has  acquired  a  certain  age, 
J^  is  equal  to  some  of  the  best  foreign  wines.     The 
genuine  sort  is  produced  from  the  vineyard  on  the 
side  of  the  fortress,  situated  near  the  mountain  of  Su 
Nicholas.     The  Stein  wine  is  more  fiery  than  that 
of  Leiste ;  a  part  of  the  vineyard  from  which  it  is 
produced  belongs  to  the  hospital,  where  it  is  sold, 
under  the  name  of  Vin  du  St.  Esprit^  in  sealed  Ijot- 
tles,  for.  2  florins,  15  kreutzers.    Near  the  vineyard 
of  Stein,  is  that  called  la  Harpe.    Sixteen  acres  of 
it  belong  to  the  Chapter  of  Uauch,  and  these  pro- 
duce the  best  wine,  which  is  also  called  Saint  Es' 
prit.    The  wines  of  EschemdorfF  and  Shalksberg 
are  equal  to  the  preceding,  and  are  usually  drunk 
out  of  small  glasses  like  liqueurs.     The  wine  of 
Calmus  is  nearly  equal  to  the  celebrated  wines  of 
Hungary,  and  resembles  Madeira.     This  wine  is 
produced  from  a  vineyard  on  the  rock  of  Trieffen- 
stein,  near  the  Maine,  on  the  side  of  Aschaffen- 
bourg. 

Distances. — From  WUrzbourg  to  Anspach,  12 
miles  and  a  half;  to  Bamberg,  9 ;  to  Schweinfurt, 
5 ;  to  Frankfort,  15 ;  to  Heidelberg,  l6;  to  Fulde, 
12  ;  to  Bruckenau,  8;  to  Gotha,  2 1  J.  Population, 
22,500. 
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CARLSBAD. 

The  number  of  strangers  who  visited  the  baths 
at  this  place  in  1800^  and  1804,  amounted  to  nearly 
3,000. 

"Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities.— 
The  most  remarkable  are  the  church,  the  town- 
hou$e»  the  new  theatre,  and  the  Bohemian  and 
Saxon  Coffee  Houses.  The  IViese,  so  called  be- 
cause it  was  formerly  a  meadow,  is  certainly  the 
most  healthy  and  agreeable  part  of  Carlsbad,  and  is 
therefore  usually  chosen  by  the  visiters  as  a  place 
of  residence,  although  many  persons  of  distinc- 
tion also  lodge  in  the  market-place.  The  Wiese 
consists  of  along  range  of  houses  in  front  of  which 
is  a  parade  planted  with  chesnut  trees,  extending  as 
far  as  the  banks  of  the  river  Topel.  The  ground 
floors  of  the  houses  are  occupied  by  khops  and 
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warehouses.  A  new  and  more  regular  bed  lias 
been  lately  cut  for  the  Topel,  and  a  large  quay  has 
been  constructed  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river, 
£Eicing  the  Wiese. 

The  springs  whose  salutary  qualities  have  rert- 
dered  Carbbad  so  celebrated,  are : 

1st.  The  Sprudely  which  is  the  principal  spring, 
and  is  said  to  have  been  discovered  by  the  Emperor 
Charles  4th,  when  hunting  in  the  year  1319.  The 
tradition  is,  that  a  stag  pursued  by  the  dogs  threw 
himself  into  this  spring,  which  caused  it  first  to  be 
observed.  For  this  reason  also  the  rock  from  whence 
he  precipitated  himself,  is  still  called  the  Htrsch- 
spntngf  (stag's  leap.)  The  basin  of  the  Sprudel  i$ 
considered  unique,  and  is  one  of  the  most  curiohs 
reservoirs  in  existence.  Nature  has  formed  it  of 
tlje  calcareous  particles  carried  along  by  the  water, 
and  has  covered  it  with  a  triple  arch.  The  aver- 
age heat  of  this  spring  is  said  to  be  l65  degrees  of 
Fahrenheit's  thermometer.  According  to  the  cal- 
culation of  Dr.  Becher,  705  buckets  of  water  issue 
from  the  five  apertures  of  this  spring  in  the  course 
of  an  hour,  l6,920  in  a  day,  and  6,173,800  in  a 
year.  A  parade  and  a  grand  saloon  serve  as  pro- 
menades for  those  who  drink  the  waters. 

2d.  The  Neuhnmnen,  or  new  spring,  which  is 
not  so  warm  as  that  of  the  Sprudel,  but  has  been 
very  much  in  vogue  for  some  years  past.  *  At  this 
place  also,  is  the  Muhlenbad  and  the  TAeresienbrvn- 
ncn,  with  a  house  built  by  the  Empress  Maria  The- 
resa, the  ground-floor  of  which  contains  some  pret- 
^y  ^^^^T^  *"^  apartments  for  the  bathers. 

3d.  The  Schlossbrunnenj  of  castle  spring,  which 
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was  Ae  last  discovered,  has  also  been  very  fashion- 
able for  some  time ;  it  contains  the  greatest  quan- 
tity of  fixed  air  of  any  of  them,  and  its  temperature 
is  from  120  to  J  25  degrees  of  Fahrenheit's  thermo- 
meter. As  this  spring  is  now  much  frequented, 
various  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  water-drinkers,  and  a  road  has 
been  constructed  in  the  form  of  a  terrace,  commu- 
nicating with  the  Neubrunnen. 

4th.  The  Kalte  Sauerling,  which  has  obtained 
but  little  celebrity,  although  an  excellent  spring. 
It  issues  from  a  granite  rock  behind  the  brewery, 
and  has  not  even  a  basin. 

Manufactures. — These  consist  chiefly  of  fire- 
arms, pewter  utensils,  and  steel'  articles.  Mr. 
Joseph  Miiller,  a  seal  engraver,  has  on  sale  a  col- 
lection of  the  minerals  and  natural  curiosities  of 
Carlsbad. 

Several  quintals  of  salt  are  annually  obtained  by 
means  of  evaporation  and  crystallization. 

Lodgings. — Each  house  has  a  name  and  a  sign 
by  which  it  is  distinguii^hcd.  7'he  following  are 
good  lodging-houses :  the  large  house  by  the  side 
of  the  bridge  belonging  to  Dr.  Michl,  the  Siren, 
or  Meerfraulein,  the  Beautiful  Queen,  the  Phea- 
sant, the  Three  Degrees,  the  Golden  Lamb,  the 
Stone  House,  the  three  Roses,  the  Lion,  the  Eagle, 
the  Post  House,  the  Mercury,  &c. ;  the  four  last 
are  on  the  Market-place.  Peter  the  Great  when  he 
frequented  these  baths,  resided  at  the  Red  Eagle, 
on  the  Wicse.  The  price  of  the  lodgings  which  are 
in  general  prettily  furnished,  varies  according  to 
the  season.      They  rise  of  course  in  proportion,  as 
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the  place  fills  with  company,  but  in  the  month  of 
August  they  are  generally  much  lower  than  in  June 
and  July,  which  is  considered  the  full  season. 
Two  or  three  neatly  furnished  apartments^  includ- 
ing beds,  &c.,  may  generally  be  had  from  10  to  20 
florins  per  week.  Invalids  usually  remain  at  the 
baths  about  3  or  4  weeks.  Carlsbad  is  certainly 
one  of  the  cheapest  bathing-places,  if  people  choose 
to  be  economical,  although  there  are  various  oppor- 
tunities afforded  them  of  spending  large  sums  of 
money  when  they  are  disposed  to  do  it.  A  person 
may  dine  at  an  eating-house  and  have  3  or  4  dishes, 
for  8  or  10  gros ;  that  kept  by  Weishaupt,  is  con- 
sidered one  of  the  best.  There  are  tables  (ThSte 
at  Carlsbad,  but  the  visiters  usually  form  them- 
selves into  small  parties.  A  very  good  breakfast 
may  be  had,  with  coffee,  or  chocolate,  at  the  Bo- 
hemian and  Saxon  Coffee  Houses,  for  about  18 
kreutzers.  The  following  list  of  incidental  expenses 
may,  perhaps  be  useful.  For  packing  or  unpack- 
ing the  luggage,  it  is  usual  to  give  1  florin,-— For 
ringing  the  bells  to  announce  the  arrival  of  strangers, 
^  or  3  kopfstiicks.— To  the  servant  who  carries  out 
invitation  cards,  2  florins.— For  a  printed  list  of 
the  persons  who  frequent  the  baths,  2  florins,  for 
merely  perusing  it,  1  florin. — For  reading  the  news- 
papers at  the  Post  Office  during  the  season,  2  flo- 
rins.— To  the  women  who  draw  the  water  at  each 
of  the  springs,  1  or  2  kopfetiicks  at  parting. — ^To 
tbe_  waiters  at  the  Bohemian  or  Saxon  Hotels,  about 
a  florm  each  on  leaving. — For  admission  to  the 
balls  which  are  given  at  each  of  these  houses  alter- 
nateJy,  1  florin — The  usual  fee  to  the  Physician, 
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is  3  or  4  ducats.  The  roost  celebrated  physicians 
are  Dr.  Daroro,  and  Dr.  Mitterbacher.  Several 
respectable  medical  men  from  the  environs  also  visit 
Carlsbad  during  the  season.  Amongst  others,  Dr. 
Titius  of  Dresden,  and  Dr.  Braun  of  Joachims- 
thai. 

Public  Amusements  and  Promenades. — 
The  principal  amusements  are  the  theatres,  the  con- 
certs, the  pic-nics,the  subscription  balls,  and  the  free 
balls,  sometimes  accompanied  by  illuminations.  The 
most  agreeable  promenades  are  the  walks  in  front  of 
the  Bohemian  house,  the  road  to  Gotek,  the  new  path 
leading  to  the  temple  of  Dorothea,  the  walk  along 
the  rocks  to  the  Bohemian  seat,  which  commands 
a  charming  prospect;  the  excursion  over  the  bridge 
of  the  archduke  Charles,  to  the  Posthof,  where 
there  are  balls  and  dinners;  the  romantic  road 
leading  to  the  Freundschaftssitz,  and  to  the  paper- 
mill;  the  handsome  causeway  on  the  road  which 
conducts  to  the  Hammer,  where  they  give  pic-nics, 
&c.,  and  behind  which  is  the  china  manufactory, 
the  place  called  Woght,  in  a  wild  and  romantic 
situation;  and  the  promenade  to  the  temple  of 
Gratitude,  whence  the  eye  wanders  over  the  adja- 
cent valley  and  the  picturesque  scenery  which  sur- 
rounds it.  This  prorbenade  is  more  varied,  more 
shady,  and  more  romi^ntic,  than  any  in  the  vicinity 
of  Carlsbad ;  the  poet's  seat,  the  two  vistas  com- 
manding views  of  the  town,  and  the  delightful  pros- 
pect of  the  valley  of  Egra  and  the  Saxon  Mounts,  all 
add  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the  scene.  Most  of 
the  improvements  aud  embellishments  of  this  pro- 
menade and  of  the  road  to  Hammer,  are  owing  to 
the  good  taste  and  liberality  of  Count  Findlater,  in 
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honour  of  whom  the  town  has  erected  an  obeli^ 
of  granite,  which  i3  placed  in  a  sitoadon  com* 
manding  a  very  extensive  view.  The  excursions  to 
the  Haramerberg,  the  Dreykreuxberg,  and  the 
Hirschsprung,  will  amply  repay  the  traveller  for 
his  fatigue,  which  will  not  be  so  great  as  he  may 
imagine.  The  path  to  the  Hirschsprung,  formerly 
so  difficult  of  ascent,  has  been  metamorphosed  by 
the  reigning  Count  of  Stollbei^-WemigCTode  into  a 
convenient  slope.  M.  Meyer  has  lately  constructed 
a  handsome  pavilion,  with  a  shady  path  winding 
round  the  brow  of  the  mountain,  interspersed  with 
seats  and  steps  formed  of  moss  and  stones.  Par- 
ties of  pleasure  may  also  be  made  up  for  the  fol- 
lowing places.-— To  Fischern,  to  which  a  foot-path 
leads  across  the  meadows  along  the  Egra. — To  the 
ch^au  of  £ich,and  to  the  rocks  of  Heiling,  which 
will  occupy  about  half  a  day. — ^To  Ellbogen,  this 
excursion  may  be  accomplished  in  one  day,  setting 
out  about  10  in  the  morning,  and  returning  at  7 
or  8  in  the  evening.  The  road  to  the  pewter  and 
vitriol  manufactories,  and  the  brass-wire  mill,  is 
very  interesting.-— To  Elgenhausen,  where  are  seen 
the  niins  of  an  old  castle  on  the  road  to  Prague, 
which  was  destroyed  by  the  Hussites. —  To 
Schlackenwerth  where  there  is  a  garden  with  a 
fountain.  One  day  will  suffice  for  this  excursioo. 
—To  Schlackenwald,  which  will  also  occupy  titt 
whole  day,  if  the  visiter  stops  to  see  the  tin  ifiliieB. 
-*-To  the  park  at  Schonhoven:  it  will  require  3  dBy% 
to  go  and  return,  if  jhc  traveller  wishes  to  aee  «n 
that  11  worthy  of  notice.  The  principal  objects 
are  the  temple,  the  wat^r-fall,  die  Chinese-houae, 
the  fisherman^,  hut,  the  hermitage,  the  »aicoph»- 
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gus,  tbe  bridge,  the  gothic  chapel,  and  the  monu- 
ment  of  the  Archduke  Charles.  If  the  stranger 
takes  the  road  to  Toplitz,  he  will  pass  very  near 
SchonhoveDy  where  he  can  sleep  ifhe  pleases,  as  there 
18  a  very  good  inn.  Horses  and  chaises  may  be 
hired  at  Carlsbad  for  these  excursions.  On  the 
evenings  of  festivals,  the.  crosses  and*  chapels  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Carlsbad  are  illuminated, 
which  has  a  very  pretty  effect,  particularly  when 
seen  from  the  hills  and  gloomy  forests  in  the  vicinity. 

The  waters  are  usually  taken  at  an  early  hour  in 
the  morning*  and  as  it  i^  generally  very  cold  in  the 
valley  at  that  tinie,  invalids  should  take  the  pre- 
caution to  wear  warm  clothings  The  breakfast  hour 
is  generally  from  9  to  10  o'clock.  It  is  sometimes 
taken  in  the  house,and  sometimes  in  the  open  air. 

Some  naturalists  have  supposed,  that  the  springs 
of  Carlsbad  owe  their  origin  to  the  ignition  of  sul- 
phureous pyrites;  butM.  Klaprothin  his  chemical 
researches,  without  absolutely  rejecting  this  opinion* 
thinks  it  more  probable  that  the  beds  of  coal  found 

2  a  great  depth,  and  most  likely  formed  from  the 
mains  of  the  primitive  world,  continually  supply 
th^  subterranean  fire  from  which  these  waters  de« 
rive  their  heat.  The  various  kinds  of  pseudo-vol- 
canic stones  and  earth,  found  at  Hohdorf  near 
Carlsbad,  tend  to  support  this  opinion. 

Supposing  that  each  invalid  drinks  14  tumblers 
of  mineral  water  in  a  day,  which  is  about  the 
average  quantity,  he  will  find  that  in  the  course  of 
t6  days,  the  usual  time  for  efiecting  «  cure,  he  will 
have  taken  the  following  quantity  <^  the  constituient 
parts  of  these  waters :

Distances.— From  Carlsbad  to  Prague,  l6 
German  miles,  to  Dresden  30,  to  Leipsid  through 
Annaberg  18,  to  Egra  6,  to  Ratisbou  25,  to  Wei- 
mar 24.  The  best  road  from  Carlsbad  to  Leipsic, 
is  through  Saatz,  SebastianVBerg,  Marienbei^, 
&c.    (See  the  following  article.) 

Roads  to  Carlsbad. — In  1804,  all  the  roads 
for  some  miles  round  Carlsbad,  were  stony,  rugged, 
and  mountainous.  The  travellers  saw  nothing  like 
the  handsome  paved  roads  which  are  found  in  other 
parts  of  the  Austrian  dominions.  If  he  came  from 
Dresden,  and  took  the  Peterswald  road,  he  would 
have  to  climb  the  Geyersberg,  or  if  he  should  have 
chosen  the.  new  road  through  Arbesau,  he  would 
have  found  it  equally  di£Bcult.  (See  Itinerary, 
No.  46.)  If  he  came  through  Prague,  he  would 
meet  with  a  long  and  steep  descent  before  he  reached 
Carlsbad  ;  but  a  more  commodious  road  has  now 
been  established  through  the  Dorothean  Aue^  by 
which  this  descent  has  been  avoided.  If  the  tra- 
veller takes  the  road  through  Annaberg,  or  Schnee* 
berg,  he  will  be  continually  ascending  and  de- 
scending through  the  whole  day,  and  be  horribly 
jolted  ,n  a  carriage.    It  is  true,  he  wiU  be  in  teni

measure  recompensed  fer  his  fatigue,  by  a  view  of 
the  picturesque  scenery  around  him,  and  he  will 
meet  with  good  accommodation  at  the  Post-house 
at  Schneeberg.  The  church  contains  some  good 
pictures  of  ancient  date.  The  church  at  Anna- 
berg  is  also  very  remarkable.  The  traveller  should ' 
ascend  to  the  summit  of  the  Pohlberg,  which  he 
will  be  able  to  do  in  about  half  an  hour,  when  he 
will  be  amply  repaid  for  his  trouble  by  the  enjoy- 
ment of  a  most  magnificent  prospect.  The  road 
through  £gra  and  Zwoda  is  decidedly  the  best, 
although  it  bears  no  comparison  to  the  paved  roads 
of  other  countries.  A  new  paved  road  is  making 
which  will  pass  through  Falkenau  and  Ellenbogen, 
and  will  be  divided  into  three  posts,  of  2  German 
miles  each.  There  are  three  roads  to  £gra,  the 
1st.  is  through  Hof  and  Asch.  (For  Hof,  see  Iti- 
nerary No.  26.)  Coming  from  Thuringia  and 
Saxony,  the  traveller  will  pass  the  celebrated  bath 
of  Fransbad,  one  league  from  Egra.  The  custom- 
house is  between  Hof  and  Asch.  The  2d.  road  to 
Egra  is  through  Bareuth  and  Thiersheim,  if  com- 
ing from  the  Empire.  The  traveller  may  also  take 
this  road  in  coming  from  Hof.  From  Hof  to 
Monchberg  1  post,  Weissenstadt  1  p.  i,  Thiers- 
heim  1  p.,  and  Egra  1  p.,  making  in  the  whole  9i 
German  miles ;  a  distance  which  the  traveller  may 
easily  accomplish  in  12  or  13  hours.  The  custom- 
house is  between  Thiersheim  and  Egra.  (See  Iti- 
nerary, No.  9.)  The  3d  road  to  Egra,  coming 
from  Ratisbon,  is  through  Tirschenreit.  The  se- 
cond road  is  the  best,  but  is  rather  longer  than  the 
6thers.  The  traveller  passes  the  Fichtelberg  over 
•2  f3 
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good  paved  roads,  through  the  lands  of  Oberlandf 
which  in  some  measure  resemble  the  valleys  of 
Jura.  From  Thiersheim,  or  Welssenstadt,  the  tra- 
veller should  make  a  little  excursion  to  the  bath 
of  Alexander,  or  of  Sichersreuth,  at  the  distance 
of  1  post.  From  Thiersheim  the  road  is  not  very 
good,  but  from  Weissenstadt  it  is  paved.  At  Sic- 
hersreuth, which  is  delightfully  situated,  the  trar 
veller  will  find  agreeable  society,  a  good  tabk 
d^hSte  at  moderate  prices,  waters  which  are  com- 
pared to  those  of  Egra,  salutary  baths,  and  neat 
lodgings.  There  are  generally  balls  on  Sundays. 
The  I^Kwbourg,  or  Luxbourg,  is  in  a  very  ro- 
mantic situation,  surrounded  by  enormous  rocks, 
and  picturesque  scenery  interspersed  with  thatched 
cottages,  seats,  inscriptions,  &c.  From  the  sum- 
mit of  the  Burgstein,  which  is  surrounded  by  a 
gallery,  the  eye  wanders  over  an  immense  extent 
of  country,  including  the  Palatinate,  Bohemia,  &c. 
Another  road  which  may  be  safely  recommended 
to  travellers  in  the  direction  of  Leipsic,  is  that 
which  crosses  the  Erzgebirge,  and  the  plains  of 
Saatz,  passing  through  Boma,  Chemnitz,  Marien- 
berg,  Sebastiansberg,  Saatz,  and  Podersam.  This 
road  is  not  only  picturesque,  and  passable  for  car- 
riages, but  there  are  also  some  good  inns,  viz, : 
the  Blue  Angel  at  Chemnitz,  the  White  Cross  at 
Marienberg,  the  New  Inn  on  the  square  at  Sebas- 
tiansberg, the  Crown  at  Saatz,  and  the  Inn  at 
Schonhoven,  not  far  from  the  Post  House  of  Po- 
dersam. 
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FRANZBRUNNEN. 

The  reputation  of  the  mineral  waters  of  Egra, 
or  Schlada,  better  known  under  the  name  of  Franz- 
brunncn,  has  been  established  for  more  than  two 
centuries,  but  it  is  only  since  the  year  1791 9  when 
new  arrangements  were  made,  and  some  beautiful 
buildings  erected,  that  this  place  has  been  so  much 
resorted  to  by  strangers.  These  waters  are  cold  and 
ferruginous,  they  have  an  agreeable  flavour,  and 
contain  more  fixed  air  than  the  warm  waters  of 
Carlsbad.  The  ground  in  the  environs  is  marshy 
and  abounds  with  turf.  It  is  usual  to  take  from 
10  to  12  glasses  of  this  water  in  a  morning,  begin« 
ning  with  4  or  5,  and  gradually  increasing  the 
quantity  every  day,  waiting  about  10  minutes  be- 
tween each  glass.  Weakly  people  generally  mix 
the  water  with  warm  milk.  The  months  of  June, 
July,  and  August,  are  considered  the  full  season. 
Salt  extracted  from  these  waters  is  sold'  at  Franz- 
brunnen. 

LoDOiNOS,  Spc* — An  apartment  on  the  first  or 
second  floor  may  be  hired  for  about  2  or  3  florins 
per  weeky  a  servant's  bedroom  for  1)  florins,  and 
lodgings  consisting  of  several  apartments  from  18 
to  50  florins.  The  charge  for  a  hired  carriage  is 
about  14  kreutzers  per  week,  and  for  a  stable  21 
kreutzers  for  each  horse.  A  dinner  may  be  had  at 
the  table  (f  h6te  for  40  kreutzers,  and  a  supper  for 
20,  not  including  wine.  If  the  traveller  prefers 
dining  or  supping  in  his  own  apartment,  he  must  pay 
20  kreutzers  more.  The  beer  at  Egra  is  considered 
very  good.  It  is  customary  on  leaving  to  give 
from  40  to  60  kreutzers  to  the  servant  at  the  iMith. 
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Amusimentb  avd  ExciXRSiOKS. — The  prin- 
cipal amusements  ^re  the  balls  oq  Sundays,  to 
which  the  admission  is  1  florin,  the  conceits,  the 
assemblies,  the  breakfasts,  and  the  pic-nics.  The 
following  are  the  principal  excursions.  To  Egra, 
which  will  occupy  about  an  hour ;  to  the  pottery 
at  Hoflas,  half  an  hour ;  to  the  manufactory  of 
brass-wire,  and  of  muslins,  to  Seebcrg,  in  a  ro- 
mantic situation,  one  hour ;  to  Kamroer,  a  pretty 
estate  of  the  Count  of  Zedtwit^s,  and  to  the  Abbey 
of  Waldsassen,  4  hours. 

Distances. — To  Asch  1  i  post,  to  Egra  }  of 
a  post,  to  Carlsbad  1%  post. 

NENNDORF. 

The  waters  of  Nenndorf  have  been  known  for 
two  centuries  and  a  half,  but  they  did  not  become 
celebrated  till  the  year  1780.  There  are  two 
springs,  which  produce  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
water  to  supply  the  reservoir  and  191  baths  daily. 
These  waters  are  warm,  bituminous,  sulphureous, 
and  alkalescent;  and  their  salutary  effiscts  are 
nearly  the  same  as  those  of  Aix-la-Chapelle.  Dr. 
Waitz  is  the  physician.  The  baths  have  basins  of 
stone  or  china.  There  are  also  vapour  and  shower* 
baths  at  Nenndorf. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities.— 
The  medical  hall  is  remarkable  because  the  great 
Count  of  Biickebourg  terminated  his  existence 
there.  The  buildings,  which  form  a  circle  round 
the  spnngs,  were  erected  by  the  Elector  William 
lA,;  iiiey  are  built  with  great  ta^,  and  contain 
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the  baths,  lodgings,  stables,  tabks  cPhoU^  and 
rooms  for  assemblies  and  other  amusements. 

The  visiters  at  N^nndorf  may  either  take  their 
meals  in  their  own  apartments,  or  at  the  table 
€tk6te;  a  bill  of  fare  is  stuck  up  every  morning 
for  them  to  choose  from ;  a  dinner  may  be  had 
for  12  gros,  and  a  supper  for  6.  Refreshments  of 
every  description  may  be  procured  at  the  restaura- 
teur's and  the  confectioner's.  Letters  must  be 
sent  to  the  post-house  at  Rodenberg. 

Promenades  and  Excursions* — ^The  Ga* 
lenberg  commands  a  most  delightful  prospect,  the 
lake,  or  sea  of  Steinhuder,  with  the  little  fort  of 
Wilhelmstttin,  has  a  truly  picturesque  appearance, 
particularly  at  sun-set.  Strangers  should  also  see 
the  cascade  of  LAngenfeld,  the  rock  of  Hoheiistein 
and  the  Eilsen,  where  there  are  sulphureous  waters 
whose  virtues  equal  those  o£  the  baths  at  Nenn- 
dorf.  They  are  already  much  frequented  by 
strangers. 

Distances. — To  Cassel  15  GermMi  miles,  to 
Bremen  lO,  to  Pyrmont  5,  to  Minden  3},  to 
Biickebourg  l^i,  to  Rehbourg  2,  to  Rinteln  3,  to 
Uameln  3,  to  Hanover  2i. 


PYRMONT. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  15th  century  the  waters 
of  Pyrmont  began  to  be  in  high  repute.  It  is 
said,  that  in  1556  more  than  10,000  strangers  were 
attracted  thither  by  their  celebrity.  Printed  lista 
are  circulated,  announcing  the  arrival  and  namei^ 
of  the  visitors.    The  end  of  June»  and  the  month 
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of  July,  ue  considered  the  full  season ;  those  who 
dislike  the  busde  of  a  watering  place  should  there- 
fore go  early  in  June,  or  wait  till  August.  The 
Compaq  usually  repair  to  the  spring  by  six  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  and  the  waters  are  taken  before  eight 
They  breakfast  at  nine,  and  dine  at  twelve  or  one; 
after  which  they  dress,  and  at  four  o'clock  repair 
to  the  walks.  The  great  walk  is  formed  by  four 
rows  of  linden-trees;  it  was  planted  in  1688,  and 
is  500  feet  long,  and  40  wide.  This  is  the  general 
reudeivous ;  it  is,  in  short,  the  Palais  Rot^  of 
Pyrmont  It  is  bordered  by  the  shcms,  the  springi, 
the  two  saloons,  ihtHkeaXxe,  &c*  Here  the  com* 
pany  walk,  break&st,  dine,  and  play.  It  is  some- 
times illuminated,  and  fire-woiks  are  occasionally 
exhibited ;  there  is  also  music  every  morning. 
The  chateau  of  the  prince  is  v^  pretty.  T^ 
principal  amusements  are  the  pnblic  breakfissts, 
the  pic-nics,  the  balls,  the  concerts,  the  theatrcy 
the  games  of  commerce  and  hazard,  the  fire* 
works,  and  illuminations* 

No  person  is  allowed  to  carry  fire-arms.  Th«« 
are  very  good  accommodations  in  the  new  bathing- 
house,  and  the  price  of  the  different  lodgings  is 
marked  up  over  the  door.  Apartments  may  also 
be  hired  at  the  house  of  Rolting,  and  amongst  the 
inhabitants,  most  of  whom  let  out  part  of  their 
houses.  The  dinner  and  supper  hours  are  an* 
nounced  by  the  ringing  of  a  bell.  I'he  charge 
for  a  dinner  is  generally  from  8  to  16  gros.  There 
are  numerous  tables  d'hote,  but  the  ladies  usually 
assemble  in  the  little  ball-room. 

Promkmades,   Ekvirovs,    4t;.  — Strangers 
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should  visit  the  Bomberg,  where  they  can  go  in  a 
carnage,  and  from  which  they  will  enjoy  a  most 
delightful  prospect.  The  Royal  Mount  (formerly 
the  CEsterberg)  is  so  called  because  Frederic  the 
O'reat  took  the  waters  there,  and  it  is  said,  that  in 
this  place  he  projected  his  second  campaign  in 
Silesia.  It  is  not  improbable  that  the  waters  of 
Pyrmont  derive  their  source  from  this  mountain^ 
The  attachment  of  the  great  Frederick  to  the 
Royal  Mount,  is  displayed  in  a  marble  monu- 
ment. The  wooden  obelisk  of  Frederick  WiU 
liam  IL  is  in  a  state  of  decay.  There  is  a  manu- 
factory of  cutlery  at  Friedensthal  belonging  to  the 
colony  of  Quakers.  Strangers  should  also  see  the 
convent  of  Ludge,  (where  Charlemagne  celebrated 
Christmas  in  784),  with  a  very  ancient  sepulchral 
church  ;  Schieder,  in  a  very  romantic  situation ; 
the  chateau  of  Arminius,  the  ruins  of  Schall-Pyr- 
mont,  the  sulphur-mine,  the  beautiful  garden  of 
Schwobber,  containing  some  very  curious  plants 
and  shrubs ;  Eilsen,  with  its  sulphureous  waters ; 
and  the  Exterstein,  three  miles  and  a  half  from 
Pyrmont.  This  name  has  been  given  to  eight 
rocks,  which,  at  a  very  distant  period,  have  b^a 
piled  up  by  the  hands  of  man,  probably  to  com- 
roemorate  some  great  event. 

Distances.— -From  Pyrmont  to  Hameln  2 
German  miles,  to  Blomberg  2,  to  Rinteln,  to  Cor- 
vey,  to  Dribourg,  3 ;  to  Lerogo,  to  Detmold,  to 
Buckebourg,  4;  to  Paderborn,  to  Eimbeck,  to 
Minden,  5;  to  Hahover  7,  to  Arolsen  S,  to  Cas^ 
9el9. 
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TOPLITZ. 

The  wann  waters  of  Toplitz  have  been-  cele- 
brated for  ten  centuries.  They  are  considered 
particularly  efficacious  in  cases  of  rheumadsiD, 
palsy,  and  apoplexy.  The  baths  of  Toplitz  are 
divided  into  Stadtb^er,  and  Steinbader;  they  are 
77  in  number,  and  are  occupied  from  an  early 
hoiir  in  the  morning  till  the  evening.  Many  per- 
sons have  bathing-tubs,  and  use  them  in  their  own 
apartments.  At  the  bathing-house  they  charge 
from  7  to  10  kreutzers  for  a  bath,  and  17  for  a 
shower-bath.  Doctors  Ambrose  and  John  Hslds^. 
have  the  most  practice.  Since  the  year  1 769  the 
company  have  drunk  the  water  from  a  spring  in 
the  garden. 

Public  Buildings  and  Curiosities. — 
The  most  remarkable  are  the  chateau,  with  a  very 
fine  pleasure  garden;  the  theatre,  the  bathing- 
house,  the  town-house,  and  the  church  belonging 
to  the  chateau. 

Manufactures. — ^These  consist  chiefly  of 
stockings,  gloves,  fire-arms,  and  woollen  cloths. 
At  the  china  warehouse  are  seen  painted  goblets, 
representing  the  scenery  of  Toplitz. 

Amusements  and  Excursions. — ^Tbe  prin- 
cipal amusements  are  the  theatre,  the  balls,  con- 
certs, pic-nics,  &c.  Toplitz  abounds  with  agree- 
able promenades,  and  picturesque  scenery.  The 
following  are  worthy  of  attention :  the  princes's 
gardens,  the  park  at  Doma,  and  the  road  to  Pe- 
terswald;  the  Kuhlbusch,  the  grove  at  Lixney, 
theromanUc  views  from  the  summit  of  the  VlachoU 
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derberg»  and  from  the  ruins  of  Dowbrowska  hora, 

an  ancient  castle  of  the  Templars ;  Dux,  where 

there  is  a  pleasure  garden,  a  library,  u  cabinet  t>f 

natural  history,  a  collection  of  ancient  armour, 

and  some  trophies  of  the   Duke  of  Friedland,  or 

Wallenstein,  a  famous  Warrior  in  the  time  of  the 

thirty  years'  war.     In  coming  from  the  post-house 

at  Bilin,  the  traveller  will  pass  through  Dux,  leaving 

on  the  left  the  rich  monastry  of  Osseg^  which  is 

well  worth  seeing ;  near  the  monastry  is  the  place 

where  the  Chevalier  de  Saxe  was  kille<^  in  a  duel 

in  1 802.     The  traveller  should  also  go  to  Marien- 

scbein,  formerly  the  Jesuits'   house ;  to  Oberleu- 

tersdorf,  where  they  manufa<!ture  fine  Bohemian 

cloths ;  and  to  Bilin,  renowned  for   its  salutary 

bitter  waters,  and  for  the  salt  of  Saidschiitz.  There 

is  a  curious  isolated  rock  at  Bilin,  whence  the  view 

extends  as  far  as  Prague  on  one  side,   and  to  the 

Fitchtelgebirge  on  the  other. 

Apartments  may  be  hired  at  the  Topfer^Schenke^ 
at  the  Golden  wheel,  at  the  Golden  Dove,  &c. 
There  are  tables  d^h&te  at  the  Topfer'Schenkcy  the 
Blue  Star,  the  Golden  Stag,  the  Black  Tree,  the 
Black  Eagle,  &c.  Those  who  prefer  it  may  dine 
or  sup  in  dieir  own  apartments. 

DisTAKCEs. — To  Carlsbad  13  German  miles. 
to  Dresden  7,  to  Prague  1 1 . 

Roads. — The  road  from  Leipsic  to  Toplitz, 
through  Chemnitz  and  Saatz  (see  the  article  Carls« 
bad),  is  very  good,  as  is  also  that  from  Carlsbad  to 
TopUtz,  through  Podersam  and  Saatz*  In  going 
from  Dresden  to  Toplitz,  the  traveller  must  either 
pass  through  Peterswald,  and  over  the  mountain 
2  G 
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of  Geyeiabergy  or  tbrough  Pelerswald  and  Uoter 
ArbesaUy  a  new  post,  deviating  about  a  mile  Ccomi 
the  high  road.  Th^  road  over  the  Geyersberg  is 
generally  preferred,  on  account  of  its  picturesque 
scenery,  and  the  ascent  is  by  no  means  difficult. 
The  other  road  is  also  very  mountainous*  In 
coming  from  Topliu  tlie  traveller  may  ascend  the 
Geyersberg  slowly  and  securely^  with  the  assistance 
of  a  team  of  oxen,  which  may  be  hired  for  30 
kreutssers  a  pair.  At  a  short  distance  from  Peters* 
wald  is  the  Austrian  cuatom-house.  There  is  a 
good  inn  »  the  post-house  at  Peterswald.

Description  of  the  Road. 

The  traveller  crosses  on  this  route,  six  rivers ; 
the  Maine,  the  Necker,  the  Murg,  the  Aacher,  tha 
JUnAt  and  the  Kinisi^. 

2g2 
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(a)  Da  RM8TA DT.^The  traveller  may  lodge  well 
at  the  Po8t*house,  or  at  the  House  of  Hesse,  an 
inn  on  the  road  leading  to  Manheim.  The  prin- 
cipal objects  of  curiosity  are,  the  castle,  the  Em- 
peror's hall,  the  public  library,  the  private  library 
of  the  Landgrave,  the  opera-house,  the  building 
where  the  soldiers  are  exercised,  the  military 
school,  the  college,  and  the  cabinet  of  natural  his- 
tory, containing  very  remarkable  fossil  bones ;  they 
are  the  immense  jaws  of  some  antediluvian  animal ; 
and  were  used  as  pillars  in  a  house  at  Kostheim,  till 
it  was  destroyed  by  shot  in  the  siege  of  Mayence. 

Eberstadt  and.  Anheiligen,  in  the  vicinity,  are 
frequented  by  parties  of  pleasure.  A  very  com- 
modious diligence  sets  out  twice  a  week  for  Frank- 
fort, except  in  fair-time,  when  it  goes  every  day. 

On  the  summit  of  a  neighbouring  mountain  of 
the  Bergstrasse,  the  Feldberg  of  Odenwald,  not  fiu: 
from  Heppenheim,  is  a  granite  column,  33  feet  < 
long,  known  in  the  environs  under  the  name  of 
Riesensaule,  (giant's  column).  Near  it  is  an  altar 
14  feet  in  circumference. 

(b)  Heppenheim  has  a  good  inn,  at  the  sign 
of  the  Sun.  The  traveller  may  thence  ascend  the 
Melibocus,  or  Kattenberg,  called  in  the  dialect  of 
the  country,  Maschel ;  on  the  summit  is  a  tower, 
the  key  of  which  is  kept  at  Alsbach.  On  coming 
from  Darmstadt,  the  traveller  must  quit  the  paved 
road  at  Zwingenberg ;  go  to  Alsbach,  where  he  may 
procure  .the  key  and  a  guide,  and  afterwards  as- 
cend the  Melibocus.     The  view  includes  the  whole 

M  ^''""*''>'  between  Spire  and  Bingen. 

Manheim  is  a  neat  towo,  at  tho  confluence  of 
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^e  Nedter  and  the  RhiDe.  The  principal  build- 
ings aod  curiosities  are,  the  castle,  partly  destroyed 
hy  the  bombardment  of  1795  ;  the  church  belong- 
ing to  the  court ;  the  theatre,  the  arsenal,  the  can- 
non foundry,  the  mint,  the  botanic  garden,  and  the 
x>bservatory,  remarkable  for  a  staircase  of  108  steps. 
The  academy  of  sciences,  the  society  of  German 
literature,  and  the  m^eorological  society,  are  worthy 
of  notice. 

The  promenades  are  the  castle  garden,  the  bridges 
over  the  Necker  and  the  Rhine,  the  parade,  the 
rampiuts,  and  the  Planken. 

The  Palatine  Court  and  the  Golden  Goat,  are 
veiy  good  inns ;  but  persons  travellmg  post,  gene- 
rally lodge  at  the  Peacock,*or  the  Golden  Plough, 
where  the  offices  for  post  chariots  are  situated. 

The  manufactures  consist  of  snuff,  ribbons,  hats, 
linens,  playing  cards,  and  works  in  Manheim  gold. 
There  are  also  yards  for  bleaching  and  tanning. 

u{c)  HEIDELBERG  is  oue  of  the  principal 
places  in  the  environs  of  Manheim.  Inn,  the 
Golden  Pike.  The  most  remarkable  objects  ape, 
the  bridge  over  the  Necker,  which  cost  170,000 
dorins ;  the  beautiful  statue  of  the  Elector,  the 
cburch  of  St.  Peter,  with  the  sepulchral  inscrip- 
tion of  the  celebrated  Olympia  Fulvia  Morata ; 
the  university,  the  economical  society,  formerly  at 
Lautem ;  the  library  of  the  university,  and  of  the 
society ;  the  cabinets  of  minerals,  models,  and 
chemistry ;  and  the  promenade  to  the  Wolsbrun- 
fien,  where  there  are  excellent  troi^;  but  this 
charqung  situation  has  been  deprived  of  its  shade, 
by  the  old  trees^  which  formed  a  kind  of  arbour 
26  3 
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there,  having  been  cut  down.  The  mail  passing 
along  the  Necker  is  very  romantic.  A  view  of  the 
ruins  of  the  castle  and  gardens  of  Heidelberg  is  cal- 
culated to  display  the  inconstancy  of  fortune,  and 
the  mutability  of  human  enterprises ;  the  principal 
parts  remaining  are  the  statues  of  the  ancient  Elec- 
tors and  Palatine  Counts^  the  knights'  hall,  and  the 
granite  columns,  which  formerly  supported  |)art  of 
die  imperial  palace  at  Ingelheim,  near  Mayence, 
and  now  sustain  the  roof  of  the  fountain  belonging 
to  the  castle  of  Heidelberg. 

ScHWKTziNOEN  is  auoSier  place  in  theenvironsy 
containing  the  following  remarkable  objects :  the 
Turkish  groves,  the  mosque,  the  tomb  of  Ninus, 
the  temple  of  Apollo,  the  baths,  the  curious  fresco 
on  a  wall,  the  statue  of  a  faun  in  his  grotto,  the 
obelisk,  and  a  temple  dedicated  to  botany. 

Manhcim  is  4  leagues  %ora  Spire,  l6  German 
miles  from  Strasbourg,  lO'from  Schwalbach,  14i 
from  Stuttgard,  fij  from  Mayence,  21  from  Wur»- 
bourg,  9  froni  Helbronn,  28  from  Nurenberg,  12 
from  Heidelberg,  10|  from  Frankfort  through  May- 
ence, and  12  through  Heidelberg. 

On  going  from  Heidelberg  to  Wisloch,  the  tra- 
veller will  observe,  on  the  right,  a  fine  prospect; 
he  may  see  the  red  cupola  of  the  ancient  cathedral 
of  Spire,  as  well  as  the  fortress  of  Philipsbourg. 

(d)  Bruchsal  is  a  post  station,  and  1^  a 
good  inn,  the  Stag.  The  castle,  the  salt  works,  the 
snuff  manufactory,  and  the  hunting  castles  of  Alten- 
bourg  and  Kisslau,  are  the  principal  objects  worthy 
of  notice.  The  town  of  Bruchsal  is  very  neat,  and 
there  are  some  pretty  walks  in  the  castle  gaidens. 
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(e)  Carlsrouhe  (see  the  Picture  of  the  Capi* 
tals.)  From  Carbrouhe,  the  traveller  passes  through 
Grabe,  1}  post ;  Wayhaussel,  1 ;  SchwetziogeOy  1 ; 
io  all,  3  posts  and  a  quarter. 

(f)  Rastadt. — ^The  principal  inn  is  the  Sun# 
The  traveller  should  see  the  castle,  which  is  built 
on  the  model  of  that  of  Versailles,  and  cost  several 
millions.  It  contains  a  fine  collection  of  stags' 
horns ;  and  the  apartments  may  be  seen  in  which 
the  great  Louis,  of  Baden,  died*  The  garden,  near 
the  chapel,  and  a  small  tower  of  the  castle,  com- 
mand fine  views. 

Rastadt  has  an  institution  for  the  education  of 
young  ladies,  and  an  extensive  manufactory  be- 
longing to  Messrs.  Schlaff.  At  Rastadt  was  con- 
cluded the  peace  of  1714,  and  a  congress  was  held 
there  in  1798  ;  the  French  deputies  were  murdered 
near  its  gates.  The  admirers  of  beautiful  scenery 
will  not  fail  to  visit  the  romantic  valley  of  the 
Murg.  It  is  Switzerland  in  miniature.  The  strong 
fort  of  Kniebis,  celebrated  during  the  last  war,  is 
only  15  leagues  from  Rastadt.  The  traveller  may 
go  in  a  carriage  as  far  as  the  glass-house  of  Schon- 
munzbach,  8  leagues  from  Rastadt.  At  Kloster- 
Iteichenbach,  there  is  a  good  inn,  kept  by  M.Kurop. 

Another  excursion  may  be  made  from  Rastadt  to 
Baden,  two  leagues  distant.  It  has  all  the  conve- 
niences and  pleasures  of  a  bathing  place.  The 
warm  waters  of  six  springs  are  conveyed  to  the 
difiTerent  inns  by  means  of  pipes.  There  is  a  fine 
view  from  the  balcony  of  the  castle.  The  subter- 
ranean parts  of  this  castle  are  worthy  of  attention, 
particularly  the  hall  in  which  are  hdd  the  sittings 
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of  tbat  secret  mod  terrible  tribunal  Ibown  under 
the  name  of  Vehm-Gericth«  Near  the  YiUage  of 
Gemsbach,  on  the  mountain  of  Staufifenberger 
Kopf,  is  the  pedestal  of  an  antique  statue  of  Mer- 
cury. 

(gy  KsHL  was  almost  entirely  ruined  by  die 
sieges  it  sustuned  during  the  late  war»  but  it  is  now 
rising  from  its  ashes.

{a)  See  No.  !•  Between  Durlach  and  Etdingen, 
Mt  (bi  from  the  Tillages  of  Rippurr  and  Wohl- 
fahrts-weileTy  were  discovered  in  1802  the  remains 
of  a  Roman  town*  Between  Eastadt  imd  Buhl 
may  be  seen  the  Kniebis. 

{b)  At  Buhl  commenoes  the  Country  called 
Golden  on  account  of  its  fertility.  The  viUmgs  of 
Ofieothal  is  famous  for  its  red  wine.  In  aromaiw 
^  ^^^  ^^  ^'^  fro«  Buhl  are  the  warm  water* 
of  Uiieh;  the  prices  are  modente  and  the  aecom- 
modabonexceUeat.  Betwoen  Buhl  and  Appenweyer 
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the  traveller  passes  through  the  villi^  of  Sals- 
bach.  About  500  paces  S.  £.  of  the  church  is  the 
spot  where /he  great  Turenne  was  killed  the  27th 
July  1675*  He  fell  under  a  tree  which  may  still 
be  seen  there^  as  well  as  a  chapel  where  his  heart 
is  interred  under  the  altar.  Cardinal  Rohan 
erected  a  pyramid  on  the  spot,  and  General  Mo- 
reau  placed  a  guard  of  honour  there  in  1 7^T. 
Hie  new  monument  erected  by  the  French  repub- 
lic is  not  far  from  the  great  road  which  the  travel- 
ler quits  near  the  Vicai^s  house,  and  turns  round 
by  the  burying  ground. 

(c)  Offsnbouro.  In  the  environs  of  this  place 
are  the  castles  of  Stauffenberg  and  Durrbach,  the 
rich  monastery  of  Schuttem,  and  the  ancient  abbey 
of  Geng^nbach  iA  the  wder  of  St*  Benedict.  The 
traveller  passes  through  the  village  of  Ortenberg 
where  a  good  red  wine  is  made.  Fnmi  the  ce^ 
metery  of  the  principal  church  istt  Offenbourg  is  a 
£ne  prospect  extending  as  far  as  Strasbourg.  The 
country  between  Kehl  and  Offenbourg  is  celebrated 
as  having  witnessed  the  last  campaign  of  Turenne, 
and  as  having  been  the  scene  of  a  battle  between  the 
French  and  German  armies  in  179^* 

((Q  KiNziKGEN  is  surrounded  by  a  delightful 
country ;  on  the  left  are  the  mountains  of  the  Black 
Forest,  aud  on  the  right  a  beautiful  plain  extend- 
ing towards  the  Rhine. 

{t)  Emmbnoingen  is  a  neat  market  town.  The 
coimtry  between  this  place  and  Fribourg  was  the 
theatre  of  the  celebrated  marches  and  counter* 
marches  of  Turenne  and  Enghien  in  l672*  ^^ 
ibre  him  the  traveller  may  see  the  mountains  where 
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£a^ien  panued  Count  Merci.  Oo  tke  IJih 
October,  17969  the  Archduke  Charles  obtained  a 
signal  victoiy  there. 

{/)  FRiBOuao.  The  Negro  and  the  Roman 
Emperor  are  the  best  inns.  The  cathedral  is  % 
handsome  gothic  edifice;  the  ornaments  and  open 
work  of  the  towers  are  thought  superior  to  time 
of  the  Munster  at  Strasbourg.  The  terrace  of  a 
hermitagehalf  a  league  from  £e  town  commands  a 
fine  view.  Over  the  door  of  the  chapel  is  shewn  the 
mark  of  a  cannon  shot  fired  from  the  citadel  when 
Louis  XV.  besieged  the  town  and  established  his 
head  quarters  near  the  hermitage.  The  university 
with  its  libraiy,  and  the  cabinet  of  natural  history 
belonging  to  M.  Klein,  axe  worthy  of  notice. 
One  league  from  Fnhourg  are  the  ba^  of  Klo»- 
terthaly  and  two  leagues  distant  is  the  small  town 
of  Widdkirch  where  large  quantities  of  Bohemian 
crystals  and  granites  are  cut  and  shaped. 

(g)  MuHXrBEiM.  The  mountain  of  Wolfen* 
weiler  in  the  vicinity,  and  a  bei^t  near  Heiter* 
sheim,  command  £ne  views.  Not  £sr  item  this 
town  are  the  Baths  of  Badenweiler,  where  in  17M 
a  Roman  bath  and  several  other  antiquities  were 
discovered.  The  famous  wines  of  the  Marquisate 
are  made  in  the  district  of  Badenweiler. 

(h)  Kaltekh£Rbero.  On  the  24th  of  Oct. 
179O9  a  sanguinary  battle  took  place  near  SchHen* 
gen  between  the  Austrians  and  the  French*  A 
league  from  Bile  the  road  passes  along  the  summit 
of  a  mountain,  commanding  an  extensive  prospect 
which  includes  Huningon,  B41e^  and  the  i^ain  wa- 
tered  by  the  Rhine;  on  Ae  right  may  be  seen 
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Alsace,  and  in  the  distance  the  mountains  of  the 
Vosges*  On  approaching  Bdle  the  traveller  per- 
ceives the  ruins  of  the  castle  of  Friedlingen  and 
the  fields  where  Villars  defeated  the  Prince  of  Bft- 
den  in  1702.  These  fields  viere  celebrated  during 
the  revolutionary  war  for  the  siege  and  defence  of 
the  bridge  of  Huningen.  The  monument  of  the 
French  general  Abatucci  who  was  killed  there  may 
be  seen  near  Huningen.

(d)  Nbustadt.  The  inhabitants  of  this  place, 
and  of  all  the  Black  Forest,  are  principally  occu- 
pied in  the  difierent  branches  of  clock-making.  They 
make  wooden  clocks,  of  which  they  annually  ex- 
port to  the  amount  ^  50  or  €0,000  florins.  Not 
Uur  Ifom  Neustadt  is  the  strait  called  I'Enfer;  it 
is  a  wild  but  beautiful  and  picturesque  exhibition 
of  nature.  The  French  forced  a  passage  through 
this  strait  in  1796>  ftt  the  time  of  Moreau's  cele- 
brated retreat.

(b)  KkIttlingen.  The  roads  are  good,  and 
the  posting  is  well  conducted.  The  traveller  crosses 
the  £nz  over  a  bridge.

7^%y^^^  of  this  road  is  paved. 

(a)  Waldeitbuch.      Behind  Stutlgard  the  road 
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ascends  a  high  mountain  and  passes  near  the  park 
of  Hohenheim ;  the  road  towards  Tubingen  crosses 
a  large  forest  which  abounds  with  wild  and  ro- 
mantic scenery. 

(b)  Tubingen.  Inn,  the  Bunch  of  Grapes 
where  there  is  a  table  d'h6te.  The  iiniversity,  the 
theological  seminary,  and  the  wax  relievos  of  M. 
Haselmeyer,  are  worthy  of  observation.  The 
castle  is  remarkable  for  the  observatory,  the  vaults, 
and  a  deep  well.  Between  Tubingen  and  Hechin- 
gen  the  traveller  passes  the  Necker,  and  near  the 
baths  of  St.  Blaise  reaches  the  beautiful  valley  of 
Steinach. 

(c)  At  Hechinoen  there  is  a  beautiful  church 
in  modem  .style,  and  a  well  kept  pheasant  walk  ; 
but  the  most  remarkable  object,  is  the  old  castle  of 
HohenzoUem^  celebrated  as  having  given  risQ  to 
the  royal  house  of  Brandenbourg  or  Prussia*  The 
view  from  it  is  very  extensive.  The  arsenal  con- 
tains a  fine  collection  of  ancient  arms  and  armour. 

In  the  vicinity  are  the  baths  of  Imnau,  and  not 
far  from  them  is  the  small  town  of  Hargerloch, 
with  a  castle  picturesquely  situated  in  a  rock  :  the 
hermitage  of  Berdssein  is  famous  for  its  breweries. 

(d)  At  TuTTLiNOBN  the  traveller  passes  along 
the  bank  of  the  Danube  which  is  here  a  small  river. 
The  roads  between  Tubingen  and  Engen  are  very 
good  as  well  as  very  pleasant  At  Altingen  the 
traveller  must  lodge  at  the  Post  House,  or  at  the 
inn  called  the  Linden  Trees. 

(e)  Enoen^  (which  was  partly  burnt,)  and  the 
surrounding  country  ha§  been  the  theatre  of  many 
obstinate  botdes  during  the  war  of  the  revolution.

(f)  ScHAFPUAUSBV.     The  traveller  may  sleep 
at  Dalingen  on  the  road  from  Engen  to  Schafihausen. 
Daliagen  is  about  halfway,  and  the  innkeeper  there 
will  supfdy  horses  to  go  to  Schaffhausen.  The  tra« 
veller  itihy  however,  If  he  prefers  it,  take  the  road 
from  Altingen  to  Donaueschingen,    and  thence 
through  ZoUhans  and  Rheinhdm  to  Schaffhausen* 
From  Rheinheim  he  can  go  post  to  Arbourg  in 
Switzerland,  changing  horses  at  the  inns  atBruch, 
Arau,  and  Arbourg.     Donaueschiogen  is  the  re- 
sidence of  the  prince  of  Fuistember^     The  tra- 
Teller  should  see  the  castle,  the  Pnnce's  gardes, 
the  theatre,  and  the  country  house  of  the  Prince, 
on  a  mountam  two  leagues  distant    In  the  midst 
of  ^e  castle  court  several  streams  of  water  issue 
from  the  ground,  fiarming  a  basin  about  30  feet 
square,  whence  flows  a  rivulet  which  at  some  dis- 
tance firom  the  town  falls  into  the  united  rivers  of 
Briback  and  Brege,  and  forms  the  Danube.    Bat, 
according  to  some  authors,  the  first  and  pnncipal 
source  of  the  Dfcnube  rises  at  St  Georgen,  a  con- 
vent and  manufactuiing  market  town  in  the  Black 
Forest 

Persons  who  wish  to  see  the  celehratod  abbey  of 
St.  Blaise,  situated  at  the  ex^mity  of  the  Black 
Forest,  must  take  the  following  foute :  from  Don* 
Mieaehingen  to  Ubadingen  1  mile  and  i,  Bondorf 
li^  St  Blaise  €.  The  principal  objects  at  St 
liaise  are  the  great  church,  whichiaabeautiliil 
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tpetimen  of  Biodem  ardiitecture  a  the  tombs  of  the 
princes  and  princesses  of  Austria,  aad  the  colleo* 
tions  of  art  and  literature.  From  Schaffhausen  to 
St  Blaise,  through  Ober-Lauchingen>  is  a  distance 
of  6  miles.

The  traveller  crosses  the  Maine  three  times,  once 
in  a  boat.  He  may  abridge  this  road  by  going  from 
Frankfort  to  Seligenstadt  1  i  post,  and  thence  to 
Aschaffenbourg  1  post*  Although  thb  is  the  way 
by  which  the  post  generally  goes,  ft  is  a  bad  road, 
and  the  traveller  had  better  go  through  Hanau.

The  traveller  next  passes  near  the  ex-convents 
of  Trieffenstein  and  Ober  Zell,  which  are  delight- 
fully situated,  and  are  now  secularised  and  occu- 
pied by  new  proprietors.  The  roads  from  Frank* 
fort  to  Wurzbourg  and  Ntirenberg  are  excellent. 
In  summer  time  two  days  are  sufficient  for  travel<« 
ling  27  miles.  Kitzingen  is  a  very  commercial 
place. 

{d)  Lakoxnfeld  has  a  good  inn  at  the  Post 
House. 

(e)  The  traveller  crosses  Furth^  a  market  town 
famous  for  its  commerce,  its  numerous  manufoc- 
tories,  and  the  industry  of  its  inhabitants.  The 
population  amounts  to  about  1 6,000,  half  of  whom 
are  Jews.  The  Prince  Royal  and  the  House  of 
Brandebourg  are  good  inns*  The  road  from  Furth 
to  Niirenbeig  is  sandy.

(a)  Wbrkecke,  There  is  an  excellent  paved 
TO»i  hota  Wiirzbovrg  to  Meiniingen.  At  Wer- 
necke  and  Minnerstadt  the  traveller  may  lodge  at 
the  Post  House,  where  he  will  find  good  accommo- 
dation, particularly  at  the  latter  place*  At  Wemecke 
may  be  seen  the  garden  and  chateau  of  the  Prince 
and  Bishop.  Six  leagues  from  Wernecke,  and  two 
leagues  from  Minnerstadt,  are  the  baths  of  Kissin- 
gen  and  Boklet,  described  under  the  ardcte  Wurz- 
bourg. Near  Neustadt  is  the  monument  of  Dr. 
Rceder,  who  was  killed  by  the  French  when  the 
peasants  of  these  countries  rose  en  masse.  Bet%veen 
Melrichstadt  and  Meiniitigen  are  the  picturesque 
ruins  of  the  old  castle  of  Kenneberg,  and  not  &r 
from  it  is  the  ducal  pheasant  walk.  The  Stag  in  the 
square,  and  the  Court  of  Saxony,  are  the  principal 
inns  at  Meiniingen.  The  English  garden  of  the 
iate  X>uke  of  Saxe  Meiningen  is  worthy  of  notice  j 
2h3  ^       ,     ^ 
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firom  this  garden  may  be  seen,  in  a  common  bury* 
ing  ground,  the  simple  tomb  in  which  this  excellent 
Prince  is  interred.  The  cabinets  of  medals  and 
natural  history,  and  the  library,  are  likewise  worth 
seeing.  Meiniingen  carries  on  a  considerable  trade 
in  fustians.  At  Dreissigacker,  about  a  league  from 
this  place,  is  an  academy  under  the  direction  ofM. 
Bechstein.  Schmalkalden  is  an  ancient  town  cele- 
brated for  the  league  of  the  Protestant  Princes ;  and 
the  house  in  which  they  met  is  still  shown.  This 
town  has  salt  works  and  manufactories  of  iron  and 
Steele  Between  Schmalkalden  and  Georgenthal  are 
beautiful  forests  through  which  the  road  passes, 
^first  ascending  and  afterwards  descending.  The 
trout  of  Tambach  where  the  postilion  waters  his 
horses,  are  much  sought  after  by  epicures.  The 
road  from  this  place  to  Gotha  is  very  bad  in  rainj 
weather.

(a)  From  Dettelbach  there  is  a  well  kept 
paved  road  to  Wurgaa.  lu  the  church  of  the  Fran- 
ciscans is  a  miraculous  Virgin.  Between  Dettel- 
bach and  Ncuss  the  traveller  crosses  the  Maine  in 
a  ferry-boat.  On  the  left  bank  is  seen  the  former 
convent  of  Schwarsach  which  was  sold  to  a  rich 
Jewish  merchant. 

(b)  Nxuss.  Between  Burgwenheim  and  Neuss^ 
the  traveller  passes  the  ancient  abbey  of  Eberach. 
The  church  built  in  the  13th  century  was  remark- 
able for  its  monuments.  The  hearts  of  the  Princes 
and  Bbhops  of  Wurzbourg  were  deposited  there 
after  death.  The  road  from  Eberach  to  Bamberg 
is  varied  and  pleasant.  The  Post  House  at  Burg- 
wenheim  affords  good  accommodation. 

(c)  Bamberg  is  a  town  situated  at  the  conflu- 
ence of  the  Maine  and  the  Rednitz.  The  most 
remarkable  buildings  are  the  castle,  the  Imperial 
hall,  the  new  hospital,  the  harbour  on  the  Rednitz, 
the  lyceum,  and  the  balhs  of  Bayer  on  the  Rednitz. 
This  town  has  manufactories  of  printed  cottons,  and 
two  fairs  are  annually  held  here,  one  in  Spring, 
the  other  in  Autumn.  The  liquorice  and  plums 
which  grow  in  the  environs,  are  excellent  Of  the 
latter  the  inhabitants  make  prunes,  a  considerable 
quantity  of  which  are  sent  to  Holland.  The  pro* 
menade  of  Busch  is  a  favourite  resort  of  the  &- 
shionable  world.  A  gazette  of  considerable  repu- 
tation is  published  in  this  town.  The  Court  of 
Bamberg  is  a  very  good  inn.    Pop.  \6fiO0* 
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Between  Bamberg  and  Wurgau  the  traveller 
passes  near  Seehof,  a  neat  pleasure  house  com- 
■aaading  a  varied  and  extensive  piospect.  He 
should  also  see  Aitenboorg,  which  is  in  a  delight- 
ful sitttation  in  the  environs  of  Bamberg. 

(d)  From  Wuroaxt  to  Uohfeldytbe  road,  which 
18  on  an  ascent,  is  very  good,  except  in  rain j  wea- 
ther. The  road  gradually  improves  on  approach- 
ing the  frontiers  of  Bareuth,  and  the  remainder  of 
it  is  paved.  Not  far  frbm  Bareuth  the  traveller 
pastes  near  the  ci-devant  castle  of  the  Margrave, 
BOW  only  remarkable  for  ks  solttede,  and  the  marb 
of  decay  which  ils  buildings  present.  Opposite  to 
it  is  the  Retreat,  a  kind  of  inn  wihere  the  ^Khioih 
ables  of  Bareuth  assemble.  On  the  side  of  the 
road  is  a  linden  tree  of  enormous  dimensions,  and 
on  a  large  rock  near  it,  may  be  seen  the  Gemuni 
inscription  engraved  by  the  French  Emigrants  in 
1796  in  honour  oi  the  Prussian  Minister,  Baron 
Hanienberg. 

(c)  RxftSUTH  18  a  neat  and  well-buiit  town.  The 
principal  ob^cts  of  curiosity  are  the  new  castle 
and  it8  giurden,  where  an  innkeeper  hc^ds  a  tdble 
d'h6te ;  the  statue  of  the  Murgnive,  the  opera,  St 
George's,  the  porcelain  manufactory,  the  hermi- 
tagCy  a  delightAil  garden  about  a  league  from  die 
town;  and  the  Temple  of  the  Sun,  the  maihle 
eol«mns  of  which  are  very  lofty  and  striking.  Am 
innkeeper  is  settled  at  the  Mmson  des  Offices^  where 
there  is  always  much  company.  The  cassiao  at- 
sembles  every  Friday.  The  other  assemUies  are 
the  Rewuroe,  the  Harmony,  and  the  winter  ceo* 
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cert.  There  is  a  new  road  from  Bareuth  to 
Nurenberg,  pas^og  through  Creussen,  Pegnitz^ 
Hilpoldstein,  and  ^chenau.  Some  perscms  prefer 
the  old  road  through  Streitberg  and  £rlangen, 
aldiough  rugged  and  difficult,  on  account  of  its 
romantic  beauties,  and  its  vicinity  to  the  grottos 
of  Muggendorf,  which  are  worthy  of  attention. 
M.  Wunsch,  who  discovered  these  grottos,  b  the 
guide. 

The  paved  road  extends  from  Bareuth  as  far  as 
Egnu  On  leaving  Bareuth,  the  traveller  may  see 
to  die  left  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  a  servant 
who  bn^e  his  neck  by  a  fiill  from  his  Ubrse,  when 
preceding  the  carriage  of  the  margrave.  Not  fair 
from  Bemecke  the  road  crosses  a  bridge  over  the 
Maine. 

(/)  Bervecke  is  in  a  very  picturesque  situa- 
tion. On  the  summit  of  a  neighbouring  mountain 
are  the  ruins  of  several  castles  and  chapels. 

(g)  'Gfraes  is  a  small  market*town  on  the 
road  to  Weissenstadt.  The  MouKn  d  taUf  and 
the  Lohmuller,  are  famous  for  the  excellence  of 
their  trout.  The  road  between  Bareuth  and  Egra 
is  kept  in  good  order,  the  villages  and  market- 
towns  exhibit  the  opulence  of  this  beautiful  coun- 
ry  which  has  the  appearance  of  a  Swiss  landsci^. 
For  other  particulars  respecting  this  route,  and  for 
a  description  of  the  bath  of  Sickersreuth  at  some 
distance  from  Weissenstadt,  see  the  article  Carls« 
bad,  in  the  Picture  of  the  Baths.  Between  Thier- 
sheim  and  Egra  is  the  Bohemian  custom-house. 

{h)  Egra  is  a  strong  town.  The  town-house 
contains  several  old  pictures,  l^he  house  in 
which  General  Waldstein,  a  famous  officer  in  the 
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30  jtwa^  war,  was  assasskiateil,  is  still  shown,  m 
well  as  fais  portrait ;  the  halberd  made  use  (^  by  tlM 
murderer  is  kept  in  the  armoury  at  Dux.  At  dkt 
citadel  are  the  remans  of  a  ckapel  with  beautiAd 
marble  columns^  The  duds  of  ihe  convent  of  St 
Clair  are  celebrated  for  their  carved  figures,  aad 
fisr  the  Mithridate  which  Uiey  sell.  M.  Kessler,  aC 
this  place,  is  well  knowD  for  the  excellence  of  his 
piano-fortes.  In  the  environs  of  the  town  are 
mines  of  lead,  alum,  &c.  The  best  inns  are  the 
8«n  and  the  two  Archdukes,  both  on  the  ^;rcat 
square*

.  inn,  the  Three  Swords.  In  the  vicinity  is  the  field 
of  battle  of  Johannisberg.  Between  Friedberg  and 
Butzbach  the  traveller  passes  near  the  saltworks 
e£  Nauheim.  The  roads  are  execrable  in  wet 
weather. 

{S)  GiESSEK.  Inn  at  the  post-house.  The 
universitj  was  founded  in  l607*  The  Ubraiy,  the 
Pedagogium,  the  castle^  the  arsenal,  the  observm- 
tory,  uid  the  church  d  St.  Pancratin,  are  the 
principal  objects  worthy  <ii  notice*  Population 
6fiOfL  Wetjilar  k  only  two  miles  from  Giessen; 
Ion,  the  Golden  lion.  In  its  vicinity  is  die  foim« 
tnn  of  Lotte  and  the  toBib  ef  Weiter. 

<f}  MAAsevRo  has  an  inn  at  the  post-house « 
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In  the  church  of  St  Eliiabeth  is  seen  the  monu- 
meat  of  that  saint,  and  the  mausoleum  of  a  count 
of  Lippa.  The  university,  which  was  founded  in 
1527»  has  a  good  library.  This  town  has  manu- 
factories of  serges,  camlets,  cottons,  and  chocolate. 
In  a  delightful  and  picturesque  situation*  one 
league  from  Marbourg,  is  the  fountain  of  St. 
Elizabeth. 

(d)  At  Waberk  is  a  pleasure  chateau,  where 
ihe  landgrave  used  to  divert  himself  by  heion 
hunting. 

(e)  See,  the  Picture  df  the  principal  Towns. 
At  a  distance  on  the  rigl^t,  between  Wabem  and 
Cassel,  is  the  castle  of  Wilhelmshshe. 

(/)  Paderborn  has  an  inn  at  the  post-house. 
The  most  remarkable  buildings  are  the  cathedral, 
with  its  treasury,  the  church  of  the  ci-ikvant  Je- 
suits, and  the  university.  The  river  Pader  rises  in 
the  middle  of  the  town,  near  the  cathedral.  At 
Nienhus;  a  league  from  the  town,  is  the  castle  and 
gardens* 

(g)  Warevdorf.  The  linens  and  bleaching- 
yards  of  this  commercial  town  are  much  cele- 
brated. 

(A)  Mukster  is  a  well-built  town.  The  church 
of  St.  Lambert,  the  ci-devant  episcopal  palace,  the 
cathedral,  and  the  chapel  of  Bemasd  de  Galen»  are 
alJ  worth  seeing.  At  the  top  of  the  tower  of  St. 
Lambert  hang  the  three  iron  cages  which  were 
used  for  the  punishment  of  John  of  Leyden  and 
IMS  two^associates.  The  fortifications^  having  been 
changed  into  walks  and  gardens,  form  a  deUghtM 
promenade.     The  peace  of  Westphalia  was  signed

*  There  is  another  road  from  Frankfort  to  Coblentx 
throbgh  Mayence  and  Krentznach.  Few  places  are  mor^ 
delightful  than  the  country  ia  the  environs  of  Obeninel, 
sitoated  between  Kronberg  and  Hombonrg.  Behind 
Rronberg  is  a  high  and  barren  mountain  called  Althcenig, 
snmiounted  by  a  castle,  respecting  which  many  singnlar' 
tales  are  related.  From  this  moantam  there  are  extensive 
prospects  of  a  richly  cultivated  and  populOns  comitry. 
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overflowed  the  traveller  must  go  from  Haddersheim 
to  Cas«el,  and  thence  to  Wisbaden.  Not  far  from 
this  road,  on  the  left,  between  Cassel  and  Biberich^ 
are  the  ruins  called  Ammelbourg ;  they  form  one 
of  the  most  picturesque  objects  on  this  bank  of  the 
Rhmc.

On  account  of  numerous  inconveniences  on  this 
route,  most  travellers  now  prefer  the  road  passing

(a)  CoBLENTz.  A  new  paved  road  on  the 
right  bank  leads  from  Thal-Ehrenbreitstein^  oppo» 
site  Coblentz  (see  Picture  of  the  Rhine)  through 
Neuweid,  JCoenigswinter,  Lenz,  and  Beul,  to  Deuz 
or  Deutz  opposite  Cologne.  Deuz,  Neuweid,  and 
Thal*£hrenbreitstein,  have  each  good  inns. 

(b)  Andernach.  The  most  remarkable  objects 
in  this  town  are  the  remains  of  a  palace  of  the  kings 
of  Austrasia,  the  immense  vaults  called  Jews'  baths^ 
and  a  large  tower.  The  body  of  the  Emperor 
Valentinian  is  preserved  in  the  parish  church. 
<7reat  quantities  of  mill-stones  are  sent  from  Ao- 
demach  to  Holland.  The  mineral  waters  of  Tun- 
nestein  or  Heilbronn»  two  leagues  from  Andemachy 
are  much  celebrated ;  when  mixed  with  wine,  they 
make  a  pleasant  beverage.  The  mountains  in  the 
environs,  with  their  volcanic  curiosities,  have  been 
illustrated  by  the  researches  of  Luc,  Forster, 
Humboldt,  and  other  celebrated  naturalists.  The 
rafts  of  timber  going  to  the  dock-yards  of  Holland 
from  the  forests  of  Germany,  assemble  at  Ander- 
nach in  great  numbers,  and  have  a  singular  ap- 
pearance. 

(c)  Remagek.  On  the  side  of  the  road  is  an 
inscription  cut  in  the  rock,  informing  the  traveller 
that  this  ancient  Roman  road  was  re-established  by 
the  Elector  Charles  Theodore.  The  traveller 
should  notice  the  mountains  of  ApoUinariberg  and

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Siebengebirge,  eelebrated  for  their  natural  curioii- 
ties»  and  the  fine  views  which  they  command. 

(d)  BovK  is  delightfully  situated*  The  metro- 
politan church  vrith  its  fine  porCh,  the  town-h^use, 
the  market-place,  the  great  rampart,  and  the 
palaces,  are  the  most  remarkable  Imildings.  The 
view  of  the  Rhine  from  the  greal  rampart  is  wry 
beautiful.  Bonn  has  a  central  school.  The  nur- 
sery is  a  public  promenade.  A  league  from  Bonn 
are  the  mineral  springs  of  Draitsch,  where  the  last 
elector  constructed  handsome  buildings  in  a  charm- 
ing situation  at  the  foot  of  the  celeln^ted  Codes* 
bei|; ;  the  buildings  have  been  used  as  barracks, 
and  \he  plantations  are  destroyed.  Three  thousand 
five  hundred  l|nden  trees,  forming  a  walk  which 
led  fvom  Boon,  have  been  cut  down.  At  Godes- 
heim  is  the  commercial  school  of  M.  Klugen^ln. 
The  Hoohkreats,  erected  in  1333,  is  a  fine  Gothic 
monument,  in  good  preservation.  Bonn  contains 
about  9*000  inhabitants.  A  walk  of  che^nnt  tives 
leads  to  Poppelsdorf,  a  pleasure  chateau  which  is

A  very  beautiful  picture  ornaments  the  grand  attar 
of  the  church  of  the  Carmelites.  The  cheese 
made  in  this  town  is  considered  excellent.  It^  has 
breweries,  and  manufactories  of  wool,  leather, 
hats,  Aistian,  ^c.  Inn,  the  Three  Negroes.  Po- 
pulation, 6,500. 

(/)  NoR&LiKGBV  is  famous  for  the  defeat  of 
th^  Swedes  in  the  tlurty  yeiirs'  war.  The  tower 
of  the  church  of  St.  Magdalen  is  considered  one 
of  the  loftiest  in  Germany.  In  the  principal 
church  is  a  large  crucifix,  executed  by  Michael 
Angelo,  and  an  excellent  picture  by  Albert  Durer. 
This  town  has  manufactories  of  fustians,  carpets, 
horse-^clotks,  gloves,  worsted  stockings,  and  linens. 
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Upwards  of  30,000  geese  are  annually  exported. 
Population,  TfiOO. 

{g)  DoKAWERTH.  The  environs  of  this  town 
are  remarkable  as  having  been  the  scene  of  many 
sanguinary  events  at  the  commencement  and  close 
of  Sie  last  century.  The  abbey  of  the  order  of 
St.  Bcnnet  has  a  beautiful  library.  The  palace 
and  gardens  of  Count  Fugger  are  worthy  of  atten* 
tion.  The  promenades  in  the  wood  of  Woerdt  arc 
very  pleasant.    Inn,  the  Crown. 

(A)  AuosBOURG  was  formerly  a  free  town  belong- 
ing to  Bavaria.  The  hall  where,  in  1530,  the 
celebrated  confession  of  Augsbourg  was  read,  no 
longer  exists,  having  been  divided  into  several 
rooms.  The  cathedral  is  remarkable  for  its  24 
chapels,  the  painted  windows,  the  doors  oma^ 
mented  with  bronze,  and  several  fine  pictures; 
panicularly  the  raising  the  siege  of  Vienna  by 
Breda,  and  the  resurrection  by  Mettenldter.  The 
town-house  is  one  of  the  handsomest  and  most 
regularly  built  in  Germany ;  the  vestibule,  as  well 
as  the  gdden  hall  on  the  second  story,  is  very 
beautiful ;  this  hall  is  92  feet  by  48 ;  the  town- 
house  likewise  contains  some  fine  pictures.  The 
tower  of  Perlach  was  used  as  a  barrack,  and  it  is 
remark^le  for  the  colossal  genius  of  peace 
by  Reichel,  over  the  portico.  The  other  principal 
buildings  are  the  Pfalz,  or  large  buildings  occupied 
by  the  late  bishop;  the  ci^deoani  abbey  of  St. 
Ulnc,  the  chapel  oi  Fugger  with  the  altar  painted 
I  ^r'!:^^^'  ^^  church  of  the  Dominicans,  the 
'ZT'^f  .i}^^  Franciscans,  the  organ  of  which  is 
one  of  the   best  and  largest  in  Germany;   the 
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f:hurcfa  of  the  Carmelites,  the  church  of  St.Aimet 
the  Metzger  Hans,  the  college  formerly  beloDgtng 
to  the  Jesuits,  the  gate  called  the  Guichet,  or  Ein* 
laMy  DP  longer  in  use;  the  large  manufiaictory  of 
printed  cottoiis  belongiag  to  M.  Schule,  and  the 
public  fountains,  the  most  remarkable  of  wliich 
are  those  of  Mercury,  of  Hercules,  and  of  Auguft- 
tus,  ornamented  ^ith  bkonce  statuiss. 

The  most  vi^uab^  collections  and  cabinets  an 
the  library  at  St.  Anne's,  belonging  to  the  town, 
and  abounding  with^manuscripts  and  antiquities ; 
(he  libraries  of  the  Carmelites,  of  the  Dominicaiis, 
and  of  the  ex-Jesuits ;  the  cabinets  of  pictures  of 
M.M.  Stetten,  Holder,  and  Reischach ;  tJie  cabinet 
^f  Medals  of  M.  Stetten,  M.  Hoschers  collection 
of  philosophical  and  mathematical  instrum^ts, 
M.  Cobres'  library  rf  natural  history,  and  colleci- 
tion  of  shells  and  minerals,  and  the  collection  of 
models  at  the  town-house  and  the  tower  of  Perlach. 
Botanists  may  gratify  their  curiosity  at  the  house 
ci  M.  Frauenknecht,  the  vicar;  entomologists  at 
those  oi  M.  Hubner  and  M.  Pfiifer ;  and  mineralo- 
gists  at  M.  Lang's.  The  maps  of  Messrs.  Lotter  and 
Walch»  and  the  engravings  of  Messrs.  Haid,  Tea- 
sari,  and  Wilhelm,  are  likewise  worthy  of  attentbn* 
Augsbourg  abounds  more  than  any  other  towji  in 
Germany  with  Roman  antiquities.  Monuments 
and  inscriptions  may  be  seen  on  the  walls  of  the 
churches  of  St.  Ulric,  and  of  the  Dominicans,  on 
some  of  the  gates  of  the  town,  and  at  the  house  of 
Wieser  formerly  called  Peutinger. 

The  amusements  of  Augsbourg  are  the  German 
theatre,  the  private  theatre,  the  academy  of  music, 
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the  balls,  clubs,  and  parties  of  pleasure  called 
trinkstuben.  Excursions  may  be  made  to  the  park 
of  the  Resource,  where  a  monument  has  been 
erected  to  the  Archduke  Charles ;  to  the  Ablass, 
to  the  Seven  Tables,  with  inns  delightfully  situated; 
and  to  the  villages  of  GoggingeUi  Oberhausen,  and 
Kobel. 

The  ums  are  the  Three  Moors,  the  Whke  Lamb, 
and  m  the  suburbs,  the  Golden  (grapes,  where  a 
club  asstinbles. 

.  The  manufactures  consist  of  plain  and  printed 
calicoes,  gold  and  silver  laces,  gilt  paper,  snuff, 
images  of  saints,  fiUigrees,  parchments,  cordSf 
balsams  and  perfumes.  There  is  one  mill  for  cut- 
ting diamonds,  and  several  for  polishing  other 
stones.  There  are  likewise  manufactories  for 
jewellery,  musical^  mathematical,  and  philosophi- 
cal instruments ;  and  watches,  a  great  number  of 
which  are  sold  at  the  German  f^rs.  Excellent 
fustian  is  also  made  here. 

Augsbourg  is  20  miles  from  Amberg,  41  from 
Botaen,  35  from  Brixen,  22  from  Constance,  6 
from  Donawerth,  25  from  Heilbronn,  9  from  In- 
golstadt,  23  from  Inspruck,  1 8  from  Lindau,  17 
from  Nurenberg,  18  from  Ratisbon,  8  from  Mu- 
nich, 24  from  Schafffaausen,  49  from  Trente,  and 
17  from  Tubingen.  Population*  36,000.  The 
revenue  of  this  town  is  estimated  at  150,000  rix- 
dollars. 

There  are  three  kinds  of  money  at  Augsbourg :

Augsbourg  is,  a  neat  town,  ^d  the  street  of 
Weinstrasse  is  beautiful.  In  the  limily  of  Seufifert 
is  preserved  the  cravat  of  Gustavus  Adolphus, 
taken  from  him  by  a  young  lady  of  that  name 
when  refusing  him  a  kiss.

Description  of  the  Road. 

(a)  WiSLOCH,  See  No.  1.  There  is  no  occa- 
sion to  go  from  Heidelberg  to  Wisloch,  the  travel- 
ler may  go  from  Heidelberg  to  Mauer  i  post,  to 
Sinsheim  1  post.  In  the  environs  of  Wisloch  is 
the  fortified  town  of  Philippsbourg,  and  the  country 
in  the  vicinity  is  delightful.  From  Wisloch  he 
may  proceed  direct  to  Stuttgard  through  Bruchsal 
li  post,  Bretten  1,  Knittlingen  H,  Entzweihingen 
li,  and  Stuttgard  1. 

(b)  Heilbronn  is  advantageously  situated  on  the 
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N#cker.  Tlie  priiicit)fll  dl^eots  of  curiosity  are 
the  Oothic  tower  of  tbe  chureti  of  8t.  Kilien,  tb« 
archivety  where  are  preserved  the  letters  of  Francis 
of  SickiAgen  aad  Gotz  of  Berlichkgeti,  two^ cele- 
brated knigbts ;  the  tower  hi  ithich  the  latter  was 
imprisoned,  the  covered  bridge^  thct  town  library, 
the  house  of  correctioB^  the  gt«at  fountain  of  lim- 
pid water,  and  the  beautiful  promenade  before  the 
gates  of  the  town.  The  Warthurm  and  the  hunt- 
ing-house are  two  pleasure-houses  near  the  town. 
In  the  environs  are  thie  baths  of  Lcewenstein.  The 
air  of  Heilbronn  is  considered  very  healthy.  Hdl- 
bronn  carries  on  a  considerable  trade.  It  has  brandy 
distilleries,  and  oil,  snufif,  paper,  and  polishing 
mills.  Inns,  the  Rose,  the  Sun^  and  the  Post-house. 
Population,  8,000. 

From  Heilbronn  the  road  passes  throtigh  Laftffen 
and  Bessigheim.  Lauffen  is  an  old  town,  but  the 
view  6(  ihe  plain  through  which  the  Necker  ser- 
pentinee  is  delightful.  Bessigheim  is  famous  for 
it»  wine^;  the  vhies  from  which  they  are  made 
were  brought  from  the  Valteline. 

(c)  See  the  Picture  of  the  principal  Towns,  art. 
Stut^ard.  The  traveller  may  likewise  go  ifrom 
Stuttgard  to  Augsbourg  through  Canstad^  i  post, 
Sc'homdorffli,  Schwoebich-Gmund  1|,  Aalcn  1{, 
Hettenheim  |,  Giengen  J,  Dillingen  1,  Wertin- 
gen  J,  Biberbach  1,  Augsbourg  I. 

(df  STUTTdAitD.  See  the  Picture  of  the  prin- 
dpal  Totvtfs.  The  road  from  Stuttganf  as  Iwr  as 
Ge^llngen  rivais  in  beauty  the  most  delightful 
""""^Ifi  ^^iy*      The  two  riveri  Necker  and  Fife 

fZ.Tu'u''''  ^^  ^°^»^  ^"^  c*«^«>  together  wkh 
lorests,  hills,  gardens,  fertile  meadows,  and  rocks, 
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form  the  yaried  aceneiy  of  this  cha/rming  bud-' 
scape. 

{e)  Plochinobk.  The  bri<]ge  over  the  Nee^ 
ker,  at  tins  place,  is  a  copy  of  the  one  thai  was  at 
Schaflfhausen,  but  it  is  not  so  solid. 

if)  GoFFiiTGEK.  On  the  left  are  the  ruins  of 
the  castle  of  Hohenataufco.  The  unfortunate  Con^ 
radinCy  who  periled  at  Naples,  was  the  last  of  this 
iUostrious  home.  The  traveller  should  ascend  thisf 
castle,  in  order  to  enjoy  the  fine  prospect,  as  well  aa 
to  view  the  ruins  of  a  place  where  the  great  Ear^ 
baroasa  formerly  commanded.  Near  Goppingen 
aie  some  raitieral  springs. 

{g)  GsissiriiroKir.  Ivoty  and  bone  toys,  &c.,ate 
amiually  manufacttired  in  this  town  to  tbe  amount 
of  about  90^000  florins.  Near  the  gate  on  the 
road  to  Ulm  is  a  cold  bath.    Inn,  the  Golden  Lion. 

(h)  Ulm  is  situated  on  the  1^  bank  of  the 
Danube,  near  its  confluence  with  the  Lanter  and 
the  lUer.  It  was  formerly  free  and  imperial,  but 
is  now  a  Bavarian  town.  The  Inns  of  the  Ox  and 
the  Sun  e<Hlimand  a  fine  view  of  the  Danube. 
The  MiiAster  is  a  large  and  beautiful  Gothic 
church  with  a  fine  portal.  This  church  is  200 
feet  in  lengthy  and  92  in  breadth.  The  ceiling  is 
much  admired  by  connoisseurs.  The  ascent  to  the 
top  of  the  tower  is  by  400  steps.  The  traveller 
should  likewise  notice  the  town-house  with  its 
fresco,  paintings  and  the  town  library.  Ulm  has 
very  extensive  bleaching  grounds- where  from  fO 
to  12*,000  pieces  of  linen  may  be  done  at  once. 
I'he  b^ey,  the  asparagus,  and  the  rolls  of  Ulm, 
(a  kind  of  pastry,]  are  mueh  celebrated.  A  singiftlar 
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branch  of  ccMnmerce  is  the  trade  in  snails;  more  than 
4,000,000  are  annually  fattened  and  exported. 
In  the  war  of  the  second  coalition  this  town  was 
fortified,but  the  French  blew  up  and  demolished  the 
fortifications.  In  the  last  war  of  the  third  coalition 
General  Mack»  with  36,000  men  forming  the  gar- 
rison, capitulated  on  the  17th  October  1805.  The 
Austrians  afterwards  fortified  this  town,  but  it  is 
now  dismantled.  The  inn  of  Baumstark  is  excel- 
lent. Population  12,400.  The  Algetndne  ZcUvng  is 
printed  and  published  at  Ulm. 

(})  GuNZBouRO  is  situated  near  the  Danube. 
The  traveller  may  lodge  at  the  posthouse.  He 
should  notice  the  college  and  church  of  the  Piar- 
istSy  the  convent  of  noble  English  ladies,  where 
there  is  an  academy ;  and  the  beautiful  and  rich 
church  at  KonigenlHld,  ra^er  less  tban  half  a  league 
from  Gunsbourg.

{a)  FussEN  is  famous  for  the  manufacture  of 
violins  and  lutes,  llie  abbey  of  Benedictines  and 
the  convent  of  the  Franciscans  are  the  two  most 
remarkable  objects  in  this  town.  At  this  place 
the  traveller  crosses  the  Lech. 

{b)  Le&mos  has  calcareous  mountains  in  its 
vicinity*  The  traveller  may  lodge  at  Reito  at  the 
Posthouse,  which  is  a  neat  and  good  inn,  and  at 
Lermos,  at  the  Golden  Lion. 

(c)  From  Lermos  there  is  a  steep  ascent  and 
descent  to  Nazareth*     Inn.     At  the  Posthoiise. 

(d)  ZiERL  is  surrounded  by  forests  of  firs  and 
larch  trees; 

(e)  lNSPRUCK,the  chief  place  of  the  Tyrol,  is  a 
large  and  well  built  town,  situated  in  a  beautiful 
valley  on  the  Inn.  The  principal  objects  are  the 
old  sLod  new  castles,  the  church  of  the  court,  con- 
taining several  monuments;  the  hotel  des  ^tats^ 
the  column  in  honour  of  the  Virgin,  and  the  sta- 
tue of  the  Archduke  on  horseback.  The  suburbs 
are  extensive  and  very  pleasant.  Inspruck  has  a  pub- 
lic school  and  a  university.     Population  l^fiOCK 

V  (/')  ScuoNB£RGorScH(£NBSRO«  The  moun- 
tain bearing  this  name  abounds  with  metals  and 
minerals ;  from  this  place  the  traveller  may  make 
an  excursion  to  the  glacier  of  Subaye,  one  of  the 
most  celebrated  in  the  Tyrol,  unless  he  prefer  go- 
ing from  Inspruck  through  Sellrein.  The  glacier 
may  be  seen  from  the  vicinity  of  the  Posthouse. 
Schonbergis  delightfully  situated  and  has  a  good  inn. 
{g)  Steinacu*   The  ascent  as  far  as  Brcnnei 
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is  steep,  but  the  road  is  excellent.  The  traveller 
must  take  one  or  two  horses  extra  in  order  to  reach 
the  snmniit.  In  the  vicinity  of  Steinach  are  the 
baths  of  Trinser.  According  to  an  inscription  on 
the  side  of  the  great  road  the  ancient  Roman  towns 
of  Veklidene  and  Matrejum  were  likewise  in  the 
environs. 

(A)  The  Brekiter  is  a  chain  of  lofty  moun- 
tains combinmg  the  phenomena,  the  beauties,  and 
the  horrOTS  of  the  Swiss  Alps,  It  abounds  with 
glaciers,  called  Fim  or  tcmer,  chamovs,  wild- 
goats,  avalanches,  waterfalls,  &c.  The  Ikll  of  the 
Sill,  not  far  from  the  convent  of  Witten,  is  very 
grand.  The  warm  spring  of  Eissach  is  close  to 
Uie  g^reat  road.     The  Pos^ouse  is  a  good  inn. 

(f)  Sterzinge)!  has  an  excellent  inn  at  the 
Posthouse,  opposite  to  which  mav  be  seen,  painted 
in  fresco  on  the  front  of  a  beautiful  house,  a  por- 
trait of  the  great  alchymist  Andrew  Flamel,  who 
formerly  inhabited  it.  Roman  antiquities  are  often 
discovered  here.  At  Mittenwald  the  traveller  may 
lodge  at  the  Posthouse.  From  Sterzingen  a  foot-path 
leads  through  the  mountains  to  the  country  of  Salz- 
bourg. 

[k)  Brixem  is  a  town  at  the  confluence  of  the 
Rienz  and  the  Eissach.  The  cathedral,  containing 
a  crucifix  by  Schoepf  and  several  pictures  by  the 
bestTyrolian  masters;  the  grpxid  altar  of  the  pa- 
rish church,  and  the  house  of  noble  English  Ladies, 
are  worthy  of  observation.  The  convent  of  Capu- 
chins at  Klausen,  3  leagues  from  Brixen,  is  re- 
markable for  a  fine  collection  of  pictures.     Inns. 

m  r^  and  the  Elephant. 

I)  Coll  MAN  enjoys  a  mild  climate  and  is  sur- 
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rounded  by  a  picturesque  country^  interspersed 
with  walnut,  and  chesnut  trees,  and  vines  planted 
in  rows.  A  torrent  rushing  through  blocks  of  gra- 
nite adds  to  the  beauty  of  the  scenery. 

{m)  BoTZEN  is  situated  at  the  confluence  of 
the  Eissach  and  the  Talfers,  and  is  the  most  com- 
mercial town  in  the  Tyrol.  The  beautiful  parish 
church,  the  public  magazine  called  mercantil-magis' 
tratS'hauSy  the  silk  manufactories,  and  the  convent 
of  Gries,  near  the  town,  are  the  principal  objects 
of  attraction.  The  fairs  held  three  times  a  year  at 
Botzen  are  much  celebrated,  as  well  as  the  wines  of 
Leytach,  Leyfer,  and  Reustch,  made  from  the 
grapes  gathered  in  the  environs.  There  is  an 
excellent  inn  at  the  Posthouse.  Population 
9,000. 

(n)  Brakdsol  has  in  its  vicinity  volcanic  moun- . 
tains  of  porphyry.     The  traveller  then  proceeds  to 
Saium.    Inn.    The  Crown. 

(o)  Tbente  is  a  town  situated  at  the  foot  of  the 
Alps  in  a  pleasant  and  fertile  valley,  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Adige.  The  most  remarkable  objects 
are  the  castle,  with  its  pictures  and  gardens,  the 
cathedral  church  of  St.  Vigil,  the  fountain  in  the 
square  of  the  cathedral,  and  the  church  of  Santa 
Maria  Maggiore,  where  the  celebrated  council  of 
Trente  was  held ;  a  picture  is  shewn  on  which  are 
represented  all  the  prelates  of  this  council, 
namely,  7  cardinals,  3  patriarchs,  33  archbishops, 
235  bishops,  7  abbots,  7  different  orders  of  monks, 
and  14p6  doctors.  The  organ  of  the  church  is  large 
and  handsome,  beneath  it  are  well  executed  mar- 
ble basso  reli«vos.  The  traveller  should  likewise

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noCicQ  tb«  college  of  the  ci-devant  Jesuits,  the  col- 
lection of  scarce  manuscripts  in  the  convent  of 
protestant  Franciscans,  and  the  convent  of  the 
Ursulines.

Between  Augsbourg  and  Salzbourg  tlie  traveller 
crosses  bridges  over  tbe  river  of  Nymphcnbourg, 
the  Wimne,  the  Amper,  the  Glou,  the  Lech,  the 
Iser,  the  Inn,  the  Ab,  the  Traun,  and  the  Saale. 
The  road  is  pared. 

((f)  Etratsbovro  is  a  town  situated  in  a  large 
plain  on  the  Lech.  A  great  number  of  watches  are 
manufactured  here*  Dachan,  another  small  town, 
is  remarkable  for  the  beautiful  prospect  from  the 
top  of  its  castle. 

(b)  See  the  Picture  of  the  Principal  Towns. 

(c)  Wasserbouro  has  a  good  inn  at  the  Post- 
house.  The  river  Inn  gives  this  town  the  form 
of  an  isthmus  or  peninsula.  A  scarce  fish  called 
Waller  is  sometimes  caught  here,  weighing  from  10 
to  dOibs. 
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(d)  Another  road  leads  from  Stein  to  Frauensteio 
1  post,  Reicl^enhall  2»  Salzbourg  1. 

(e)  Sal£B0Urg.  See  the  Picture  of  the  Prin- 
cipal Towns.  Near  Waging  may  be  seen  the 
lake  of  that  name.  .From  Salzbourg  to  Inspruck  is 
9  posts  and  a  half.  From  Salzbourg  to  Berchtols- 
gaden  2  posts. 

(/)  At  Leobek,  a  town  on  the  Mur,  may  be 
seen  the  garden  of  M.  Eckenwald,  and  the  small 
house  where  the  preliminaries  of  peace  were 
signed  in  1797*  The  proprietor  has  erected  a 
monument  in  honour  of  this  event.  Vordernberg 
and  Eisenerz  on  the  Lintz  road,  are  remarkable  for 
their  mines  and  manufactories. 

(g)  Bruck  is  a  small  town  on  the  Mur.  Inn. 
The  Ostrich. 

{k)  Gratz  is  also  situated  on  the  Mur.  The  most 
remerkable  objects  are  the  three  larg^  and  beautiful 
squares,  (the  parade,  the  square  of  the  Carmelites, 
and  the  £»timarket ;)  the  imperial  castle,  in  which 
is  preserved  the  ducal  crown ;  the  court  church, 
the  beautiful  church  of  St  Catherine,  or  the 
mausoleum,  the  college  of  the  d^dcoant  Jesuits, 
the  library,  the  observatory,  the  museum,  the  state- 
house,  the  parish  church,  with  an  altar  painted  by 
Bintoretto;  the  two  columns,  and  the  great  convent 
in  the  suburb  of  Mur ;  the  Lamprechtsof,  one  of 
the  finest  buildings  in  the  town,  the  theatre,  and 
the  house  inhabited  by  Buonaparte  in  1797-  The 
ramparts  and  the  park  of  Rosenberg  are  delightful 
promenades.  The  most  beautiful  quarter  of  Gratz 
IS  the  suburb  of  Jacomini.     In  the  environs  is  the

beaiUiful  castle  of  {Iggenberg,  the  castle  of  the 
CouQt  Herbesdorff,  and  the  baths  of  Tobel.  The 
garden  of  Meerschein  is  a  favoarite  place  of  resort 
The  amusemonts  at  Grat^  consist  of  plays,  masked 
baUSf  and  fouU  baiting.  Gratz  has  extensive  brew- 
eries, and  numerous  maaufactories  of  silks,  cali- 
coes, and  jron  aod  steel  article^,  particukrly 
scythes  and  sickles.  The  wines  of  Styria  resem- 
ble those  of  Italy,  the  best  come  from  RadkeRsbuvg 
nd  its  environs.  The  turkeys  and  capons  of 
GraUs  are  celebrated;  mpie  than  10»000  are  annu- 
ally exported  to  Vienna.  The  Calvary  and  the 
top  o(  the  citadel  com«iand  fine  pisospecls.  Ina. 
The  Sun.    Population  30,000.

Description  of  the  Road. 

[a)  ScHWABUUKCHEir.  Between  this  place  and 
Mindelheim  may  be  seen  at  a  distance  the  pointed 
and  glittering  summits  of  the  Alps,  of  the  Tyrol, 
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and  of  Appenzell.  Near  Wurzach  the  Count  of 
Truchsess  in  1525  defeated  the  peasants  who  had 
revolted.  During  the  revolution  the  whole  country 
between  Augsbourg  and  Schaffhausen  was  the  the- 
atre of  the  campaigns  of  the  Archduke  Charles^  and 
afterwards  of  those  of  Moreau; 

(b)  Memuikoek  was  formerly  a  free  and  im- 
perial town.  It  is  surrounded  by  the  IHer,  and 
was  hastily  fortified  by  the  Austrians  in  the  war  of 
1805,  but  was  taken  on  the  15th  October  1815 
-with  9  battalions  and  10  pieces  of  cannon.  It  car- 
ries on  a  considerable  trade  in  linens,  and  has 
manufactories  of  worsted  stockings,  snu^  seiges, 
&c.  The  ci-devant  chartreuse  of  Buxheim,  a  league 
from  the  town,  contains  several  objects  worthy  of 
notice.  A  large  quantity  of  hops  are  cultivated  in 
the  vicinity  of  Memmingen.  Inn.  The  White 
Ox.    Population  11,000. 

(c)  The  road  beyond  Wolfeck,  and  near  the 
rich  convent  of  Weingarten,  is  paiticularly^plea- 
sant 

(d)  Ravensbourg  was  formerly  a  free  and 
imperial  town.  It  carries  on  a  considerable  trade 
and  contains  4,000  inhabitants. 

(c)  Stadele.  The  first  view  of  the  lake  of 
Constance  from  this  place  is  delightful ;  its  banb 
gradually  ascending  form  beautiful  hills  intersperwd 
with  towns,  villages,  and  monasteries. 

(/)  McERSBouRois  remarkable  for  the  episcopal 
palace,  the  school,  and  the  convent  of  nuns. 

Ig)  CoKsTANCB.  The  passage  across  the  lake 
tor  a  carriage  and  baggage^  with  fotir  boatmen. 
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will  cost  about  3  6r  4  florins,  and  30  kreutzers 
for  the  men.  Persons  who  do  not  ^ke  crossing 
the  lake  here,  where  storms  and  accidents  often 
occur,  may  go  round,  or  proceed  higher  up  to 
Ueberlingen,  where  the  passage  is'  shorter  and  less 
dangerous  than  at  Moersbourg.  The  Golden  Eagle 
at  Constance  is  a  good  inn.  The  church  of  St* 
Maurice  contains  a  Roman  inscription,  and  the 
convent  of  the  Dominicans  the  epitaph  of  Chrys- 
tolonu  The  cathedral  is  beautiful,  and  the  doors 
are  finely  sculptured.  In  the  suburb  of  Bruel  is 
shown  the  spot  where  John  Huss  was  burnt  alive, 
and  at  the  convent  of  the  Franciscans  is  the  tower 
in  which  he  was  imprisoned.  In  the  arsenal  is  a 
curious  collection  of  armour.  The  hall  of  the 
famous  council  of  1451  is  not  only  remarkable  as 
having  been  the  room  where  Pope  John  XXIIL 
and  &e  Emperor  Sigismund  met,  but  for  the 
beautiful  view  of  the  lake  which  it  commands, 
llie  traveller  should  make  an  excursion  to  the 
island  of  Meinau.  The  felchen  and  gctngeyUch 
are  a  kind  of  trout  found  in  tbis  lake.  At  the 
chancery-house,  and  at  the  ancient  abbey  of  Pe- 
terhausen,  are  numerous  scarce  and  valuable 
manuscripts. 

(h)  SiKGEK.  A  short  distance  from  Singen,  at 
the  top  of  an  isolated  and  volcanic  rock,  are  the 
ruins  of  the  castle  of  Hohentwiel,which  the  French 
took  by  capitulation  in  1800,  when  they  blew  up 
the  fortifications. 

(f)  ScHAFrHAUSEK.  See  EbeVs  Guide  through 
Smtzeriand, 

{k)  Waldsbut.  The  market-town  of  Zurzach, 
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formerly  so  fiuiKms  for  Hs  lutf  is  only  t#o  leagues 
from  Waldsliut. 

(/)  LAUFBBBOirRO.  The  fall  of  the  Rhine 
here  is  not  equal  to  that  at  SchaffhauteB.  The 
boats  are  let  down  by  strong  ropes. 

{m}  Rhikpbi^p.  The  Gwild,  or  Wiid  Strait,  h 
worthy  of  its  name.  The  Rhine  being  restrained 
between  rocks  resembles  an  impetooos  torrrait. 
Between  Rhittfolden  and  Bdle  the  traveller  passes 
through  Angst,  where  there  are  numerous  Roman 
.antiquities. 

(a)  Balb.  See  Ebeta  Gniie  tkr&tigk  Sv/itztr-

Another  road  passes  through  Mindelfaeim^ 
Memmingen,  and  Leutkircb.  Wangen  to  Lindau 
9  posts. 

(«)  Kaupbburbn  was  formerly  an  imperial 
town.  It  contains  6',000  inhabitants^  and  has  ma- 
""^^^"j^^  of  linens  and  fustians.  The  d-^toaii 
•^bbey  of  Yrsce  is  sHimted  very  near  the  town. 
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[b)  Kemptek,  situated  on  the  Illcr,  was  for- 
merly a  free  and  imperial  town,  but  it  now  belongs 
to  Bavaria.  The  parish  church,  and  the  buildings 
of  the  convent  of  St.  Hildegarde,  forming  a  small 
town  on  the  side  of  the  first,  are  the  principal  objects 
of  attraction.  Kempten  contains  about  3,000  in- 
habitants, who  carry  on  a  trade  in  linens. 

(c)  WaUGjsK,  formerly  a  free  and  imperial 
town,  but  now  a  to^m  of  Bavaria,  has  numerous 
paper-mills.  The  red  wines  made  in  the  environs 
are  in  high  estimatio».  The  road  from  this  place 
to  Lindau  is  mountainous,  and  abounds  with  forests 
and  ruins  of  ancient  castles,  picturesquely  situated 
on  hills. 

(J)  Lindau  was  also  a  free  and  imperial  town, 
and  was  called  Little  Venice.  The  v^ooden  bridge 
300  feet  in  length,  the  church  of  St  Stephen,  and 
the  buildings  of  the  abbey  of  nuns,'  are  the  most 
remarkable  objects.  The  Pagans*  wall  is  not  a 
work  of  the  Romans,  but  of  much  later  date. 
The  situation  of  Lindau,  and  the  view  from  the 
bridge,  are  very  beautiful.  Inn,  the  Golden  Goose. 
Population  6,000. 

(e)  RoscHACH  is  delightfully  situated,  and  well 
built.  At  Roschach  the  traveller  quits  the  borders 
of  the  lake.  Rheinegg  is  a  small  town  in  the 
Rheinthal.  Arbon  was  known  to  the  Romans 
under  the  name  of  Arbor  Felix.

The  traveller  crosses  bridges  over  the  Danube, 
the  Altmiihl,  the  Rednitz,  and  the  Pegnitz. 

(a)  Don'Xwerth  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  Danube.  See  No.  l6.  The  road  is  paved  as 
far  as  Pleinfeld. 

(b)  At  MoNHEiM  the  road  is  bordered  by  large 
ponds  and  beautiful  forests.  The  ci-devant  convent 
of  Kaysersheim  is  pleasantly  situated. 

(c)  The  entrance  to  the  small  town  of  Ellingen 
is  very  beautiful.    The  castle  is  a  fine  building. 

(d)  At  Pleinfeld  the  roads  are  sandy,  and 
bounded  by  forests  of  pine-trees ;  at  the  extremity 
of  the  hillsy  on  the  right  and  left,  are  several  coo- 
vents,  castles,  &c. 

(e)  ScHWABACH,  near  the  Rednitz,  is  famous 
for  its  manufactories  of  needles.  The  town  is 
well  built.  The  grand  altar  of  the  parish  church 
is  ornamented  with  beautiful  pictures  by  Wolge- 
muth.  The  house  of  correction  is  a  fine  building. 
The  linen  and  cot;|ton  manufactory  of  M.  Stunner 
daily  employs  more  than  700  persons.  During 
the  carnival  two  or  three  masked  balls  are  given. 
In  fine  weather  travellers  may  make  a  very  pleasant 
excursion  to  the  gardens  at  the  village  of  Haag.

(f)  Ahspach  is  a  town  on  the  R^nitz,  and  is 
reraarkable^or  its  castle,  the  church  of  St.  John, 
the  tombs  of  the  margraves,  the  college,  the  impe- 
rial Btate-house,  the  house  for  widows,  the  institu- 
tion for  the  education  of  poor  children,  the  bar- 
racksy  the  public  library,  and  the  beautiful  garden 
of  the  princes.  The  c^inet  of  medals  has  been 
sent  to  Berlin.  The  suburbs  are  well  built.  A 
club  of  freemasons  meets  every  Monday.  The 
castle  of  Triessdorf  is  three  leagues  from  Attspacb, 
and  is  worthy  of  attention^  although  not  in  so 
splendid  a  state  as  formerly.  This  town,  with  its 
principality,  was  given  up  to  Bavaria  by  Prussia 
i|i  1806.

Another  and  a  shorter  road  leads  through  Hof, 
Plauen,  Reichenbach,  Zwickau,  Altenbourg,-  and 
Borna.  The  two  first,  and  Zwickau,  are  com- 
mercial and  manufacturing  towns.  There  are  three 
clubs,  as  well  as  concerts  and  masked  balls  at 
Hof.  In  fine  weather  Hofeneck  is  a  favourite 
place  of  resort.  The  House  of  Brandenbourg  at 
Hof  is  a  good  inn. 

(a)  £rlak«en  is  a  town  on  the  Rednitz.  The 
principal  objects  of  attraction  are  the  castle,  the 
buildings  of  the  universityi  the  Lutheran  and  the 
French  and  German  protestant  churches,  the  in-^ 
stitute  of  moral  philosophy  and  of  the  belles  lettres,' 
the  library  and  cabinet  of  natural  history  belonging 
to  the  university,  the  musical  academy,  the  con- 
ceits in  the  month  of  November,  the  private 
theatre,  and  the  German  theatre.  Parties  of  plea- 
sure often  go  to  Bayersdorf,  Bruck,  and  Nuren- 
berg.  The  manufactures  consist  of  stockings, 
caps,  hats,  gloves,  and  glasses.  This  town  is  in- 
debted for  its  present  flourishing  state  to  its  manu- 
factories and  the  French  refugees.  Population 
8,700.  The  old  road  from  Erlangen  to  Bareuth 
vras  4  posts,  Gosberg  1,  Streitberg  1,  Truppach  1, 
Bareuth  1.  A  league  from  Streitberg  is  the  grotto 
of  Muggendorf,  where  there  are  beautiful  stalac- 
tites, and  a  waterfall  70  feet  in  height.  The  pre- 
sent guide,  M.  Wunsch,  discovered  this  grotto. 
The  new  road  avoids  the  bad  roads  of  Streitberg, 
and  passes  through  Creussen,  Pegnitz,  Hilpoldstein, 
and  Eschenau. 

(fi)  Baubbrg.    See  No.  9. 
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(c)  At  Rattblsdorf  the  traveller  crosses  the 
Maine  in  a  boat,  and  between  Rattelsdorf  and 
Oleusen  passes  through  the  village  of  Lahn,  where 
he  should  see  the  beautiful  grounds  of  M.  Lichr 
tenstein. 

(d)  CoBOVRG  is  a  town  on  the  Jesd.  The 
duke  possesses  a  fine  collection  of  prints*  Cobourg 
has  a  celebrated  college.  The  castle,  the  arsenal, 
the  church  of  St.  Maurice,  the  duke's  garden,  and 
the  two  libraries  of  the  college  of  Zieritz,  are  the 
most  remaricable  objects.  This  town  has  a  cassino, 
two  private  theatres,  masked  balls,  &c.  Inn,  the 
Swan. 

(e)  At  JuDENBACH  and  Grsefenthal  the  travel- 
ler may  regale  himself  with  excellent  trout.  Be- 
tween Judenbach  and  Cobourg  he  passes  near 
Koeppelsdorf>  where  there  is  a  manufiBM:tory  oi 
glass. 

(/)  At  Grjefehthai.  the  traveller  crosses  the 
forest  of  Thuringia,  which  abounds  with  romantic 
prospects,  foundries,  glasshouses,  &c.  Hie  road 
is  rough,  continually  passing  over  ravines. 

{g)   Saalfeld,    an    ancient  but   neat  town 
on  the  Saale,  has  manufactories  of  cloth,  mines, 
Sfc.  The  castle  is  delightfully  situated.    The  post- 
house  is  an  inn.    The  small  but  well-built  town  of 
Rudolstadt  is  only  3  leagues  from  Saalfeld  ; 'die 
castle,  the  stables,  and  the  collections  of  the  prince, 
will  amply  recompense  the  traveller  for  this  devia- 
^^ilJ^"*  his  route.     The  inn  at   Rudolstadt  is 
u.-      c  ^^^SK   Izwn  RUter).

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{h)  Ge&a  is  situated  on  the  Elster ;  it  is  a  com- 
mercial and  manufacturmg  town,  whence  it  has 
derived  the  name  of  Little  Leipsic#  The  harpsi- 
chords made  at  this  place  by  the  late  M.  Fredirici 
are  much  esteemed.  The  castle  of  Count  Beuss 
is  near  the  town.  The  baths  of  Ronnebourg  axe 
only  a  league  and  a  half  distant ;  an  exoeUent . 
paved  road  leads  to  them  ;  these  baths  are  delight- 
fully situated,  and  have  received  every  embellish- 
ment art  could  bestow.  The  new  house  of  the 
restaurateur  is  a  good  inn.  From  Gera  to  Jena  is 
5  miles.  The  traveller  should  visit  the  field  of 
battle  of  the  Uth  October  1806,  where  the  French 
destroyed  the  Prussian  army ;  the  road  is  sandy 
and  mountainous,  and  passes  through  beautiful 
forests  to  Ccestritz,  where  he  may  stop  at  a  good 
inUf  and  view  two  beautiful  gardens  of  the  Counts 
of  Reuss,  which  are  open  to  the  public. 

(i)  Zeitz  is  situated  on  the  Elster.  The  colle- 
giate church  is  remarkable  for  a  fine  picture  on  the 
great  altar ;  the  library  of  the  chapter  has  several 
rare  manuscripts.  The  old  castle  oalled  the 
Morizbourg,  and  the  church  of  St.  Michael,  are 
worthy  of  notice.  Zeitz  has  bleaching  yards,  and 
roanulkctories  of  serges,  buttons,  and  wax  cad- 
dies. A  great  quantity  of  madder,  as  well  as  of 
cucumbers  and  onions,  is  grown  in  the  environs. 
The  town  of  Altenbourg,  two  leagues  from  Zeitz, 
is  celebrated  for  its  castle,  where  the  window  is 
shown  thit>ugh  which  two  princes  of  Saxony  were 
taken  away  in  1450.  The  other  remarkable  ob« 
jects  are  the  garden  of  the  castle,  the  promenade 
round  the  great  pond,  the  neat  villa  and  garden  of 
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M.  Thummel,  the  institution  for  the  indigent,  with 
its  elegant  buildings ;  the  libraty,  and  the  collec- 
tions of  the  college.  The  Town  of  Goth  a  and 
the  Stag  are  the  principal  inns.  Altenbourg  is  a 
rich  and  commercial  town.  The  amusements  are 
the  masked  balls  and  a  pmate  theatre.  The  cos- 
tame  of  the  peasants  is  remarkable,  as  are  also 
their  marriages  and  other  ceremonies,  which  are  of 
very  ancient  date.

W  ^'^i>BUiiGiiAUSEN  is  a  well-built  town  on 
the  Were.     The  castle  and  the  town-house  are  the 
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principal  objects  of  curiosity.  The  Josephsherg 
is  a  place  of  amusenicnt  pleasantiy  skuat^  at 
about  half  a  league  from  the  town.  At  the  cofe^ 
house  of  Schroter  the  stranger  will  always  find, 
during  the  wioter,  a  good  deal  of  company.  The 
saltworks  of  Friedrichshall  are  in  a  neighbouring 
village*   Population  4,000. 

(c)  Meinungen.     See  No,  8. 

(d)  Salzungen  is  a  small  town  on  the  Nesle. 
It  derived  its  name  from  its  saltworks,  which  an- 
nually produce  about  128>000  quintals.  At  a 
short  distance  from  it  are  the  baths  of  Liebenstein. 

(e)  EisEVACH  is  a  town  on  the  Nesse*  On  the 
summit  of  a  lofty  mountain  in  the  vicinity  is  the 
dilapidated  castle  of  Wartbourg,  which  has  been 
the  scene  of  many  celebfated  events,  and  wiiich 
afforded  an  asylum  to  Ifither  the  reformer.  The 
warder  of  the  castle  keeps  an  inn  there.  Eise- 
nach carries  on  a  considerable  trade,  and  has 
several  manufactories  of  shalloons,  shags,  gloves, 
white  lead,  ribbons,  starch,  &cc.  The  ganden  of 
M.  Reese,  extending  along  the  heights  around 
Wartbourg,  is  worthy  of  notice.  For  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  route  from  Eisenach  to  the  baths  of 
Liebenstein,  see  the  Picture  of  the  Principal 
Towns,  article  Gotha.

(/)  Langensalza  has  numerous  manufacto- 
ries of  silks,  serges,  ^c.

{d)  DiLLiNGEK.  Between  Dillingen  and  Do« 
nawert  is  the  spot  where  the  battle  of  Hcschstadt, 
or  Blenheim,  took  place  on  the  13th  of  August 
1704.  In  constructing  the  paved  road  in  1780,  a 
sufficient  number  of  bones  were  found  to  form  its 
foundation.  The  tower  of  Blenheim  commands  a 
view  of  the  whole  field  of  battle.  The  greatest

Murat  established  his  head- 
quarters at  this  place  on  the  7th  October  1805, 
and  a  few  days  afterwards  it  became  the  temporary 
residence  of  Buonaparte. 

(/)  Saint^Poclten  is  a  neat  town  on  the  Tra- 
sen.  A  large  quantity  of  excellent  saffron  is 
grown  in  the  vicinity.  The  French  established 
their  head  quarten  at  this  place  the  Idth  Novem- 
ber 1805. 

Ig]  Vienna.  See  the  Picture  of  the  Principal 
Towns.  The  situation  of  the  rock  of  Thymstein 
on  the  Danube,  near  the  monastery  of  the  same 
name,  is  quite  romantic.  On  the  summit  are  the 
ruins  of  an  old  castle  where  Richard  1st.  was 
confined  as  a  prboner  on  his  return  from  the  cm*

(a)  Stokerau  is  famous  for  its  corn  markets. 

(6)  Hqllabrunn.  The  Stag  at  this  place  is  a 
goodimi. 

(c)  Jezelsdorf.  At  this  place  the  traveller 
enters  Moravia. 

(rf)  Znatm  is  a  town  of  Moravia  situated  on 
the  Taya,  on  the  frontiers  of  Austria.  The  prin- 
cipal objects  are  the  nunnery,  the  castle,  where 
there  is  still  an  ancient  temple;  and  the  rich  ab- 
bey of  Luka.  Murat,  having  been  informed  that 
the  convention  of  Hollabrunn  had  not  been  ratified 
by  Napoleon,  attacked  the  Russians  in  this  town 
on  the  7th  November  1805,  took  100  baggage 
waggons,  and  2,000  prisoners ;  and  killed  2,000  of 
their  men.  There  is  a  good  inn  in  the  square. 
Traveilera  going  from  Prague  to  Vienna  may  per- 
ceive in  the  distance  beyond  Znaym,  a  chain  of 
lofty  mountains  which  separate  Austria  and  Styria. 

(e)  Bud  WEISS,  situated  near  the  Moida,  has  an 
arsenal,  and  magajines  belonging  to  the  artillery 
company.  The  rich  silver  mine  of  Rudolphstadt  is 
in  the  vicinity  of  this  town.  The  Stag  is  a  good  inn. 

*  The  post-house  at  Schlan  affords  good  accommodatioB. 
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(f)  Iglau  on  the  Igla  has  rich  mines  and  ma- 
nufactories of  fine  cloth.  It  is  the  most  ancient 
mining  town  in  Germany.  At  this  place  the  tra- 
veller enters  Bohemia. 

{g)  Stein DORF.  In  fine  weather  the  traveller 
may  perceive  from  the  road  between  Steindorf 
and  Collin,  the  Chain  of  the  Sudetes,  or  of  the 
Riesengebirge,  and  may  clearly  distinguish  the 
lofty  summit  of  Schneekoppe,  although  the  dis- 
tance in  a  right  line  is  more  than  20  miles. 

(Ji)  At  CzAsLAU  on  the  Crudemka  is  the  tomb 
of  Ziska,  and  at  a  short  distance  is  the  field  of 
Chotusitz,  where  a  battle  took  place  in  1742. 

(i)  Collin.  Between  Collin  and  Planian  is 
the  field  where  the  celebrated  battle^  took  place 
between  the  Austrians  under  the  command  of 
General  Dhaun,  and  the  Prussians  under  Frede- 
rick the  Great,  who  was  defeated.  The  king 
took  his  station  in  an  isolated  inn  near  the  great 
road,  and  commanded  from  the  windows  of  the 
first  story.  Before  him  was  the  centre  of  his  ar- 
my, and  the  hill  where  the  attack  was  made.  In 
the  walls  of  this  inn  may  be  seen  the  marks  of 
cannon  shot. 

(Ji)  BcEHMisCHBRoDhas  an  excellent  inn  at  the 
Posthouse. 

(/)  Prague.  See  the  Picture  of  the  Principal 
Towns. 

^  (m)  BucHAU.  The  road  from  Buchau  to  Carlsbad 
passes  near  the  old  castle  of  Engelhaus.  The 
road  from  Prague  to  Carlsbad  has  lately  been 
altered,  and  the  descent  near  Carisbad  has  been 
obviated. 
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(n)  Carlsbad.    See  the  Picture  of  celebrated 
Baths.

(a)  Clumbtz.  The  castle  of  Count  Kinsky  is 
singular  in  its  architecture,  but  commands  a  fine 
view. 

(If)  KoNiGiNGRATz  IS  a  Well  bullt  town  on  the 
Elbe.  The  great  square  is  much  ornamented.  The 
cathedral  and  the  college  of  the  ci-devant  Jesuits 
are  fine  buildings.  The  Elagle  is  an  excellent 
inn. 

(c)  Jaromirs  is  situated  on  the  Elbe.  In  its 
vicinity  are  the  celebrated  baths  of  Kukus,  and 
the  fortress  of  Plcss,  or  of  Josephstadt. 

(rf)  Nachod  has  famous  mineral  waters.  The 
Lamb  is  a  good  inn. 

(e)  Reinrrs  has  paper  mills,  and  manufactories 
of  cloths  and  velvets. 

(f)  Glatz  is  a  town  on  the  banks  of  the 
Neisse.  It  has  a  citadel,  but  the  fortifications  can- 
not be  viewed  without  an  order.  In  the  parish 
church  is  kept  a  miraculous  image.  The  environs 
are  romantic.  A  considerable  trade  is  carried  on 
in  linens.  The  cabinet  of  Paintings  of  M.  Krause, 
and  the  botanic  garden  of  his  brother  the  apothe- 
cary, are  worthy  of  notice.  The  ci-devant  college 
of  Jesuits  is  used  as  a  hall,  where  the  club  assem- 
bles and  balls  are  given.  Near  the  town  is  a 
stone  quarry. 

ig]  FRANKBNsrEiir.  The  summit  of  the  ru- 
ined castle  near  Frankenstein  commands  a  fine 
view  of  the  mountains  of  Glatz,  of  the  citadel, 
and  of  the   to^i'^i  of  Silberberg.      The  citadel  is 
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partly  cut  out  of  the  rock,  and  is  well  worth 
seeing. 

(h)  NiMPTscH.  The  small  town  of  Wartha, 
celebrated  as  a  place  of  pilgrimage,  is  situated  at 
the  entrance  of  the^  mountains.  The  enyirons  of 
Nimptsch  are  delightful.  The  village  of  Vogel- 
sang,  the  park  of  Iseritz,  the  mountain  of  Kaffen- 
berg,  whence  there  is  a  fine  prospect ;  and  the 
village  of  Kosemitu,  famous  for  the  chrysopra- 
suses  found  there;  are  all  in  the  vicinity  of  this 
little  town.

(a)  NicoLSBOURO  is  a  town  on  the  frontiers  of 
Austria,  where  the  Austrian  and  French  plenipo- 
tentiaries met  in  1805  to  treat  respecting  the  peace 
which  was  signed  at  Presbourg. 

(*)  Brunn  is  a  large  and  well  built  town,  and 
is  considered  the  second  in  Moravia.  The  roost 
remarkable  objects  are  the  palace  at  Dietrichstein, 
the  beautiful  church  of  the  ci-devant  Jesuits,   the 
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convent  of  St.  Thomas,  where  there  is  a  miracu- 
lous Virgin  said  to  have  been  painted  by  St. 
Luke;  the  castle  of  Spielberg,  used  as  a  prison; 
and  the  quarry  of  marble  in  the  vicinity.  This 
town  has  manufactories  of  silk,  fine  cloths,  and 
hats  ;  and  holds  four  fairs  annually.  The  char- 
treuse of  K<£nigsfeld  is  at  a  short  distance.  Po- 
pulation, 1 6,000.  Austerlitz,  situated  five  leagues 
S.  E.  of  Briinn,  will  ever  be  celebrated  for  tjic 
victory  gained  by  Buonaparte  over  the  Emperors  of 
Austria  and  Russia  on  the  2d  December  1805. 
The  Russians  lost  about  45,000  men,  15,000  kill- 
ed, 7,000  wounded,  and  the  remainder  taken 
prisoners.  At  Austerlitz  is  a  fine  garden  in  which 
Kaunitz  is  buried. 

(c)  Olmutz  is  a  large  and  strong  town  on 
the  Alarsch.  The  principal  objects  of  curiosity 
are  the  cathedral,  the  town-house,  with  its  lofty 
tower;  the  Arsenal,  the  house  for  invalids,  the 
house  of  correction,  and  the  lyceum,  which  was 
formerly  a  university.  The  Emperor  of  Ger- 
many and  his  family  retired  to  this  village  in 
1805. 

Xd)  Frideck.      At  this   place   Silesia   com- 
mences. 

(e)  Teschen  is  a  town  on  the  Olsa.  The 
town-house,  the  college  of  the  ci-devani  Jesuits, 
and  the  parish  church,  are  fine  buildings,  TeSr 
chen  has  excellent  manufactories  for  fire-arms. 
The  small  guns,  called  Teschinks,  derived  their  de- 
nomination from  this  town. 

(/)  BiELiTz  is  a  town  on  the  Biela,  where  the 
2  N  3 
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traveller  enters  Gallicia.  It  carries  on  a  great 
trade  in  cloth. 

{g)  BocuKiA  is  celebrated  for  its  saltworks. 

(h)  Lb  MB  ERG.  The  road  from  Vienna  to  Lem- 
berg,  through  Eperies,  is  only  43  posts.  Lemberg 
is  a  large  and  beautiful  town  with  a  university ;  the 
cathedral  is  grand.  The  public  library  and  the 
convent  of  the  Dominicans  are  worthy  o(  observa- 
tion. This  town  carries  on  an  extensive  trade. 
Population,  SO^OOO,

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Description  of  the  Road. 

(a)  Neustadt  is  a  small  and  very  neat  town, 
containing  about  5,000  inhabitants.  It  has  always 
been  distinguished  for  its  patriotic  attachment  to 
the  Austrian  monarchy;  in  1793  it  set  the  ex- 
ample of  gratuitous  contributions  for  supporting 
the  war.  I'heresienfeld,  in  the  vicinity,  is  a  village 
of  elegant  appearance.  Near  Neustadt  is  a  large 
pin-manufactory  called  Nadelbourg,  This  town 
has  a  manufactory  of  china,  and  a  military  school. 
The  Golden  Lion  is  a  good  inn. 

(b)  ScHOTTwiEN  is  surroundcd  by  mountains. 
The  post-house  is  a  good  inn.  The  defile,  which 
is  naturally  strong,  is  defended  by  towers  and 
walls. 

(c)  MoRz^scHLAG.  A  marble  monument  at 
the  summit  of  the  Semmcring,  denotes  the  bound- 
ary of  Styria.  At  a  short  distance  are  the  remains 
of  the  entrenchments  made  in  1797.  From 
Schottwein  to  the  top  bf  the  mountain  the  travel- 
ler must  hire  two  extra  horses.  The  beautiful 
valley  of  the  Murz  is  much  celebrated.  The  in- 
habitants are  rich,  and  the  surrounding  mountains 
are  covered  with  handsome  houses,  towers,  and 
old  castles  in  ruins.  One  of  the  latter,  called 
Hohenwand,  is  remarkable  for  the  f^te  celebrated 
there  in  May,  in  memory  of  the  unsuccessful  siege 
made  by  the  Turks.  A  great  number  of  scythes, 
sickles,  and  tin  articles,  are  manufactured  at  this 
place. 

{d)  McBRZHOFEN,     The  rivulet  of  Stainzer'is

remarkable  for  covering  any  article  put  into  it 
with  stucco. 

(e)  Brdck.  Half  a  league  from  this  place  is 
Karpfenberg,  where  the  French  advanced  posts 
were  stationed  in  1 1^,  The  parish  church,  the 
old  castle,  and  the  barracks,  are  the  most  remark- 
able buildings.  I'he  Murr  begins  to  be  navigable 
for  boats  at  this  place.     See  No.  20. 

(/)  Gratz.     See  No.  20. 

(^)  Mahrbourg  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  Drave,  and  with  the  exception  of  Gratz  is  the 
roost  populous  town  in  Styria. 

\fk)  ZitLT  is  a  town  on  the  Roding.  In  one  of 
its  churches  may  be  seen  the  torabs  cMf  the  ancient 
Counts  of  Zilly,  and  several  other  antiquities. 
Neu  Zilly,  the  magnificent  castle  of  Count  Geis« 
ruck,  is  half  a  league  from  the  town. 

(t)  Laubacii,  or  Latbach,  is  a  town  situated 
on  a  river  of  the  same  name.  The  principal  ob- 
jects of  attraction  are  the  beautiful  cathedral  of 
St.  Nicholas,  the  interior  of  which  is  painted  in 
fresco,  and  in  some  respects  resembles  St.  PeteKs 
at  Rome ;  the  college  of  the  ci'devant  Jesuits^  with 
a  statue  of  the  Holy  Virgin ;  the  town-house,  the 
arsenal,  the  palace  of  Count  Auersperg,  the  library, 
the  cabinet  of  curiosities,  the  church  of  St.  Peter, 
in  the  suburbs ;  the  military  hospital,  the  surgical 
and  chemical  school,  and  the  canal,  cut  by  Joseph 
to  drain  the  marshes.  The  amusements  at  Lam- 
bach  consist  of  plays,  maske<l  balls,  ^-c*  The 
gardens  of  Auersperg  and  Eggenbcrg  are  delight- 
tul  promenades,  and  the  top  of  the  casde  coin- 
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tnands   a   fine   view.       The   Savage  is   a   good 
inn. 

[k]  Ober-Latbach.  Not  far  from  Ober  Lay- 
bach  the  river  Laybach  may  be  seen  issuing  from 
the  clefts  of  a  rock.  Idria,  celebrated  for  its  mines 
of  quicksilver,  is  4  miles  distant;  these  mines 
annually  produce  more  than  1 6,000  quintals.  The 
road  leading  to  them  is  very  romantic,  and  not  at 
all  dangerous.  At  the  entrance  of  the  valley  the 
traveller  will  be  asked  for  his  passport.  He  may 
afterwards  descend  the  well  of  Anthony  by  conve- 
nient stone  steps;  .he  must  then  put  on  a  miner's 
dress,  which  will  be  provided  for  a  trifling  sum. 
There  is  a  good  inn  at  Idria,  and  the  mineral 
cabinet  of  M.  Humbert  is  worthy  of  notice. 

(Z)  Adelsberg  has  a  good  inn,  called  the  Os- 
teria  Grande,  This  town  has  manufactories  for 
leather  and  for  kitchen  utensils.  It  has  also  a 
stud.  Karst  is  very  remarkable;  the  grotto  of 
Adelsberg  is  no  less  celebrated,  and  the  grotto  of 
St.  Madelaine,  about  a  quarter  of  a  league  from 
the  town,  contains  stalactites  of  surprising  beauty. 
The  castle  of  Lueg  is  a  curiosity,  being  enclosed 
in  one  of  the  grottos  or  caverns.  The  lake  of 
Zirknitz  is  only  four  leagues  from  Adelsbourg. 
The  Post-house  at  Sessana  is  a  good  inn. 

Nothing  can  equal  the  magnificent  view  from 
the  top  of  the  Karst,  over  Trieste,  the  Adriatic 
sea,  and  its  coasts.  At  his  feet  the  traveller  will 
see  the  garden  of  the  Hesperides.  The  custom- 
house is  at  Optschina. 

(m)  Trieste.  See  the  Picture  of  the  Principal 
Towns.     From  Trieste  to  Fiumc  is  5  posts.

(a)  NEirMARKTL.      Between   Krainbourg  and 
Kirschenthcur  is  the  passage  or  defile  of  LoibL 
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Two  pyramids  which  mark  the  boundaries  of  Ca- 
rinthia  and  Camiola,  denote  also  the  highest  part 
of  tlie  road. 

(b)  Klaoenfurt,  the  capital  of  Styria,  is  si- 
tuated on  the  right  bank  of  the  Drave.  The  most 
remarkable  objects  are  the  palace  called  the  Bourg, 
the  State-house,  the  new  palace,  the  military  or- 
phan-house, the  statues  of  Leopold  and  of  Maria 
I'heresa,  and  the  college.  It  has  manufactories 
of  cloths  and  white  lead,  an  agricultural  society, 
and  a  German  theatre.  From  the  top  of  the  Cal- 
vary there  is  a  beautiful  and  extensive  prospect. 
The  lake  of  Worth  resembles  those  of  Switzerland. 
The  country-house  of  Prince  Roseroberg  has  a 
very  picturesque  appearance.  The  garden  of  the 
bishop  of  Gurek  is  used  as  a  promenade  by  the  in- 
habitants of  Klagenfurt,  The  castle  contains  col- 
lections of  paintings,  minerals,  busts,  &c.  At 
Saalfeld,  or  Saalermoos,  in  the  vicinity  of  this 
town,  is  shown  the  marble  seat  where  the  Dukes 
of  Carinthia  were  foi-merly  crowned.  From  Vienna 
to  Klagenfurt  the  distance  is  20  posts,  and  from 
Klagenfurt  to  Inspruck  is  19|  posts.  The  Sun  is 
a  good  inn.     Population,  20,000.

(Jb)  LowosiTz  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Elbe,  and  is  celebrated  for  the  sanguinary  battle 
which  took  place  in  1756.  A  new  road  has  lately 
been  constructed,  which  passes  through  Laun  I 
post,  Bilin  1,  Tceplitz  1,  and  Unter  Arbesau  1. 
On  this  new  road  the  traveller  must  take  one  or 
more  extra  horses  at  Arbesau,  on  account  of  the 
mountains  of  NoUendorf,  which  he  passes  in  his 
way  to  Peters walde.  At  Zuck mantel  the  traveller 
will  enter  the  old  road  of  Aussig.  Kniegnitz  is 
famous  for  Hungarian  wine. 

(c)  Aussig.  Many  persons  take  a  boat  at  Aus- 
sig and  embark  on  the  Elbe ;  performing  the 
journey  by  water  as  far  as  Dresden,  sleeping  at 
Schandau,  and  occasionally  landing  on  either  bank 
to  view  Pilnitz,  and  the  surrounding  picturesque 
scenery  and  delightful  valleys.  The  town  of  Aus- 
sig, where  there  is  a  narrow  passage  along  the 
Elbe,  is  remarkable  for  the  beautiful  fall  of  that 
river  near  the  castle  of  Schreckenstein ;  and  for 
the  wine  of  Podskalsky,  which  is  made  in  the  en- 
virons, and  resembles  champagne.  From  Peters- 
walde  to  Dresden  there  is  a  paved  road.  The 
1  ost-house  at  Peterswalde  is  a  good  inn. 
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(d)  Dresden.    See  the  Picture  of  the  Principal 
"Towns. 

(e)  Meissen.  The  road  leading  from  Dresden 
to  Meissen  is  justly  celebrated  for  the  delightful 
landscape  by  which  it  is  surrounded.  Meissen  is 
situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe.  Inns,  the 
Sun  and  the  Stag.  At  the  old  castle  may  be  seen 
the  famous  china  manufactory,  said  to  have  been 
the  first  established  in  Europe.  The  cathedra], 
the  college,  the  bridge  over  the  Elbe,  and  the 
bridge  leading  from  the  castle  to  St.  Afra,  are  the 
most  remarkable  objects.  The  views  from  the  top 
of  the  castle,  and  from  the  mountains  of  St.  Mar- 
tin and  Blossen,  are  very  extensive.  On  these 
two  mountains  is  found  the  Saxon  cochineal,  or 
cocus  pohfdcvs, 

(/)  Stauchitz,  has  a  good  inn  at  the  Post- 
house. 

(g)  Wernsdorf,  has  also  a  good  inn  called 
the  Red  Ox.  Near  it  is  the  castle  of  Huberlsbourg, 
where  the  peace  of  1763  was  concluded.  This 
castle  is  now  used  as  a  com  magazine. 

{/i)  Wurzen,  is  a  town  on  the  Mulde.  The 
cathedral  is  the  principal  building.  Wurzen  has 
a  brewery,  and  manufactories  of  stockings,  linens, 
and  tickings.  The  traveller  passes  the  Mulde  in  a 
boat.  Machern,  the  beautiful  estate  of  Count  Lin- 
denau,  is  close  to  the  road ;  the  best  days  for  vi- 
siting it  are,  Sundays  or  F^te  days.  The  road  leads 
through  the  village  of  Borsdorf,  which  has  given 
its  name  to  a  kind  of  apples. 

(i)  Leipsic.  See  the  Picture  of  the  Principal 
Towns.

Description  of  the  Road. 

(a)  E1LENBOURO9  ^^  A  \zx^  hospital,  and  a 
castle  remarkable  for  its  antiquity.  Its  breweries 
are  celebrated. 

{b)  ToRGAU,  is  near  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe. 
The  principal  objects  are  the  church,  containing 
the  tomb  of  Luther's  wife ;  the  house  of  correc- 
tion, and  the  bridge  over  the  Elbe,  which  is  428 
ells  in  length.  In  the  environs  are  the  studs  of 
Gradiz  and  Doehlen,  and  the  field  of  battle  of  1  "jSO, 
On  the  steps  of  the  altar,  in  the  church  of  the 
village  of  Elsing,  Frederick  the  Great  wrote  his 
despatches  the  night  after  the  battle. 

(c)  Grossen-Hatn,  a  town  on  the  Roder, 
contains  numerous  and  extensive  manufactories. 
It  was  near  the  village  of  Zeithayn,  that  kii^ 
Augustus  II.  formed  in  1730,  the  celebrated  camp, 
called  Encampment  of  Muhlberg.  Four  pyra- 
mids denote  the  spot.  Inn,  the  Golden  Lion,  in 
the  square. 

(flO  BuDissiN,  is  a  town  on  the  Spree.    The 
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two  state  houses,  the  royal  caslle,  the  town- 
house,  the  two  aqaeducts,  the  cathedral,  and  the 
bridge  over  the  Spree,  are  the  principal  building?. 
The  other  objects  which  demand  attention  are  the 
town  library,  and  that  of  M.  de  Gersdorf,  the 
paper-mills,  the  foundries,  the  powder-mill,  and 
numerous  manufactories  of  cloths,  and  worsted 
stockings.  In  1S13>  Napoleon  obtained  a  victory 
over  the  Russians  and  the  Prussians. 

(e)  (tcbrlitz,  or  Gorlitz,  is  a  town  on  the 
Neisse.  The  cadiedral  is  remarkable  for  its  organ, 
its  lofty  steeple,  and  the  chapel  of  St.  George,  cut 
out  of  the  rock.  The  traveller  should  also  see  the 
public  library,  the  collections  of  the  society  of  sci- 
ences, the  promenades  outside  the  town,  the  Holy 
Sepulcjire,  and  the  reading-room  of  M.  Anton. 
The  cloths  of  Gorlitz  are  celebrated.  From  the 
top  of  the  mountain  of  Landscrone,  i  a  league  from 
the  town,  there  is  in  fine  weather  a  delightful 
prospect  of  the  adjacent  country  for  the  distance  of 
1 6  miles.  The  mountains  of  Koenigsheim  are  also 
worthy  of  notice.  The  baths  of  Liebenwerda  are 
only  five  miles  from  Gorlitz,  they  have  good  ac- 
commodation, and  are  much  frequented.  The 
charge  for  dinner  at  the  table  d'h6te,  is  34 
kreutzers,  and  for  supper,  17  kreutzers.  The  fol- 
lowing places  in  the  vicinity,  are  likewise  worthy 
of  attention ;  tlie  hermitage,  the  Carolinen  Tha), 
a  delightful  valley;  the  cascade  of  Weissbach, 
and  the  castle  of  Friedland,  remarkable  for  the 
basahic  columns  which  adorn  its  court.  Inns,  the 
Slag  and  the  Bear.  Population,  8,500. 
2  02 
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(/)  BUKZLAU  is  a  town  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Bober.  The  most  remarkable  objects  are  the 
orphan-house,  the  town-house,  the  church  of 
St.  Dorothea,  M.  Liebner's  flower  garden,  the 
mechanical  works  of  M.  M.  Jacob  and  Huttig, 
the  linen  manufactories,  and  the  brown  earthen* 
ware,  known  under  the  name  of  Bunzlau-ware. 
One  enormous  vessel  of  this  ware  which  was  mas» 
nufactured  in  1755,  by  a  potter  of  this  town,  con«> 
tains  30  bushels.  The  fountain  called  QaicklMnn- 
nen,  afforded  refreshment  to  Gustavus  Adolphus, 
before  the  battle  of  Lutzen.  Bunzlau  was  the  na- 
tive place  of  Opitz,  a  celebrated  German  poet. 
Population,  4,000.  There  is  a  good  inn  at  Gna- 
denthal,  a  colony  of  Moravian  Brethren,  •  half  a 
mile  from  Bunzlau. 

(g)  Hayvau.  The  Lutheran  church,  contains 
several  remarkable  tombs  and  a  good  library. 
At  Tscheschendorf,  half  a  league  from  Haynau, 
there  is  a  beautiful  £nglish  park.  The  long  street 
is  a  succession  of  villages  and  farms  extending 
four  miles. 

{h)  LiBGiriTz,  is  a  town  on  the  Katzbach.  The 
castle  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  buildings  in  Sile- 
sia ;  it  was  besieged  by  the  Tartars  in  1241.  The 
academy  is  likewise  a  fine  building.  The  other 
principal  objects  are  the  school,  the  church  of  the 
ci-devant  Jesuits,  the  church  of  St.  Peter,  and  its 
library ;  the  pictures  in  the  church  of  the  Holy 
Cross,  the  convent  of  Franciscans,  with  its  gardens ; 
the  great  square,    the  town-house,  and    the  silk 
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manufactory  of  M.  Schnieber.  Liegnitz  abounds  with 
agreeable  promenades.  From  the  summit  of  the 
Goldberg  there  is  a  delightful  view.  Two  leagues 
from  Liegnitz  is  the  village  of  Walstadt,  where 
there  is  a  convent  of  the  order  of  St.  Ben  net, 
containing  some  fine  pictures.  This  convent  is 
buUt  on  the  spot  where  a  sanguinary  battle  was 
fought  against  the  Tartars  in  1241,  when  a  Duke 
of  Liegnitz  perished.  On  the  road  from  Liegnitz 
to  Breslau  between  Lissa  and  Leuthen,  is  the  field 
of  battle  called  by  the  name  of  those  villages,  and 
celebrated  in  the  seven  years'  war.  Herbs,  to  the 
amount  of  more  than  100,000  rix  dollars,  are  an- 
nually exported  from  the  gardens  in  the  vicinity  of 
Liegnitz,  Grunstadt,  or  Warmbrunnen,  has  a 
sulphureous  bath  which  is  much  frequented. 
Inns,  the  Crown  on  the  Parade,  and  the  Golden 
Eagle.     Population,  7,000. 

(})  Breslau.  See  the  Picture  of  the  Principal 
Towns.  The  traveller  should  make  an  excursion 
from  Breslau  to  CEls,  4  miles  distant.  It  is  re- 
markable for  the  library  at  the  castle,  and  for 
the  rich  collections  of  antiquities  and  natltral 
history.  The  church  of  St.  John  contains  nume- 
rous curiosities.  The  public  school  is.  a  celebrated 
institution.  Two  miles  from  Bemstadt,  another 
little  town  in  the  vicinity  of  Breslau,  is  the  estate 
of  Munkowsky,  formerly  belonging  to  the  famous 
General  of  Seidditz,  who  is  interred  in  the  park, 
and  whose  tomb  is  ornamented  by  a  beautiful 
monument.

Description  of  the  Road. 

The  whole  of  this  route  is  a  good  road,  with 
the  exception  of  the  posts  from  Naumbourg  to 
Auerstadt  and  Weissenfe1s»  from  Berka  to  Vach, 
and  in  a  few  places  between  Saalmunster  and 
Hanau. 

(a)  LuTZBN.  At  Marckt-Ranstadt,  a  village 
near  the  road,  was  concluded  the  peace  of  that 
name,  between  Augustus  king  of  Poland  and 
Charles  XII.  A  square  of  glass  is  shown  on  which 
Charles  XII.  wrote  a  French  verse,  bidding  adieu 
to  Saxony.  The  environs  of  Lutzen  are  remark- 
able  for  the  battle  which  took  place  in  l632,  when 
the  great  Gustavus  Adolphus  of  Sweden  gained  the 
victory,  but  lost  his  life.  A  large  stone  on  the  left 
of  the  paved  road  leading  from  Leipsic  to  Weissen- 
leis,  denotes  the  spot  where  the  body  of  this  hero 
was  found.     When  Charles  XII.  with  his  army  was 
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near  Lutzen,  he  visited  this  place.  He  took  Gus- 
tavus  as  his  model,  and  always  carried  his  portrait 
in  his  pocket.  The  dethroned  king  of  Sweden 
likewise,  in  passing  through  Lutzen,  paid  homage 
to  the  place  rendered  famous  by  his  ancestor.  In 
1813  Napoleon  defeated  the  Russians  and  Prus- 
sians near  this  town.  The  post  stations  at  Lutzen 
and  Weissenfels  were  only  established  -in  April 
1801,  and  since  1804  the  road  has  passed  through 
Weimar,  instead  of  through  Buttelstadt. 

(b)  Weissenfels,  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Saale,  is  a  neat  to^n,  where  there  are  several  ma- 
nufactories of  starch,  cotton  stockings,  laces,  and 
jewellery.  The  castle,  the  church,  containing  se- 
veral tombs ;  the  salmon  fishery,  and  the  bridge 
over  the  Saale,  are  all  worthy  of  attention.  There 
is  a  celebrated  society  of  school-masters,  and  a 
reading-room.  In  the  magistrates'  room  are  traces 
of  the  blood  of  Gustavus  Adolphus,  whose  body 
was  dissected  after  the  battle  of  Lutzen.  Between 
Weissenfels  and  Naumbourg,  the  traveller  passes 
near  the  ruins  of  Schoenbourg,  (beautiful  castle,) 
formerly  the  residence  of  the  famous  Landgrave, 
Louis  le  Sauteur*  The  Three  Swans  is  a  good  inn, 
Population,  TflOO^ 

(c)  Naumbourg  on  the  Saale.  From  this  place 
to  Jena  is  3  miles,  and  from  Jena  to  Weimar  is  2 
miles.  The  cathedral  of  Naumbourg,  an  ancient 
edifice  built  in  1027*  contains  numerous  curiosities. 
The  parish  church  of  St.  Wenceslas  is  a  fine 
building.  The  manufactories  of  stockings,  caps, 
gloves,  leather,  soap,  and  feathers,  are  celebrated. 
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The  great  fair  of  Naumbourg  commences  on  the 
25th  of  June^  and  lasts  15  days.  The  garden, 
the  Burger  Garten^  and  the  cofFce-house  of  £ich- 
hofy  are  much  frequented,  both  by  the  inhabitants 
and  foreigners.  The  winter  diversions  consist  of 
concerts  and  masked  balls.  On  the  28th  oi  July, 
there  is  a  procession  of  young  people  called  Kirsch- 
fest,  in  commemoration  of  the  children,  who  by 
their  supplications  in  1432  to  one  of  the  generals 
of  the  Hussites,  saved  the  town.  The  red  wine  of 
Naumbourg  in  some  degree  resembles  that  of  Bur- 
gundy. At  Naumbourg  aie  preserved  some 
lines  written  with  chalk,  by  John  Frederick 
the  magnanimous  Elector  of  Saxony,  who  was 
made  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Muhlberg  and  con- 
ducted to  Naumbourg.  The  proprietor  of  the 
house  where  they  are  kept,  has  had  them  framed. 

The  baths  of  Bibra  which  are  much  frequented, 
are  only  a  short  distance  from  Naumbourg.  They 
were  well  known  as  far  back  as  l6dO,  and  were 
embellished  in  1777-  Inns,  the  Po^t-house,  and 
the  Cuirasse. 

{d)  AuERSTADT.  Between  this  place  and 
Naumbourg,  the  traveller  passes  the  mountain  of 
Kaussen,  a  market  town  where  there  are  salt-works. 
The  valley  through  which  the  Saale  flows,  has  a 
delightful  appearance.  Schul-Pforta,  a  celebrated 
college,  is  pleasantly  situated  by  the  side  of  the 
roaiL.  The  Post-house  at  Auerstadt  is  a  good 
inn.  Travellers  who  have  carriages  generally  stop 
at  Ober-Eisen. 

W  ERroar,  is.  remarkable  for  its  fortress  on 
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the  P«tersberg,  and  for  the  secularized  convent 
formerly  belonging  to  the  Bemardines,  in  which  is 
shown  the  tomb  of  the  famous  Count  of  Gleichen, 
who  according   to  tradition    was  inhumed  there 
with  his  two  wives.     The  clock  of  the  cathedral  at 
Erfurt  weighs  275  cwt.     The  Orphan-house,  for- 
merly the  monastery  of  the  Augustines,  is  famous 
for  the  cell  of  Luther^  who  resided  in  it  from  1 505 
to  1512.     The  other  objects  of  interest  are  the  li- 
brary of  the  university,  the  library  and  museum  of 
the  imperial  academy,  the  library  of  the  Scotch 
Benedictines,  who  likewise  possess  a  cabinet   of 
philosophical  and  mathematical  instruments;  the 
cabinet  of  natural  history  of  the  orphan-house,  and 
the  library  belonging  to  the  vicar.     There  is  a 
German  theatre  at  Erfurt,  and  a  private  theatre  in 
the  vicinity.    This  town  has  manufactories  of  wool 
and  leather.     Parties  of  pleasure  are  made  to  the 
villages  of  Stetten,  Hochheim,  and  Molsdorf.  The 
inns  are,  the  Roman  Emperor,  and  the  White 
Horse.     Erfurt  is  3  miles  from  Gotha,  4  from 
Laogensalsm,   2  from  Amstadt,  and  3  from  Wei- 
mar.    Persons  who  wish  to  see  Molsdorf,  and  the 
colony  of   Moravians  at  Neu  Dietendorf,    may 
pass  through  these  two  villages  in  their  way  from 
Erfurt  to  Gotha,  and  vke  versd  ;  forming  a  devia- 
tion of  about  two  leagues.     From  Erfurt  to  Lan- 
gensalza  is  4  miles,  and  to  Weissensee  3  miles. 

(/)  Gotha. — See  the  Picture  of  the  Principal 
Towns.     Between  Gotha  and  Arnstadt,  which  is 
three  miles  distant,  are  the  castles  of  Gleichen. 
The  Griffin  at  Amstadt  is  a  good  inn. 
(g)  EisEMACH. — See  No.  27. 
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(A)  Bbbka  is  situated  on  the  Werra.  Inn^  the 
Post-house. 

(i)  At  Vach  the  paved  road  recommences* 

{k)  FuLDE. — If  the  traveller  does  not  reach 
Fulde  or  Gelnhausen,  he  will  find  good  accommo- 
dation in  the  post-house  at  Saalmunster  and  at 
Schluchtem.  Aj  the  post-house  at  Fulde,  and  at 
Hiinefeld,  the  traveller  may  purchase  bottles  of 
Johannisberg  wine. 

(/)  Gelkhausen  has  a  good  inn  at  the  post- 
house  of  Hesse. 

(m)  Hanau.— See  No.  l6.  The  traveller  may 
pass  from  Hanau  to  Frankfort,  through  Philipps- 
ruhe  and  Wilhelmsbad,  by  making  a  slight  devia- 
tion from  the  road,  and  paying  30  kreutzers  extra 
for  each  horse. 

(ii)  Frakkfokt.— See  the  Picture  of  the  Prin- 
cipal Towns. 

At  Schluchtem  and  Gelnhausen  there  arc  Im- 
perial and  Hessian  post  stations,  and  by  a  kte  re- 
gulation, persons  going  to  Frankfort  must  employ 
Hessian  post-horses,  and  coming  from  Frankfort 
Imperial  post-horses.

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Description  of  the  Road. 

{a)  ToROAU.— See  No.  47- 

(h)  MuHLROSE. — ^This  little  town  is  the  central 
point  of  the  canal  cut  by  Frederick  William. 

(c)  Frankfort  on  the  Oder. — See  the  Pic- 
ture of  the  Principal  Towns.  The  king  has  pre- 
sented to  the  university  of  Frankfort  the  philoso- 
phical cabinet  of  the  late  Dr.  Mayer  of  Berlin. 

{(i)  CusTRiN  is  a  very  strong  town,  on  the  Oder. 
The  arsenals  and  magazines  are  worthy  of  notice. 
The  field  of  battle  of  Zorndorf  is  only  a  mile  from 
this  town. 

(e)  Stargard  is  situated  on  the  Inn.  The  cu- 
pola of  the  church  of  St.  Mary  is  supposed  to  be 
the  loftiest  in  Germany.  The  best  inn  is  the  Three 
Crowns  near  the  post-house.  The  review  which 
generally  takes  place  in  this  town  about  midsum* 
mer,  attracts  much  company. 

(/)  Stolpe  is  a  town  on  the  river  of  the  same 
name.  The  town-house  and  the  house  for  cadets, 
deserve  attention,  but  Stolpe  is  most  remarkable  for 
the  pits  of  yellow  amber  in  its  vicinity.  T^e  ware- 
houses of  the  merchants  abound  with  amber  ar- 
ticles, boxes,  figures,  etuis,  corals,  and  perfumery. 

(g)  Dantzic  is  situated  on  the  Vistula.  The 
principal  objects  a^e  the  harbour  and  the  fortifica- 
tions. This  town  carries  on  an  extensive  trade  in 
tallow,  wool,  leather,  wax,  timber,  honey,  flax, 
hemp,  pot-ash,  and  com.  It  has  manufactories  of 
woollen  cloth,  saltpetre,  pot-ash.  and  hardware. 
Population,  36,000. 
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No.  51.

(rf)  QuEDLiNBOURO. — ^Thc  castlc  was  inhabited 
by  the  Abbess,  before  the  secularization  of  1803. 
The  church  contains  some  curious  relics,  such  as  a 
Roman  vase,  presented  by  Otho  the  Great,  and  said 
to  have  been  one  of  the  pitchers  used  at  the  mar- 
riage in  Cana ;  the  tom1>s  of  the  Emperor  Henry 
I.,  and  of  the  Empress  Matilda,  and  the  body  of 
the  Countess  Aurora  of  Kcenigmark,  who,  accord- 
ing to  Voltaire,  was  the  most  amiable  woman  of 
her  time.  The  traveller  should  likewise  see  the 
town- house,  the  mineral  fountain  near  the  town, 
and  the  library,  in  which  is  preserved  the  cage, 
used  as  a  dungeon  for  Count  Reinstein,  and  for  the 
conspirators  against  Otho  the  Great.  This  town

(e)HALBERSTADTisafineto\vnontheHoltzemrae. 
The  most  remarkable  objects  are  the  cathedral,  the 
court  of  St.  Peter,  the  church  of  Notre-Dame,  the 
synagogue,  the  literary  society,  the  libraries  of  the 
church  of  St.  Mary,  of  the  church  of  St.  Martin, 
of  the  Franciscans,  of  the  government,  and  of  the 
cathedral.     The  latter  contains  a  manuscript  on 
parchment  by  Priscien^  and  several  notes  of  Lu« 
ther's.    This  town  has  manufactories  of  wool,  linen, 
gloves,  pipes,   paper,  wax,  and  cobalt.

The  prin- 
cipal attractions  are  the  Opera-house,  the  King's 
Stables,  the  castle  church,  the  cannon  foundry,

(a)  TiEDENWiBSEN. — ^TBc  foad  in  the  vicinity 
of  this  place  is  well  paved, 

(b^  EiMBECK  has  several  manufactories,  and 
some  breweries,  where  excellent  small  beer  is  made. 
From  Eimbeck  to  Hameln  is  51  miles,  namely,  2 
to  Wikensee,  and  3  J  to  Hameln.  Near  the  village 
of  Hagen  Osen,  there  is  a  fine  prospect  of  the 
Woser. 

(c)  NoRDHEiM. — The  parish  church  is  remark- 
able for  the  size  of  its  organ.  A  large  quantity  of 
tobacco  is  grown  in  the  vicinity.

{d)  GoTTiNGEN  is  a  fine  town,  situated  near 
the  Lesse.  The  six  churches,  the  observatory,  the 
anatomical  theatre,  and  the  botanical  garden,  arc 
worthy  of  attention.  The  houses  of  Messrs.  Die- 
terich  and  Graezel,  are  the  finest  buildings. 

The  literary  establishments  are  the  university, 
founded  in  17^4-;  the  royal  society  of  sciences, 
and  German  literature,  the  historical  institute,  the 
preacher's  school,  the  college  for  theological  dis- 
quisitions, the  pastor's  institute,  and  the  phiblogi- 
cal  school.  The  travellers  should  likewise  notice 
the  library  of  the  university,  the  most  valuable  and 
extensive  in  Germany,  containing  120,000  vo- 
lumes ;  the  libraries  of  several  professors,  the  aca- 
demical museum,  consisting  of  curiosities  in  natu- 
ral history,  Sic;  the  cabinet  of  natural  history 
of  M.  Blumenthal,  together  with  his  collection 
^if  ^"J/^'  perhaps  the  most  complete  in  Europe ; 
the  gallery  of  pictures,  and  collection  of  prints  be- 
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longing  to  the  university,  the  collection  of  mathe- 
matical instruments  at  the  observatory,  the  collec- 
tion of  models  and  machines  at  the  university,  and 
the  philosophical  cabinet  of  the  late  M.  Lichten- 
berg,  now  united  to  that  of  the  university. 

The  principal  promenade  in  the  town  is  on  the 
ramparts,  but  excursions  may  be  made  to  the 
paper  mill  near  Wende,  to  Kirschlingrcedeffeld, 
to  Povent,  to  Ncerdten,  to  the  picturesque  ruins  of 
Hanstein,  about  5  hours'  walk  from  Gottingen,  and 
two  from  Witzenhauzen,  to  the  ruins  of  the  castle 
of  Plesse,  to  the  Hardenberg,  to  the  Presspan- 
miihle,  and  to  the  ruins  of  Gleichen.

(b)  Haarbourg  is  situated  opposite  to  Uam- 
bourg. It  has  bleaching  grounds,  and  manufac- 
tories of  starch,  woollens,  ribbons,  and  sugar.  It 
also  carries  on  a  considerable  trade  in  masts,  tim- 
ber, and  casks.  Two  packet  boats,  called  Passa- 
gier-Ever^  set  out  daily  from  Haarbourg  to  Ham- 
bourg  at  stated  hours.

{d)  Artlenbourg  has  a  good  inn  at  the 
Post-house.  The  roads  in  its  vicinity  are  sandy.

Description  of  the  Road, 

The  road  in  the  vicinity  of  Osterode  and 
Scharssfels  is  not  good.  Strangers  viho  have  Eng- 
lish carriages  will  do  well  to  go  through  Gottingen 
and  Huderstadt  to  Nordhausen,  or  to  take  the 
preferable  road  of  Brunswick^  Halberstadt,  and 
Hall. 

(a)  NoRDHEiM.     See  No.  53. 

(6)  Osterode.  See  the  Journey  to  the  Hara 
and  the  Brocken. 

(c)  NoRDHAUSEN  was  formerly  an  imperial, 
but  now  a  Prussian  town.  Two  pictures  by 
Lucas  Cranach  in  the  church  of  St.  Blaise,  and 
the  h'brary  of  the  ci-devant  convent  of  Hemmels- 
garten,  are  the  principal  objects  worthy  of  notice. 
The  breweries  and  the  brandy  distilleries  of  this 
town  are  extensive ;  and  a  lai^e  trade  is  carried 
«n  in  corn.     The  distillers   of  brandy  annually 
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consume  more  Uiaa  600,000  bushels  of  corn,  and 
with  the  husks  they  fatten  upwards  of  40,000 
pigs,  which  are  sold  to  the  iuhabitants  of  the 
Harz  £6r  10  or  12  rix  dollars  each.  Tlie  gum  lac 
manufactory  of  M.  Seidler  is  worthy  of  attention. 
Inns :  the  Roman  Emperor,  and  the  London 
House,  where  a  club  is  held.  The  oil  mills  aie 
on  a  large  scale.  The  Soirie  de  Martin^  in  honour 
of  Luther,  is  still  celebrated  at  Nordhauscn  and  in 
the  county  of  Hohenstein.  Population  10,000. 
Ilefeld»  celebrated  for  its  pedagogium,  is  only  a 
mile  from  Nordhausea. 

(d)  RosLA  ON  THE  Ilh  IS  situated  in  the  centre 
of  that, delightful  valley,  denominated,  on  account 
of  its  fertility,  the  goLicn  country.  It  is  inter- 
spersed with  villages,  ponds,  &c.  The  mountains 
of  Kyf  hausen  are  remarkable  for  the  ruins  of  the 
two  strong  castles  of  Rotenbourg  and  Kyf  hausen. 
Several  Emperors  of  Germany  have  held  their 
Court  at  Kyfkauseo.  TuUcda  likewise,  which  is 
now  a  miserable  village,  was  formerly  the  resi- 
dence of  the  ancient  Emperors.  Kyf  hausen  is 
1408  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  A  league 
from  Rosla  is  the  lake  which  dries  up,  or  the 
Hunger  See,  It  consists  of  a  hoUow  piece  of 
ground  which  scmietimes  dries  up,  and  becomes  a 
k^rtile  field,  and  at  other  times  suddenly  fills  with 
water  that  issues  from  a  neighbouring  rock.  Ex- 
cellent carp  may  then  be  cauglit  in  it. 

(e)  Sange&bausen  is  an  ancient  town.  The 
church  of  St  Ulric,  built  in  10S3,  contains  the 
tombs  of  the  Landgrave  Louis,    surnamed  the 
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LSper,  and  of  \m  wife.     There  are  saltpetre  and 
potash  works,  and  several  copper  mines. 

(^f)  EiSLEBBN  is  an  ancient  town  famous  for 
its  copper  mines.  The  church  of  St.  AndrG  con- 
tains several  curious  monuments.  Luther's  pulpit 
is  still  shown  there,  but  it  is  only  used  three  times 
a  year.  The  town-house,  the  roof  of  which  is 
copper ;  the  church  of  St.  Peter,  and  the  Insti- 
tute, founded  by  M.  Burgsdorf;  are  worthy  of 
attention.  The  house  where  Luther  was  bom,  in 
which  his  mantle,  cap,  &c.,  are  still  shown,  is  now 
a  school.  An  album  is  presented  to  strangers  for 
their  signature.  Two  leagues  from  Eisleben  is  the 
salt  lake :  from  an  ancient  Pagan  tomb,  at  the 
,  summit  of  a  small  hill,  there  is  a  fine  view  of  two 
lakes.  Eisleben  is  only  two  miles  and  a  half  from 
the  baths  of  Lauchstadt. 

[g)  Mersebouro  is  situated  on  the  Saale,  the 
cathedral,  a  beautiful  Gothic  building,  contsiinsthe 
bronze  tomb  of  the  Emperor  Randolph  of  Swabia, 
together  with  his  hand  which  was  cut  off.  It  has 
likewise  several  good  pictures  and  other  curiosi- 
ties. The  library  of  the  chapter,  the  town-house, 
the  palace  of  Count  Zech,  the  pheasant  walk,  the 
bridge  over  the  Saale,  and  the  castle  garden,  are 
the  most  remarkable  objects.  Four  fairs  are  held 
here  annually.  The  beer  made  at  Mersebourg  is 
famous  throughout  Germany,  there  are  three  sorts, 
the  Aubel  bier,  murte  bier,  and  lager  bier  ;  the  last 
is  considered  the  best :  26,244  tuns  are  annually 
brewed,  which  are  worth  60,000  rix  dollars.  The 
principal  objects  of  attraction  in  the  environs  are 
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the  baths  of  Lauchstadt,  the  beautiful  grounds  and 
garden  of  the  late  M.  Hoffmann  at  Dieskau,  the 
salt->works  of  Durrenberg,  the  lake  of  St.  Gothard, 
and  the  delightfully  situated  village  of  Bourg- 
Liebenau.  On  going  from  Mersebourg  to  Naum- 
bourg  the  traveller  passes  over  the  field  of  Ros- 
bach,  celebrated  for  the  battle  which  the  French 
lost  there  in  1757-  The  best  point  of  view  is  from 
the  hill  behind  the  village  of  Krampe.  A  column 
with  inscriptions  was  erected  there  in  1766.

Description  of  the  Road: 

(a)  Holzweissig.  In  the  vicinity  of  this  place 
the  road  is  sandy. 

(^t)  Dessau.  The  most  remarkable  objects  in 
this  town  are  the  prince's  castle,  the  stables,  the 
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biinting-house,  the  bridge  over  the  Elbe,  and  the 
biiihs  of  the  Mulda.  Those  in  the  environs  are 
the  dike  of  the  Elbe,  which  is  25,Ol6  feet  in 
length,  10  or  11  in  height,  and  <S0  feet  inthick- 
JiesB  at  the  base ;  the  Luisum,  the  Georgium,  the 
Drehberg,  the  intended  tomb  of  the  reigaing 
prince,  the  wood  of  Sieglitz,  remarkable  for  the 
monument  of  Count  Anhalt,  who  died  at  the 
battle  of  Torgau ;  and  the  temple  of  La  Simte,  a 
favourite  residence  of  the  Prince.  This  town  has 
manufactories  c^  cloths,  tobacco,  stockings,  &c. 
The  environs  between  the  town  and  Wcelitz  arc 
delightful.  Dessau  is  6|  miles  from  Halic,  7 
from  Lcipsic,  and  7}  from  Berlin.  Inn :  the 
Golden  Ring.     Population,  7,000. 

About  half  a  post  from  Dessau  the  traveller 
crosses  a  beautiful  forest,  which  is  Isdd  out  for 
stag-hunting. 

[e]  CoswiG.  In  going  to  Coswig  the  traveller 
may  pass  through  Wcerlitz.  At  this  place  he 
crosses  the  Elbe  in  a  boat. 

(d)  T&£U£KBRiEZEN  is  the  first  Prussian  cus- 
tom-house* 

(e)  Beelitz.  On  leaving  Beelitz  the  traveller 
had  better  proceed  direct  to  Potsdam,  as  horses 
are  not  always  to  be  procured  at  Saarmuad. 

(/)  Potsdam.  See  the  Picture  of  the  Prin- 
cipal Towns.  The  road  from  this  place  to  Berlin 
is  paved.

Description  of  the  Road, 

Many  persons  prefer  the  new  road,  which 
passes  from  Baruth  to  Dahne  3  miles,  Uerzberg 
3,  Kosdorf  3»  Grossenhayn  3.  This  road  is  two 
miles  longer  than  the  old  one,  hut  it  is  well  kept, 
and  there  is  a  good  inn  at  the  post-house  of 
Hersberg. 

[a)  Baruth  has  a  beautiful  church,  a  manu- 
factory of  leather,  and  several  foundries.  A 
league  from  the  town  is  the  glass-house  of  Clas- 
do^,  remarkable  for  the  manufacture  of  beautiful 
blue  glass.     The  post-house  has  a  good  inn. 

(b)  Elsterwerder  is  remarkable  for  the  gar- 
den and  castle  of  the  late  Duke  of  Courland. 
There  is  a  good  inn  at  the  post-house. 
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(c)  G&ossKifBATir.  See  No.  47«  Inn :  the 
Golden  Lion.  On  the  left  of  the  road,  between 
this  town  and  Dresden,  is  the  royal  castle  of 
Moiitzbourg.  The  traveller  should  see  the  gar« 
dens,  the  park,  and  the  pond,  with  a  remarkable 
decoy. 

(d)'  Dresden.  See  the  Picture  o£  the  Prin- 
cipal Towns.  In  the  vicinity  of  Dresden,  on  the 
spot  where  General  Moreau  was  wounded  on  the 
27th  of  August,  1813,  is  a  military  monument 
erected  to  the  memory  of  that  illustrious  general. 
On  the  4th  of  November  a  grand  funeral  service 
was  perfonned  at  Dresden  as  a  token  of  respect  to 
the  deceased,  at  which  all  the  Authorities  assisted^ 
together  with  the  Russian  and  Saxon  troops.  After 
the  religious  service  was  ended  a  procession  took 
place  to  the  monument.  The  urn  containing  his 
two  amputated  legs,  was  carried  by  Saxon  grena- 
diers, escorted  by  a  numerous  detachment  from 
the  ganrrison ;  these  troops  formed  a  hollow  square 
about  the  monument,  which  is  formed  of  a  single 
block  of  granke,  surmounted  by  a  helmet.  After 
consecrating  Che  monunient  the  am  was  deposited 
therein,  and  the  ceremony  was  terannated  by  re- 
peated salutes  (^  artillery  and  small  arras.'  Ge- 
neral Moreau  died  of  his  wounds  the  Sd  of  Sept. 
1813,  and  his  body  was  carried  to  Petersburg, 
where  it  was  interred  in  one  of  the  vauHs  of  the 
GathoJic  Church. 

At  a  short  distance  from  Dresden  is  the  fortress 
^f^^'^g^tcin,  where  there  is  a  very  deep  well 
^^^  *^  ^^^  already  descried  at  page  S^.  In 
tiHs  Castle  is  deposited  the  la*-gest  Wine-Cask  in 
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the  known  world  :  it  was  b^un  in  the  year  1722, 
and  was  finished  in  1725,  under  the  direction  of 
General  Kyaw.  The  length,  of  this  cafik  is  28  feet ; 
the  diameter  at  the  bung  26  feet ;  it  consists  of 
1 57  staves,  eight  inches  thick  ;  one  head  is  formed 
of  26y  the  other  of  28  boards;  each  head  weighs 
78  hundred  weight.  This  cask,  as  soon  as  finish- 
ed, was  filled  with  6,000  quintals  of  Meissen  wine 
which  cost  £6flOO  sterling.  It  contains  649 
hogsheads  more  than  the  famous  cask  of  Hei- 
delberg. 

Upon  one  of  the  heads  of  this  enormous  cask 
is  a  Latin  inscription,  to  this  effect, — **  Welcome 
traveller,  and  admire  this  monument,  dedicated  to 
festivity,  (in  order  to  exhilarate  the  mind  with  a 
cheerful  glass)  in  the  year  1725^  by  Frederic  Au- 
gustus King  of  Poland  and  Elector  of  Saxony,  the 
father  of  his  country,  the  Titus  of  his  age,  the  de- 
light of  mankind.  Drink,  therefore,  to  the  health 
of  the  Sovereign,  the  country,  the  Electoral  fa^ 
mily,  and  Baron  Kyaw,  governor  of  Konig^stein ; 
and  if  thou  art  able,  according  to  the  dignity  of 
the  cask,  the  most  capacious  of  all  casks,  drink 
to  the  prosperity  of  the  whole  universe.  Fare- 
well.'^  The  top  of  this  cask  is  railed  in,  and  af^ 
fords  room  sufficient  for  twenty  persons  to  regale 
theti^lves ;  and  several  sorts  of  large  goblets, 
called  welcome  cups,  are  offered  to  those  who  de« 
light  in  suck  honours.

Description  qf  the  Road. 

{a)  KoPENiCK.  The  traveller  should  see  the 
royal  castle,  the  bridge  624  feet  in  length,  the 
garden  of  Bellevue,  and  the  ganze  manufactory. 
The  road  leading  from  Berlin  to  Kopenick  is  bor- 
dered by  trees. 

{b)  Frankfort  on  the  Oder.  The  most 
remarkable  objects  are  the  churches  of  St.  Mary 
and  St.  Nicholas,  the  chartreuse,  the  town-house, 
the  barracks,  the  Hotel-Dieu,  the  bridge  over  the 
Oder,  280. feet  in  length  ;  the  monument  of  M. 
Kleist,  and  the  monument  of  Prince  Leopold  of 
Brunswick,  who  lost  his  life  whilst  endeavouring 
to  save  some  unfortunate  individuals  from  drown- 
ing in  the  Oder.  Three  fairs  are  held  annually  in 
this  town,  but  they  have  suffered  in  some  degree 
from  the  prohibition  and  importation  of  different 
foreign  articles.  The  commerce  of  this  town  de- 
rives considerable  advantage  from  the  navigation  of 
the  Oder,  and  the  canal  of  Mublrose,  by  which 
Frankfort  has  an  indirect  communication  with  the 
N.  Sea.  Frankfort  has  manufactories  of  silk, 
china,  telescopes,  pipes,  and  wax.  It  has  likewise 
•cveral  libraries,  a  university,  founded  in  1805 ;  a 
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society  of  arts  an(L  sciences,  the  Protestant  school 
of  St.  Mary,  and  several  delightful  promenades. 
The  inns  are  the  Three  Crowns,  the  Black  Eagle, 
and  the  Golden  Sun. 

In  the  vicinity  of  Frankfort  is  Kunnersdorf, 
where  a  battle  took  place  in  1759-  Frankfort  is 
Hi  miles  from  Berlin,  1}  from  Stettin,  and  33 
from  Breslau.

John  the  Baptist,  with  its  crucifix ;  it  contains  the 
body,  and  a  goblet,  of  the  I>uke  Wedekinde  ;  and 
has  a  tower  400  feet  in  height.  The  tomb  of 
Wedejdnde  is  in  the  church  at  Enger,  a  town  two 
leagues  distant.  At  Bunde,  2|  leagues  from  Her- 
ford, there  are  mineral  waters. 

(g)  Bielefeld.  The  churches  of  St.  Mary 
and  St.  Nicholas,  and  the  convent  of  Franciscans, 
are  fine  buildings.  BieleHd  is  famous  for  its  trade 
in  linen  and  threads.  The  finest  linen  comes  from 
JoKnllenbeck,  and  the  finest  thread  from  the  parish 
of  Isselhorst.  The  bleaching  grounds  of  Bielefeld 
equal  those   of  Harlem.      It   has  several  other 
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manu^tories.  The  environs  are  pleasant,  and 
abound  with  gardens  and  delightful  promenades. 
A  quarter  of  a  league  distant  is  the  estate  of  Pot- 
tenaUy  with  a  fine  garden.  Brakewede  is  a  favourite 
place  of  resort  for  the  inhabitants  of  this  town. 
Kottelbrinck  is  a  field  planted  with  linden  trees 
where  there  are  mineral  springs,  which  were  for- 
merly much  celebrated. 

(k)  LiPPSTADT  is  situated  on  the  Lippe.  Inn  : 
The  Court  of  Holland.  The  fortifications,  and 
the  house  of-  Jaques  Zur  Halle,  a  merchant,  are 
the  most  striking  objects.  Rosenthal  is  a  castle 
and  pleasure  garden,  a  league  from  the  town. 

(t)  Ha  MM  is  seated  on  the  Lippe.  The  parish 
church,  the  college,  and  the  bleaching  grodnds, 
are  the  most  remarkable  objects.  This  town  is 
famous  for  bains.

(e)  Marienbourg,  has  a  castle,  the  residence 
of  the  ancient  knights,  which  is  worthy  of  notice 
on  account  of  its  antiquity,  and  the  grandeur  and 
the  sublimity  of  its  architecture.  Unfortunately 
the  splendid  arches  have  been  destroyed,  and  the 
spacious  hall,  the  roof  of  which  rests  on  a  single 
pillar,  has  been  converted  into  miserable  cells  for 
weavers.  The  bridge  over  the  Nogat  is  539  ft*et 
in  length.  Near  Marienbourg  is  a  canal  called 
the  Muhlengraben. 

if)  Elbing,  carries  on  a  considerable  trade 
in  wood,  com,  Polish  wool,  pearl  ash,  linens, 
quills,  and  flax.  It  has  manufactories  of  starch, 
tobacco,  and  green  soap.  Ships  are  also  built  in 
this  town.  The  best  inns  are  the  Golden  Lion, 
and  the  Priace  Royal.  Balls,  concerts,  and  th« 
2.R3 
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German  theatre^  are  the  principal  amusements. 
The  college  library  contains  several  curlositjes. 
In  the  environs  are  the  following  places  in  delight* 
M  situations,  Geizhals,  Thumberg,  Haff,  Vogel- 
sang, &CC. 

(g)  Brauksberg.  The  college  of  the  ci^de^ 
vant  Jesuits  is  a  fine  building.  *  Between  Brauns- 
berg  and  Elbing,  is  Frauenberg,  where  the  tra- 
veller should  notice  the  beautiful  church  of  the 
chapter,  with  the  monument  of  Copernicus,  the 
room  he  used  as  an  observatory,  and  the  inscription 
relating  to  an  hydraulic  machine  by  which  he  raised 
the  water  of  the  Passarge  to  a  reservoir  at  the  top 
of  a  tower.  In  1 803  some  bones,  supposed  to  be 
those  of  Co|)emicus,  were  discovered  in  a  tomb 
in  front  of  the  altar. 

[k)  Brandebourg.  Most  of  the  inhabitants 
of  this  town  live  by  fishing.

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Persons  travelling  by  night  in  Hungary,  Sclavo? 
nia,  and  Transylvania,  sbould  pay  great  attention 
to  their  dress,  and  to  the  temperature  of  the  air,  for 
although  the  days  are  often  excessively  hot,  the 
nights  are  intensely  cold*  The  windov^s  of  the  bed- 
room should  be  shut,  and  exposure  to  the  air  in  a 
light  dress  at  evening,  should  be  carefully  avoided. 

Hungary  produces  excellent  wine,  very  Bne 
fruit,  good  beef,  poultry,  and  venison.  The  stranger, 
however,  not  acquainted  with  this  country,  should 
at  first  use  these  with  moderation.  The  wines  of 
Hungary  are  strong,  spirituous,  and  heating ;  and 
the  fat  beef  and  poultry  are  apt  to  disagree  with 
persons  unaccustomed  to  them. 

In  Gallicia  and  the  Bukowine,  the  inns  do  not 
afibrd  very  excellent  accommodation.  Travellers 
in  these  provinces  will  do  well  to  supply  themselves 
with  wine,  cold  provisions,  tea,  chocolate,  and 
blankets,  without  which  they  will  be  greatly  incon- 
venienced by  hunger,  and  find  nothing  to  lie  on 
but  straw.    ^ 

On  the  road  to  Constantinople  through  Hub* 
gary,  the  posts  are  not  reckoned  by  miles,  but  by 
the  distance  a  ca^elcan  proceed  in  an  hour.  Horses 
are  always  kept  ready  at  each  post  station,  but  the 
usual  method  of  posting  cea3es  at  Andrianople.  Per- 
sons must  then  agree  with  the  proprietors  of  horses 
for  the  remainder  of  the  journey,  and  this  is  of 
course  more  expensive.  Travellers  must  be  pro- 
vided with  passports,  and  have  one  or  two  janis- 
saries to  escort  them.

The  Kremnite  dticatfi  bear  on  one  side 
a  pomnit  of  the  Emperor,  and  on  the  reverse  the 
Virgin  Mary,  crowned  with  a  glory,  and  having  in 
one  hand  the  sceptre,  and  in  the  other  the  in^nt 
Jesus  who  is  holding  a  globe.  She  has  under  her  a 
crescent,  beneath  which  is  an  escutcheon  with  the 
arms  of  Hungary.  The  inscription  consists  of  the 
date,  and  the  following  words,  Fatrona  regni  Hun" 
g4Zrias  Constantinople.  In  Turkey,  calculations  of 
money  are  made  by  piastres  of  100  mines  or  aspres. 
The  jux^  or juk,  is  composed  of  100,000  aspres,  and 
the  bourse  or  chise  contains  500  piastres.  The 
bourse  ought  to  weigh  2,812)  drachmas,  and  is 
worth  nearly  1,000  francs,  or  41/,  ISs,  A>d. 

Pieces  of  Gold^-^The  sequin,  zermahboub  is 
worth  three  piastres,  or  about  Qs,  The  nisfie,  or 
half  zermahboub,  passes  for  a  piastre  and  20  paras, 
pr  about  4^.  6d,    I'he  roubbii  is  current  for  one 
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piastre*  or  about  Ss,  A  hundred  zermakboubs^  two 
hundred  nisfieSf  or  three  hundred  roubbies^  ought 
to  weigh  82i  drachmas.  A  (ewfoundoucs  are  in 
circuladon^  woith  about  5  piastres,  or  15r. 

Pieces  of  Silver.  The  alknioUec  or  piece  of  60 
paras  b  worth  about  4^ .  3(/.  The  grouch  or  pi- 
astre passes  for  40  paras,  or  120  aspres.  Is.  8d. 
The  zolotOf  or  izehie^  passes  for  30  paras,  or  90 
aspres;  theyaremlec  for  20  paras,  or  6o  aspres; 
the  rotibb^  or  oik,  for  10  paras,  or  30  aspres ;  the 
beslikj  for  15  aspres,  and  the  para  for  3  aspres,  or 
id.    The  aspre,  passes  for  4  maenkirs^  or  gindukj. 

The  coins  of  Turkey  bear  neither  the  portrait 
nor  the  arms  of  the  Grand  Seignior ;  the  date  is  the 
year  of  the  hegira,  in  which  the  Sultan  ascended 
the  throne ;  and  the  year  of  his  reign  is  likewise 
put  on  it  The  impressions  on  these  coins  are  ge- 
nerally ciphers,  and  Turkish  characters. 
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THE  PRINCIPAL  TOWNS. 


PRESBOURG 

Is  situated  in  long.  14^  46'  0''  from  Paris,  and 
in  lat.  48°  8'  50".     Population,  26,000. 

Remarkable  Buix^dings  and  Curiosities. 
-^Thc  parish  church  where  the  coronation  takes 
place,  is  remarkable  for  the  grand  altar,  on  which 
is  an  equestrian  statue  of  St.  Martin,  executed  by 
Bonner.  The  other  objects  worthy  of  notice  arq, 
a  fine  statue  in  the  chapel  of  Esterhazy,  by  Donner ; 
the  governor's  palace,  the  royal  chancery,  the  pa- 
lace of  the  commandant,  the  great  theatre,  with  an 
assembly  and  a  coffee-room  ;  the  public  granaries, 
the  barracks,  the  royal  mountain,  or  Koenigsberg, 
which  the  new  king  ascends  after  his  coronation  ; 
the  royal  castle,  with  a  splendid  staircase  ;  the 
house  Wachtlcr,  the  cupola  of  St.  Elizabeth's 
church,  the  palace  of  Bathiany,  and  in  the  suburb^ 
the  garden  of  the  prince  of  that  name.    At  Pres* 
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bourg  the  Danube  is  125  fathoms  in  breadth.  Tht 
city  is  divided  into  two  parts,  the  city,  properly  so 
called*  and  the  town  (the  Schiossgrund)  which 
belongs  to  Count  Paify. 

Literary  and  Useful  £1stablishments. — 
The  Catholic  Academy,  the  Lutheran  gymnasium; 
the  Normal  schools,  and  Schewiger  and  Weissen- 
thal's  reading  rooms. 

Collections  and  Cabinets. — ^They  consist 
of  the '  Kbittries  and  cabinets  of  Count  Ertloedy, 
and  M.  Somsitz,  and  of  the  collection  of  concho- 
logy»  belonging  to  the  apothecary  at  the  Red 
Lobster. 

Promenades  and  Gardens. — ^The  principal 
are,  the  promenade  to  the  island  near  the  flying 
bridge»  the  walk  to  the  mills,  and  the  parade  in 
'front  of  the  palace  Bathiany;  which  is  most  fre- 
quented by  the  beau  monde.  The  gardens  of  Counts 
^rdotidy,  and  of  Groschalkowitz,  are  the  most 
worthy  of -Mtention. 

AiiUSEMBMTs.— -These  consist  principally  of 
the  German  comedy,  the  opera,  musical  aca- 
demiesy  combats  of  animals,  public  bkllsy  and  the 
casino. 

£NvniONs.-*^e  castk  of  Lanachitz  is  remark- 
able for  the  beauty  of  its  rooms,  collections  and 
gardens.  The  castle  of  Esterhazy  is  «itual^  three 
leagues  from  CEdenbonrg,  on  the  banks  of  the  lake 
of  Neusiedel ;  it  is  a  large  and  well  *uilt  palace, 
J^ith  an  elegant  theatre,  and  delightful  gardens; 
''"^  "  ^he  presefrt  prince  gener^ly  resides  at  Eis- 
enstadt,  the  greater  part  of  the  frimiture  has  been 
conveyed  to ' tfrnt  placfe.    On  *the  benlers  ^  Ae 
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iakiB  ai^'t^Uatfs  for  preserving  the  wines  df  CEden- 
%o\itg.  'CEd^bbirrg  is  an  old  town,  but  in  its 
mtbuifbs  'are  'many  very  neat  houses.  It  Contains 
itfooUt  l!?,f)00'inl&bitants,  and  has  a  considerable 
trade^in  -Wihe,  cattle,  and  honey.

Population, 
i;500iOOO,  incfuding  the  suburbs  of  Galata,  Pera, 
{edti  Scutari,'aliQing  the  Bltuck  Sea. 

'R^k^ARICABLE  BtJILDrNO>S  AND  GimWftWlES. 

i— The  objects  6f  attraction  are,  Ist,  'the  great 
squares ;  the  principal  and  most  beautiful  is  that 
^f'fhe  Sultan  Achmet,  the  ancient  horse^ctnirsc,  in 
thfe  centre  of  nvhich  are  two  fine  marble  piUaCrs,' one 
"Omattienfed  with  hieroglyphics,  the  other  plain. 
Thdr  bases  consist  of  fotir  large  marble  globes, 
^resting  on  a  square  pddestal.  ^ti  this  same  square 
is  the  famfous  column  brought  by ^Constaiitiiie*fn>m 
the  temple  of  Delphos ;  It  is'fbrmed  of  thrte  !ier- 

Ejttts  intem^^ined,  arid  supporting  witfc  their  heads 
e  golVien  fripod  which  the  Greeks  oflfered  up  to 
9Lfo^o,  after  the  defeat  of  Xerxes.  This  monu- 
ment may  be  considered  one  of  the  most  atitherttic 
meraorwb  of  antiqmty.    The  square  of  the  Sultan 
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Buacet  is  not  so  large  as  die  first,  but  it  is  delight- 
fully situated  at  the  summit  of  one  of  the  seven 
mountains  on  which  Constantinople  is  bmlt ;  it  is 
in  the  high  road  to  the  sublime  Porte,  and  is  orna- 
mented with  several  fine  buildings.  The  fairs  held 
in  it  cause  it  to  be  considerably  frequented  by  mer- 
chants* On  the  square  of  Abia-Sultana,  before 
the  seraglioy  there  are  numerous  marble  coliunns 
lying  on  the  ground,  as  well  as  two  lions,  made 
from  a  single  block  of  marble. 

2.  The  two  ancient  aqueducts,  one  of  which  is 
covered  from  one  end  to  the  other,  and  is  bordered 
for  three  leagues  by  the  river  Hydralis.  It  may 
be  passed  over  on  horseback. 

3.  The  Bazars  containing  various  rows  of  shops, 
each  occupied  by  a  particular  trade.  The  gates  of 
them  are  shut  every  night,  and  a  guard  placed. 
Each  bazar  has  an  aga,  or  superiniendent.  The 
most  extensive  bazars  are  the  Bit  Bazar,  near  the 
old  sei^lioy  and  the  Sandal-Balistan,  opposite  the 
Furriers'  street. 

4.  The  Khans  or  Hans,  used  as  the  residences 
and  warehouses  of  foreign  merchants.  They 
bear  a  considerable  resemblance  to  the  convents 
of  Christian  monks.  They  consist  of  a  square, 
or  courty  surrounded  by  cloisters,  in  which  each 
foreign  merchant  has  a  sleeping  and  a  sitting  room, 
together  with  one  or  two  other  rooms  for  his  goods; 
below  these  cloisters  are  large  cellars.  These 
Khans  are  closed  and  guarded  during  the  night 
The  principal  Khans  are  the  Vizier's,  the  newKhao, 
and  that  of  the  Sultana. 

5.  The  Mosques,  which   aje  the   laigest  and 
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most  magnificent  buildings  in  Constantinople,  and 
are  remarkable  for  the  beauty  and  number  of  their 
columns.  They  are  almost  all  built  on  tlie  same 
plan,  with  a  dome  and  minarets,  which  arc  a  kind 
of  tower»  whence  the  inferior  Imans  call  the  people 
to  prayers.  Some  have  eight  of  these  minarets, 
forming  a  very  elegant  ornament.  There  are  ten 
royal  mosques  m  the  capital,  most  of  which  have 
something  demanding  attention.  The  principal  is 
St.  Sophia,  which  is  superior  to  all  the  others  in 
magnificence  and  richness.  It  was  originally  built 
by  the  Emperor  Justinian,  and  has  stood  firm  during 
several  earthquakes.  It  contains  more  than  three 
hundred  columns  of  vert  antique^  and  some  speci- 
mens of  its  famous  Mosaics,  which  have  escaped 
the  iconoclastic  fury  of  tlie  Turks,  Its  height  from 
the  pavement  to  the  cornice,  where  the  dome  com- 
mences, is  185  feet;  the  dome  is  from  40  to  50 
ieet  in  height,  and  54  in  diameter.  Its  annual  re- 
Tenue  amounts  to  more  than  50,000  louis.  Con- 
stantinople contains  altogether  934  mosques.  In 
some  of  them  there  are  schools,  and  in  others  bos- 
pitab,  and  some  aiTord  accommodation  for  pilgrims. 
The  laws  allow  none  but  Mahometans  t6  enter 
these  buildings,  but  strangers  may  see  them  by  a 
peipnifision  or  finran  from  the  Grand  Seignior, 
which  may  easily  be  obtained,  by  paying  ten 
piastres.  Ambassadors  with  their  suite,  when  they 
arrive  a^  or  set  out  from  Constantinople,  are  al-^ 
lowed  to  visit  the  mosques,  particularly  that  of 
St/ Sophia.  Private  persons  run  considerable  risk 
in  Mtisfying  their  curiosity;  particularly  during 
•ervicc  tio^e,     J^eaf  JC^ro  Capi,  or  the  sand  gate. 
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there  is  a  small  mosque,  to  which  a  church,  wm 
formerly  attached;  eveiy  Christian  is  forbidden, 
under  pain  of  death*  to  enter  the  street  in  which  it 
is  situated.  Near  die  mosque  of  die  SaUana  is  a 
remarkable  column,  principally  composed  of  bitu- 
men, and  under  it  are  subterranean  rooms.  The 
Greeks  and  the  Turks  have  an  equal  veneration  foe 
this  monument ;  they  pretend',  tiiat  in  the  vaults  are 
the  baskets  which  Jesus  Christ  caused  to  be  filled 
with  the  fragments  after  he  had  £ed  the  multitude 
that  accompanied  him  into  the  desert.  The  ter- 
race on  the  minaret  of  the  mosque  of  the  Fountain^ 
commands  a  fine  ^iew  of  the  harbour  of  the 'sea  c^ 
Marmora,  and  of  the  beautiful  countries  of  Asia. 

6,  The  Seraglio,  a  palace  sufficiendy  extensive  to 
form  a  town  of  moderate  size;  it  occupies! the  whole, 
space  where  the  ancient  Byzantium  formerly  st6od^ 
that  is  one  of  the  seven  mountains  on  whicli  Con- 
stantinople is- situated.  It  is  nearly  3*  le^ues.  ia 
circumference,  and  has  9  courts  in  the  interior^ 
most  of  which  form  lai^e  squares.  The  buildiogm 
which  are  very  numerous,,  are  covered  with  leaa» 
and  the  towers  and  domes  ornamented  with  gjlt 
crescents.  The  wall  surrounding  the  Seraglio  i» 
30  feet  in  height,  and  is  furnished,  like  ancient 
fbrdfications,,  with  batdements,.  por^-holes,.  ami 
tbwers.  This  waU  is  so  thick  that  a  man  ma^y, 
walk  on  its  summit  with  ease  and  safely.  la  thet 
part  towards  the  sea  opposite  the  arsenal,  are  two 
rooms,  the  windows  of  which  ave  furnished  with 
blinds,  whence  the  grand  Seignior,  who  often  re- 
pairs thither,  may  see  and  neajr  widiout  being 
observed  by  the  numei^ous  company  contiiuially

passing.  On  the  sea- shore,  likewise,  is  a  kiosk  or 
summer-housey  where  in  hot  weather  the  Sultan 
enjoys  the  benefit  of  fresh  air.  The  Seraglio  has 
nine  entrances,  only  two  of  which  are  magnifi- 
cent. That  towards  the  sqaare  of  St.  Sophia  has 
a  very  imposing  appearance,  and  gives  the  name 
of  porte  or  sublime  porte  to  the  Ottoman  Court  in 
all  public  documents.  On  one  side  of  It  may  be 
seen  pyramids  of  sculls,  with  inscriptions  denoting 
the  crimes  for  which  their  possessors  were  decapi- 
tated. The  number  of  persons  inhabiting  this 
immense  psilace  is  proportioned  to  its  size ;  there 
being  generally  10,000  souls  resident  in  it.  The 
number  of  females  in  the  Harem  depends  on  the 
taste  of  the  reigning  prince :  the  present  Sultan 
has  about  800.  According  to  a  calculation  made 
in  1798  the  revenues  of  the  Ottoman  Empire, 
without  including  the  two  millions  of  piastres, 
which  are  die  private  revenue  of  the  Sultan,  an- 
nually amount  to  77,580,000  piastres.  The  land 
army  consists  of  about  297,000  men,  exclusive  of 
the  numerous  troops  in  the  service  of  different 
pachas. 

7.  The  Old  Seraglio,  built  by  Constantifie 
the  Great,  and  situated  nearly  in  the  centre  of 
Constantinople.  This  building  is  the  residence 
of  the  sultanas  of  the  preceding  reign,  and  of  the 
sick  females  belonging  to  the  Harem. 

8.  The  arsenal,  including  in  a  space  about  three 
English  miles  in  circumference,  all  the  magazines 
of  Constantinople;  the  marine  arsenal  is  in  the 
suburb  of  Galata,  opposite  the  Seraglio.  The 
Captun  Pacha  resides  in  it.

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9*  The  enclosure  of  Dosmanie  .  Gghimmni, 
which  occupies  the  spot  where  the  old  cliurcll 
of  St.  Helena  formerly  stood,  and  contains  a  su- 
perb porphyry  blocks  supposed  to  be  the  tomb  of 
Constantine  the  Great 

JO.  The  Kestachi  or  Virgin  Stone,  near  the 
quarter  of  Saddlers ;  this  is  the  column  of  Marcian. 

!!•  The  strong  castle  of  the  Seven  Towers, 
used  as  a  prison  for  confining  persons  of  dis- 
tinction. 

12.  The  suburbs  of  Galata  and  Pera.  Galata 
is  the  principal  suburb,  and  Pera  is,  correctly 
speaking,  the  suburb  of  Galata.  In  these  two 
the  Christians  reside.  All  foreign  ministers  live 
in  Pera  ;  near  the  canal  of  which  there  b  a 
gentle  slope  commandiDg  a  view  of  the  greater 
part  of  the  town.  The  streets  of  Prra  are 
so  crowded  with  Christians  that  they  resemble 
those  of  a  Christian  coiuury.  The  Catholic 
church  of  St.  Maria  at  Pera  is  very  beautiful ; 
that  of  St.  Anthony  is  the  most  frequented,  but 
fhe  most  magnificent  of  all  the  Catholic  chiurcbes 
is  that  of  St.  Theresa  belonging  to  the  Emperor  of 
Germany.  The  best  inn  is  that  of  M.  bourUur, 
and  the  best  furnished  hotel  is  kept  by  Jacoba  the 
restaurateur. 

F£i£s  ANjD  Amusements.— The  grand  feast  of 
the  Turks  is  the  Beyranls»  which  corresponds 
with  the  Easter  of  Christians.  It  commences  at 
the  new  moon  after  that  of  the  Bamadan  or  Lent, 
and  is  announced  to  the  public  by  the  artillery  of 
the  Seraglio  and  the  sound  of  various  musical  in- 
struments,   The  popul^e  immeiliatej^  leave  their 
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work  and  tiiink  of  notbiog  but  divendon.  Seventy 
days  after  the  Great  Beyram  there  is  another  feast 
called  theLesser- Beyram.  The  Doralwas  arc  pijjblic 
f&tes  at  the  birth  of  a  child  of  the  Grand  Se^^ak>r. 
The  Tiriak  Ciarsi  are  the  jplaces  of  res'qrt  for  tbo^ 
who  indulge  themselves  m  the  use  of  opium,  a 
very  coomuoi>  practi<;e  at  thi^  city.  Some  take  as 
much  as  15  drachmas  at  once,  aiid  thus,  by  a  vo- 
luntary state  of  stupefaction^  abridge  dieir  days. 
The  coffee-houses  which  are  mostly  built  in  the 
form  of  paviiioDLS,  receive  air  from  every  side,  and 
afford  a  pleasant  retreat  for  loungers  of  all  descrip- 
tions. The  taverns  or  Mayhan^s  are  the  houses 
where  liquors  are  sold.  In  the  city,  atPera,  at 
Gala^a,  at  Scutari,  and  in  the  villages  on  the 
borders  of  the  canal  of  the  Black  Sea  there  aie  no 
less  than  1 2,000  of  these  houses.  The  most  cele- 
brated are  those  of  Galata  and  Pera,  to  which  the 
Turks  repair  in  crowds,  particularly  on  Fridays,  to 
enjoy  various  amusements. 

In  the  environs  of  Constantinople  are  a  number 
of  delightful  re3tiQg-placea ;  they  are  small  stone 
terrace's  jlaced  in  some  favourable  spot,  and 
shaded  by  a  plane  tree,  ^ear  them  there  is  ge- 
nerally a  fountain  and  a  stove  for  making  cofiee. 
An  inscription  indicates  that  they  were  constructed 
at  the  expense  of  a  charitable  mussulman,  who 
wished  to  receive  the  blessing  of  every  person  who 
reposed  on  them.  In  the  environs,  likewise,  the 
inhabitant  of  Constantinople  extends  his  sofa  or 
carpet,  and  enjoys  in  tranquillity  the  beautief  of 
nature  by  which  he  is  surrounded,  and  spends 
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whole  days  in  delightful  revery.  Al  Pera  and  at 
Galata,  die  Christians  likewise  amuse  themselves, 
particularly  at  the  charming  island  of  Princes. 
When  the  foreign  ministers  are  on  good  terms 
they  keep  a  company  of  comedians  and  ^Ve  con- 
certs, flutes,  balls,  &c. 

Libraries. — ^The  Abb^  Toderini,  in  his  work 
or  Turkish  literature,  mentions  13  libranes  or 
Kuttub-chans,  including  that  of  the  Seraglio,  into 
which  no  person  is  allowed  to  enter.  M.  Murr- 
hard  ^ves  a  list  of  35,  accessible  to  strangers, 
commencing  with  that  of  St.  Sophia.  I'hat  of 
Solimanie  Jamazy  holds  a  distinguished  rank ;  but 
the  most  admired  for  elegance  aud  taste  is  the 
library  formed  by  Raghib  Pacha,  who  had  been 
grand  Viaer,  but  whose  virtuous  and  patriotic  life 
was  terminated  by  decapitation.  The  building  is 
situated  in  the  middle  of  a  large  square  marble 
court,  and  in  the  centre  of  the  building  is  a  tomb, 
containing  the  remains  of  Raghib.  The  books  are 
arranged  around,  and  a  librarian  is  always  in  at- 
tendance. The  library  is  furnished  with  seats, 
carpets  and  cushions,  for  the  use  of  readers.  The 
room  is  very  light,  and  the  strictest  silence  is  main*, 
tained.  On  the  other  side  of  the  street  is  a  school 
founded  by  the  same  pacha.  At  Constantinople 
there  is  a  large  market-place  for  the  sale  of  books. 
The  reigning  Sultan  has  established  a  school  of 
engineers  at  Sudluch6,  and  a  marine  school  at 
Tarchan6. 

Commerce. — The   inhabitants     of    Constanti- 
nople carry  on  an  extensive  trade  io  drugs,  coffisc, 
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spices^  cjoth  from  Andriaoople  sixid  Salonica,  cam- 
lets from  Ansora,  rich  sashes  and  silks  from  Chio, 
cottons,  particularly  those  called  dimity,  from 
Alexandria  and  Cyprus,  printed  cottons  from  Orsa, 
and  linen  from  Merdin,  Mosul,  Bagdad,  &c.  The 
accounts  in  the  marketa  are  kept  ip  Turkish 
piastres.  Portfolios  of  red.  morocco  leader,  oma- 
ihented  with  gold,  sell  well  henc;. 

The  city  of  Constantinople,  exclusive  of  the 
suburbs,  is  four  times  larger  than  Amstcrdajn*  It 
contains  4»4>63  square  acres.  This  capital  at  the 
entrance  of  the  sea  of  Marmora,  presents  one  of 
the  finest  coup  d'oeils  that  the  most  vivid  imagina- 
tion can  coQceive :  its  elevated  position,  th^  va^ 
rietv  of  trees,  houses,  and  minarets,  the  entrance 
of  the  Bosphorus,  the  harbour  and  suburbs  of 
Galata,  Pera,  and  St.  £>imitri ;  Scutari  with  the 
verdant  hills  in  front,  the  Propontide  with  its 
islands.  Mount  Olympus  at  a  distance,  covered 
with  snow,  the  fertile  fields  of  Asia  and  Europe, 
the  modern  pavilions  and  the  numerous  boats  and 
people,  all  conspire  to  i^resent  prospects  of  astonish- 
ing beauiy.  The  strait  which  separates  Constan- 
tinople from.  Natolia«  is  a  little  broader  th^  the 
Thames,  at  London ;  the  ancients  called  the  har- 
l^ur,  the  Golden  Horn.  Boats  are  let  out  hei:c 
as  at  London  ;  they  are  all  carved,  and  some  of 
them  gilt.  The  Turkish  boatmeu  row  ex- 
txemely  well,  and  in  thi^  respect  &rm  a  contrast  to 
the  idleness  of  their  countrymen. 

A  stjcanger,  on  arriving  at  ConstantinopIe,will  be 
Struck  by  the  silence  which  every  where  prevails ; 
by  the  haughty  air  and  grave  deportmeni)  of  th§ 
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Mussulmen,  and  by  the  dmid  and  dejected  appear* 
ance  of  the  Jews  and  Armenians,  and  even  of  the 
Greeks.       This  contrast  is  so  striking  that  the 
stranger  may  easily  know  a  Mussulman  from  a 
raya  or  tributary  subject,  without  being  acquainted 
^vith  the  method  of  distinguishing  them  hy  the 
dress  of  the  head  and  feet.     The  Greeks  wear  a 
turban  of  black  sheepskin,  which  is  narrower  at 
the  top  than  that  of  the  Armenians.    Their  slip- 
pers, as  well  as  trowsers,  are  black,  whilst  the 
Armenians   have  the   first   red   and   the  second 
purple.     The  slippers  of  the,  Turks  are  yellow^ 
and  no  Christian  dare  wear  them,  under  pain  of 
death.     The  Jews  wear  light  blue  slippers  and 
trowsers ;  their  turbans  are   very  differei^t  from 
those  of  the  Christians,  and  they  have  two  locks 
of  hair  descending  below  their  ears.      Amongst 
the  Greeks  and  Jews,  however,  there  are  some 
privileged  'persons  who  are  allowed  to  wear  yellow 
slippers  and  red  trowsers  like  the  Mussulmen  ; 
but  they  are  the  interpreters  of  ambassadors,  the 
metzellemias  who  pay  no  annual  tribute.    Tlie 
language    most    used    at  Constantinople   is  the 
Turkish ;  the  Greeks  speak  both  Greek  and  Turk- 
ish, and  the  Armenians  their  own  tongue.     The 
Jews  generally  speak  Spanish,  and  at  the  Ottoman 
Court  Persian  is  used.     The  burying  grounds  in 
the  vicinity  of  Constantinople  are  numerous,  and 
are  interspersed  with  trees  of  various  kinds,  which 
no  person  is  allowed  to  touch. 

Excursions  may  be  made  fh}m  Constantinople 
to  the  Dardanelles,  to  the  Troade  by  water,  or  to

Desaiption  of  the  Road, 

Buda  or  Ofen  is  situated  in  E.  Long.  13®  6' 42% 
and  in  Lat.  47°  29'  44'.  The  population  amounts 
to  about  20,000  souls.  Inn  :  the  Elephant.  The 
royal  castle  is  a  fine  building,  and  the  library,  the 
observatory,  the  cabinet  of  natural  history,  the 
arsenal,  the  two  theatres,  the  casino,  the  warm 
baths,  and  those  constructed  by  the  Turks,  are  the 
principal  objects  worthy  of  attention.  The  coffee- 
bouse  facing  the  bridge  is  perhaps  one  of  the  finest 
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in  Europe  ;  dinner  may  be^vtocufied  there  on  very 
reasonable  terms.  Buda  being  the  ancient  Sicaro- 
bria,  many  Roman  ailtiquities  have  been  dis- 
covered, fwrticularly  a  Sudarium,  inrgood  pre- 
servation. 

The  town  of  Pest  (E.  Long.  l6°  34'  (T.  Lat. 
47^  31'  40".  Population  27,000)  is  situated  on 
the  Danube  opposite  Ofen^  with  which  it  is  con- 
nected by  a  bridge  of  boats.  At  Pest  there  is  a 
university  whidi  wte  tra»S^Ai«d  from  Tymaiu 
The  most  remarkable  building  is  the  hotel  of  In- 
rblids.  Th%  largest  hit  in  Hungary  is  ^held  ift 
Pest;  the  principal  articles  sold  are  the  J>rod  ac- 
tions of  the  country,  and  horses.  The  famous 
f^ns  of  Rokoshywheie  the  Hungarians  assembled 
to  -elea  their  kio^,  is  a  few  leagues  fiNim  -Ptjst. 
Upwards  of  dO^^OOO  tents  of  the  nobility  might 
sometimes  be  seen  there  at  once. 

(<})  Nessmelt  is  faibous  for  the  whiie  wineb 
made  in  its  vicinity. 

(b)  CoMORK,  carries  on  an  extensive  trade  in 
com»  wine,  honey,  and  fish.  The  church  of  the 
ci-devant  Jesuits  is  the  principal  edifice.  There  is 
a  6yiog  bridge  ait  this  place. 

(c)  Raab  is  a  neat  town,  with  about  13,000  in- 
habitants. The  ci^edral  is  superb ;  the  exec^on 
of  the  choir:^ne  cost  70,000  florins.  The  great 
square  is  ornamented .  with   fine  buildings,    the 

?^inqipal  of  which  is  the  college  of  the  ci-devant 
ejBuits. 
id)    KiTTSEis   is  rep^arkabJe  for  the  prince's 
i^stle  md  the  pheasant  walk.    The  carriage  called 
Kutsche  in  German,  derives  that  appellation  from 
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the  Bmall  tdwn  of  ICittsSe  or  Kotsi.    It  is  certain 
that' these  carriages  were  invented  in  Hungary. 

-(e)  Deutsch  ALTtN^ouKo  has  mineral 
^<^Crt,  and  between  thii  j^lace  and  Haynbour^ 
several  Roman  antiquities  have  been  discovered. 
The  market  town  of  Schwachat  is  celebrated  for 
its  cotton  manufactories.

Dtscriptum  of  the  Road: 


(a)  Ttrnau  is  situated  in  E.  long.  15^  14'  77", 
and  in  Lat.  48®  22'  48".  This  town  is  one  of  the 
principal  in  the  kingdom,  and  is  ornamented  with 
nine  large  towers,  and  a  great  number  of  churches 
and  convents.  From  its  magnificent  appearance 
it  is  sometimes  called  the  JJttle  Rome.  The  ca- 
thedral, the  episcopal  palace,  the  palace  of  M. 
Schwartz,  the  academy  of  the  nobility,  and  the  ob* 
servatory  are  the  chief  objects  demanding  at- 
tention. 

(b)  Batmozs  has  warm  baths. 

(c)  Rosenberg  is  celebrated  for  its  trade  and 
mineral  waters.  The  inhabitants  excel  in  the  ma- 
nufacture of  eailhenware. 

(d)  LeutscHau  has  likewise  mineral  waters ; 
but  has  no  good  water  for  beverage.  The  town- 
house  is  a  fine  building.  The  castle  of  Count 
Czaky  is  used  by  the  inhabitants  as  a  place  of 
amusement :  it  is  situated  in  a  neighbouring  forest. 

(e)  Eperies  is  delightfully  situated,  and  car- 
ries on  an  extensive  trade  in  wine,  linen,  com, 
and  cattle. 

(/)  Kaschau,  the  metropolis  of  Upper  Hun- 
gary, contains  about  6,000  inhabitants.  The  go- 
vernor's house  is  a  fine  biiiWing.     There  is  a  good 
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coffee>house  in  the  principal  street,  and  the  White 
Eagle  is  an  excellent  inn.  The  principal  church, 
the  barracks,  the  academy  of  the  mobility,  and  the 
pleasure  garden  near  Kaisernmhle,  on  the  Har- 
nath,  are  worthy  of  notice.  The  baths  of  Erlein 
are  celebrated.  Two  caverns,  a  short  distance 
from  Kaschau,  are  likewise  remarkable ;  one  for 
its  immense  extent,  its  labyrinths  and  stalactites  ; 
the  other  for  its  cold  temperature  in  summer  and 
heat  in  winter^ 

(g)  Tallya,  is  famous  for  its  wines;  but  the 
passing  traveller  can  seldom  obtain  a  |aste  of  it  at 
the  place  itself,  as  the  proprietors  only  sell  it 
wholesale.     It  is  the  same  as  Tokay. 

(h)  Tokay  is  situated  in  lat.  48°  7'  12".  The 
best  Tokay  wine  is  made  from  the  vineyard  of 
Szarwasche,  and  from  the  vineyards  on  the  moun- 
tain of  St.  Theresa.  The  wine  made  from  this 
mountain,  and  properly  called  Tokay,  is  entirely 
appropriated  to  the  u^e  of  the  Emperor  and  those 
nobles  who  have  vineyards  there.  That  sold 
under  this  name,,  even  in  Hungary,  is  only  Aus- 
bruch.  The  grew  reputation  of  Tokay  wine  is 
supposed  to  have  commenced  during  the  reign  of 
the  celebrated  Ragotzi;  this  prince  possessed  a 
cellar  of  the  best  wines  made  here,  which  were 
called  for  distinction,  Tokay  wines,  that  is,  wines 
from  the  cellar  of  Tokay.

(6)  Belgj^ade,  is  situateci  in  E.  long.  18^0' 0" 
and  laU  44°  50'  55'\  The  traveller  passes  the 
Save  at  this  place.  This  large  and  strong  town, 
is  at  the  confluence  of  the  Save  and  the  Danube, 
and  is  the  mart  for  the  commerce  of  Turkey  and 
Austria,    population,  25,000. 

(c)  AtHassan-Pacha-Paianka,the  traveller  passes 
the  Morave. 

(d)  NissA,  vfa^  formerly  the  capital  of  S^rvia, 
and  ik  situated,  on  the  Nissave  in  a  small  plain* 
*I1ie  Air  is  pure,  and  the  soil  extremely  fertile. 

(e)  Sophia,  is  a  large,  populous  and  com^ier- 
cial  town,  the  residence  of  the  Beglerberg  of  Ror 
melie.  It  is  delightfully  situated  on  the  Jscha 
which  the  traveller  crosses,  and  it  has  warfn  b^aths 
celebrated  for  their  medicinal  qualities. 

(/)  Tart  AS  Posarzick,  is  situated  -on  the 
Maritz.  In  orier  to  reach  Philippopolis,  the  travel- 
ler must  cross  the  height  which  unites  Rhodopu$ 
and  Hemusy  two  mountains  always  covered  with 
snow. 

[g)  Philippopolis.  The  Turkish  name  of  thb 
place  is  Felibe.  The  couifitry,  extending  as  far  a9 
Andrianople,  has  a  delightful  and  flourishing  ap- 
pearance. 

(h)  Andrianople,  The  noble  spires  of  the 
most  beautiful  minarets  in  Turkey,  seen  at  5  or 
6  leagues'  distance,  announce  the  city  of  Andrianor 
pie  and  the  superb  mosque  of  Selim  II.  Besides 
fhis  mosque,  which  is  said  to  be  the  finest  of  it9 
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kind  excq>ting  St.  Sophia,  there  are  200  in  this 
city.  The  Turkish  name  of  the  city,  is  Adranah. 
Jt  was  for  a  long  time  the  residence  of  the  Ottoman 
Sultans.  The  situation  is  beautiful  but  the  air 
unhealthy.  Many  of  the  shops  are  supplied  with 
very  valuable  goods,  as  this  town  carries  on  a  great 
trade,  particularly  by  means  of  the  Jews.  It  is 
said,  that  Andrianople  is  three  leagues  in  circum- 
ference, including  the  gardens.  The  river  of 
Maritz  is  the  ancient  Hebre. 

(t)  K YM iKL Y.  The  road  passes  along  the  shores 
of  the  Black  Sea,  the  ancient  Propontide,  through 
numerous  meadows,  whence  may  be  seen  houses 
surrounded  by  walls,  planes,  and  cypresses. 

{k)  SiLiVRiA,  was  formerly  a  considerable  tawn. 
It  has  a  bridge  of  32  arches,  and  an  old  Greek 
church  celebrated  for  a  miraculous  virgin. 

{t)  Constantinople.  See  the  Picture  of  the 
Principal  Towns.
